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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to 
order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and 
report  on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the 
Committee,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter 
their  names  in  the  minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Conven¬ 
tion  organized  for  business. 

Rule  IV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being 
chosen  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop’s  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made 
for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as 
the  nominations  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed 
on  a  ballot  for  the  use  of  the  Convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  Standing  Committee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible 
and  the  making  of  reports  shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee, 
nominations  shall  then  continue  for  all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those 
nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible 
during  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by 
the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is 
expedient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year,  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

a) Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b) Development  and  Communications. 

c) Operations. 

7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

8.  Convention  Committees. 

a) Unfinished  business. 

b) Admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

c) Constitution  and  Canons. 

d) State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

10.  Standing  Committee. 

11.  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 

13.  Cathedral  Chapter. 

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 

15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committees  and/or  Special  Committee  Reports. 
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Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the 
Diocese  as  hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council; 
Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod 
of  the  Province  of  the  Midwest;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop); 
and  all  others.  After  the  casting  of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons  having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the 
first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from  the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the 
candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot 
shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election  of  primary  delegates  and  alter¬ 
nate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  and  the  election  for 
the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary  candidates  has 
taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which  the  alter¬ 
nates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  in  the 
following  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention: 

1.  The  roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have 
leave,  or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Con¬ 
vention,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice 
to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  excused  by 
the  Convention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  call¬ 
ed  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to 
lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit 
it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if  unqualified,  shall  be  settl¬ 
ed  without  debate. 

Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and 
reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may 
be  reconsidered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that 
purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression 
of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for 
its  consideration. 
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The  Bishop  made  nominations  for  the  Commission  on  Ministry  (see  DIRECTORY), 
following  which  the  motion  was  made  that  the  nominations  be  approved  by  acclamation.  It 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

Nominated  for  directors  of  the  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  were  Frs.  David  Hynd- 
man,  Donald  Milligan,  George  Minnix  and  Paul  Smith;  and  in  the  lay  order  Robert  Book, 
Joseph  Daniel,  Roland  Seguin,  and  Suzanne  Stiene.  Elected  were  Fr.  Hyndman  and  Mr. 
Book  (3 -year  term)  and  Suzanne  Stiene  (2-year  term). 

The  Bishop  then  made  certain  committee  appointments  (see  DIRECTORY)  for  the  com¬ 
mittees  on  Unfinished  Business,  Constitution  and  Canons  and  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  There  was 
none. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  There 
was  no  report. 

The  Bishop  then  called  upon  Mrs.  Ryan  to  present  the  1981  Proposed  Revised  Diocesan 
Budget.  Mrs.  Ryan  moved,  and  Fr.  Blakslee  seconded  its  passage.  A  few  brief  questions 
were  answered,  following  which  the  passage  of  the  budget,  totalling  $237,867.93,  carried 
unanimously. 

The  remaining  reports  to  the  Convention  were  received  in  order  and  approved  by  title  (all 
are  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal)  with  an  occasional  comment  except  for  the  report  of 
the  Diocesan  Council.  Following  a  discussion  of  the  distribution  of  VIM  funds  for  local 
use,  Fr.  Blakslee  moved  and  Fr.  Niemeyer  seconded  a  motion  “that  VIM  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $1,141.56  for  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  Christ  Church,  Gary,  and  St.  Barnabas’, 
Gary,  be  made  payable  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  as  soon  as  possible  to  Christ 
Church,  Gary,  for  use  in  the  Cuban  refugee  resettlement  project  there.”  The  motion  car¬ 
ried. 

It  was  also  reported  that  our  Diocesan  UTO  for  1979  amounted  to  $9,443.95. 

The  Bishop  offered  noon-day  prayers  for  the  faithful  departed,  and  the  Convention  ad¬ 
journed  for  lunch  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Century  Center  at  12:15  p.m. 

The  Convention  reconvened  at  1:30  p.m.  with  the  showing  of  the  Presiding  Bishop’s 
Fund  for  World  Relief  film  “Yes,  A  Difference.”  Fr.  Hamblin  gave  a  report  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  regarding  the  Cuban  work  in  Gary  and  shared  a  letter  with  the  Convention  follow¬ 
ing  which  the  “hat  was  passed”  for  the  work  there.

THE  EIGHTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the  Church 

in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

November  14  and  15,  1980  at  South  Bend 


“Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God,  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  ” 

As  always,  on  these  occasions,  my  first  words  to  you  are  ones  of  JOY  and 
THANKSGIVING  —  because  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  Leaders  of  the  Diocesan  Family  are 
gathered  together,  with  their  Bishop,  in  a  Community  of  Faith.  We  are  here  to  be  the 
Church  in  Northern  Indiana,  and  to  do  the  work  of  Christ’s  Church  in  this  Household  of 
Faith. 

At  the  close  of  this  82nd  Convention  —  as  many  of  you  know  —  each  of  you  will  be  given 
a  copy  of  the  Bishop’s  “Apostolic  Acts”  (in  summary),  and  a  careful  recording  of  God’s 
Blessings  —  material  and  spiritual  —  upon  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese  ...  in  this 
year  of  grace. 

This  record  represents  much  work  on  the  part  of  the  diocesan  priests,  and  of  the  Bishop, 
and  deserves  to  be  read  by  each  of  you,  with  gratitude  for  God’s  goodness  to  us  this  past 
year.  How  quickly  we  forget  His  bounty  —  unless  it  is  written  down. 

If  God  permits  it,  I  shall  be  in  the  tenth  year  of  my  Consecration  as  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God,  and  your  Chief  Pastor,  when  we  gather  together  NEXT  year  for  the  83rd 
Synod  of  this  Diocese. 

It  is,  for  that  reason,  that  my  address  today  will  deal  chiefly  with  the  Episcopal  Church 
BEYOND  the  borders  of  our  beloved  Northern  Indiana  —  rather  than  WITHIN  its  boun¬ 
daries.  Once  in  nearly  ten  years  is  not  too  often,  “to  look  back,”  and  to  contemplate  what 
has  been  lived  through  .  .  .  from  the  viewpoint  of  your  Father-in-God. 

Since  1972,  Anglicanism  in  America  has  experienced  every  possible  emotion:  sorrow, 
near  despair,  times  of  hope,  horrendous  pain,  and  moments  of  great  joy.  They  have  not 
been  easy  years,  nor  have  they  been  dull  ones! 

Under  God,  I  desire  to  remind  you  of  some  of  the  chief  events,  which  have  taken  place  in 
the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  since  1972.  And,  then,  finally  to  warn  you  of 
what  I  believe  to  be  the  chief  enemies  of  the  Faith  and  of  the  Faithful. 

First  of  all,  I  desire  to  remind  you  of  the  good  things,  which  have  happened  to  this  part 
of  the  Catholic  Church,  although  it  must  be  said  that  nearly  everything  is  a  mixture  of  good 
and  less  good/together  in  human  affairs. 

During  this  period  of  years,  a  very  important  shift  in  priorities  has  taken  place,  and  this 
“shift”  is  cause  for  the  deepest  gratitude  to  God.  I  refer  to  the  proper  exaltation  of  Christ 
as  “Alpha  and  Omega,”  the  First  and  the  Last,  the  Beginning  and  the  End. 

More  often  than  perhaps  was  realized,  many  Episcopalians  once  put  the  gift  before  the 
Giver  (i.e.,  they  “seemed”  to  have  loved  the  Church,  the  gift  of  our  Lord,  more  than  the 
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Lord  of  the  Church)  —  the  One  Who  gives  us  His  Mystical  Body,  to  help  us  through  this 
life  .  .  .  back  to  Him  for  Eternity. 

There  even  used  to  be  an  expression  for  this  “mixup”  of  priorities  —  “CHURCHIANI- 
TY.”  I  believe  that  “Churchianity”  is  waning,  and  that  our  Blessed  Lord  Himself  is  first 
and  foremost,  with  His  gift  of  His  Church  second,  in  proper  order. 

In  the  last  ten  years,  or  so,  the  Church  has  spent  a  fearful  amount  of  its  time  and  life  in 
liturgical  reform  and  renewal.  There  is  no  parallel  —  down  through  the  centuries  —  for  the 
debates,  the  experiments,  the  energy  consumed  in  the  evolving  of  a  new  Prayer  Book. 

Seemingly,  it  could  be  done  no  other  way  —  or  in  a  shorter  time.  But  now  the  Church 
possesses  a  Book  which  contains,  I  believe,  the  best  of  the  old,  the  closing  of  important 
“gaps,”  a  balanced  Catholic  Book  of  worship  and  instruction. 

It  is  not  perfect,  but  it  is  a  good  compromise,  and  it  provides  for  the  participation  of  the 
People  of  God  in  a  really  magnificent  way.  And  all  that  necessary  preoccupation  with 
“trial”  is  behind  us! 

“The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  For  World  Relief”  is  “coming  into  its  own,”  and  growing 
year  by  year,  and  that  shows  that  compassion  in  disaster  (wherever  it  occurs)  is  growing 
among  us.  And  compassion  in  suffering  is  of  God  ...  so  we  can  take  heart  that  this 
Church  is  increasingly  sensitive  to  the  desperate  needs  of  others,  in  an  emergency.  Thanks 
be  to  God. 

Ecumenism  —  and  visible  progress  in  the  reunion  of  Christendom  —  is,  seemingly,  so 
slow,  as  to  “make  the  Angels  weep,”  but  at  least  we  are  on  the  right  road. 

Much  of  the  old  bigotry  is  mortally  wounded,  at  least,  if  not  dead. 

There  is  much  more  “grass  roots”  charity  and  understanding  among  Roman  Catholics, 
Protestants,  Orthodox  and  Anglicans  than  ever  before.  And  it  is  true  to  say  that  genuine 
progress  will  continue  to  come  from  the  grass  roots  .  .  .  not  “from  the  top.”  God  knows 
that  it  is  dreadfully  slow,  but  it  exists! 

VENTURE  IN  MISSION  —  not  so  many  years  ago  —  was  the  subject  of  hostile 
debate  ...  all  over  the  Church  in  nearly  every  diocese.  But  there  came  a  softening  of  the 
heart,  and  there  are  few  places,  really,  where  attacks  against  VIM  in  principle  are  now  suc¬ 
cessful. 

The  latest  record  of  the  Episcopal  Church’s  response  to  Venture  in  Mission  shows  that 
more  than  $100,000,000  has  been  given,  or  pledged  —  with  many  dioceses  still  in  the  midst 
of  their  campaigns. 

For  whatever  purpose,  this  enormous  amount  of  treasure  has  been  given  —  and  wherever 
it  is  to  go  —  Christ  and  the  work  of  His  Church  are  at  the  center  of  it.  Such  a  gift  has  no 
parallel  among  us,  and  I  believe  that  it  is  appropriate  to  rejoice  in  it,  and  to  give  thanks  for 
it! 

The  Episcopal  Church  in  America  has  survived  its  greatest  dangers  —  and  its  deepest 
pain  —  since  the  days  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Regardless  of  what  your  convictions  are, 
concerning  the  novel  experiment  of  ordaining  women  to  the  Priesthood,  you  cannot  be 
blind  to  the  price  paid  for  this  unilateral  action. 

Only  Almighty  God  knows,  with  accuracy,  how  many  People  of  God  simply  abandoned 
the  Church  because  of  this  experiment  (and  for  many  other  reasons),  or  how  many  priests 
were  deposed  in  despair.  That  is  not  the  point  lam  dwelling  on.  The  Church  has  survived, 
and  for  the  first  time  in  some  years  it  is  beginning  to  grow  again. 

That  SURVIVAL  can  be  of  God  only,  for  He  alone  preserved  His  Church  from  self- 
destruction  —  in  this  century,  and  in  every  previous  century! 

It  is  not  just  coincidental  that  Almighty  God  raises  up  special  men  and  women  and  events 
in  the  long  life  of  His  Church,  which  affect  for  good  the  Body  of  Christ  in  their  day  and 
beyond  ...  a  St.  Benedict,  a  Francis  of  Assisi,  a  St.  Catherine  of  Siena,  a  Blessed  James 
DeKoven,  the  heroes  of  the  Catholic  Revival  in  Anglicanism  —  to  mention  just  a  few. 

Within  the  last  ten  years,  or  so,  I  would  just  mention  one  person  and  one  event,  which 
must  be  the  care  and  handiwork  of  The  Living  God. 

The  person  is  the  Most  Rev.  John  Maury  Allin,  Presiding  Bishop  and  Primate  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  The  event  was  the  Lambeth  Conference 
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of  1978.  Church  history  will  someday  note  that  +  JOHN’S  leadership,  charity  and  gentle 
strength  helped  to  keep  this  Church  from  breaking  apart,  humanly  speaking,  over  many 
bitterly-held  differences.  And  it  was  Lambeth  and  the  world-wide  Archbishops  and 
Bishops,  who  prevented  the  Anglican  Communion  from  being  shattered  over  the  ordina¬ 
tion  of  women  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  New  Zealand. 

Beloved-in-Christ,  the  Mystical  Body  of  Christ,  which  we  call  the  Church,  belongs  utter¬ 
ly  and  completely  to  God.  And  He  does  watch  over  it  —  no  matter  what  frail  mankind,  on  a 
hundred  fronts,  does  to  despoil  it  (or  to  “water  down’’  its  Faith). 

Who  can  fail  to  have  noticed  the  warm  winds  of  the  Holy  Spirit  moving  through  this  part 
of  His  Church  —  in  recent  years?  Which  of  His  potentials  for  spiritual  renewal  has  touched 
YOU?  Perhaps  you  have  made  a  Cursillo,  or  belong  to  a  study  class  in  Holy  Scriptures,  or 
join  in  a  weekly  prayer  group,  or  assist  the  priest  by  administering  the  Sacred  Cup,  or  read 
Evening  Prayer  every  Tuesday  in  your  parish  church,  or  are  concerned  about  sharing  the 
Good  News  with  others! 

Very  few  of  those  potentials  for  spiritual  renewal  were  talked  about  ten  years  ago  —  let 
alone  taken  seriously.  For  these,  and  all  His  other  mercies,  may  God’s  Holy  Name  be  bless¬ 
ed  and  praised!! 

Alas!  Common  honesty  now  requires  me  to  talk  about  two  areas,  which  are  worrisome, 
and  are,  in  themselves,  sobering.  These  two  areas  are: 

(1)  A  kind  of  “complacency,’’  with  regard  to  sharing  of  the  “Good  News”  with  those  who 
know  it  not; 

(2)  A  prevailing  belief  in  a  secular  humanism,  which  foolishly  discounts  —  or  denies  —  the 
Lord  of  the  Universe,  as  being  truly  a  Supernatural  God,  and  the  Christian  Faith,  as  being 
truly  a  Supernatural  Faith. 

First,  as  to  an  all-too-common  complacency  about  “sharing”  the  Good  News  with 
others.  We  may  not  miss  the  mark  as  far  as  the  little  boy  who  misunderstood  the  priest’s 
words  when  at  the  end  of  Mass  the  dismissal  was  said  (The  boy  thought  he  heard  the  words, 
“Depart,  to  go  to  sleep”). 

We  may  smile  at  that  innocent  mistake,  but  do  not  think  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
smiles  ...  if  we  do  not  love  Him  enough  to  want  to  share  Him  with  anyone,  or  if  we  think 
of  “love  of  neighbor,”  as  just  a  pretty,  but  unrealistic  slogan. 

More  and  more,  I  am  convinced  that  we  shall  be  asked  this  question  at  the  hour  of  our 
personal  judgment:  “How  much  did  you  care  about  telling  others  of  my  offer  of  Salvation 
to  everyone?”  How  much  did  you  really  care! 

(2)  The  OTHER  bad  news  is  a  prevailing  belief  —  in  too  many  places  —  in  a  secular 
humanism,  which  foolishly  —  and  fatally  discounts  —  or  denies  —  the  Lord  of  the 
Universe,  as  being  truly  a  Supernatural  God,  and  the  Christian  Faith,  as  being  truly  a 
Supernatural  Faith. 

The  distinguished  convert  from  Judaism,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Karl  Morgan  Block  (one  time 
Bishop  of  California),  once  defined  the  secular  as  “the  practice  of  the  ABSENCE  of  God.” 
And  some  of  you,  who  are  at  least  middle-aged,  will  remember  a  popular  song  of  the 
1930’s. 

The  words  of  the  song  went  something  like  this:  “I  get  along  without  you  very  well.” 
Those  words  referred  (in  the  song)  to  a  former  sweetheart,  but  they  could  be  the  precise 
slogan  for  many  secular  humanists  —  with  reference  to  Almighty  God.  This  twisted  and 
false  dependence  on  self  —  making  man  the  measure  of  all  things  —  has  produced  horrify¬ 
ing  fruits  in  our  present  society.  This  repudiation  of  the  Supernatural  God  (in  the  words  of 
Father  Edward  Murphy)  “.  .  .  has  turned  our  society  into  a  cultural  tumbleweed  with  no 
roots,  ‘blowing  in  the  wind.’  ” 

I  do  not  need  to  rehearse  here  the  truly  scandalous  attempts  at  trying  to  reduce  the  Super¬ 
natural  Faith  into  a  man-centered  secularism.  You  will  see  these  attempts  for  yourself  when 
you  read  that  some  Christians  have  said  that  the  Resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  is  a  myth,  or 
that  the  Son  of  God  is  a  homosexual,  or  that  God  is,  after  all,  just  man  carried  to  the  ninth 
power! 
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“My  God  how  wonderful  thou  art,  Thy  Majesty  how  bright.  How  beautiful  thv  mercy 
seat.  In  depths  of  burning  light!  (Hymn  284) 

“E’en  so  I  love  thee,  and  will  love, 

And  in  thy  praise  will  sing, 

Solely  because  thou  art  my  God 
And  my  Eternal  King.  Amen”  (Hymn  456) 

It  is  a  far  cry  from  the  pitiful  denial  of  the  Supernatural  God  —  summed  up  in  those 
fatally  inadequate  words  “I  can  get  along  without  you  very  well,”  ...  to  those  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  Jesuit,  Father  Karl  Rahner: 

“What  else  is  there  that  I  can  tell  you  about  yourself,  O  God,  except  that  you  are  the 
one  without  whom  I  cannot  exist  —  the  Eternal  God  from  whom  alone,  I,  a  creature  of 
time,  can  draw  the  strength  to  live. 

You  are  infinity,  who  gives  meaning  to  my  finite  life.”

“To  Make  Glad  The  Heart’’  —  by  now  a  yearly  tradition  in  our  Diocese  —  is  a  simple 
recording  of  some  of  God’s  blessings  (spiritual  and  material)  bestowed  upon  the  Diocesan 
Family  in  the  year  1980. 

I.  ANGOLA,  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  HOLY  FAMILY 

(Father  L.  Maxwell  Brown,  Vicar;  Father  Theron  G.  Lansford,  Diocesan  Mis¬ 
sioned 

What  has  been  hoped  for  a  very  long  time  —  finally  came  to  pass  at  Holy 
Family  ...  a  “nearly”  full-time  Vicar  for  this  flourishing  congregation. 
Father  L.  Maxwell  Brown  and  Mrs.  Brown  (Catherine),  and  one  of  their 
daughters,  Carolyn,  arrived  in  July. 

The  plan  for  this  “early  retirement”  priest  is  to  build  on  the  long,  faithful 
labors  of  Father  Theron  Lansford,  formerly  Acting  Priest-in-Charge.  Father 
Lansford  continues  as  a  full-time  professor  at  Tri-State  University,  Angola, 
and  resumes  his  original  vocation  .  .  .  that  of  being  a  Diocesan  Missioner  and 
Emergency  Supply  Priest. 

Added  to  the  happy  news  of  Father  Brown’s  coming  is  the  new  Vicarage, 
which  has  been  built  and  financed  solely  by  the  local  mission.  It  is  an  important 
part  of  the  future  plans  .  .  .  when  Holy  Family  has  an  “absolutely”  full-time 
priest  of  its  own,  and  the  continued  hope  of  becoming  a  self-supporting  parish. 

II.  BRISTOL,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  OF  THE  CROSS 
(Father  John  H.  Morgan,  Rector) 

Many  exciting  things  have  happened  to  St.  John’s  in  1980.  Any  list  of 
“highlights”  would  have  to  include  the  following:  the  Parish  Church,  and  all 
its  properties,  were  placed  on  the  “National  Register  of  Historic  Monuments  in 
the  U.S.A.”;  the  ordination  of  Father  John  Morgan  to  the  Priesthood  (and  his 
subsequent  Institution  of  Priest  and  Rector);  the  celebration  of  the  150th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  Rectory;  the  purchase  of  the  former  Presbyterian  Church 
building  —  “across  the  street  from  St.  John’s”  —  and  its  complete  “renova¬ 
tion”  for  the  Church  School;  the  primary  construction  of  a  new  —  and  badly 
needed  —  parish  parking  lot;  the  reroofing  and  painting  of  the  church,  rectory 
and  church  school  building;  the  full  restoration  of  the  historic  English  stained 
glass  windows. 

In  addition  to  all  this  good  news,  the  best  is  yet  to  be  recorded  —  the  Parish 
Family  is  steadfastly  growing  in  size  and  in  faithfulness. 

III.  CHESTERTON,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  INCARNATION 
(Father  John  Meyer,  Vicar) 

In  the  area  of  spiritualities,  the  happy  news  is  that  several  new  families  have 
been  added  to  the  church’s  membership.  Attendance,  in  general,  has  been  in¬ 
creasing. 

The  Family  of  Incarnation  is  intensely  interested  in  their  Candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  Mr.  Charles  Potter,  who  has  begun  his  final  year  in  seminary  at 
Wycliffe  College  in  Toronto,  Canada. 

Construction  on  the  badly  needed  ceiling  of  the  undercroft  was  begun  in  Oc¬ 
tober  ...  a  project  delayed  for  many  years. 
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IV.  CROWN  POINT,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  CHRISTOPHER 
(Father  Patrick  C.  Heiligstedt,  Rector) 

There  is  much  good  news  to  report,  even  though  it  can  only  be  “summariz¬ 
ed”  here.  The  good  news  includes  embracing  “Living  the  Good  News”  cur¬ 
riculum  for  Church  School  classes;  the  restructuring  of  the  parish  vestry, 
resulting  in  a  deeper  involvement  in  the  parish  life;  hopes  for  a  parish  Cursillo; 
the  beginning  of  a  new  parish  newsletter  involving  “parish  talent”  on  a 
widespread  basis,  and  a  growing  understanding  and  compassion  on  the  part  of 
the  Parish  Family  for  those  involved  in  deep  personal  agonies. 

A  greater  understanding  also  is  being  sensed  —  as  to  what  Christian 
Evangelism  is  genuinely  about. 

V.  CULVER,  THE  MISSION  TO  CULVER  MILITARY  ACADEMY  AND 
THE  CULVER  ACADEMY  FOR  GIRLS 

(Father  William  R.  Martin,  Chaplain) 

Although  Culver  has  no  official  connection  with  the  Diocese  of  Northern  In¬ 
diana  in  any  way,  our  Bishop  “licenses”  Father  Martin,  while  he  serves  as 
Chaplain  at  these  two  famous  preparatory  schools. 

Moreover,  the  Bishop  spends  a  “Pastoral  Weekend”  at  the  academies: 
preaching  to  the  Corps  of  Cadets  and  Coeds;  administering  the  Sacrament  of 
Holy  Confirmation  to  a  group  of  candidates  and  celebrating  Mass  for  a  con¬ 
gregation  of  Anglicans  —  not  only  from  all  over  America,  but  from  Great  Bri¬ 
tain,  Australia  and  Canada  ...  as  well. 

Because  Culver  Military  Academy  and  the  Culver  School  for  Girls  are  within 
the  parish  bounds  of  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  a  number  of  Anglican  faculty 
members  are  parishioners  at  Plymouth.  One  of  them  —  a  licensed  Lay  Reader 
and  Chalice  Bearer  —  hopes  someday  to  be  a  Permanent  Deacon. 

VI.  EAST  CHICAGO,  GOOD  SHEPHERD  PARISH 
(Father  Richard  Phelps,  Priest-in-Charge) 

The  Parish  Family  of  Good  Shepherd  would  say  that  —  far  and  away  — 
their  greatest  blessing  in  1980  .  .  .  was  the  coming  of  Father  Richard  Phelps,  as 
their  priest.  Now  having  a  devoted  Pastor,  weekdays  and  Holy  Days  (as  well  as 
Sundays)  can  be  kept  with  regularity.  Regular  provision  for  confessions,  sick 
communions,  etc.  is  now  possible,  which  has  brought  comfort  to  many  people. 

On  the  temporal  side,  a  faithful  parishioner  “willed”  her  car  to  Good 
Shepherd  Church,  for  the  use  of  the  priest  in  his  duties.  New  carpeting  has 
been  put  in  the  Church.  The  Parish  Family  continues  to  whittle  away,  at  what 
was  once  a  very  large  mortgage.  In  about  three  years  they  hope  “to  be 
delivered”  from  the  last  payment. 

VII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  DAVID 
(Father  Richard  J.  Handley,  Rector) 

A  report,  in  summary,  of  parish  spiritualities  must  include  the  following:  a 
continuation  of  “new  life”  and  spirit  at  St.  David’s;  an  increased  sense  of 
stewardship  and  gratitude  to  God  has  brought  a  “flood”  of  memorials  —  a 
Baptismal  Font,  Bishop’s  Chair  and  Prayer  Desk,  a  new  Lectern  and  Lectern 
Bible,  an  Altar  Frontal  and  a  large  hanging  Advent  Wreath,  to  mention  a  few; 
a  faithful  paying  of  VIM  pledges  (St.  David’s  response  was  over  200%  of  its 
“fair  share”);  increased  attendance  at  weekday  Mass  has  resulted  in  plans  for 
additional  weekday  Eucharists;  the  creation  of  St.  Helena’s  Chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  King;  another  successful  Vacation  Bible  School  (in  collabora¬ 
tion  with  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Elkhart)  and  an  increase  in  membership  and 
in  the  practice  of  tithing. 

A  Parish  Long-Range  Planning  Committee  has  been  formed. 

VIII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  EVANGELIST 

(Father  John  W.  Thomas,  Rector  and  Father  Bruce  E.  LeBarron,  Assistant 
Priest  and  Parish  Organist)

There  is  a  “feeling”  within  the  Parish  that  1980  has  been  a  very  solid 
year  ...  to  date. 

Some  highlights  with  regards  to  spiritualities  include:  being  host  to  the 
Episcopal  Church  Army  —  from  all  over  the  country  —  on  its  50th  Anniver¬ 
sary;  holding  a  very  successful  Vacation  Bible  School  for  the  5th  year  (with  a 
staff  of  70  adults  and  156  children,  including  some  from  St.  David’s,  Elkhart); 
the  embracing  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado’s  curriculum  “Living  the  Good 
News”  for  the  Church  School;  the  sponsoring  of  several  well-attended  retreats, 
quiet  days  and  prayer  workshops  via  the  Daughters  of  the  King  and  the 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  and  the  inauguration  of  the  use  of  the  Church’s 
new  Prayer  Book  in  Lent. 

A  unique  practice  of  St.  John’s  is  to  invite  a  priest  and  his  wife  from  another 
part  of  the  Diocesan  Family  to  spend  the  weekend  with  the  Elkhart  Parish. 
This  helps  to  “make  real”  the  whole  of  the  Diocese.  In  1980  Father  Arnold 
Hoffman,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City  (and  Acting  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King, 
Huntington)  —  and  his  wife,  Sonja  —  were  the  special  guests. 

Concerning  temporalities,  the  old  electronic  organ  is  fast  “deteriorating,” 
and  a  special  Organ  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  do  research  for  a 
suitable  pipe  organ.  On  the  other  side  of  things,  volunteers  have  painted  four 
classrooms  —  and  were  happily  applauded  by  the  rest  of  the  Parish  Family. 

Most  important  of  all,  the  overall  attendance  of  worshippers  at  the  Holy 
Eucharist  —  and  the  numbers  of  communions  received  —  has  increased.  It  is 
not  at  all  unusual  to  have  more  than  400  present  at  the  Sunday  Masses.  There 
are  more  than  100  boys  and  girls  in  the  parish  Church  School. 

IX.  FORT  WAYNE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ALBAN 

(Father  Todd  D.  Smelser,  Rector  and  Father  Terry  Russell,  Assistant  Priest) 

After  last  year  (the  creation  of  St.  Alban  as  a  parish  and  the  calling  of  its 
first  Rector,  Fr.  Smelser,  etc.),  things  had  to  “calm  down”  a  bit!  But  1980  has 
been  a  steady  and  steadfast  year.  There  has  been  a  continued  study  of  Holy 
Scriptures.  The  splendid  Church  School  curriculum  from  the  Diocese  of  Col¬ 
orado  (“Living  the  Good  News”)  is  being  used  again  .  .  .  and  with  good 
results. 

Seven  members  of  the  parish  attended  the  recent  “Evangelism  Conference” 
in  St.  Louis.  A  disciplined  Lay  Ministry  program  for  Lay  Readers  has  been 
established.  And  added  to  those  two  pieces  of  good  news,  a  beautiful  Solemn 
Evensong  and  Flower  Festival  was  held  —  with  over  150  people  attending.  It  is 
planned  to  make  it  an  annual  event. 

In  connection  with  temporalities,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  sponsored  a 
“Garage  Sale”  —  to  shore  up  the  temporarily  sagging  budget.  Could  that  be  a 
Vestry  First?  The  nursery  education  wing  is  now  brightly  painted  with  graphics. 

Several  fine  memorials  were  given  to  St.  Alban’s  recently.  These  include  a 
new  set  of  red  Mass  vestments,  a  silver-encased  Gospel  Book,  an  Altar  Missal 
and  a  processional  cross.  Happily,  too,  the  facilities  of  St.  Alban’s,  have  been 
used  extensively  by  the  local  “neighborhood  associations.” 

St.  Alban’s  seminarian,  Robert  Rademaker,  has  just  begun  his  “Middler 
Year”  at  Nashotah  House.  His  wife,  Kay,  who  is  a  registered  nurse,  is  working 
at  the  Oconomowoc  Hospital  —  just  Five  miles  from  the  seminary. 

X.  FORT  WAYNE,  TRINITY  CHURCH 

(Father  C.  Corydon  Randall,  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish;  Father  W.  Kenneth 
Williams,  Associate  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish;  Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar  of 
St.  Philip  and  St.  James’  Altar  of  Trinity  Parish;  Father  Paul  W.  Smith,  Non- 
Stipendiary  Priest  (“centered”  at  Trinity  Parish  and  available  for  the  Bishop’s 
“call,”  as  needed,  throughout  the  Diocese.) 
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As  a  partial  celebration  of  Trinity  Church’s  having  been  placed  in  the  “Na¬ 
tional  Register  of  Historic  Sites,”  a  series  of  special  speakers/visitors  was 
sponsored.  Among  the  nationally  known  figures  taking  part  in  this  series  were 
the  Bishop  of  Washington  (D.C.)  and  William  Reed,  M.D.  of  the  Christian 
Medical  Foundation  in  Tampa,  Florida.  Their  visits  have  been  inspiring. 

The  Parish,  happily,  received  a  large  bequest  in  1980,  and  several  major  gifts 
of  thanksgiving  have  made  possible  an  endowment  for  instrumental  music,  a 
61-trumpet-en-chamade  and  a  substantial  enlargement  of  the  pipe  organ. 

Canterbury  School  —  founded  at  Trinity  Church  and  now  in  its  fourth  year 
—  has  moved  out  of  the  Parish  Educational  Building  —  its  215  students  now 
being  housed  in  a  recently  purchased  (former)  public  school  building.  A  major 
fund  drive  is  beginning  in  order  to  build  a  chapel. 

Canterbury  School  (it  is  estimated)  spent  more  than  $50,000  on  im¬ 
provements,  while  they  occupied  part  of  the  Parish  Education  Building!  That 
building  now  seems  so  “quiet”  during  the  week! 

XI.  FORT  WAYNE,  ST.  PHILIP  AND  ST.  JAMES’  ALTAR  OF  TRINITY 
PARISH 

(Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar) 

Both  the  spiritualities  and  the  temporalities  appear  to  be  flourishing  in  1980. 
There  has  been  maintained  a  good  level  of  baptisms  and  confirmations.  Atten¬ 
dance  at  weekday,  Holy  Day  and  Saints’  Day  services  is  on  the  increase.  A 
number  of  new  and  devoted  acolytes  has  been  added.  The  Parish  Family  is  re¬ 
joicing  over  the  willingness  of  David  Fulkerson  to  test  his  vocation  as  a  possi¬ 
ble  Permanent  Deacon  (a  first  at  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’!) 

Many  physical  improvements  have  been  made  —  much  painting  and 
redecorating;  the  gift  of  a  church  bell  and  “safe”  (for  the  storing  of  valuables); 
the  final  payment  on  the  pipe  organ,  etc. 

A  very  successful  “Bavarian  Fair”  benefited  the  Church  and  the  Vicar’s 
(and  Bishop’s)  Discretionary  Fund! 

XII.  GARY,  CHRIST  CHURCH,  with  ST.  STEPHEN’S,  HOBART 

(Father  James  Wallace  Curtis,  Rector  and  Father  Jeffrey  Hamblin,  O.S.S.B. 
Assistant  Priest)  (to  be  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  on  December  20,  1980) 

Christ  Church  has  had  an  exciting,  momentous,  challenging  year,  to  say  the 
least.  The  Rev.  Jeffrey  Hamblin,  OSSB,  Deacon  (“Father  Jeff”)  was  ordained 
to  Holy  Orders  at  last  (he  is  a  “parish  son”).  The  Bishop  authorized  him  to 
return  to  his  native  parish,  assist  Father  Curtis  in  all  kinds  of  ways  .  .  . 
especially  among  Latinos  (“Father  Jeff”  speaks  fluent  Spanish). 

Then  there  came  “floods”  of  Cuban  Refugees  —  along  with  Haitians. 
weekly  “Spanish  Mass”  has  been  instituted.  Frantic  signals  for  emergency 
funds  to  help  feed  and  house  the  Refugees,  etc.  —  went  out.  “The  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Fund”  was  able  to  help,  along  with  a  grant  from  the  Diocesan  Foun¬ 
dation  —  plus  the  generous  gifts  of  many  parishioners. 

It  has  been  —  and  is  —  a  challenging  year. 

Much  repair  and  “upkeep”  work  has  been  done  (some  of  it  by  Cuban 
Refugees)  at  both  Christ  Church  and  St.  Stephen’s. 

There  have  been  four  successful  and  loyally  supported  “Seminarian  Din¬ 
ners,”  which  helped  the  two  (formerly)  seminarians.  Douglas  Johnson  has 
gone  back  to  Nashotah  House  for  his  “Middler  Year,”  and  the  Parish  Family 
is  now  waiting  for  “Fr.  Jeff’s”  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood  —  just  before 
Christmas. 

On  Holy  Cross  Day,  September  15,  “Father  Jeff”  was  clothed  as  an  oblate 
in  the  Society  of  St.  Barnabas;  the  order’s  Mother  House  is  in  Erie,  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 
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XIII.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE 
(Father  James  Manning,  Rector) 

As  part  of  the  efforts  of  the  priest  and  people  of  the  parish  to  increasingly 
relate  to  the  neighborhood  and  community,  two  special  projects  have  been  — 
or  are  being  —  supported  by  St.  Augustine’s:  (1)  Girl  Scout  Troop  #301  is  now 
sponsored  by  the  Parish  Family;  (2)  An  organ  recital  was  held,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Humanities  Faculty  of  the  well-known  Roosevelt  High  School,  Gary. 
This  is  part  of  the  national  project,  to  re-introduce  in  high  schools  a  stronger 
appreciation  of  the  cultural  heritage  of  Black  America. 

Many  in  the  Diocese  will  remember  that  the  “new”  (nearly  30  years  ago) 
parish  church  of  St.  Augustine  received  many  architectural  awards  for  the 
striking  and  beautiful  design  of  this  House  of  God.  Two  projects  are  currently 
being  completed,  to  maintain  the  beauty  of  St.  Augustine’s:  a  new  roof  and  ex¬ 
terior  repair  and  maintenance. 

XIV.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  BARNABAS 
(Father  Donald  A.  Milligan,  Rector) 

The  most  important  news  to  come  from  St.  Barnabas’  in  1980  was  partly 
spiritual  and  partly  material  —  as  so  much  of  the  Christian  Faith  often  is.  This 
growing  parish  (in  a  leap  of  faith  and  determination)  has  promised  to  pay  its 
full  Diocesan  Mission  Fair  Share/ Assessment  for  1981  .  .  .  and  not  to  request 
a  reduction.  Only  two  years  ago  that  would  have  seemed  utterly  impossible  for 
this  once  nearly  dead  congregation. 

Other  news  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart”  includes  the  following:  a  very  active 
youth  group,  which  participated  (among  other  things)  in  a  Canadian  “Survival 
Wilderness  Canoe  Trip”  for  seven  days  (the  same  group  will  also  be  going  to 
St.  Gregory’s  Benedictine  Abbey,  Three  Rivers,  Michigan  for  a  “spiritual 
growth  weekend”);  the  sending  of  a  pure  bred  heifer  to  Cameroon,  Africa  to  a 
hungry  family  (in  turn  this  family  must  give  away  the  first  calf  to  another  fami¬ 
ly).  The  project  is  supported  by  gifts  each  Sunday  at  the  Parish  Breakfast.) 

There  is  much  appreciation  for  the  caring  concern  of  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry  (they  operate  as  part  of  a  Christian  Family  and  not  like  a  group  of  high 
level  corporation  executives!). 

XV.  GAS  CITY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 

(Father  Arnold  R.  Hoffman,  Rector  and  Acting  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King,  Hun¬ 
tington) 

Spiritually,  there  have  been  three  special  causes  for  thanksgiving:  (1)  Atten¬ 
dance  at  the  Sunday  and  weekday  Mass  has  significantly  increased;  (2)  Nine 
persons  received  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Confirmation,  or  were  received  from 
some  other  part  of  the  Catholic  Church  (a  notable  number  for  this  small  parish 
in  one  year);  (3)  A  remarkable  increase  in  stewardship  has  been  seen  in  the 
generous  support  of  “The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief,”  the 
United  Thank  Offering  and  The  Bishop’s  Discretionary-Emergency  Fund. 

Materially,  numbers  of  improvements/adornments  were  completed  .  .  .  the 
Parish  Hall“sparkles”  from  its  new  repainting;  a  major  and  important  project 
was  completed  on  the  church  building  —  all  the  windows  have  been  custom- 
fitted  with  insulating  glass;  very  handsome  Eucharistic  vestments  were  made, 
given  and  blessed. 

The  Parish  Family  is  “sharing”  their  beloved  priest  with  their  brothers  and 
sisters-in-the-Faith  at  Christ  the  King,  Huntington  ...  for  at  least  one  year. 

XVI.  GOSHEN,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JAMES 
(Father  Robert  J.M.  Goode,  Rector) 

The  Parish  Family,  lovingly  and  enthusiastically,  sent  off  Harold  Comer  to 
Nashotah  House  Seminary  (with  his  family),  to  begin  the  testing  of  his  voca¬ 
tion  to  Holy  Orders  —  the  first  such  person  from  St.  James’  in  a  number  of 
years. 
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Although  the  “financial  crunch”  is  genuine  at  St.  James’  (and  everywhere 
else  in  the  Diocese),  the  Family  gave  a  gift  of  $1,000.00  to  help  Holy  Family, 
Angola,  begin  its  increased  ministry  there  and,  also,  managed  to  pay  for  a  new 
roof  on  the  Parish  Hall.  A  first-rate  “Parish  Acolyte’s  Manual”  has  been 
published  (the  priest  happily  shares  this  valuable  work  when  asked  for  a  copy). 

A  number  of  fine  memorials  have  been  received,  which  include:  a  Baptismal 
Font  Cover;  an  outdoor  crucifix  for  the  parish  garden;  the  offer  of  two  new 
carved  Church  doors  and  a  new  set  of  Solemn  Mass  vestments. 

The  greatest  joy  of  all  has  been  the  daily  offering  of  the  Divine  Offices  by 
parish  lay  readers. 

XVII.  HAMMOND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 

(Father  John  C.  Blakslee,  Rector  and  Father  Jonathan  Sams,  Assisting  Priest). 
This,  also,  includes  the  Congregation  of  St.  Timothy’s,  Griffith,  which  aspires 
to  be  a  parish  someday. 

The  two  priests  of  this  geographically  widespread  cure  of  souls  report 
another  busy  year.  There  is  a  very  active  E.C.W.  at  St.  Paul’s,  and  it  is  a  strong 
contributor  to  the  parish  life  financially,  and  in  other  ways.  Their  bazaars, 
rummage  sales,  etc.  have  paid  for  a  number  of  physical  improvements,  and  a 
new  commercial/institutional  size  stove  for  the  Parish  House  kitchen  is  being 
eagerly  awaited. 

A  new  roof  has  been  put  on  Bishop  Talbot  Hall  (the  Parish  Hall  is  named  for 
one  of  the  earlier  Successors  to  the  Apostles  before  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was 
divided  into  Indianapolis  and  Michigan  City.) 

The  parish  choir  took  the  responsibility  for  the  after-Sunday  Mass  coffee 
hours  —  a  very  successful  and  appreciated  project. 

Those  who  worship  at  St.  Timothy’s  have  been  active,  too.  A  new  Men’s 
Club  has  been  responsible  for  erecting  a  lighted  church  sign,  keeping  three 
acres  of  “church  grass”  cut,  and  sponsoring  a  highly  successful  pancake 
breakfast,  to  mention  a  few  examples.  New  nave  paneling  was  put  in  Church 
and  handsome  sanctuary  furniture  was  added. 

XVIII.  HOWE,  PARISH  OF  ST.  MARK 

(Father  George  B.  Minnix,  Rector,  and  Chaplain  of  Howe  Military  School) 

Everything  about  St.  Mark’s  —  directly  or  indirectly  “revolves”  around 
Howe  Military  School.  Given  the  circumstances,  this  is  a  natural  thing. 

The  “parish  church”  is  the  historic  school  chapel,  St.  James  (the  cadets  use 
another  one,  All  Saints’).  Many  in  the  parish,  including  the  Superintendent  of 
Howe,  are  directly  connected  with  H.M.S. 

Col.  Raymond  Kelly,  the  present  Superintendent,  will  be  retiring  in  June, 
1981  after  more  than  40  faithful  years  of  service.  The  Superintendent-Elect, 
General  Eugene  Scott,  U.S.A.F.  (Ret.)  will  be  coming  next  Summer.  A 
Churchman,  also,  he  originally  intended  studying  for  the  Priesthood. 

XIX.  HUNTINGTON,  MISSION  OF  CHRIST  THE  KING 

(Father  Arnold  R.  Hoffman,  Acting  Vicar)  Fr.  Arnold  is  the  Rector  of  St. 
Paul’s,  Gas  City,  serving  temporarily  Christ  the  King  at  the  Bishop’s  request, 
but  continuing  as  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s. 

After  five  years  of  service  Father  Peter  D’Alesandre,  and  his  family,  return¬ 
ed  to  the  East,  where  they  desired  to  be.  It  is  hoped  to  hear  about  the  former 
Vicar’s  new  parish  “somewhere  in  New  England”  ...  in  the  near  future.  The 
D’Alesandres  are  wished  Godspeed! 

At  the  Bishop’s  request,  Father  Hoffman  has  become  the  “Acting  Vicar”  of 
Christ  the  King  —  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year. 

Although  news  from  Christ  the  King  is  necessarily  “incomplete,”  the 
following  has  been  received:  Attendance  at  Sunday  Mass  is  increasing  steadily; 
a  great  deal  of  repainting,  repairing  and  cleanup  work  has  been  undertaken  by 
lay  volunteers,  and  the  E.C.W.  and  Altar  Guild  have  been  reorganized. 
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It  has  been  pointed  out  that  only  a  few  years  ago  the  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King 
(“Fr.  Peter”)  did  yeomen’s  labor  at  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City,  when  they  had  no 
priest! 

XX.  KOKOMO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  George  M.  Davis,  Rector) 

The  report  of  the  parish  spiritualities  is  encouraging.  Twenty  souls  have  been 
baptized  within  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  (this  is  in  comparison  with 
nine  in  1979):  There  are  four  prayer  and  study/praise  groups  in  St.  Andrew’s 
parish.  An  “Edge  of  Adventure”  class  attracted  32  people.  There  have  been 
three  complete  classes  on  “Inner  Healing.”  There  is  now  a  Sunday  program  of 
Christian  Education,  which  embraces  everyone  from  pre-schoolers  to  adults! 

Ann  Davis  of  T.V.  fame,  a  devoted  Christian  and  Anglican,  spent  two  days 
of  witnessing  to  Christ  as  Lord  and  Savior,  and  attracted  a  large  and  interested 
audience. 

St.  Andrew’s  has  instituted  a  “food  offering”  as  a  regular  part  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  Eucharist  (i.e.,  parishioners  bring  gifts  of  canned  food,  etc.  to  the  altar 
which  is  distributed  via  a  local  agency  to  needy  families  in  Kokomo  —  an  area 
hard  hit  by  the  present  recession).  This  is  in  cooperation  with  several  other 
local  churches  and  has  helped  many  families. 

In  connection  with  a  report  on  the  parish  temporalities,  new  carpeting  has 
been  installed  in  many  of  the  Church  School  classrooms.  Work  has  begun  on 
the  refurbishing  of  the  original  parish  hall.  When  this  work  is  completed,  St. 
Andrew’s  will  have  a  large  meeting  room-class  room  at  its  disposal. 

XXI.  LAPORTE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
(Father  B.  Linford  Eyrick,  Rector) 

A  major  material  improvement  completed  this  year  was  the  installation  of  a 
very  handsome  slate  roof  on  the  church  building  (the  other  lasted  only  about  90 
years).  Though  undoubtedly  expensive,  this  “Rolls  Royce  of  roof  coverings” 
was  paid  for  in  full  by  parishioners. 

Another  successful  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  in  June  —  it  is  now 
“traditional!”  A  series  of  concerts,  organ  and  choral  (held  on  the  4th  Sunday 
of  each  month,  from  November  through  May),  was  sponsored  again  this  year. 
This  was  the  third  season  and  the  series  has  become  a  “community  favorite,” 
beyond  just  parish  interest  and  support. 

Although  the  Diocesan  Family,  as  a  whole,  was  made  sad  by  the  death  last 
March  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Walter  Conrad  Klein,  the  Fourth  Bishop  of  Northern 
Indiana,  Churchmen  in  LaPorte  had  special  reason  to  mourn  his  death.  He  had 
served  as  an  assistant  priest  to  Father  Eyrick  for  eight  years  at  St.  Paul’s, 
becoming  very  close  to  many  parishioners  during  that  period. 

XXII.  LOGANSPORT,  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  H.  James  Considine,  Rector) 

1980  has  been  an  exciting  year  both  spiritually  and  materially  for  this  parish. 
The  largest  group  of  adult  Confirmands  (in  many  years)  was  presented  to  the 
Bishop  on  the  parish’s  “title  day,”  last  Trinity  Sunday.  And  there  has  been  a 
constant  and  steady  increase  of  worshippers  —  Sunday  by  Sunday. 

Among  other  reasons  to  “Make  Glad  The  Heart”  are  these:  A  small  in¬ 
tercessory  group  flourishes,  five  people  attended  the  recent  St.  Louis  Con¬ 
ference  on  Evangelism;  a  parish  Planning  Committee  is  at  work  with  some  far- 
reaching  and  useful  ideas,  and  a  Special  Lenten  Program  was  considered  to 
have  been  outstanding. 

One  of  the  especially  outstanding  visitors  (in  this  series)  was  a  Sister  of  the 
Holy  Nativity,  from  the  Mother  House  in  Fond  du  Lac,  Wisconsin. 
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Certainly  one  of  the  most  EXCITING  things  to  happen  in  1980  —  or  at  any 
other  time  in  the  long  history  of  the  parish  —  was  an  unexpected  gift  from  the 
Lilly  Trust  Fund  (administered  by  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Indianapolis). 
$75,000  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  completely  renovating  the  exterior  of  the 
church,  parish  hall  and  rectory  (cleaning  the  stone,  tuck  pointing,  etc.).  The 
results  are  absolutely  STUNNING! 

Moreover,  new  class  rooms  for  Church  School  have  been  completed,  and  the 
wornout  furnace  for  the  church  has  been  replaced  (not  a  part  of  the  Lilly  gift!). 
It  is  hoped  to  have  the  nave  repainted  before  Christmas.  Also,  important  rec¬ 
tory  repairs  —  long  needed  —  have  made  that  dwelling  a  great  deal  nicer  to  live 
in.  If  all  that  were  not  enough,  the  yearly  “Ice  Cream  Social”  was  the  best- 
attended  ever! 

XXIII.  MARION,  GETHSEMANE  PARISH 
(Father  William  McK.  Murphy,  Rector) 

In  connection  with  the  spiritualities,  1980  has  been  an  encouraging,  vibrant 
year.  Some  of  the  highlights  include:  A  Healing  Ministry,  which  centers 
around  the  Tuesday  Mass  (there  have  been  some  awesome  consequences, 
spiritually);  a  Care  ‘n’  Share  group  has  been  created  as  a  result  of  a  Parish 
“Faith  Alive  Weekend,”  a  new  and  improved  Church  School  Curriculum 
reaches  out  to  all  ages  in  the  Parish  Family;  increased  parish  involvement  with 
alcoholism  —  and  those  suffering  from  it  —  has  resulted  in  a  stepped-up  use  of 
the  parish  hall  for  those  who  are  afflicted  by  this  disease. 

There  is  a  dedicated  corps  of  Lay  Readers  —  numbering  22. 

In  connection  with  the  temporalities,  a  number  of  improvements  were  made 
to  the  church  facilities:  the  narthex  of  the  church  building  was  completely 
renovated  (including  a  new  floor,  ceiling,  lighting  and  wallcovering);  Church 
School  classrooms  were  repainted  and  water-proofed;  a  good  part-time  sexton 
was  hired,  resulting  in  a  clean,  polished  look  about  things.  In  addition  to  all 
these  projects,  the  rectory  exterior  was  painted. 

XXIV.  MICHIGAN  CITY,  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  Robert  J.  Center,  Rector) 

Among  other  matters  to  rejoice  about,  a  seminar  in  evangelism  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Growth  and  Renewal  Committee.  The  leader  for  this  seminar  was 
Father  George  Davis  of  St.  Andrew’s  Parish,  Kokomo,  who  is  Chairman  of  the 
Diocesan  Committee  on  Evangelism. 

Several  “approaches”  toward  extending  the  parish  ministry  in  the  communi¬ 
ty  are  now  being  studied.  One  of  the  immediate  “fruits”  of  such  study  and 
thought  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  “Transportation  Committee”  which 
offers  rides  to  those  unable  to  get  to  the  Sunday  Mass.  And  an  adult  class  is 
studying  The  Bible  For  Today’s  Church  (one  of  the  books  in  the  Church’s 
Teaching  Series). 

In  the  realm  of  temporalities,  the  interior  walls  of  Trinity  Church  have  been 
replastered,  and  redecorating  is  to  follow.  “The  Thrift  Shop”  (a  very  impor¬ 
tant  “community  institution”  run  by  the  parish  women)  has  been  redecorated. 
The  Pre-School  Room  is  currently  being  completely  renovated  in  an  attractive 
and  imaginative  way,  which  will  make  both  teaching  and  learning  a  more 
pleasurable  experience. 

In  addition  to  all  the  above;  the  Rectory  of  Trinity  Church  has  undergone 
considerable  repair  and  renovation  (a  project  long  anticipated);  a  new  parish 
parking  lot  has  been  constructed  —  and  the  Youth  Group  prepared  a  new  lawn 
for  the  front  of  the  church,  parish  hall  and  rectory. 

The  furniture  of  the  Church  sanctuary  has  been  refinished,  and 
memorials/gifts  have  purchased  badly  needed  white,  green  and  purple  Mass 
vestments. 
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XXV.  MICHIGAN  CITY  (LONG  BEACH),  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW-BY- 
THE-LAKE 

(Father  John  C.  Hughes,  Rector) 

An  outstanding  Ecumenical  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  this  summer  at 
St.  Andrew’s.  The  co-sponsors  were  a  neighboring  Roman  Catholic  parish  and 
a  Lutheran  congregation.  The  whole  event  was  judged  to  be  “extraordinary,” 
by  any  standard  of  comparison! 

A  small  group  of  devoted  and  enthusiastic  “Cursillistas”  (i.e.,  ones  who 
have  made  a  “Cursillo”)  faithfully  try  to  live  the  benefits  of  this  spiritual  ex¬ 
perience,  and  to  encourage  others  to  make  one.  The  “Cursillo”  is,  literally,  “a 
short  intensive  review  course”  in  Christian  doctrine  and  practice  .  .  .  and  is 
heartily  commended! 

XXVI.  PERU,  HOLY  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  George  Porthan,  Rector) 

The  special  reason  —  among  others  —  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart”  in  Holy 
Trinity  Parish  is  obvious  —  we  have  a  priest  OF  OUR  OWN,  at  long  last! 

Father  George  Porthan  was  instituted  by  the  Bishop,  as  Priest  and  Rector  on 
the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Sept.  29th,  amid  much  rejoicing  .  .  . 
and  a  great  deal  of  sharing  of  that  joy  on  the  part  of  other  members  of  the 
Diocesan  Family. 

“Father  George,”  an  American-born  priest,  was  serving  in  the  Canadian 
Diocese  of  Qu’Appelle.  Our  Bishop  received  his  Bene  Decessit,  so  he  is  back 
home  again  in  his  own  country! 

During  the  past  year  —  and  longer  —  that  the  parish  was  without  a  perma¬ 
nent  Pastor,  Father  William  Martin  (of  Notre  Dame),  Father  Curtis  Ross  (Air 
Force  Chaplain  stationed  at  Grissom  AFB,  south  of  Peru)  and  Father  Arnold 
Hoffman  (Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City  and  Acting  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King, 
Huntington)  “came  to  the  rescue”  —  over  and  over  again.  All  three  priests  are 
remembered  by  the  Parish  Family  with  gratitude  for  their  devoted  help. 

Materially,  the  Church  undercroft  was  thoroughly  and  attractively 
redecorated.  The  marvelous  parish  house  kitchen  has  now  been  virtually 
“rebuilt,”  and  has  become  one  of  the  most  useful  parochial  kitchens  in  the 
diocese.  At  this  time,  all  the  outside  “trim”  of  the  church  and  parish  hall  is  be¬ 
ing  repaired  and  repainted. 

The  Parish  Family  is  taking  much  pleasure  in  their  renting  of  an  attractive 
brick  house  to  serve  as  the  rectory.  “Father  George”  has  pointed  out  that  a 
dog  by  the  name  of  Benjamin  Faringdon,  III  thinks  that  he  owns  the  house,  the 
new  priest  and  everything  else  in  the  rectory! 

XXVII.  PLYMOUTH,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  THOMAS 

(Father  Gregory  Sims,  Rector,  and  the  Rev.  Canon  Bradley  McCormick,  part- 
time  Assisting  Priest). 

With  regard  to  the  spiritualities,  there  are  many  things  which  bring  a  sense  of 
gratitude  and  encouragement:  The  Church  School  continues  to  grow  and 
flourish;  many  children  attended  the  Diocesan  Summer  Camps;  there  appears 
to  be  a  hunger  for  “spiritual  growth”  among  many  of  the  Parish  Family;  six 
adults  attended  the  St.  Louis  Conference  for  Evangelism  and  a  goodly  number 
of  others  have  gone  to  retreats  and  conferences.  A  large  number,  happily,  at¬ 
tended  the  VIM-sponsored  Diocesan  Rally  Day  at  the  Cathedral  on  October 
25th! 

Materially,  there  have  been  two  improvement  projects,  especially:  The 
Church  sacristy  was  completely  renovated  this  year  —  via  a  parish  legacy  (it  is 
both  handsome  and  functional  and  badly  needed);  the  ever-faithful  E.C.W. 
has  taken  on  the  job  (and  expense)  of  redecorating  the  Nursery  in  the  Parish 
House. 
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XXVIII.  RENSSELAER,  THE  MISSION  OF  ST.  PETER 
(Father  Samuel  H.N.  Elliott,  Vicar) 

Listing  the  Vicar’s  name  —  if  you  didn’t  know  better  —  seems  so  routine 
and  so  “ordinary.”  But  the  small  band  of  the  Faithful  at  St.  Peter’s  could 
NEVER  be  convinced  that  it  is  “ordinary.”  They  have  waited  for  years  for  “a 
priest  of  their  own!” 

On  October  20th  Father  Samuel  H.N.  Elliott  began  his  labors  there  with  the 
Parish  Eucharist  (he  and  his  wife,  Phyllis,  had  just  moved  to  Rensselaer  from 
Albion,  Ill.,  in  the  Diocese  of  Springfield).  Both  are  natives  of  this  Diocese  and 
the  parish  of  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne.  The  new'  Pastor  was  ordained  both  Deacon 
and  Priest  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Campbell  Gray,  third  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana. 

There  is  one  special  “HERO”  in  this  good  news  ...  he  is  Father  Bruce 
Mosier,  a  “retired”  priest  of  our  Diocese,  and  long-time  former  Rector  of  St. 
James’,  Goshen.  Father  Mosier  is  75  years  old,  but  drove  more  than  300  miles 
each  Sunday  (with  his  wife  Dorothy)  —  in  the  most  atrocious  weather  —  to 
celebrate  Mass,  preach  the  Gospel,  instruct,  and  visit  the  sick. 

His  example,  and  his  steadfast  enthusiasm,  inspired  the  Parish  Family  of  St. 
Peter’s.  In  many  ways,  Father  Mosier  “laid  the  path”  for  the  coming  of  a  new 
priest. 

Now  the  people  of  St.  Peter’s  are  looking  forward  to  the  great  event  .  .  .  the 
evening  when  Father  Elliott  “Celebrates  a  New  Ministry,”  and  stands  at  the 
altar  of  St.  Peter’s  with  his  new  Bishop,  and  “officially”  starts  —  his  new 
labors. 

They  hope  that  the  Clergy  and  People  of  God  —  from  all  over  the  Diocese  — 
will  join  them  in  that  happy  event  .  .  .  sometime  in  early  Advent,  1980. 

XXIX.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  William  C.  Hibbert,  Rector) 

With  regard  to  the  parish  spiritualities,  Sunday  Mass  attendance  is  up  slight¬ 
ly  over  the  past  year.  A  “Prayer  and  Sharing”  group  has  gained  strength. 
Weekday  attendance  (always  very  small)  has  been  made  smaller  still  by  the 
moving  out  of  town  of  some  who  attended  weekday  Mass  with  regularity. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  successful  Every  Member  Canvass,  which  utilized 
neighborhood  groups  in  1980  has  provided  a  pattern  for  the  1981  E.M.C.  It  is 
faced,  realistically,  that  there  are  many  serious  problems  confronting  Holy 
Trinity  —  not  of  its  making.  The  smallness  of  the  parish,  both  in  size  and  in¬ 
come,  and  the  rising  cost  of  everything,  creates  a  definite  discouragement,  as  it 
struggles  to  do  its  best  .  .  .  but  often  finds  it  inadequate,  even  for  essentials. 

Materially,  the  biggest  improvement  was  the  replacing  of  the  old  parish  hall 
Boor  —  a  very  necessary  work  (the  old  one  had  been  “crumbling”  for 
sometime  and  was  outright  dangerous  ...  as  well  as  extremely  unsightly).  All 
labor  was  provided  by  parishioners  under  the  direct  supervision  of  “the  chief 
laborer”  (Jim  Illes,  son  of  Joseph  Illes,  a  member  of  the  1980  Diocesan  Coun¬ 
cil). 

Other  routine  maintenance  has  had  to  be  delayed  indefinitely  —  because  of  a 
lack  of  funds. 

In  short.  Holy  Trinity  continues  to  struggle  with  tremendous  problems, 
which  are  related  to  its  changing  neighborhood.  Parishioners  now  live  in 
widely-scattered  areas,  and  this  makes  all  but  Sunday  attendance  nearly  non¬ 
existent.  Potential  growth  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Holy  Trinity 
seems  almost  impossible  —  unless  the  face  and  focus  of  the  Parish  Family 
changed  completely.  Even  then  there  would  be  no  guarantees. 

Holy  Trinity’s  long-time  future  remains  somewhat  uncertain.  But  there  have 
been  small,  but  hopeful  signs,  in  the  past  year. 
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XXX.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES 

(The  Very  Rev.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Dean;  Father  Gerhart  Niemeyer,  Non- 
Stipendiary  Priest;  The  Rev.  Paul  R.G.  Smith,  Deacon) 

In  connection  with  the  parish  spiritualities,  there  have  been  many  blessings 
felt:  A  “Parish  Family  Evening’’  has  been  held  each  Wednesday  throughout 
the  year.  The  evening  begins  with  the  Holy  Eucharist,  followed  by  a  “Pot- 
Luck”  supper  and  an  hour-long  study  program.  Books  from  “The  Church’s 
Teaching  Series”  are  used  for  that  study. 

This  special  Wednesday  evening  then  concludes  with  a  brief  service  of 
“Prayer  and  Praise.” 

A  Bible  study  course  (following  the  weekly  Lectionary)  has  been  started  for 
all  ages  —  including  adults.  Materials  published  by  the  Diocese  of  Colorado 
are  used  in  this  educational  effort.  These  classes,  incidentally,  are  held  on  Sun¬ 
day  morning  between  the  two  Masses  (they  continue  even  during  the  summer 
months!). 

Each  Thursday  —  in  connection  with  the  9:30  Eucharist  —  a  service  of 
Christian  Healing  is  provided. 

Materially,  1980  has,  also,  been  a  busy  year.  A  newly-opened  area  near  the 
Bishop’s  Cathedra  (i.e.,  throne)  has  been  made  into  a  “Place  of  Reservation” 
for  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  On  Sundays  and  other  special  occasions,  the  Bless¬ 
ed  Sacrament  is  moved  from  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Angels  to  this  area.  The 
Depository  for  the  Holy  Oils  of  the  Diocese,  which  are  blessed  by  the  Bishop 
each  Maundy  Thursday,  has  been  placed  in  the  same  area.  This  Depository  (a 
gift  of  Father  William  Hibbert,  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity  Parish,  South  Bend, 
and  one-time  Assistant  at  the  Cathedral)  has  a  glass-front  so  that  the  large 
cruets  containing  the  Holy  Oils,  with  their  colored  veils,  can  be  clearly  seen. 

Other  improvements  and  renovations  have  been  accomplished,  making  the 
Cathedral  facilities  more  useful  and  attractive.  An  unused  area  of  the  basement 
in  Cathedral  House  has  been  made  into  a  new  Choir  Room.  All  of  the  work 
materials  and  furnishings  have  been  the  gifts  of  the  Cathedral  parish.  The 
former  Library  (near  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Angels)  has  been  turned  into  a 
“Reconciliation  Chapel.” 

In  turn,  the  Cathedral  Library  has  been  moved  to  larger  quarters  in  the 
Chapter  Room,  which  also  underwent  major  renovations  and  re-decoration 
recently. 

A  member  of  the  Cathedral  Parish,  William  Luley  has  begun  his  first  year  of 
study  at  Nashotah  House  Seminary  in  the  process  of  testing  his  vocation  to  the 
Priesthood. 

XXXI.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  MICHAEL  AND  ALL  ANGELS 
(Father  Paul  Edward  Leatherbury,  Rector) 

Among  other  blessings  in  the  parish,  there  is  special  thanksgiving  for  the 
following:  for  a  faithful,  devoted  Altar  Guild;  for  the  retirement  of  the  25  year 
old  church  mortgage;  for  the  rebirth  (and  interest  in)  a  St.  Michael’s  Men’s 
Club,  and  for  the  good  works  and  deeds  of  St.  Anne’s  Guild. 

Materially,  some  important  repairs  and  renovations  were  accomplished  in 
1980.  These  include:  The  installation  of  a  large  hard-surfaced  parish  parking 
lot;  the  purchase  of  handsome  new  pews  for  the  Church  (the  old  “hand  me 
downs”  from  the  Cathedral  finally  just  gave  up!);  the  re-shingling  of  the 
church  roof  and  the  exterior  painting  of  the  church  and  parish  house. 

A  matter  of  REJOICING  —  and  a  little  “parish  pride”  ...  St.  Michael’s 
Mortgage  was  paid  in  full  and  one  month  ahead  of  time!  Deo  Gratias! 
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XXXII.  VALPARAISO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  Ross  Mack,  Rector) 

Under  spiritualities,  there  have  been  two  special  reasons  for  gratitude:  There 
has  been  an  increased  involvement  in  Christian  education  on  the  part  of  lay 
people;  more  members  of  the  Parish  Family  have  been  bringing  their  un¬ 
churched  friends  with  them  to  the  Sunday  Eucharist  .  .  .  and  those  friends 
have  been  continuing  to  come  to  St.  Andrew’s  (a  primary  means  of 
evangelism!). 

Materially,  the  construction  of  the  “Father  Forrest  B.  Clark  Parish  Center’’ 
is,  by  far,  the  most  exciting  parish  project.  Father  Clark  was  for  many  years 
the  much-loved  Pastor  of  St.  Andrew’s,  and  had  the  joy  of  helping  the  Bishop 
and  Father  Mack  in  the  ground-breaking  ceremonies  last  summer. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  exaggerate  how  badly  this  new  education  facility  is 
needed.  And  there  is  a  determination  to  see  this  construction  through  to  com¬ 
pletion. 

XXXIII.  WARSAW,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ST.  ANNE 
(Father  John  C.  Combs,  Vicar) 

,1980  has  been  a  year  of  solid  growth  spiritually.  A  look  at  the  “Parish 
Register,”  for  example,  shows  that  there  have  been  10  persons  who  received 
Holy  Baptism,  7  adults  received  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Confirmation,  2  per¬ 
sons  were  Received  from  another  part  of  the  Catholic  Church  (there  were,  also, 
2  adults  who  made  an  act  of  “Re-affirmation”). 

All  of  these  sacramental-pastoral  acts  are  primary  to  the  practice  of  the 
Christian  Faith  —  thus  the  rejoicing! 

Materially,  this  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  remarkable  new  Educa¬ 
tion  Building,  and  its  dedication  by  the  Bishop.  In  addition  to  this  building  be¬ 
ing  honestly  and  well-constructed  —  and  immensely  practical  —  the  whole  pro¬ 
ject  has  “a  note  of  history”  about  it.  Beyond  question,  it  is  the  largest  and 
most  costly  addition  (more  than  $100,000)  ever  undertaken  by  a  diocesan  mis¬ 
sion  —  through  its  own  sacrifices.  The  Parish  Family  has  pledged  its  own  local 
resources,  to  repay  this  large  mortgage. 

XXXIV.  WAWASEE,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ALL  SAINTS  —  “WAWASEE 
EPISCOPAL  CENTER” 

(Father  David  Hyndman,  Vicar,  and  Warden  of  the  Conference  Center) 

Spiritually,  the  congregation  has  experienced  a  modest  growth  in  new 
members,  but  it  has  also  experienced  a  growth  —  within  the  Parish  Family  — 
of  a  greater  sense  of  family-in-Christ.  Members  are  increasingly  looking 
toward  one  another  for  counsel  and  support. 

A  number  of  times  the  Parish  Family  has  gotten  together  to  celebrate  its 
common  life-in-the-Faith  (there  were  two  happy  parish  picnics  this  past  sum¬ 
mer). 

There  are  also  plans  underway  to  forge  closer  ties  with  the  neighboring  sister 
mission,  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw. 

Materially,  there  have  been  some  improvements  to  the  fabric  of  All  Saints’ 
Chapel.  The  Episcopal  Church  Women  have  provided  funds  for  a  new,  effi¬ 
cient  vacuum  cleaner  (that  may  be  regarded  as  “unimportant”  —  until  such  a 
basic  item  is  NOT  available).  A  hot  water  line  has  been  installed  in  the  Chapel 
sacristy  (every  member  of  every  altar  guild  in  the  Diocese  will  applaud  that  im¬ 
provement!).  And  everyone  is  looking  forward  to  a  certain  gift  from  a 
parishioner  —  an  electronic  Schober  Recital  organ  (it  will  replace  the  old 
faithful  but  worn-out  reed  organ). 

It  is  expected  that  this  lovely  addition  to  the  parish  worship  will  be  ready  for 
use  near  Christmas  time. 

Although  the  congregation  of  All  Saints’  is  very  small  in  number,  its 
members  —  out  of  all  proportion  to  size  —  contribute  leadership  in  the  sur¬ 
rounding  community.  They  serve  both  the  Church  and  the  public  life  ex¬ 
ceedingly  well.

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Development  and  Communications  Division 

The  areas  in  which  this  division  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Diocese  seeks  to  serve  and 
assist  are  various:  Church  Art  and  Architecture,  Conferences,  Education,  Stewardship, 
Ecumenism,  and  Youth  Work.  It  does  not  oversee  or  direct,  but  simply  tries  to  provide 
counsel,  help,  and  coordination,  as  needed  or  requested. 

Our  diocesan  program  for  youth  enjoyed  a  generally  fruitful  year  in  1980.  In  Fr.  David 
Hyndman  as  Diocesan  Youth  Chairman,  we  have  an  experienced  and  beloved  leader.  He 
served  again  as  Director  of  our  Summer  Camps  for  boys  and  girls  at  Howe  School:  Bishop 
White  Camp  (11,  12  and  13-year-olds)  was  held  Aug.  10  to  16,  and  Bishop  Gray  Camp  (8, 
9,  and  10-year-olds),  Aug.  17  to  23.  In  spite  of  an  unavoidable  rise  in  the  registration  fee  to 
$55  a  camper,  enrollment  increased  substantially  over  the  previous  two  years,  and  the 
wisdom  of  including  an  item  in  the  Diocesan  Budget  for  support  of  our  youth  work  was 
once  more  clearly  demonstrated. 

Bishop  Mallett  Conference  (for  high  schoolers)  at  Geneva  Center,  Rochester,  June  15  to 
21,  also  recorded  a  very  successful  year  under  the  directorship  of  Dean  Robert  Bizzaro. 
Without  the  sacrificial  assistance  of  our  clerical  and  lay  volunteer  staff  members,  the  camps 
and  conferences  could  not  be  held,  and  all  these  willing  workers  are  due  our  best  thanks  for 
their  love  and  concern. 

Grateful  mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  dedicated  service  to  our  young  people  of  Fr. 
Jon  Sams,  who  is  deservedly  held  in  their  affection,  and  whose  talents  are  now  in  con¬ 
siderable  demand  on  both  the  national  and  provincial  levels.  Fr.  William  Hibbert’s  services 
to  the  cause  of  Scouting  are  well-known,  as  is  the  work  of  Beth  (Mrs.  Rod)  Teeple,  who,  in 
addition  to  her  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Churchwomen,  acts  as  their  liaison  of¬ 
ficer  with  our  youth. 

On  Saturday,  Oct.  4,  the  annual  Diocesan  Youth  Convention  took  place  at  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  and  Northern  Indiana  sent  a  delegation  to  the  Province  V  Con¬ 
vention  last  winter.  Youth  retreats  in  our  parishes  continue  to  grow  in  numbers  and 
popularity  —  an  encouraging  sign  of  seriousness  of  purpose  and  devotion  among  our 
younger  Churchmen. 

A  considerable  part  of  their  stewardship  effort  centers  on  the  yearly  Church  School  Mis¬ 
sionary  Offering,  which  in  1980  had  as  its  national  objective  the  needs  of  the  children  of 
Haiti.  At  the  Mite  Box  Presentation  Service  and  Acolytes’  Festival  held  at  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  James  on  Saturday,  May  3,  it  was  announced  that  gifts  totalling  $2,256.57  had  been 
made  by  the  young  people  of  twenty-six  of  our  parishes  and  missions.

The  areas  in  which  this  division  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Diocese  seeks  to  serve  and 
assist  are  various:  Church  Art  and  Architecture,  Conferences,  Education,  Stewardship, 
Ecumenism,  and  Youth  Work.  It  does  not  oversee  or  direct,  but  simply  tries  to  provide 
counsel,  help,  and  coordination,  as  needed  or  requested. 

Our  diocesan  program  for  youth  enjoyed  a  generally  fruitful  year  in  1980.  In  Fr.  David 
Hyndman  as  Diocesan  Youth  Chairman,  we  have  an  experienced  and  beloved  leader.  He 
served  again  as  Director  of  our  Summer  Camps  for  boys  and  girls  at  Howe  School:  Bishop 
White  Camp  (11,  12  and  13-year-olds)  was  held  Aug.  10  to  16,  and  Bishop  Gray  Camp  (8, 
9,  and  10-year-olds),  Aug.  17  to  23.  In  spite  of  an  unavoidable  rise  in  the  registration  fee  to 
$55  a  camper,  enrollment  increased  substantially  over  the  previous  two  years,  and  the 
wisdom  of  including  an  item  in  the  Diocesan  Budget  for  support  of  our  youth  work  was 
once  more  clearly  demonstrated. 

Bishop  Mallett  Conference  (for  high  schoolers)  at  Geneva  Center,  Rochester,  June  15  to 
21,  also  recorded  a  very  successful  year  under  the  directorship  of  Dean  Robert  Bizzaro. 
Without  the  sacrificial  assistance  of  our  clerical  and  lay  volunteer  staff  members,  the  camps 
and  conferences  could  not  be  held,  and  all  these  willing  workers  are  due  our  best  thanks  for 
their  love  and  concern. 

Grateful  mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  dedicated  service  to  our  young  people  of  Fr. 
Jon  Sams,  who  is  deservedly  held  in  their  affection,  and  whose  talents  are  now  in  con¬ 
siderable  demand  on  both  the  national  and  provincial  levels.  Fr.  William  Hibbert’s  services 
to  the  cause  of  Scouting  are  well-known,  as  is  the  work  of  Beth  (Mrs.  Rod)  Teeple,  who,  in 
addition  to  her  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Churchwomen,  acts  as  their  liaison  of¬ 
ficer  with  our  youth.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

(Highlights  of  1980  Meetings.) 


JANUARY  19,  1980 

Fr.  Blakslee  elected  vice-chairman  of  the  Council. 

Council  received  a  long  report  from  Finance  Committee.  Council  authorized  an  increase 
in  the  Reserve  Fund  to  $50,000;  that  operating  surplus  from  1978-1979  be  added  to  Reserve 
Fund;  and  that  Contingency  Fund  be  reduced  by  transfer  of  funds  to  Camps  and  Con¬ 
ferences,  National  Church,  and  Minimum  Salary  Fund. 

1980  Budgets  of  Aided  Parishes  were  approved  as  presented. 

89.5 %  of  VIM  goal  had  been  reached  and  that  Council  would  oversee  expenditures,  ac¬ 
cepting  six  recommendations  from  the  VIM  Committee. 

MARCH  15,  1980 

Council  heard  routine  reports  from  Fr.  McCormick  and  the  Bishop  and  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  with  nothing  other  than  summary  items  being  dealt  with. 

JUNE  14,  1980 

$2,500  of  VIM  funds  were  appropriated  to  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Committee  for 
architectural  and  engineering  studies  and  the  printing  of  working  drawings  for  renovation 
of  the  Center. 

The  Council  authorized  the  appropriation  of  $10,000  of  VIM  funds  to  both  the  National 
Church  and  Nashotah  House  as  partial  payments  of  our  diocesan  pledge  to  these  authoriz¬ 
ed  projects. 

Some  of  the  budget  items  in  the  1980  diocesan  budget  are  being  temporarily  deferred  or 
reduced  because  of  arrearages  in  diocesan  assessment  payments.  $650  was  preserved  for 
scholarships  to  the  National  Conference  on  Evangelism  and  Shared  Ministry. 

SEPTEMBER  27,  1980 

Petitions  for  the  reduction  of  assessments  were  heard  from  the  following  with  action 
taken: 

Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend:  Reduced  from  $4,192.38  to  $1,200.00 

St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka:  Reduced  from  $3,625.77  to  $600.00 

St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City:  Reduced  from  $3,572.51  to  $2,135.00 

Letters  of  commendation  were  sent  to  St.  Barnabas’,  Gary,  and  to  Trinity,  Logansport, 
thanking  them  for  not  seeking  reductions  in  their  1981  Diocesan  Assessment/Mission  Fair 
Share. 

The  Council  authorized  the  distribution  of  VIM  funds  to  the  National  Church  and  to 
Nashotah  House,  but  asked  that  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Committee  submit  a  re¬ 
quest  and  plans  for  their  share  of  VIM  funds. 

Council  by  resolution  ordered  that  a  division  of  VIM  funds  for  local  parish  programs  be 
divided  on  the  basis  of  36  parishes  and  missions,  not  34,  thus  including  two  parochial  con¬ 
gregations  as  separate  missions. 

Council  accepted  a  Diocesan  Council  Policy  Statement  regarding  the  distribution  of  ac¬ 
cumulated  VIM  funds  with  a  clarification  asked  for  from  the  Diocesan  VIM  Committee 
regarding  percentages  of  the  Wawasee  Center  portion  to  be  used  for  the  Center  renovation 
and  for  a  trust  fund  for  aid  in  conferences  and  retreats  held  elsewhere. 

Council  accepted  a  form  to  be  used  by  local  congregations  in  seeking  VIM  funds  for  their 
own  parish  programs. 

Suggested  agenda  for  pre-convention  deanery  meetings  was  discussed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

1979—1980 


Since  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  In¬ 
diana,  printed  in  the  1979  Diocesan  Journal,  the  Standing  Committee  has  taken  the  follow¬ 
ing  action: 

Met  immediately  preceding  the  Diocesan  Convention,  December  1,  1979,  in  Fort  Wayne 
and  granted  approval  to  St.  John’s,  Elkhart,  for  conveyance  of  a  tract  of  land  in  return  for 
a  promissory  note  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  on  said  real  estate  in  the  amount  of 
$18,319.96,  payable  over  a  period  of  six  years. 

Met  at  the  close  of  the  81st  Diocesan  Convention  and  re-elected  the  Rev.  Robert  J. 
Center  as  president.  Helen  Hobbs  (Mrs.  Marmaduke  A.)  was  elected  secretary. 

Met  in  the  Diocesan  offices  January  15,  1980  and  interviewed  the  Rev.  John  Morgan, 
deacon,  certifying  him  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood;  interviewed  Charles  Potter  and 
certified  him  for  candidacy  for  Holy  Orders;  and  gave  consent  to  the  Bishop  for  the  1980 
Diocesan  Convention  to  be  held  in  South  Bend,  November  14-15.  The  following  consents 
were  given: 

The  Rev.  George  Nelson  Hunt  III  to  be  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island; 

The  Rev.  Robert  Whitridge  Estill,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  North  Carolina; 

The  Rev.  Carlo  Huerta-Ramos,  Suffragan  Bishop,  Central,  South  Mexico; 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

The  Standing  Committee  then  met  with  Bishop  Sheridan  and  approved  restoration  to  the 
priesthood  of  Charles  H.  Sutton,  now  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

Met  in  the  Diocesan  Offices  March  24,  1980  and  interviewed: 

The  Rev.  Gerhart  Niemeyer,  deacon,  certifying  him  for  priesthood; 

David  Yancey,  certifying  him  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  subject  to  receipt  of  a 

satisfactory  psychiatric  report  (later  received  and  approved); 

Jeffrey  Hamblin,  certifying  him  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate. 

Standing  Committee  approved  the  Cathedral’s  request  to  give  the  property  at  135  N. 
LaFayette  Blvd.,  as  collateral  for  a  loan  for  90  days,  not  to  exceed  $80,000,  renewal  to  be 
subject  to  review  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Committee  gave  the  following  consents: 

Election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  Diocese  of  Texas; 

Election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  Diocese  of  Western  Mexico. 

The  Committee  reviewed,  and  commented  on  by  mail,  the  Commission  on  Ministry 
booklet,  with  the  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  sending  proposed  revisions  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  by  letter  dated  April  8,  1980. 

Met  at  Trinity  Parish,  Michigan  City,  August  2,  1980,  and  approved,  with  stipulations, 
the  request  for  a  loan  of  not  more  than  $150,000  for  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  secured  by 
mortgage  of  the  church  property,  to  further  its  planned  building  program;  approved 
shortening  the  diaconate  of  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Hamblin  and  the  Rev.  David  Yancey  to  the 
canonical  minimum  and  certified  the  former  for  ordination  to  the  priesthood;  recommend¬ 
ed  Douglas  Johnson  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders;  and  gave  the  following  consents:

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  met  once 
during  the  year  1980  (to  date). 

At  its  October  20th  meeting  the  following  actions  were  taken  by  the  Board  of  Directors: 

(1)  A  grant  of  a  sum  up  to  $6,000  was  made  to  underwrite  the  new  program  at  St. 

Peter’s  Mission,  Rensselaer,  where  a  resident  priest  has  been  appointed 
Vicar.  (The  Rev.  Samuel  H.N.  Elliott  began  his  duties  there  on  October  21st). 

(2)  An  emergency  grant  was  made  to  Christ  Church,  Gary  of  $10,000  to  help 
finance  that  parish’s  work  with  the  Latin  Community  in  general  and  with  the 
Cuban  and  Haitian  Refugee/Exiles  in  particular  ...  in  the  general  Gary 
area.  In  addition,  a  reserve  grant  of  $3,000  was  made  for  future  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

A  large  and  rapidly  growing  —  population  of  Latin  Refugees  is  being  ad¬ 
ministered  to.  In  addition  to  giving  help  for  lodging,  food,  meeting  facilities, 
etc.,  Christ  Church  —  through  its  priest  and  Spanish-speaking  diocesan 
deacon  (and  many  lay  volunteers)  is  providing  pastoral  care,  a  Saturday  Mass 
in  Spanish  and  nursery  facilities. 

By  its  statutes,  the  Foundation  is  allowed  to  make  grants  from  earned  interest  from  its 
trust  fund  only.  Loans  can  be  made  from  the  corpus  of  the  trust  only. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  financial  statement  of  the  Foundation.

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REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 


God  looks  upon  the  Church  not  only  in  its  internal  order  and  conflicts,  but  also  in  the 
historical  situation  of  our  entire  culture.  “The  state  of  our  society”  may  today  be  an  even 
more  urgent  question  for  us,  for  our  crisis  is  not  primarily  economic,  political,  or  social, 
but  rather  spiritual.  All  the  historical  metamorphoses  of  our  culture  can  be  understood  only 
in  relation  to  their  ultimately  Christian  roots.  Not  only  Communism  but  all  modern 
ideologies  are  perverted,  secularized  versions  of  the  Christian  message  of  salvation  and  the 
hope  for  a  transfigured  man.  “Perverted”  here  means  that  the  ideologies  have  made 
politics  into  religion  and  religion  into  politics,  as  they  pursue  a  pseudo-sacred  “cause”  by 
means  of  armed  power  and  regimes  of  terror.  In  an  irrational  way  they  conceive  “high 
terms  of  separation  between  (themselves)  and  the  rest  of  the  world,”  to  use  Hooker’s 
words,  so  that  unity  must  be  based  on  a  total  repressive  power.  Having  stepped  out  of  the 
universe  of  reason,  they  are  incapable  of  peace  and  array  themselves  in  a  stance  of  perma¬ 
nent  warfare  even  with  their  own  citizens.  The  Church  must  not  be  blind  to  the  irrational 
dynamics  of  this  ongoing  conflict  lest  it  depart  from  our  Lord’s  injunction  to  be  “wise  as 
serpents.” 

If  this  conflict  has  not  yet  engulfed  most  Western  states  in  civil  war,  it  is  because  of  a 
third  element,  an  urbanized  middle  class  which,  while  not  committed  to  ideological  irra¬ 
tionality  is  yet  hostile  to  the  Christian  faith.  They  are  a  class  —  even  a  society  —  of  pro- 
fanized  men  and  women,  who  reject  the  notion  of  man’s  vitiated  nature,  will  under  no  cir¬ 
cumstances  accept  suffering,  and  deliberately  ignore  the  dimension  of  death.  Their  hopes 
typically  take  shape  in  two  ways:  On  the  one  hand  they  envision  human  mastery  by  increas¬ 
ingly  massive  systems  of  power  and  control,  both  in  individual  lives  and  in  the  public  do¬ 
main.  On  the  other  hand,  the  weaker  ones  who  often  fail  and  see  themselves  as  victims, 
typically  hope  for  “yet  another  possibility”  that  will  guarantee  their  life’s  success.  Theirs  is 
an  addiction  to  novelty;  life  for  them  is  above  all  the  excitement  of  newness. 

For  more  than  two  hundred  years,  the  profane  society,  whose  members  have  occupied 
most  positions  of  leadership  and  power,  have  drawn  on  the  left-overs  of  Christian  moral 
capital.  Today,  however,  the  profane  society  has  come  to  the  end  of  its  tether.  In  their 
hearts  and  minds  the  Christian  capital  has  been  used  up,  and  the  erstwhile  shining  promise 
of  the  Enlightenment  turned  out  an  illusion.  Their  convictions  now  drop  to  the  ground  like 
so  many  worn-through  rags.  They  no  longer  have  the  ability  to  make  distinctions,  to 
perceive  reality,  and  to  deliberate  actions  with  consistency.  This  is  the  contemporary 
spiritual  crisis.  The  place  of  principles  has  been  taken  by  mere  emotions. 

To  profane  men  and  women  who  have  deliberately  purged  their  minds  of  the  entire 
Christian  tradition  and,  indeed,  of  any  trace  of  the  Holy,  the  message  of  the  Church  must 
remain  incomprehensible,  because  the  self’s  will  to  power  is  met  by  Christ’s  demand  that 
his  followers  abandon  self-preservation  as  their  life’s  chief  endeavor,  and  the  addiction  to 
the  quest  for  novelty  runs  into  the  truth  that  Christ’s  death  and  resurrection  for  the  sins  of 
the  world  is  as  new  today  as  it  was  on  Good  Friday. 

It  would  seem  that  the  shell  of  the  profane  mind  will  not  crumble  except  under  the  impact 
of  an  experience  of  extreme  suffering  in  which  “the  last  possibility”  of  this  world  is  taken 
away,  so  that  men,  both  personally  and  collectively,  find  themselves  falling,  possibly  into  a 
bottomless  abyss.  It  is  then,  however,  that  they  may  experience  not  nothingness,  but  fin¬ 
ding  themselves  being  carried.  This  very  personal  experience  can  be  shared  and  thus  cries 
out  for  means  of  communication  which  are  provided  only  by  the  language  of  the  tradition 
in  which  men  have  shared  faith  with  others  not  only  across  spatial  boundaries  but  also 
across  historical  times.  In  our  time  this  kind  of  renewal  has  already  occurred,  albeit  only  in 
one  place:  the  Gulag  Archipelago  of  Soviet  Russia.  There,  hundreds,  maybe  thousands  or 
even  ten  thousands  of  zeks,  like  Solzhenitsyn,  have  gone  through  a  spiritual  rebirth  as  they 
were  willing  to  accept  suffering  to  the  point  of  personal  extinction.  Under  Solzhenitsyn’s 
literary  leadership,  they  have  begun  to  send  their  message  to  the  crisis-ridden  West  (From 
Under  the  Rubble),  Boston,  1975;  also  Solzhenitsyn’s  Harvard  University  Commencement 
Speech.) 

The  collapse  of  the  profane  society  has  spawned  several  reactions.  On  the  one  hand, 
there  is  a  proliferation  of  “spiritual”  panaceas.  They  consist  mostly  of  rituals  and  practices 
borrowed  from  Eastern  religions,  or  of  fast-result  programs  of  psychological  conditioning. 
In  either  case,  their  appeal  is  chiefly  to  the  addictive  need  for  novelty.  Since  there  is  an 
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underlying  interest  in  spirituality,  however,  the  Church  can  hope  to  reach  a  number  of  these 
people  with  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ.  Another  reaction  is  the  formation,  in  the  course  of 
the  last  few  years,  of  what  has  come  to  be  called  “the  New  Right”  in  American  politics.  It 
consists  of  a  coalition  of  a  number  of  groups  each  of  which  has  existed,  for  some  time, 
mostly  focused  on  one  issue  of  our  time,  as,  e.g.  abortion,  the  family,  school  prayer,  and 
so  on.  It  is  only  with  the  organization  of  these  groups  into  a  unified  movement,  by  a  few 
political  operators,  and  with  the  institution  of  a  practically  unconditional  obedience  to  their 
leaders,  that  these  groups  have  become  something  like  an  ideology.  Indeed  they  constitute 
the  only  possibility  of  a  native  American  ideology,  so  predicted  by  none  other  than  Huey 
Long.  They,  too,  make  of  politics  something  like  a  self-sanctified  power  system,  or  a  self- 
appointed  secular  arm  of  God,  and  also  set  up  “high  terms  of  separation  between 
themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  world.”  Their  issues  are  less  their  concerns  than  their 
weapons.  It  will  be  necessary  to  draw  a  line  between  their  fanaticism  and  the  rest  of  the 
Church. 

The  last  of  the  mundane  influences  on  the  Church  has  been  with  us  for  a  long  time  and  is 
hardly  news  any  more.  It  is  the  broad  spectrum  of  the  Liberal  “politics  of  compassion.”  A 
U.S.  Senator  recently  stated  on  Public  TV:  “We  all  wallow  in  compassion,  fatigue,  and 
guilt.”  The  compassion,  alas,  seeks  not  the  way  of  charity,  but  that  of  using  governmental 
powers  of  redistribution  and  regulation,  in  other  words  compulsion,  leading  to  results 
which  often  are  opposite  to  those  intended.  This  problem,  however,  is  now  on  everybody’s 
mind  and  thus  can  here  be  put  to  rest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 


Diocesan  Youth  activities  during  the  past  year  have  been  many  and  varied.  A  significant 
number  of  young  people  and  their  advisors  attended  the  Provincial  Youth  Conference  held 
on  the  Thanksgiving  weekend  in  Chicago. 

The  conference  dealt  with  human  sexuality.  From  January  4-6  a  seminar  dealing  with 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  led  by  the  Rev.  James  Jones  from  Concept  House  in  Florida  was 
held  at  St.  Paul’s,  in  Hammond. 

In  May,  St.  Anne’s  in  Warsaw  successfully  hosted  its  first  weekend  Youth  Rally. 

The  Bishop  Mallett  Conference  was  held  at  the  Geneva  Conference  Center  in  Rochester 
from  June  15-21.  Those  attending  participated  in  building  a  Christian  community  while 
learning  about  the  themes  of  the  liturgical  year. 

In  July,  Gethsemane,  Marion,  hosted  a  weekend  on  the  Role  of  Youth  in  Church  and 
Community.  A  number  of  our  diocesan  youth  participated  under  the  direction  of  Fr.  Jon 
Sams  in  a  two  week  work  and  community  session  at  DeKovan  Foundation.  A  number  of 
the  young  people  also  served  as  counsellors  at  the  Bishop  White  and  Gray  Camps  in 
August. 

On  October  4th  the  Diocesan  Youth  Convention  met  at  the  Cathedral  to  plan  events  for 
the  coming  year.  Soon  to  be  coming  will  be  the  1980  Provincial  Youth  Conference  in  St. 
Louis  on  the  Thanksgiving  weekend. 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Program  brings  young  people  from  across  the  diocese  together  and 
helps  them  to  grow  in  the  Lord  and  create  lasting  and  meaningful  friendships  as  they  learn 
to  love  in  Christ.

REPORT  OF  THE  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  the  Evangelism  Committee  has  met  regularly.  Members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  have  conducted  workshops  in  three  parishes  of  the  diocese.  The  committee  sees  itself 
as  a  resource  unit  in  the  field  of  evangelism  and  shared  ministries.  Members  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  attend  such  provincial  and  national  meetings  as  are  scheduled  in  order  to  strengthen 
their  roles  on  the  diocesan  committee.  Two  members  of  the  committee  attended  the  provin¬ 
cial  conference  on  evangelism  in  Battle  Creek,  Michigan  for  a  weekend  study.  This  par¬ 
ticular  agenda  dealt  with  communication  among  members,  identification  and  employment 
of  lay  ministries,  and  further  information  about  church  growth. 

In  late  spring  the  committee  was  notified  that,  because  of  financial  problems,  the  fund¬ 
ing  for  the  Evangelism  Committee  would  have  to  be  reduced.  It  was  reduced  by  some 
$2,600.  Thus,  the  committee  has  functioned  on  a  total  amount  of  $1,000  for  the  year.  With 
that  sum  the  committee  participated  in  two  programs.  The  first  was  a  pilot  program  of 
advertising  in  a  local  newspaper. 

Under  this  program  a  series  of  six  ads  were  run,  one  each  week.  Visitors  and  interest 
from  the  ads  were  closely  tabulated  and  it  was  learned  that  seven  families  visited  church 
directly  as  a  result  of  the  ads  while  they  were  being  run.  There  have  been  four  other  visitors 
since  the  advertisement.  In  addition  there  was  a  “spin-off”  of  free  advertising  through 
“Letters  to  the  Editor.”  The  committee  has  learned,  too,  that  such  advertisement  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  bear  fruit  for  a  period  up  to  twelve  to  fourteen  months. 

In  addition  to  that  particular  funding  effort  the  committee  also  designated  funds  to  assist 
those  parishes  sending  representatives  to  the  National  Evangelism  and  Shared  Ministry 
Conference  in  St.  Louis  in  September.  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was  represented  by 
clergy  and  lay  people  from  eight  parishes  or  missions.  The  reports  of  those  who  attended 
that  conference  will  be  gathered  by  the  Evangelism  Committee  and  compiled  in  a  single 
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report  which  will  be  distributed  to  all  the  parishes  for  inclusion  in  their  evangelism 
workbooks  which  were  given  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Evangelism  Committee  has  requested  a  continuance  of  the  budget  figure  of  $3,600 
for  the  year  1981.  The  committee  sees  itself  as  a  resource  group  with  funding  and  program 
to  encourage  and  increase  evangelistic  efforts  and  to  broadening  the  vision  of  the  chur¬ 
chmen  in  our  diocese  for  our  roles  in  a  shared  ministry.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  we  must 
wait  upon  the  invitation  of  the  clergy  and  parish  chairperson  to  be  used  as  a  resource. 

We  stand  ready  and  are  willing  to  help  in  any  way  possible,  when  asked.  The  mission  of 
the  Church  has  not  changed  since  our  Lord  founded  it.  Techniques  for  accomplishing  that 
mission  have  changed  and  been  greatly  enhanced.  We  hope  to  bring  those  new  techniques 
to  bear  in  our  work  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  ALTAR  GUILD 

The  fifth  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day  was  hosted  by  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James, 
South  Bend,  on  Sept.  27,  1980,  and  attended  by  65  who  represented  16  Parishes.  Also  at¬ 
tending  was  Mrs.  Florence  Caylor,  the  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Chairman  of  the  Diocese  of 
Indianapolis. 

This  year’s  program  featured  a  colored  slide  presentation,  with  taped  narration,  entitled 
“THE  SPIRIT  OF  THE  ALTAR  GUILD.”  Slides  were  loaned  by  St.  Philip  in  the  Hills, 
Tucson,  and  depicted  every  phase  of  Altar  Guild  service  in  that  parish.  One  of  the  unique 
features  of  that  organization  is  a  specialized  needlework  guild  whose  extremely  talented 
members  are  proficient  in  all  types  of  needlework.  That  group  has  designed  and  created 
Eucharistic  vestments  symbolizing  the  geographic  area  and  its  Indian  culture.  Indian 
designs  were  modified  into  ecclesiastical  symbols  and  the  original  vestments  are  magnifi¬ 
cent  works  of  art. 

Following  the  slide  presentation,  small  discussion  groups  wrestled  with  “points  to 
ponder”  —  questions  for  which  there  are  no  specifically  correct  answers.  An  example  of 
such  questions  is:  “As  an  Altar  Guild  member,  what  do  you  notice  especially  when  atten¬ 
ding  church  outside  your  parish?”  Each  discussion  group  contains  representatives  from 
several  parishes,  and  developing  a  reply  provides  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
new  friends. 

The  Question  Box,  perennially  moderated  by  Fr.  Thomas  of  St.  John’s,  Elkhart,  pro¬ 
vides  the  opportunity  for  DAG  DAY  attendees  to  ask  ANYTHING,  anonymously. 
Answers  or  suggestions  are  offered  by  anyone  who  can  help,  with  frequently  lively  com¬ 
ments  from  the  moderator. 

All  Parish  Altar  Guilds  were  asked  to  submit  a  written  report  of  items  of  general  interest 
to  other  Altar  Guild  members.  Approximately  one  third  of  the  Guilds  responded,  and  these 
reports  were  published  and  distributed  to  attendees. 

A  display  of  assorted  “Parish  Pride”  items  included  several  historic  treasures  lent  by  the 
Bishop  and  the  Cathedral:  The  Diocesan  crosier,  an  antique  gold  chalice  and  paten,  a 
jewelled  mitre,  and  an  elaborately  embroidered  stole.  Altar  linens  with  exquisite  and  in¬ 
tricate  embroidery  made  by  a  Cathedral  Altar  Guild  member  drew  much  admiration. 
Needlepoint  in  progress  was  displayed  by  several  parishes,  together  with  banners,  and  a 
silver -covered  Gospel  book. 

It  has  always  been  our  practice  to  request  that  attendees  complete  an  “evaluation  form” 
at  the  end  of  the  day.  These  comments  help  make  succeeding  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Days 
more  beneficial  and  appealing. 

The  1981  DAG  DAY  will  be  September  26  at  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


The  Commission  on  Christian  Education  met  only  once  in  1980  but  made  the  following 
observations  about  its  role.  The  average  parish  priest  and  a  considerable  number  of  lay  per¬ 
sons  have  some  ongoing  contact  with  sources  and  materials  at  the  Sunday  School  level.  At 
present  there  are  no  funds  or  resources  for  us  to  do  much  that  is  significant  in  that  area, 
without  duplicating  much  work  and  thought. 

However,  the  commission  feels  that  there  is  a  great  need  and  interest  in  the  area  of  Adult 
Christian  Education.  Episcopalians  seem  to  lag  behind  other  Christians  in  this  area.  The 
Commission  sees  itself  as  prepared  to  encourage,  share  and  witness.  Members  were  asked 
to  encourage  all  their  contacts  throughout  the  diocese  to  take  advantage  of  the  programs 
designed  to  make  effective  use  of  the  Church’s  Teaching  Series. 

The  Commission  will  be  meeting  more  frequently  in  1981  to  work  on  a  project  designed 
to  help  share  resources.  Many  of  our  clergy  and  laity  have  areas  of  expertise  that  can  be 
shared  with  other  parishes,  particularly  smaller  ones.  We  are  hoping  to  compile  a  directory 
of  those  willing  to  teach  and  an  indication  of  their  availability. 

Better  instruction  of  Adults  should  improve  the  quality  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
home,  the  place  of  first  responsibility.

REPORT  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  WOMEN 

The  theme  “Women  in  Mission”  is  still  being  used  by  the  Diocesan  Board  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Women.  Part  of  our  mission  is  to  encourage  all  parish/mission  ECWs  to 
support  the  Bishop’s  Emergency  Discretionary  Fund,  the  Church  Periodical  Club,  the 
Memorial  Fund,  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  and  the  United  Thank  Of¬ 
fering.  The  chairman  of  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief,  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  sits  on  the  Diocesan  ECW  Board,  but  all  the  money  collected  for  the  fund  goes 
directly  to  the  Bishop’s  office  in  South  Bend.  The  chairman  is  responsible  for  contacting  all 
the  parish/missions,  informing  them  of  the  designated  dates  for  special  ingatherings  and 
supplying  them  with  literature.  A  check  for  the  Bishop’s  Emergency  Discretionary  Fund  is 
given  to  the  Bishop  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  ECW.  Some  ECW’s  budget  for  this  fund 
each  year,  others  have  special  fund-raising  projects.  The  chairman  of  this  fund  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  encouraging  the  parish/mission  ECW’s  to  support  the  fund  generously,  as  there  is 
never  enough  money  to  meet  all  the  requests  that  come  before  the  Bishop. 

The  Church  Periodical  Club  funding  is  on  the  increase  in  this  Diocese,  due  to  the  fact  that 
more  churches  are  supporting  the  “Quarter  Day”  concept.  This  year  we  were  able  to  send 
$70  to  the  National  Book  Fund  and  $80  to  each  of  our  four  seminarians  to  help  defray  their 
i  book  expenses. 

Our  goal  is  to  have  every  church  in  the  diocese  use  one  applicant  for  the  Memorial  Fund 
Scholarship,  but  now  that  the  availability  of  the  scholarship  is  more  widely  known,  we  are 
receiving  more  applications  and  this  year  the  board  had  to  vote  on  the  recipient.  In  March 
of  this  year  the  United  Thank  Offering  chairman  and  the  Province  V  representative  to  the 
National  United  Thank  Offering  committee  held  a  workshop  for  all  women  in  the  diocese 
to  acquaint  them  with  how  the  fund  is  allocated  and  to  impress  upon  them  the  urgent  need 
for  funds.  This  meeting  was  well  attended  by  women  and  priests  and  those  who  were  there 
went  home  with  more  determination  than  ever  to  inform  the  other  women  in  their 
parish/mission  not  only  of  the  good  work  that  the  United  Thank  Offering  has  been  doing, 
but  also  of  how  much  more  it  could  be  doing  with  our  support.  More  details  of  all  these 
funds  are  found  in  the  new  Diocesan  ECW  Handbook  which  is  available  to  every  member 
of  the  clergy  and  ECW  presidents.  Also,  all  of  the  chairmen  of  these  committees  are 
available  to  speak  at  any  ECW  meeting. 
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Approximately  15  women  from  this  Diocese,  including  8  board  members,  attended  the 
annual  Province  V  ECW  Conference  at  Sawmill  Creek  Lodge,  Huron,  Ohio.  The  con¬ 
ference  was  led  by  the  Rev.  John  H.  Snow,  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology  at  the  Episcopal 
Divinity  School  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  His  theme  was  “One  Family  in  Christ  —  the 
Christian  Family.’’  This  conference  gives  us  all  an  excellent  opportunity  to  share  with  other 
ECW’s  in  the  Province. 

The  program  for  the  ECW  Spring  Deanery  meetings  was  planned  a  little  differently  this 
year.  Each  deanery  planned  its  own  program,  all  using  the  same  theme,  “Women  in  Mis¬ 
sion.’’  A  planning  meeting  was  held  in  each  deanery  with  the  Diocesan  ECW  President, 
Vice-President,  Deanery  President  and  representatives  from  each  parish/mission.  The 
planning  meetings  were  very  successful  and  the  ensuing  Deanery  Meetings  were  equally  suc¬ 
cessful.  The  attendance  was  not  exceptional  but  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  was  extremely 
rewarding.  A  brief  report  on  each  deanery  meeting  will  be  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  July 
15,  1980  board  meeting,  available  from  each  parish/mission  priest  or  ECW  president. 

The  board  sponsored  a  seminar,  led  by  Father  Jonathan  Sams  entitled  “Peer  Pressure’’ 
and  a  retreat  at  Wawasee  led  by  Father  Donald  Milligan. 

As  of  this  report,  since  the  1979  Diocesan  Convention  we  have  had  3  Board  Meetings,  in¬ 
cluding  our  annual  “open  meeting’’  for  all  women  in  the  diocese,  at  Wawasee  in  July  and  3 
issues  of  the  Bridge  Builder  have  been  published. 

On  a  personal  basis,  I  represented  the  Diocesan  ECW  at  Diocesan  Council  meetings,  at¬ 
tended  Father  John  Morgan’s  installation  and  was  a  guest  speaker  at  several  parish/mission 
ECW  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COMMITTEE 

ON  SCOUTING 


The  79th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  on  December  3,  1977, 
adopted  a  resolution  calling  for  the  establishment  of  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Scouting 
“whose  purpose  is  to  arrange  for  the  circulation  of  appropriate  materials  on  the  use  of  the 
Scout  program  in  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.” 

While  no  formal  Commission  has  yet  been  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority, 
quiet  emphasis  on  Scouting  as  a  resource  for  ministry  with  youth  and  families  has  been  tak¬ 
ing  place  in  the  Diocese  through  the  efforts  of  both  clergy  and  lay  persons. 

During  the  year  of  1980  a  prime  goal  of  the  (National)  Advisory  Committee  on  Scouting 
has  been  to  establish  a  Scout  Commission  in  each  diocese  of  the  Church.  Slow,  but  ex¬ 
cellent  and  encouraging  progress  has  been  made  in  this  effort. 

Province  V  (of  which  Northern  Indiana  is  a  part)  is  to  be  the  first  province  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  to  take  the  next  step.  On  April  24-26,  1981,  in  Chicago  and  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  (National)  Advisory  Committee  on  Scouting  and  the 
annual  St.  George  Scout  Celebration  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  a  workshop  will  take  place 

for  the  Scout  Commissions  of  the  fourteen  dioceses  which  constitute  Province  V.

It  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  the  formation  of  an  active  Scout  Commission  in  our 
Diocese  take  place  before  the  end  of  1980.  Happily,  it  is  my  understanding  that  the  Bishop 
is  presently  engaged  in  forming  such  a  Commission!

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to 
order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and 
report  on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the 
Committee,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter 
their  names  in  the  minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Conven¬ 
tion  organized  for  business. 

Rule  IV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being 
chosen  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop’s  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made 
for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as 
the  nominations  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed 
on  a  ballot  for  the  use  of  the  Convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  Standing  Committee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible 
and  the  making  of  reports  shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee, 
nominations  shall  then  continue  for  all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those 
nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible 
during  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by 
the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is 
expedient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year,  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

a) Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b) Development  and  Communications. 

c) Operations. 

7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

8.  Convention  Committees. 

a) Unfinished  business. 

b) Admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

c) Constitution  and  Canons. 

d) State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

10.  Standing  Committee. 

1 1 .  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 

13.  Cathedral  Chapter. 

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 

15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committees  and/or  Special  Committee  Reports. 
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Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the 
Diocese  as  hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council; 
Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod 
of  the  Province  of  the  Midwest;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop); 
and  all  others.  After  the  casting  of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons  having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the 
first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from  the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the 
candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot 
shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election  of  primary  delegates  and  alter¬ 
nate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  and  the  election  for 
the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary  candidates  has 
taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which  the  alter¬ 
nates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  in  the 
following  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention: 

1.  The  roll  call. ' 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have 
leave,  or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Con¬ 
vention,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice 
to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  excused  by 
the  Convention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  call¬ 
ed  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to 
lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit 
it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if  unqualified,  shall  be  settl¬ 
ed  without  debate. 

Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and 
reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may 
be  reconsidered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that 
purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression 
of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for 
its  consideration. 
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Rule  XXV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance, 
but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  on  the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless 
altered  or  rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES 


of  the 

EIGHTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

November  13-14,  1981 

The  Eighty-Third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  began  with  the 
Holy  Eucharist  at  5:00  p.m.  C.S.T.,  Friday,  November  13,  1981,  in  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
LaPorte,  Indiana.  Following  the  Eucharist,  dinner  was  served  in  the  banquet  room  of  the 
Holidome  (Holiday  Inn)  in  LaPorte,  the  speaker  for  the  occasion  being  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Stanley  Atkins,  retired  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Eau  Claire,  Wisconsin. 

The  business  session  of  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9:05  a.m.,  C.S.T.,  on 
Saturday,  November  14,  in  the  banquet  room  of  the  LaPorte  Holiday  Inn,  with  prayer  by 
the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Howard  R.  Keyse,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reported  that 
all  credentials  were  in  order  and  that  a  quorum  existed. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  roll  of  clergy  and  lay  delegates  of  each  of  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  Diocese,  delegates  to  the  1979  General  Convention,  lay  members  of 
Diocesan  Council  and  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet,  and  declared  that  a  quorum  was  present.  The 
Bishop  then  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Bishop  introduced  the  persons  at  the  head  table. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  William  C.  Hibbert  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the 
Convention.  It  was  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  the  rules  suspended  and  a 
unanimous  ballot  cast  for  Fr.  Hibbert.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  The 
Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Canon  Bradley  McCormick  as  his  assistant.  The  Convention 
concurred. 

The  Rev.  B.  Linford  Eyrick,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  welcomed  the  Convention  to 
the  city  of  LaPorte  and  made  necessary  housekeeping  announcements. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Mr.  Orville  Nichols,  Jr.  as  Parliamentarian  and  Mr.  John  A. 
Cawley,  Jr.  as  Assistant  to  the  Parliamentarian.  As  tellers,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev. 
Jack  W.  Bliven,  Chairman,  Mr.  Roy  Shepard,  Mrs.  Frank  Sprague,  Mr.  William  Stiene, 
and  Miss  Kathie  Anderson.  The  Bishop  also  appointed  a  Committee  on  Resolutions 
(Thanks  and  Memorials)  with  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Low  as  Chairman. 

The  Bishop  then  gave  his  annual  address  (printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal). 

The  Bishop  next  presented  deacons  and  priests  new  to  the  diocese  since  the  last  Conven¬ 
tion:  The  Rev.  Frs.  Raymond  Dage,  Mark  Brown,  Howard  Keyse,  and  Richard  Kennison. 
The  Bishop  also  introduced  priests  on  license  in  our  diocese  and  introduced  our  five 
seminarians  studying  at  Nashotah  House:  Douglas  Johnson,  Robert  Rademaker,  Harold 
Comer,  William  Luley  and  Don  Raih. 

Mrs.  Clay  Moody  gave  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominated  for  the 
Standing  Committee  were  Frs.  Robert  Center,  Paul  Leatherbury,  Ross  Mack,  James  Man¬ 
ning,  and  William  Murphy.  In  the  Lay  Order  were  Warren  Deahl,  Mayo  Sanders,  Marjorie 
Stansbury,  Chester  Williams,  David  Wright.  Elected  were  Fr.  Center  and  Mr.  Williams. 

The  Bishop  nominated  Mrs.  Vern  Ryan  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  The  Convention 
unanimously  concurred.  For  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  the  Bishop  announced  that  he  had  ap¬ 
pointed  George  Davy  and  Dan  Gibson. 

Nominated  for  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  were  Frs.  Raymond  Dage,  Richard  Kennison, 
Richard  Phelps  and  Paul  W.  Smith;  in  the  lay  order  Mike  Gill,  Frederick  Heasley, 
Rosemary  Ward,  Barbara  Wood,  Harold  Green  and  Joseph  files.  Elected  were  Fr.  Dage 
and  Fr.  Phelps,  Mr.  Green  and  Mr.  Illes. 
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Nominations  for  Deputies  to  General  Convention  were  then  made.  Nominated  in  the 
clerical  order  were  Frs.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Robert  Center,  James  Considine,  James  Curtis, 
George  Davis,  Linford  Eyrick,  William  Hibbert,  David  Hyndman,  Paul  Leatherbury,  Ross 
Mack,  Corydon  Randall,  Kenneth  Williams  and  Howard  Keyse.  In  the  lay  order  nominated 
were  Robert  Book,  John  Cawley,  Philip  Childs,  Anne  Donnelly,  Nancy  Moody,  Orville  W. 
Nichols,  Pamela  Ockermann,  James  Pankow,  Robert  Parrish,  Mayo  Sanders,  Chester 
Williams,  and  Wyatt  Mick.  Balloting  continued  throughout  the  day  and  on  the  sixth  ballot 
elections  were  completed.  Elected  as  clerical  deputies  were:  Frs.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Robert 
Center,  George  Davis  and  William  Hibbert.  Elected  as  lay  deputies  were:  James  Pankow, 
Anne  Donnelly,  Nancy  Moody  and  Chester  Williams.  Alternate  clerical  and  lay  deputies 
are  (in  order):  Frs.  David  Hyndman,  Linford  Eyrick,  Ross  Mack  and  James  Considine;  and 
Mayo  Sanders,  Wyatt  Mick,  Philip  Childs  and  John  Cawley. 

The  Bishop  then  announced  elections  of  the  following  Diocesan  Council  members  from 
three  of  the  six  deaneries  that  held  elections  in  1981:  Michigan  City  Deanery:  Fr.  John 
Hughes,  Clair  Price;  Elkhart  Deanery:  Fr.  Richard  Handley,  Willem  Wiese;  Wabash  Valley 
Deanery:  Fr.  James  Considine,  Eric  Shone. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  the  “atrium”  for  noon-day  prayers  for  the  departed, 
followed  by  lunch  and  a  new  film  from  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  titled 
“ HOPE  FOR  NEW  LIFE ”  (featuring,  in  part,  Christ  Church,  Gary).  The  film  was  in¬ 
troduced  by  a  staff  officer  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Center,  Fr.  Gene  White.  We  then  heard 
an  address  by  General  Eugene  Scott,  new  superintendent  of  Howe  Military  School. 

Nominations  for  Directors  of  the  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  were  then  held. 
Nominated  were  Frs.  John  Combs,  James  Considine,  Gerhart  Niemeyer,  Paul  W.  Smith; 
Joseph  Daniel,  Charles  Glaub,  LeRoy  Lacey,  Ted  Mullett  and  Wyatt  Mick.  Elected  were 
Fr.  Niemeyer  (three  years),  Fr.  Combs  (one  year,  filling  the  unexpired  term  of  Fr.  Arnold 
Hoffman),  and  Mr.  Mick. 

The  Bishop  next  made  various  committee  appointments  as  listed  in  the  DIRECTORY. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  There  was 
none. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  There 
was  no  report. 

The  Bishop  then  called  upon  Mrs.  Ryan  to  present  the  1982  Proposed  Revised  Diocesan 
Budget.  Mrs.  Ryan  moved,  and  Mr.  Harold  Green  seconded  its  passage.  The  motion  car¬ 
ried  unanimously. 

The  remaining  reports  to  the  Convention  were  received  in  order  and  most  approved  by  ti¬ 
tle  with  a  few  comments  here  and  there.  All  are  printed  elsewhere  in  this  JOURNAL  except 
for  the  Commission  on  Scouting  whose  report  was  given  orally  by  its  newly  appointed 
chairman,  Fr.  B.  Linford  Eyrick. 

Resolutions  were  then  presented  and  acted  upon,  in  the  midst  of  which  the  Convention 
was  forced  to  leave  the  Holiday  Inn  at  4:15  p.m.  and  reconvene  at  St.  Paul’s  Church  at  4:45 
p.m.  (See  RESOLUTIONS). 

Resolution  #1  concerning  the  Bishop’s  stipend  was  moved  by  Rod  Teeple  and  duly 
seconded.  There  was  no  provision  made  for  discussion  and  the  resolution  passed,  but  with 
some  dissenting  voice  votes. 

Resolution  #2  concerning  Stewardship  was  moved  by  Fr.  Randall  and  duly  seconded. 
After  a  brief  discussion  the  resolution  carried  unanimously. 

Resolution  #3  Opposing  the  Nuclear  Arms  Race,  #4  Supporting  Federal  Human  Services, 
and  #5  Needs  of  the  Poor  in  Both  Urban  and  Rural  Areas  were  received  from  the  Province 
of  the  Midwest  meeting  in  the  spring  of  1981.  The  motion  was  made  to  consider  these  three 
as  a  body  and  to  decline  to  act  on  all  of  them.  It  was  seconded  and  the  motion  carried  by  a 
vote  of  60-38. 

Resolution  #6  concerning  an  annual  Bishop  Klein  Memorial  Fund  Offering  was  moved 
by  Fr.  Handley,  noting  that  this  was  to  clarify  the  action  of  the  1980  Convention.  It  was 
seconded  and  passed  unanimously  without  debate. 
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Resolution  tn  (printed  in  the  Journal  in  its  amended  form)  concerning  an  Advisory  Plan¬ 
ning  Committee  for  the  Diocese  was  moved  by  Fr.  Davis  and  duly  seconded.  Following 
discussion  Fr.  Center  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  by  deleting  the  word  “perma¬ 
nent”  and  substituting  “Advisory”  and  by  deleting  the  words  “of  laity  and  clergy  from 
each  deanery”  and  substituting  “Diocesan  Council”  for  “pre-convention  deanery 
meetings.”  It  was  seconded.  During  the  debate  the  Bishop  relinquished  the  chair  to  the 
president  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  order  to  enter  the  debate  himself.  The  amendment 
carried  and  the  amended  motion  then  also  carried. 

At  this  point,  Convention  adjourned  to  reconvene  at  St.  Paul’s  Church  (in  order  for  the 
Holiday  Inn  to  reset  the  room  for  another  function). 

Resolution  #8  concerning  Continuity  was  moved  by  Mr.  Chester  Williams.  It  was  second¬ 
ed  and  passed  unanimously. 

Resolution  #9  concerning  Thanks  and  Memorials  was  moved  by  Mrs.  James  Low,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Thanks  and  Memorials.  It  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimous- 

ly. 

There  was  evidenced  a  great  deal  of  anguish  and  concern  at  the  hasty  abandonment  of 
the  three  resolutions  from  the  Province  of  the  Midwest  (#3,  4,  5),  some  feeling  that  by  our 
action  it  would  be  interpreted  to  the  Church  at  large  that  we  have  no  concern  or  interest  for 
human  needs. 

Fr.  Bizzaro  then  moved  to  reconsider  the  motion  to  decline  the  resolutions  #3,  4,  and  5 
and  offering  a  substitute  motion:  “Due  to  the  very  lateness  of  the  hour  when  considering 
the  resolutions  on  Opposing  the  Nuclear  Arms  Race,  Supporting  Federal  Human  Services 
and  Needs  of  the  Poor  in  Both  Urban  and  Rural  Areas,  this  Convention  hesitates  to  con¬ 
sider  such  important  subjects  under  stress  of  time  and  therefore  without  judgment  votes  not 
to  be  able  to  consider  these  resolutions  at  this  Convention.”  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
lively  debate  on  this  substitute  motion  ensued.  The  question  was  called  and  the  vote  taken 
with  the  motion  being  defeated. 

Fr.  Randall  then  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  #5  concerning  Needs  of  the  Poor  in 
Both  Urban  and  Rural  Areas.  It  was  duly  seconded  and  discussion  began.  The  question  was 
called  and  the  motion  carried  with  only  one  dissenting  vote. 

While  awaiting  the  completion  of  balloting  for  delegates  to  General  Convention,  Fr. 
Center  asked  to  address  the  Convention  on  the  forthcoming  Diocesan  Celebration  of  the 
Bishop’s  10th  Anniversary  of  his  consecration  to  be  held  at  the  Cathedral  and  Century 
Center,  South  Bend,  Indiana,  June  13,  1982. 

The  Convention  also  offered  evening  prayers  and  sung  an  evening  hymn  at  5:30  p.m. 

Mr.  John  Cawley  then  moved  (for  purposes  of  debate)  Resolution  #3  Opposing  the 
Nuclear  Arms  Race.  It  was  seconded.  Very  spirited  debate  began!  Fr.  Sims  moved  a 
substitute  amendment  that  the  text  of  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  October,  1981,  House  of 
Bishops  be  the  voice  of  this  Convention  concerning  Resolutions  #3,  4,  and  5.  Fr.  Sims  was 
asked  to  withdraw  his  motion  which  he  then  did.  When  the  vote  on  the  Resolution  #3  Op¬ 
posing  the  Nuclear  Arms  Race  was  taken,  it  was  soundly  defeated. 

Fr.  Sims  then  moved  that  the  House  of  Bishops’  statement  be  our  Convention’s  voice  on 
the  nuclear  arms  race.  He  was  ruled  out  of  order  at  this  time.  Fr.  Randall  moved  to  suspend 
the  rules  so  that  this  could  be  introduced.  It  was  seconded. 

Col.  Joseph  Gray  then  asked  that  the  pastoral  letter  from  the  House  of  Bishops  be  read 
to  the  Convention.  The  Parliamentarian  did  so.  The  question  was  called  and  the  vote  was 
taken.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Cawley  then  moved  (for  purposes  of  debate)  Resolution  #4  Supporting  Federal 
Human  Services  and  it  was  seconded.  Fr.  Combs  moved  a  substitute  motion  that  this  Con¬ 
vention  supports  and  concurs  with  the  pastoral  letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops  and  adopts  it 
as  our  statement  of  belief  and  concern  and  action  towards  the  poor.  The  substitute  motion 
carried.  The  vote  on  the  motion  as  amended  carried  by  a  vote  of  44-33.  It  was  further  mov¬ 
ed,  seconded  and  passed  that  the  text  of  the  House  of  Bishops’  pastoral  letter  need  not  be 
included  in  this  Journal.  (It  is,  however,  printed  for  possible  future  reference,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Resolutions  #3,  4  and  5  elsewhere  in  this  Journal.) 
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Since  balloting  for  Directors  for  the  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  still  were  not  com¬ 
plete,  Col.  Gray  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  voting  for  this  office  be  done 
by  plurality  rather  than  majority.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously.  (The 
results  of  this  election  are  recorded  earlier  in  these  minutes.) 

Elections  for  deputies  to  General  Convention  having  been  completed,  balloting  could 
then  proceed  for  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod,  one  of  whom  must  come  from  those 
elected  to  the  General  Convention.  Col.  Gray  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that 
voting  for  these  offices  be  done  by  plurality  rather  than  majority.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed  unanimously.  Nominated  as  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod  were  Frs.  Robert 
Bizzaro  and  George  Davis  and  in  the  lay  order  Erwin  Baker,  Raymond  Hamilton,  Donald 
Johnson,  Mary  Lou  Johnson,  Nancy  Moody,  and  Orville  Nichols.  Elected  were  Fr.  Biz¬ 
zaro,  Mrs.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Nichols.  During  the  counting  of  the  ballots,  hymn  347  was 
sung. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  Convention,  and  the  hour  being  exceedingly 
late,  the  motion  was  duly  made,  seconded  and  passed  that  adjournment  take  place  with  the 
Bishop’s  blessing.  It  was  done  at  7:05  p.m.,  C.S.T.

“ Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God,  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  ” 

As  always,  on  the  occasion  of  the  yearly  diocesan  synod,  my  first  words  to  you  all  are 
ones  of  JOY  and  THANKFULNESS  .  .  .  because  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  Leaders  of  the 
Diocesan  Family  are  gathered  together,  with  their  Bishop,  as  the  visible  Catholic  Church  — 
the  Body  of  Christ  (in  part)  in  Northern  Indiana. 

When  this  83rd  Convention  has  concluded  its  work  this  afternoon,  each  of  you  (Priest, 
Deacon  and  Lay  Delegate)  will  be  given  —  in  summary  —  a  copy  of  your  Bishop’s 
“Apostolic  Acts,”  and  a  careful  recording  of  God’s  chief  Blessings  —  material  and 
spiritual  —  upon  the  People  of  God  in  this  Diocese  ...  in  this  year  of  grace  .  .  . 

This  record  represents  a  very  great  deal  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  diocesan  clergy,  and  of 
the  Bishop.  It  ought  to  be  read  by  each  one  of  you,  in  recognition  of  the  continued 
goodness  of  God  towards  our  common  life-in-Christ. 

How  easily  and  quickly  we  forget  His  bounty  —  unless  there  is  a  scribe  to  record  that 
bounty! 

*  *  *  *  *  * 

Some  of  you  here  will  remember  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1972  —  nearly  ten  years 
ago.  It  was  my  first  one,  as  your  Bishop.  And  there  were  elements  of  sheer  disaster  to  come 
that  evening.  It  started  out  bravely  enough  —  a  well-attended  banquet,  with  one  of  the 
most  prominent  Churchmen  in  America  as  the  after-dinner  speaker.  He  was,  then,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  is  now  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  John  Coburn. 

Solemn  Evensong  was  scheduled  to  follow  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  around  8 
p.m.  (8:30  at  the  latest).  The  banquet  was  on  the  9th  floor,  I  think,  of  the  Fort  Wayne- 
Sheraton  Motor  Hotel.  Everyone  seemed  to  be  having  a  good  time  —  except  the  new 
Bishop.  He  had  a  bad  case  of  exhaustion  and  nerves  from  a  previous  six-hour  meeting. 

Finally,  it  came  time  to  start  out  for  Trinity  Church  and  Solemn  Evensong,  and  to  give 
my  first  Diocesan  Address.  And  then  it  was  discovered  that  one  of  the  two  elevators  to  the 
lobby  didn’t  work.  That  left  one  elevator,  and,  perhaps,  350  frustrated  people  —  to  con¬ 
tend  for  it. 

All  of  us  got  to  Fort  Wayne’s  historic  parish  finally.  I  (alas)  was  not  aware  of  the  time. 
My  concern  was  fixed  on  my  maiden  Diocesan  address.  My  knees  shook  under  my  new 
magenta  cassock.  I  knew  the  address  was  far  too  long,  but  I  couldn’t  “bear”  to  do  surgery 
on  this  master  work,  and  so  it  went  to  the  end.  Ad  nauseam!  Ad  Eternam!  .  .  . 

In  self  defense,  I  had  not  the  faintest  idea  how  late  at  night  it  was.  No  one  told  me  the 
hour.  But  the  most  unkind  remark  of  all  was  when  someone  wished  me,  their  new  Bishop, 
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“Merry  Christmas,’’  as  I  stood  at  the  Church  door  saying  goodnight.  I  was  stunned  when  a 
priest  told  me  that  it  was  ten  minutes  til  Midnight!!  That  was  my  longest  convention  ad¬ 
dress  ever  —  at  the  end  of  a  night-marish  evening.  And  a  whole  lifetime  —  it  seems  —  has 
been  lived  since  then. 

Now  this  morning,  the  address  will  be  one  of  the  shorter  ones!  And,  before  God,  I 
believe  that  this  address  will  be  the  most  important  one  I’ve  ever  given  ...  It  will  be  impor¬ 
tant  not  because  of  any  imagined  eloquence  or  style,  but  because  of  the  subject  matter. 

THE  SUBJECT  MATTER  IS  THE  FUTURE  OF  THIS  DIOCESE,  AND  OUR  LIFE 
AS  THE  STEWARDS  OF  THE  LIVING  GOD. 

Northern  Indiana,  one  of  90  continental  United  States  jurisdictions  (and  one  of  412 
Anglican  Dioceses  around  the  world)  is  an  unusual  diocese.  It  is  cherished  by  many  who  live 
in  it,  and  respected  by  many  Churchmen  throughout  the  United  States.  This  latter  state¬ 
ment  may  surprise  some  of  you,  but  it  is  true  none-the-less. 

The  four  previous  Bishops  of  this  Diocese  were  respected  and  honored,  as  faithful 
Stewards  and  Teachers  of  the  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Faith.  I  have  just  finished  praying  for 
the  repose  of  their  immortal  souls  on  All  Souls’  Day  last  (as  many  of  you  did,  also):  John 
Hazen  White,  Campbell  Gray;  Reginald  Mallett  and  Walter  Conrad  Klein. 

We  justly  revere  their  memory  —  as  many  other  Anglicans  have  throughout  this  country. 

Long  before  revision  of  the  Prayer  Book  was  ever  thought  of  —  or  completed  in  a 
Catholic,  sacramental  way,  the  best  ideals  and  practices  of  the  historic  Faith  were  kept  here 
(within  the  diocese)  .  .  .  The  Lord’s  own  Service  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  fasting  and  abstinence, 
retreats,  quiet  days,  tithing,  the  Sacraments  (all  7  of  them  —  including  Confession), 
cherishing  the  Real  Presence  of  Christ  in  the  Mass,  Fasting  Communions,  dignity  and  care 
in  the  Liturgy,  priests  and  deacons  properly  dressed,  when  on  duty  —  all  these  made  us  one 
of  a  handful  of  unusual  dioceses  in  the  whole  country.  Added  to  all  this  goodly  inheritance, 
is  the  loving  sacrifices,  which  nearly  all  of  our  priests  make,  who  live  out  their  share  in 
Christ’s  Priesthood  here  in  Northern  Indiana.  That  self-sacrifice  is  genuine,  for  most  could 
receive  much  larger  stipends  elsewhere. 

Their  devoted  examples  —  along  with  many  beautiful  laymen  and  their  ministry  —  make 
this  Diocese  a  Family  of  God  in  an  extraordinary  way. 

Recently,  the  circle  has  come  fully  around!  Much  of  what  has  been  “normal’’  in  Nor¬ 
thern  Indiana  for  decades,  is  now  “normal”  in  many  other  dioceses  across  the  nation.  The 
Episcopal  Church,  in  many  ways,  has  caught  up  with  the  long-established  practices  of 
Clergy  and  Lay  people  among  us. 

You  may  ask  —  if  all  this  is  so  —  why,  then,  is  the  Diocese  not  very  much  larger  than  it 
is?  Why  are  we  so  small  —  however  faithfully  the  Faith  has  been  taught  and  lived  here? 
There  are  many  answers  to  that  question.  Very  quickly,  I  will  list  a  few  of  them:  we  have 
often  been  “cavalier”  about  the  Faith  (it’s  always  been  here  in  our  lifetime);  we  have  had 
little  zeal  about  interesting  other  souls  in  the  Lord  of  the  Church;  we  often  have  not  known 
enough  about  the  Faith,  to  be  able  to  tell  others  about  the  God  of  our  Salvation.  But,  I  dare 
not  leave  out  a  fundamental  reason  why  we  often  appear  to  be  such  a  “puny”  diocese. 

From  the  very  beginning  of  our  corporate  life  (from  the  establishing  of  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan  City  —  now  Northern  Indiana)  in  1898  the  Diocese  has  been  woefully  short  of 
funds,  to  do  an  aggressive  work  for  our  Blessed  Lord  and  His  Church.  As  a  practical  mat¬ 
ter,  that  has  meant  lost  missionary  opportunities,  the  inability  to  establish  new  works,  the 
inadequate  support  of  our  smallest  mission  congregations. 

A  financial  comparison  with  other  small  jurisdictions  will  amaze  you!  The  Diocese  of 
Eau  Claire,  having  one-third  of  the  number  of  baptized  souls  we  have,  has  an  endowment 
fund  of  more  than  $1,000,000.  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Michigan  —  we  are  2Vi  times  as 
large  as  they  are!  —  also,  has  an  endowment  of  more  than  $1,000,000.  By  contrast,  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  has  a  trust  fund  of  $105,000,  which  earns,  at  most,  some 
$8,000  yearly. 

In  our  two  smaller  sister  dioceses  (Eau  Claire  and  Northern  Michigan )  each  of  their  en¬ 
dowments  of  more  than  $1,000, 000  earn  from  $100,000  to  $150,000  yearly.  That  is  a  goodly 
sum,  and  it  has  served  those  jurisdictions  well.  I  have,  deliberately,  left  out  the  resources  of 
the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis,  which  was  left,  by  will,  several  million  for  its  advance  work. 
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Please  do  not  think  that  I  am  pleading  for  some  vast  campaign  effort  to  raise  a  large  en¬ 
dowment  fund,  so  that  there  would  be  ample  funds  for  strategic  missionary  plans  on  a  large 
scale,  or  so  that  our  smallest  mission  congregation  could  be  strengthened,  or  so  that  a 
parish  in  a  bad  financial  plight  could  be  helped.  We  know  that  such  a  venture  at  such  a  time 
as  this  would  be  an  horrendous  folly  and  futility.  Consider  how  difficult  it  is  to  try  and 
finish  our  VENTURE  IN  MISSION  efforts! 

No,  I  do  not  propose  a  money-raising  campaign,  to  increase  our  tiny  endowment  fund. 
But  I  do  propose  a  new  and  lasting  practice  of  stewardship,  which  can  “transmogrify”  the 
resources  of  our  diocese  in  the  future.  The  emphasis  is  on  the  words  “lasting  stewardship” 
—  or  even  better,  a  final  act  of  stewardship  on  our  individual  parts. 

I  mean,  quite  simply,  that  as  we  make  preparations  to  go  back  to  God  Eternally  — 
however  many  years  away  that  might  be  —  that  we  include  in  our  final  stewardship  a  be¬ 
quest  to  our  parish  church,  and  a  bequest  to  the  RESERVE  FUND  of  the  Diocese. 

In  my  vision  of  greater  financial  strength  and  mission  outreach  in  this  beloved  Diocese,  I 
am  not  thinking  of  huge  bequests  which  (perhaps)  only  some  25-35  souls  could  do  —  within 
the  whole  Diocese.  I  am  thinking  of  (for  example)  $5,000  for  your  local  spiritual  home,  and 
$5,000  for  the  DIOCESAN  RESERVE  FUND. 

Would  you  be  surprised  to  know  that  —  within  the  last  two  years  —  members  of  this 
Diocese  have  left  their  parish  churches  nearly  $400,000?  This  amount  I  know  about.  It 
might  even  be  a  larger  sum.  And  a  number  of  such  wills  were  in  amounts  of  $5,000  or 
$10,000  or  $15,000.  There  is  truth  and  there  is  reality  to  what  I  envision  for  this  Diocese. 
When  you  read  your  copy  of  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart,”  you  will  “discover”  some  of 
these  parish  bequests.  If  only  half  that  amount  ($200,000)  had  been  willed  to  the 
DIOCESAN  RESERVE  FUND,  present  day  interest  rates  would  have  earned  $30,000  for 
new  work.  That  may  not  be  so  much  in  this  present  day  of  inflation  madness  and  cruelty, 
but  it  could  have  provided  a  full-time  Diocesan  Missioner  to  be  the  Pastor  of  isolated,  scat¬ 
tered  Churchmen,  who  live  far  from  a  parish  church.  It  could  have  meant  the  difference 
between  St.  Peter’s,  Rensselaer  having  a  full-time  priest,  instead  of  the  Bishop  trying 
desperately  to  find  a  vigorous  retired  priest  for  St.  Peter’s  —  one  who  could  bring  with  him 
most  of  his  own  stipend  via  his  pension  and  social  security.  Even  half  of  that  imaginary 
$30,000  would  have  been  an  absolute  Godsend!  The  Bishop  could  have  provided  help  for 
several  priests  to  go  to  summer  school  for  theological  and  spiritual  “refreshment.”  With 
only  a  tiny  part  of  that  “imaginary  $30,000”  interest,  your  Bishop,  for  example,  could  pro¬ 
vide  an  exhausted,  momentarily  depressed  priest,  and  his  wife,  a  few  days  rest  and  recrea¬ 
tion  —  before  Lent  began.  I  could  give  you  a  longer  list  —  these  are  just  some  elemental  ex¬ 
amples. 

I  hope  every  priest  and  Lay  Delegate  read  carefully  my  letter  to  you  (around  September 
30th)  about  the  DIOCESAN  RESERVE  FUND.  But  if  you  did  not  read  it,  by  chance,  let 
me  tell  you  about  it  briefly. 

The  RESERVE  FUND  —  small  as  it  is  now  —  is  an  exciting  reality.  It  “owes  its  life,” 
humanly  speaking,  to  the  dogged,  stubborness,  and  sturdy  vision  of  three  people:  (1)  Mr. 
Robert  Hanna  (God  rest  his  soul!)  of  Holy  Family,  Angola,  who  served  in  the  Bishop’s 
Cabinet  under  Bishop  Klein  and  myself  ...  he  also  was  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Finance 
Committee  for  more  than  10  years  til  his  death  in  1980;  (2)  to  Barbara  (Mrs.  Vern)  Ryan, 
our  highly  skilled  professional,  and  devoted  Diocesan  Treasurer;  (3)  and  to  your  Bishop. 

This  triad,  this  “Troika,”  may  be  remembered  in  some  future  history  of  our  diocese  as 
“The  Three  Pennypinchers.”  Seriously,  with  the  faithful  support  and  authorization  of 
several  successive  Diocesan  Councils,  we  have  husbanded  and  carefully  saved  the  budget 
surpluses  each  year  for  THE  RESERVE  FUND.  Sometimes,  it  would  be  only  a  “tiny” 
$1,500  for  a  whole  year.  A  “vintage”  year  would  be  $6,000.  But  always  it  has  been  pro¬ 
tected  in  “escrow,”  and  always  earning  the  best  possible  interest.  And  now,  after  more 
than  six  years  of  “pinching”  —  plus  unbelievable  current  rates  of  interest  —  this 
RESERVE  FUND  stands  at  some  $48,000. 

That,  dear  friends-in-Christ,  may  not  be  an  “earth-shaking”  amount  —  but  alongside  of 
nothing,  it’s  a  glorious  beginning!! 

And  how  the  Angels  must  have  smiled,  when  word  recently  came  that  the  very  first  be¬ 
quest  to  be  left  to  THE  RESERVE  FUND  comes  from  the  desire  of  Bob  Hanna,  and  his 
wife.  In  1982  THE  RESERVE  FUND  will  receive  $10,000  from  his  widow’s  estate. 
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Let  me  say  again  plainly  what  THE  RESERVE  FUND  is  all  about  —  its  source  and  its 
purpose:  (1)  Its  source  springs  from  the  careful  saving  of  any  surplus  funds  —  at  the  end  of 
a  budget  year  —  to  be  put  into  THE  RESERVE  FUND  —  to  earn  the  maximum  amount  of 
interest  permitted,  (2)  Its  source  grows  by  gifts  from  individuals  or  parishes  (Bob  Hanna’s 
gift  of  $10,000  is  an  example  of  that);  (3)  Its  source  will  continually  grow  from  future  be¬ 
quests,  received  from  members  of  the  Diocesan  Family. 

The  purpose  of  THE  RESERVE  FUND  is  —  for  all  time  —  to  end,  finally,  the  constant 
financial  scraping,  which  the  Diocese  has  had  to  do  for  its  83  years  of  existence.  The  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  be  able  (from  interest  earned  on  the  Fund)  to  do  advance  work,  in  the  Name  of 
our  Blessed  Lord  and  His  Church.  The  purpose  is  to  be  faithful  stewards  in  such  a  way  that 
most  of  the  Family  of  the  Diocese  will  be  prepared  for  emergencies  and  unusual  expenses  — 
and  meet  them  happily  and  “in  stride!” 

Prudent  parishes  try  to  put  away  funds  for  emergencies  and  opportunities,  also. 

You  may  be  shocked  by  these  facts,  but  they  will  truly  illustrate  past  realities.  When  the 
Bishop  was  consecrated  in  1972,  the  Diocese  had  to  borrow  money,  to  move  him  and  his 
family,  from  Plymouth  to  South  Bend.  The  Diocese  also  (temporarily)  had  to  borrow 
money  to  buy  a  rectory  (a  residence)  for  the  new  Bishop  and  his  family.  Consecration  ex¬ 
penses  —  and  there  are  many  —  were  (in  part)  met  by  the  gifts  of  three  devoted  diocesan 
families. 

There  will  come  again,  some  day,  the  necessity  for  election  and  consecration  expenses.  A 
growing  RESERVE  FUND  will  be  ready  to  meet  those  extraordinary  expenses  .  .  .  instead 
of  having  to  “assess”  the  parishes  and  missions  or  “to  pass  the  hat.” 

I  truly  believe  that  the  Family  would  rather  plan  and  save  for  these  kind  of  expenses  — 
years  in  advance. 

Now,  I’ve  almost  finished!  It  would  be  inconceivable  if  I  failed  to  point  out,  in  profound 
gratitude,  the  work  of  the  “Diocesan  Foundation.”  It  was  the  crowning  glory  of  Bishop 
Reginald  Mallet’s  Episcopate.  This  project  can  be  faulted  for  being  too  small,  or  because  it 
did  not  follow  through  on  the  congregations’  fair  share  contributions,  etc. 

But  the  fact  remains  that  it  was  the  first  Diocesan-wide  effort  to  do  SOMETHING  about 
our  financial  inadequacies. 

The  small  resources  of  the  Diocesan  Foundation  provides  loans  to  parishes/missions  for 
crucial  mortgages.  And  from  earned  interest,  it  makes  small  grants  for  extraordinary  pur¬ 
poses.  I  think  of  the  gifts  to  Christ  Church,  Gary,  to  help  share  in  the  great  expenses  of  the 
Cuban  refugee  work  there!  I  think  of  the  loan  to  make  possible  the  splendid  Christian 
Education  Center  at  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw!  I  think  of  the  combination  loan  and  grant  to  Ho¬ 
ly  Trinity,  South  Bend,  in  its  hour  of  great  need! 

All  these  life-giving  acts  have  been  possible  because  of  the  modest  Diocesan  Foundation. 
But  the  Foundation  often  has  to  say:  “There  are  no  more  funds  available  for  either  loans  or 
grants.  We  are  sorry!” 

The  last  time  I  saw  Bishop  Mallett  (in  1963)  he  was  dying  of  cancer.  For  two  reasons  — 
above  all  else  —  I  shall  always  remember  that  visit  to  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina.  His 
words  to  me  were  these:  “Father,  the  pain  is  terrible.  Pray  for  a  quick  release  for  me  — 
from  the  burdens  of  the  flesh.” 

And,  then,  he  took  my  hand  and  said  with  a  small  smile:  “I  promise  you,  when  I  reach 
the  nearer  Presence  of  God,  I  shall  always  pray  for  the  Diocese.” 

Nine  years  later,  at  my  own  Consecration  in  the  Church  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  Notre 
Dame  —  when  there  were  so  many  things  to  fully  occupy  my  mind,  I  sensed  Bishop 
Mallett’s  presence  so  strongly  .  .  .  that  I  felt  I  could  have  reached  out  and  touched  him. 

Dear  Friends-in-Christ,  the  heart  of  the  Faith  is  Christ’s  victory  over  death.  His  Resur¬ 
rection  from  the  grave  makes  possible  our  hope  for  Eternity.  Can  you  not  imagine  the 
everlasting  joy  you  would  experience  —  because  you  were  faithful  stewards  of  everything 
God  had  permitted  you  to  have  —  right  up  to  the  last  hour  of  your  earthly  life?  By  your  be¬ 
quest  to  your  parish  and  to  the  Diocesan  Reserve  Fund,  you  would  have  helped  strengthen 
this  Diocese  .  .  .  until  the  end  of  time.  YOU  have  that  capacity  and  power. 

And  in  His  nearer  Presence,  you,  too,  will  have  the  knowledge  of  that  loving  last  act  of 
grateful  stewardship.  And  that  knowing  will  be  for  all  Eternity!

“To  Make  Glad  The  Heart” 


“To  Make  Glad  The  Heart”  is  now  a  yearly  tradition  in  our  Diocese.  It  is,  simply,  a 
record  of  some  of  God’s  blessings  —  spiritual  and  material  —  bestowed  upon  the  Diocesan 
Family  in  this  year  of  grace  1981. 

I.  ANGOLA,  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  HOLY  FAMILY 

(Father  L.  Maxwell  Brown,  Vicar;  Father  Theron  G.  Lansford,  Diocesan  Mis¬ 
sioned 

Holy  Family  has  now  had  its  new  priest  for  more  than  a  year.  Father  Max¬ 
well  Brown  and  his  wife,  Catherine,  are  very  much  “a  part  of  things.”  There  is 
evidence  of  a  growing  stability  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  Parish  Family. 

One  of  the  ways  which  Holy  Family  Church  is  “reaching  out”  to  the  com¬ 
munity  and  to  the  swarms  of  people  on  Summer  holiday  from  Ohio  (especially) 
is  via  “The  Episcopal  Action  Line.”  This  is  a  lively,  well-written  parish  com¬ 
municator,  and  is  making  its  mark. 

In  the  Fall  of  1981  our  Bishop  blessed  two  memorials  —  given  in  memory  of 
two  exceptionally  devoted  souls.  The  “Lady  Chapel”  has  received  a  new  altar 
and  altar  rail  as  a  memorial  to  Ruth  Anderson.  The  church  yard  has  been 
beautified  by  an  outstanding  memorial  garden  and  outdoor  worship  center  in 
memory  of  Robert  Hanna.  Funds  were  provided  by  local  and  out-of-town 
friends  for  the  remembrances  of  this  distinguished  “diocesan  servant”  and 
financial  advisor  to  Bishop  Klein  and  Bishop  Sheridan. 

II.  BRISTOL,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  OF  THE  CROSS 
(Father  John  H.  Morgan,  Rector) 

1981  has  been  a  “lively”  year  for  the  priest  and  people  of  St.  John’s. 
Spiritually,  the  increased  attendance  by  the  Faithful  now  makes  it  necessary  for 
the  Holy  Eucharist  to  be  celebrated  at  8:00  and  9:30  —  this  in  a  parish  church 
which  a  few  years  ago  had  only  a  “handful”  of  people. 

A  movement  within  the  Parish  Family  has  led  to  the  establishment  of  an  ac¬ 
tive  St.  Teresa  of  Avila  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King.  And  the  visit  of 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  Bristol,  the  Rt.  Rev.  E.  John  Tinsley  —  in  connection  with 
the  Church  and  grounds  being  officially  placed  on  the  “National  Register  of 
Historic  Places”  —  made  a  profound  witness  to  townspeople  of  our  Anglican 
heritage. 

Moreover,  it  was  an  honor  —  and  lots  of  fun  —  to  show  an  English  Bishop 
what  an  American  small  town  is  like! 

Materially,  the  process  of  bringing  all  the  property  of  St.  John’s  up  to  ex¬ 
cellent  repair  has  continued.  Following  the  1980  purchase  of  the  former 
Presbyterian  Church  building  —  “across  the  street”  —  and  making  it  an  ex¬ 
ceptionally  attractive  Parish  Center,  a  new  heavy-duty  kitchen  was  installed  in 
the  center. 

The  151-year-old  former  Rectory  is  used  by  the  priest  as  a  study  and  Church 
School  office  (Father  Morgan  and  his  family  now  live  on  a  farm  outside  of 
Bristol).  The  former  Rector’s  Study  —  in  the  undercroft  of  the  Church  —  cur¬ 
rently  serves  as  an  additional  Sunday  School  classroom  and  a  week-day  con¬ 
ference  room. 

III.  CHESTERTON,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  INCARNATION 
(Father  John  Meyer,  Vicar) 

The  most  note-worthy  news  concerning  this  small  congregation  is  that  atten¬ 
dance  is  up  at  Sunday  Mass,  and  the  membership  of  the  mission  has  increased 
during  1981. 
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Materially,  two  projects  merit  special  mention:  (1)  the  ceiling  of  the  under¬ 
croft  has  been  completed  and  painted  —  a  very  desirable  improvement;  (2)  a 
new  Rogers  Electronic  Organ  has  been  purchased,  thereby  making  a  tremen¬ 
dous  improvement  in  the  singing  at  the  Liturgy! 

IV.  CROWN  POINT,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  CHRISTOPHER 
(Father  Patrick  C.  Heiligstedt,  Rector) 

Materially,  one  of  the  “highlights”  of  1981  was  the  Parish  Family’s 
generous  response  to  a  “roof  crisis”  (i.e.,  the  unexpected  need  to  replace  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  church’s  roof,  which  had  been  done  only  a  few  years  ago).  Another 
“labor  of  love”  has  been  the  willingness  of  many  parishioners  to  undertake 
fund-raising  projects  to  meet  unbudgeted  parish  expenses.  A  notable  example 
of  this  was  an  extraordinary  “soup-making  event,”  in  connection  with  a  com¬ 
munity  affair.  Much  hard  work  was  done,  but  the  profits  came  to  over 
$1,000.00! 

An  attractive,  self-supporting  professional  quality  parish  newsletter  has 
come  into  existence  recently.  “St.  Christopher’s  Staff”  is  well  done  and  is 
bound  to  improve  parochial  communications. 

Spiritually,  there  are  a  number  of  reasons  for  gratitude  during  this  Year  of 
Grace:  an  increase  in  the  number  of  people  faithfully  worshipping  Almighty 
God  in  the  Eucharist  —  combined  with  increased  participation  for  Christian 
Education  ...  on  the  part  of  souls  of  all  ages;  an  increased  “outreach”  on  the 
part  of  the  Parish  Family  during  times  of  stress,  local  unemployment  and 
bereavement;  an  increased  willingness  to  put  aside  “old  parish  wounds,”  to 
deal  with  present  spiritual  realities. 

V.  CULVER,  THE  MISSION  TO  CULVER  MILITARY  ACADEMY  AND 
THE  CULVER  ACADEMY  FOR  GIRLS 

Beginning  this  Fall,  the  Episcopal/ Anglican  “circumstances”  at  the  interna¬ 
tionally  famous  prep  school  have  changed  radically.  Since  Father  William 
Martin’s  return  to  Virginia,  we  have  no  priest  at  C.M.A. 

This  “gap”  is  being  made  up  for,  as  much  as  it  is  possible,  by  the  labors  of 
Father  Gregory  Sims,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth  —  16  miles  away. 

The  Bishop  continues  to  make  his  yearly  “Pastoral  Visit”  at  Culver, 
preaching  to  the  Corps  of  Cadets,  celebrating  the  Holy  Eucharist,  etc. 

VI.  EAST  CHICAGO,  GOOD  SHEPHERD  PARISH 
(Father  Richard  Phelps,  Priest-in-Charge) 

The  greatest  single  blessing  of  Good  Shepherd  Parish  these  days  (reported  a 
parishioner  recently)  is  “.  .  .  Father  Richard  Phelps,  daily  Mass,  the  sick  being 
visited  and  receiving  the  Blessed  Sacraments,  and  sound  instructions  in  the 
Faith.  .  .” 

Materially,  1981  has  been  a  “banner  year”  for  this  small,  sturdy,  faithful 
Parish  Family.  Encouraged  by  their  Bishop’s  interest  —  in  the  form  of  a  gift  — 
the  faithful  accomplished  about  ten  years  repair  in  one.  Improvements  ac¬ 
complished  were:  repairs  to  the  church  roof;  “tuck  pointing”  of  the  brick 
church  and  priest’s  apartment;  the  installation  of  all  new  gutters  and  down 
spouts,  and  the  erection  of  a  new  church  sign. 

A  great  deal  of  badly  neglected  “yard  work”  transformed  the  appearance  of 
Good  Shepherd  Parish.  In  the  interior  of  the  undercroft  “everything  that 
didn’t  move”  was  painted.  A  gift  of  the  figure/image  of  St.  Joseph  was,  also, 
received. 

Nearly  $12,000  in  repairs  was  made.  Most  of  the  labor  was  donated  by 
parishioners  and  “parish  friends.” 

A  new  spirit  of  hope  for  the  future  is  clearly  “felt”  at  Good  Shepherd 
Parish! 
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VII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  DAVID 
(Father  Richard  J.  Handley,  Rector) 

During  this  past  year  there  has  been  a  continued  growth  —  both  spiritually 
and  materially  at  St.  David’s.  A  “church  garden”  has  been  added  to  the  parish 
grounds,  with  numerous  trees  planted.  A  statue  of  St.  Francis  has  also  been 
placed  in  the  garden. 

Plans  are  afoot  for  a  future  addition  to  the  nave  of  St.  David’s,  and  to  the 
Parish  Hall  (building  consultants  have  already  conferred  with  church  leaders). 

VIM  pledges  (which  were  generous  to  begin  with)  are  being  faithfully  met. 

VIII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  EVANGELIST 

(Father  Howard  Richard  Keyse,  Rector  and  Father  William  E.  Martin, 
“Assisting  Temporarily”) 

1981  was  a  year  of  “endings”  and  “beginnings”  for  St.  John’s,  so  far  as  the 
parish  clergy  were  concerned.  First,  Father  Bruce  LeBarron  left  for  St.  Luke’s 
Parish,  Kalamazoo,  to  the  regret  of  many  people.  Then,  Father  John  Thomas, 
suddenly  announced  his  resignation,  to  move  back  to  the  Diocese  of 
Southwestern  Florida,  to  become  the  Rector  of  St.  Christopher’s,  Tampa.  He 
was  allowed  to  accomplish  many  things  in  his  six  years  in  Elkhart.  The  Parish 
Family  bade  him  a  fond  Godspeed! 

On  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Sept.  29th,  the  Bishop  instituted 
our  new  priest  and  rector,  Father  Howard  Richard  Keyse.  A  very  large  con¬ 
gregation  participated  in  a  beautiful  Solemn  Mass. 

Materially,  there  have  been  a  number  of  restoration-beautification  projects 
carried  out,  with  more  planned.  Anonymous  gifts  paid  for  the  cost  of  a  new 
carpet  for  the  entire  sanctuary  and  nave  —  in  addition  to  all  new  pews. 

There,  also,  has  been  a  good  deal  of  painting  and  “freshening  up”  in  the 
sacristy,  the  priests’  studies,  etc.  A  new  pipe  organ  —  to  be  made  by  the 
famous  firm  of  “Cassavant”  has  been  ordered.  The  present  electronic  one  (a 
pioneer  model)  is  in  shambles. 

In  the  very  near  future,  the  Bishop  and  Father  Keyse  will  be  involved  in  the 
finding  of  an  Assistant  Priest.  Father  William  Martin’s  interim  help  has  been 
glorious. 

IX.  FORT  WAYNE,  TRINITY  PARISH. 

(Father  C.  Corydon  Randall,  Rector;  Father  W.  Kenneth  Williams,  Associate 
Rector;  Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’  Altar  of 
Trinity  Parish;  Father  Paul  W.  Smith,  Non-Stipendiary  Priest  (“based  at 
Trinity  Parish  and  available  according  to  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  via  the 
Bishop”);  the  Rev.  Jack  Bliven,  Deacon. 

Among  the  special  “teachers  and  preachers”  visiting  the  “Mother  Parish” 
of  Fort  Wayne  in  1981  were:  D.  Bruce  Lockerbie  (Christian  Education  author); 
Father  Henry  Free  (from  National  Stewardship  Office);  “Brother  Blue,”  a 
professional  story  teller,  and  Father  Edward  Wilson  (a  priest  from  the 
Anglican  Church  of  Uganda). 

Father  Wilson’s  visit  inspired  “Operation  Chicken  Feed”  —  one  of  the  most 
significant  parish  projects  undertaken  in  years.  Briefly,  “Operation  Chicken 
Feed”  is  a  self-help  program  for  the  small  community  of  Baale  in  Uganda. 
This  project  of  loving  concern  exceeded  its  goal  of  $3,000.00  by  $500.00.  All 
was  sent  to  Father  Wilson’s  “Hope  International  Foundation,  Inc.”  —  the 
result  of  personal  caring. 

Trinity  Church  continues  as  “A  Teaching  Parish  of  Nashotah  House 
Seminary.”  And  a  seminarian  was  recently  sent  from  that  Wisconsin  institu¬ 
tion  for  a  seven-week  training/observing  course. 

Parishioners  were  delighted  that  a  former  “graduate”  of  this  training  course 
turned  out  to  be  the  new  Rector  of  St.  James’  Parish,  Goshen  —  Father  Mark 
Brown. 
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Other  activities  included  a  one-week  trip  into  Northern  Michigan  by  15 
Junior  High  School  Parishioners. 

Canterbury  School,  a  parochial  school  of  Trinity,  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of 
Fort  Wayne’s  leading  Christian  Day-Schools.  Canterbury  has  left  its  “cramped 
quarters’’  in  the  Parish  Hall  for  a  new  campus  formerly  occupied  by  a  public 
school.  A  fund-raising  project  for  Canterbury  appears  to  be  highly  successful. 

Materially,  a  long-range  program  has  begun  to  replace  the  present  windows 
in  the  three-story  parish  hall.  The  new  windows  will  greatly  lessen  the  “heat 
loss.” 

A  landscape  project,  to  beautify  the  church  grounds,  brought  out  many 
volunteers.  Nearly  $7,000.00  in  labor  was  given  by  them. 

The  “Mid-Summer”  issue  of  The  Beacon  told  of  a  happy  “double  anniver¬ 
sary”  celebration  for  Father  Randall  .  .  .  for  his  Tenth  Anniversary  as  Rector 
and  for  his  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  ordination  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood. 

X.  FORT  WAYNE,  ST.  PHILIP  AND  ST.  JAMES’  ALTAR  OF  TRINITY 
PARISH 

(Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar) 

The  great  physical-spiritual  crisis  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’  in  1981  was  the 
serious  heart  attack  and  subsequent  “heart  repair”  surgery  of  the  Vicar, 
“Father  Bill.”  He  has  since  then  been  given  a  beautiful  recovery.  One  of  the 
good  things  that  “came  from  the  illness”  was  the  response  of  faithful  and  lov¬ 
ing  prayers  .  .  .  from  the  Family  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’,  from  Trinity 
Parish,  and  from  the  Family  of  the  Diocese. 

There  were  two  other  noteworthy  blessings  —  among  all  those  which  come 
to  every  congregation:  (1)  the  Bishop  has  accepted  the  first  Postulant  from  St. 
Philip  and  St.  James’  (David  Fulkerson  hopes  to  be  ordained  someday  for  the 
“Permanent  Diaconate”);  (2)  A  superbly  trained  organist-choirmaster  has 
been  secured.  Emily  Hostetter,  among  other  accomplishments,  composed  an 
original  setting  for  the  “Stations  of  the  Cross,”  which  was  used  throughout  the 
Lent  of  1981. 

Numbers  of  material  gifts  —  of  very  great  usefulness  —  were  received  within 
the  year.  They  include:  a  beautiful  pulpit  and  lectern  (made  by  a  parishioner);  a 
set  of  white  festal  Eucharistic  vestments  (complete  with  a  super  frontal,  etc.); 
an  attic  fan  for  better  air  circulation  in  the  church;  a  riding  tractor-mower  to 
better  cut  the  large  lawn  at  “P.J.’s”;  and  a  thoughtful  gift  of  a  wheelchair  to 
be  used  when  needed  by  someone  during  Mass. 

Although  the  locally  well-known  “Bavarian  Festival”  was  flooded  out 
(literally),  when  first  scheduled  —  a  second  time  proved  to  be  very 
successful  ...  as  usual! 

XI.  FORT  WAYNE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ALBAN 
(Father  Raymond  E.  Dage,  Rector) 

1981  was  a  time  of  “memorable  change”  in  the  life  of  the  newest  parish  in 
the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  —  especially  among  the  parish  clergy.  With  a 
“mixture”  of  tears  and  Godspeeds,  the  Parish  Family  said  goodbye  to  its  first 
Rector,  Father  Todd  Smelser,  and  to  the  Assistant  Priest,  Father  Terry  Russell 
(and  his  family). 

Father  Smelser  has  an  important  responsibility  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
where  he  is  consultant  in  Christian  Education  for  some  65  parishes  ...  the 
kind  of  “specialty”  in  which  “Father  Todd”  has  great  expertise.  Father 
Russell  is  now  a  priest  in  the  Diocese  of  Erie  (Pennsylvania)  and  the  Rector  of 
the  parish  Church  of  Our  Saviour  in  DuBois,  Pennsylvania. 

The  Parish  Family’s  sorrow,  however,  quickly  “turned  into  joy,”  with  the 
coming  of  their  new  priest.  Father  Raymond  Dage  was  instituted  as  the  Rector 
by  the  Bishop  in  September.  He  comes  from  the  Diocese  of  Southwest  Florida, 
along  with  his  wife  Jacqueline  (“Jaci”)  and  their  three  children:  Ted,  Betsy 
and  Matthew. 
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St.  Alban’s  already  deep  commitment  to  adult  Christian  education  has  been 
further  strenghtened  by  the  addition  of  “Theological  Education  by 
Extension.”  This  is  a  well-developed  long  term  course  of  study  given  to  lay 
people  towards  a  thorough  training  the  Faith. 

A  memorial  gift  of  “Stations  of  the  Cross”  was  received  this  fall.  They  will 
be  installed  in  time  for  Lent,  1982,  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Parish  Fami¬ 
ly.  Another  notable  gift  to  St.  Alban’s  recently  was  an  outdoor  crucifix,  which 
will  be  placed  in  a  prominent  position  on  the  church  grounds,  a  silent  witness 
to  our  Blessed  Lord  and  His  Gift  of  Life  ...  to  all  those  who  drive  down  St. 
Joe  Road  past  St.  Alban’s. 

There  were  two  happy  material  improvements  at  St.  Alban’s  this  year:  (1) 
the  replacement  of  a  “miserable”  and  beyond-repair-oil-furnace  in  the  parish 
hall  (the  new  gas  furnace  was  installed  by  parishioners,  Deo  Gratias);  (2)  an 
anonymous  gift  from  a  parishioner  made  it  possible  to  refurbish  and  paint  all 
the  exterior  trim  of  the  church  building. 

XII.  CHRIST  CHURCH,  GARY,  WITH  ST.  STEPHEN’S,  HOBART 

(Father  James  Wallace  Curtis,  Rector  and  Father  Mongezi  Guma,  Part-time 
Assistant  Priest) 

It  is  very  difficult  to  quite  describe  1981  at  Christ  Church  —  St.  Stephen’s, 
Hobart,  or  to  quite  put  into  writing  the  “emotions,”  which  were  felt  by  the 
priests  and  people  of  the  two  congregations. 

1981  was  a  year  of  crisis,  and  a  year  of  crises  met  “head  on”  and  joyfully. 
Parishioners  will  remember  it  as  the  “Time  of  the  Refugees”  and  how  —  in  the 
midst  of  all  the  human  and  financial  need  —  so  many  people  cared,  and 
responded  to  that  need. 

The  Family  of  the  Diocese  —  via  our  Bishop  —  found  thousands  of  dollars 
to  help  support  the  Cuban  Refugees  (and  other  displaced  peoples).  The  Na¬ 
tional  Church,  via  “The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief”  sent 
money  and  sympathy.  Individual  diocesan  parishes/missions  sent  food  and 
clothing  and  love.  Even  the  Indiana  State  Police  helped  a  group  of  injured 
Refugees  “beyond  the  call  of  duty.” 

Certainly  another  spiritual  highlight  was  the  ordination  to  the  Sacred 
Priesthood  of  a  “parish  son.”  Father  Jeffrey  Hamblin,  O.S.S.B.,  was  ordain¬ 
ed  on  a  Fall  Ember  Day  (December  20th)  by  our  Bishop.  “Father  Jeff’s”  ex¬ 
pertise  in  Spanish  made  it  possible  to  work  with  all  “Latinos”  with  a  special  ef¬ 
fectiveness.  With  Father  Jeff’s  great  help,  the  Bishop  administered  Holy  Bap¬ 
tism  and  Holy  Confirmation  IN  SPANISH.  A  Saturday  Mass  was  celebrated 
each  week  in  the  native  language  of  the  Refugees. 

There  were  various  other  corporate  acts  of  compassion  sponsored  by  the 
Parish  Family,  including  a  community  luncheon  for  the  elderly  occupants  of 
the  “High  Rise  Apartment.”  This  was  done  in  cooperation  with  women  of  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventist  group. 

Liturgically,  a  number  of  very  special  activities  were  undertaken.  These  in¬ 
cluded  “Watches  of  Devotion”  on  Shrove  Tuesday  and  Maundy  Thursday  (an 
all-night  one)  at  both  Christ  Church  and  St.  Stephen’s!  An  “overflow”  con¬ 
gregation  was  present  for  the  first  Easter  Eve  Vigil  and  first  Mass  of  Easter  —  a 
particularly  joyous  service. 

The  Parish  Family  also,  purchased  a  quantity  of  large-type  New  Testaments 
for  the  residents  of  the  former  “Hotel  Gary.”  This  well-known  landmark  has 
been  changed  into  an  apartment  hotel  for  senior  citizens  and  renamed 
“Genesis  Towers”  —  a  tremendous  advance  for  a  changing  Gary,  and  a  cause 
for  thanksgiving. 

Materially,  a  Pre-Christmas  Luncheon  and  Bazaar  was  very  successful. 
Along  with  gifts  from  the  Diocesan  Family  (via  “The  Foundation”)  and  the 
parish’s  fair  share  of  Venture  in  Mission  (V.I.M.),  the  Parish  Family  managed 
to  remain  solvent.  Emergency  Refugee  Aid  —  to  put  it  bluntly  —  is  extremely 
expensive. 
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“Father  Jeff’s”  brother,  David  Hamblin,  made  a  much-appreciated  gift  of 
enormous  proportion  to  Christ  Church.  He  completely  overhauled  the  parish 
pipe  organ  (several  hundred  hours),  “restained”  the  church  woodwork,  and 
repainted  the  Parish  Hall! 

The  National  Church’s  “Documentary  Film  Crew”  came  to  Christ  Church 
in  April  for  the  purpose  of  photographing  some  scenes,  in  connection  with  the 
parish  labors  for  the  Cuban  Refugees.  This  “Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for 
World  Relief”  documentary  was  shown  at  the  1981  Diocesan  Convention  at 
LaPorte.  Among  other  familiar  faces  we  saw  those  of  “Father  Jeff”  and  Angie 
Costas  (Prettyman),  Senior  Warden  of  Christ  Church. 

The  Parish  Family  voted  to  continue  inner-city  exploratory  work  for  another 
year,  now  that  the  Cuban  Refugee  situation  has  largely  been  resolved.  In  the 
place  of  Father  Jeff  Hamblin,  O.S.S.B.,  who  has  gone  to  the  Motherhouse  of 
his  Order  of  St.  Barnabas  at  Northeast,  Pennsylvania  (Diocese  of  Erie),  Father 
Mongezi  Guma  has  become  the  part-time  Assistant  Priest.  Father  Guma  is  stu¬ 
dying  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  is  a  priest  from  the 
Diocese  of  Capetown,  South  Africa  (the  Bishop  licensed  him  last  Spring). 

A  member  of  the  parish  of  Christ  Church,  Gary,  with  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart, 
recently  said  to  Bishop  Sheridan:  “Don’t  forget  to  mention  “the  unsung  hero” 
of  all  the  momentous  events  of  1981  —  that’s  Father  Curtis.” 

XIII.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE 
(Father  Janies  D.  Manning,  Rector) 

The  “big  event”  in  the  life  of  St.  Augustine’s  for  1981  was  the  visit  of  the 
choir  of  St.  Augustine’s  College,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  This  stop  in  Gary 
last  spring  of  the  celebrated  choir  was  a  part  of  their  first  midwestern  concert 
tour. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  our  church  came  by  its  name  because  of  St. 
Augustine’s  College  (named  for  the  famous  African  Bishop  of  the  5th 
Century),  there  are  now  parishioners  who  did  not  know  —  until  the  choir  visit 
—  that  there  existed  this  famous  predominantly  black  college  affiliated  with 
the  Episcopal  Church. 

The  choir’s  visit  was  a  heartwarming  and  happy  event.  Parishioners  of  St. 
Augustine’s  went  “all  out”  to  support  the  concert,  and  to  house  and  feed  the 
students.  Splendid  support  was  also  given  by  the  alumni  who  live  and  work  in 
Gary. 

“We  are  grateful  to  Bishop  Sheridan  for  his  support,”  says  Father  Manning. 
“Not  only  did  he  serve  as  one  of  the  financial  guarantors,  but  he  and  his  Lady 
drove  from  South  Bend  to  be  present  at  the  recital.” 

XIV.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  BARNABAS 
(Father  Donald  Milligan,  Rector) 

The  year  1981  brought  personal  and  domestic  crisis  to  the  life  of  the  Rector 
and  his  family.  And  in  this  crisis  the  Parish  Family  was  able  to  minister  to  their 
priest,  and  to  his  wife. 

St.  Paul’s  words  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Galatians  (6:10)  seemed  to  have  taken 
on  a  special  and  local  meaning:  “While  we  have  time,  let  us  do  good  unto  all 
men;  and  especially  unto  them  that  are  of  the  household  of  faith.” 

XV.  GAS  CITY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 

St.  Paul’s  is  presently  without  a  priest.  Their  former  Pastor,  Father  Arnold 
Hoffman,  after  three  years  of  exemplary  labors  has  left  the  Diocese.  The 
Parish  Family  is  anxiously  awaiting  a  successor. 

Meanwhile,  diocesan  clergy  are  faithfully  supplying  the  needs  of  St.  Paul’s. 
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XVI.  GOSHEN,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JAMES 
(Father  Mark  W.  Brown,  Rector) 

Although  St.  James’  was  without  a  Pastor  for  much  of  1981,  the  Parish 
Family  maintained  a  steady  attendance  and  a  keeping-up  of  duties.  The  Lay 
Readers,  for  example,  faithfully  sustained  the  Divine  Offices  —  the  daily 
reading  of  Morning  Prayer  and  Evening  Prayer  —  in  the  Chapel  of  Our  Lady. 

In  September  the  Bishop  instituted  the  30th  Rector  of  St.  James’,  Father 
Mark  W.  Brown,  from  the  Diocese  of  San  Diego.  He  arrived  from  the  West 
Coast  this  Summer,  along  with  his  wife  “Chris”  and  their  two  small  daughters, 
Sarah  and  Missey. 

When  the  city  of  Goshen  was  celebrating  its  Sesquicentennial,  one  of  its 
special  features  was  an  “Historical  Home  Walk.”  Because  St.  James’  is  one  of 
the  oldest  churches  (1859)  in  the  community,  our  parish  church  was  chosen  as 
the  historic  House  of  God  to  be  visited.  More  than  1,300  people  thus  toured  St. 
James’  Church.  This  visit  “warmed  he  heart”  of  the  Parish  Family  —  all  of 
whom  had  been  involved  in  the  celebration  in  some  way.  And  there  was  a 
general  sense  of  satisfaction  .  .  .  that  St.  James’  had  taken  a  big  step  towards 
opening  its  doors  to  Goshen. 

On  the  day  of  Father  Brown’s  Institution,  many  of  the  Parish  Family 
gathered  in  the  beautiful  Gorham  Garden  while  the  Bishop  blessed  and  con¬ 
secrated  a  striking  outdoor  crucifix  of  the  Risen  Christ.  The  garden  has  become 
a  local  place  of  beauty  and  tranquility. 

Bishop  Sheridan,  also,  consecrated  two  new  entrance  doors  to  the  Church.  A 
local  artist,  Ralph  Bower,  designed  and  carved  them.  They  show  the  historic 
shell  shield  of  the  Parish’s  Patron,  the  Apostle  St.  James. 

XVII.  HAMMOND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL/ST.  TIMOTHY 

(Father  John  C.  Blakslee,  Rector  and  Father  Jonathan  Sams,  Assisting  Priest). 

The  two  priests  of  this  amazingly  widespread  parish  (geographically) 
minister  to  members  in  the  following  places:  Chicago,  Calumet  City,  Lansing, 
Dolton  and  Homewood  (in  Illinois);  Hammond,  East  Chicago,  Whiting,  Gary, 
Hobart,  Chesterton,  Crown  Point,  Cedar  Lake,  Dyer,  Griffith,  Highland, 
Merrillville,  Munster,  St.  John,  Schererville,  and  Calumet  Township,  in  In¬ 
diana. 

Materially,  a  type  of  “columbarium”  has  been  built  along  the  side  of  St. 
Timothy’s  Church.  St.  Timothy’s  Men’s  Club  has  vigorously  sponsored 
various  projects  (pancake  breakfasts,  etc.)  with  the  profits  going  to  the  future 
parish  fund!  The  “paneling  project”  at  St.  Timothy’s  is  nearing  completion. 
This  has  completely  changed  the  interior  of  the  nave  and  sanctuary  —  a 
dramatic  improvement! 

St.  Paul’s  has  entered  into  a  contract,  to  purchase  two  acres  of  land  in 
Munster  over  the  next  five  years  .  .  .  with  the  intention  of  someday  construct¬ 
ing  a  new  building  (many  parish  families  live  there).  Yet  to  be  determined  is 
how  St.  Paul’s  will  continue  to  serve,  and  be  present  in  Hammond  itself. 

St.  Paul’s  received  a  bequest  of  $5,000  this  year  from  the  bequest  of  a  devout 
couple,  John  and  Helen  Phrommer,  who  were  killed  in  a  car  accident.  Their 
only  son,  John,  was  also  killed  many  years  ago,  and  the  tabernacle  for  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  was  given  in  his  memory.  The  Phrommers  also  bequeathed 
$1,000  to  St.  Agnes’  Altar  Guild. 

A  number  of  people  have  been  intently  studying  some  of  the  Letters  of  St. 
Paul  —  and  learning  more  about  the  Episcopal  Church,  in  particular. 

There  is  an  air  of  expectancy  and  excitement  among  members  of  St. 
Timothy’s  Parish  Altar.  They  hope  to  be  able  to  make  the  canonical  petition, 
to  become  a  self-supporting  parish  in  1982,  (at  the  84th  Diocesan  Convention). 

XVIII.  HOWE,  PARISH  OF  ST.  MARK 

(Father  George  B.  Minnix,  Rector,  and  Chaplain  of  Howe  Military  School) 

To  understand  the  “village  parish”  of  St.  Mark’s,  Howe,  one  must  under- 
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stand  that  nearly  everything  —  directly  or  indirectly  —  in  St.  Mark’s  (and  in 
the  village  of  Howe!)  revolves  around  HOWE  MILITARY  SCHOOL. 

The  school  was  founded  by  the  bequest  of  a  devout  Churchman,  the  Hon. 
John  Badlam  Howe,  and  by  other  members  of  the  Howe  family,  in  1884.  Since 
then,  a  succession  of  priests  and  bishops  have  guided  and  guarded  the  fortunes 
of  Howe.  For  example,  all  five  of  our  diocesan  bishops  have  served  as  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees!  There  is  always  a  priest  serving  as  school 
chaplain. 

And  by  the  school’s  statutes,  the  Superintendent  of  H.M.S.,  must  be  either  a 
priest  or  a  layman  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  On  November  1st  (All  Saints’  Day) 
our  Bishop  instituted  the  7th  Superintendent  of  Howe,  Brig.  General  Eugene 
D.  Scott  (U.S.A.F.,  Ret.).  Interestingly  enough,  Gen.  Scott  attended  the 
University  of  the  South,  with  the  intention  of  seeking  Holy  Orders. 

XIX.  HUNTINGTON,  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  CHRIST  THE  KING 

1981  has  been  “a  year  of  decision”  for  Christ  the  King  Mission!  Although  it 
has  had  no  local  resident  priest  of  its  own  for  more  than  a  year,  the  former 
Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City  (Father  Arnold  Hoffman)  served  as  Acting 
Vicar  of  Huntington  by  the  Bishop’s  appointment.  His  labors  contributed 
greatly  to  the  present  “upsurge”  of  life  and  interest  at  Christ  the  King  ...  so 
much  so,  that  the  Vicar’s  Committee  has  requested  a  full-time  priest  for  Christ 
the  King. 

There  is  a  new  spirit  of  determination  and  seriousness  here,  which  has  so  im¬ 
pressed  our  Bishop  that  he  is  spending  much  time  in  securing  a  new  Vicar.  In¬ 
cidentally,  the  Parish  Family  is  now  engaged  in  a  “self-study”  under  the 
guidance  of  Father  Theron  Lansford,  Diocesan  Missioner. 

XX.  KOKOMO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  George  M.  Davis,  Rector) 

In  the  area  of  spiritualities,  the  Parish  Family  has  become  financially  and 
physically  involved  with  the  local  Department  of  Probation  (one  of  the  aspects 
of  “parish  outreach”). 

The  parish  facilities  are,  also,  being  used  for  Red  Cross  Classes,  Boy  Scouts 
and  Girl  Scouts.  And  a  “food  offering”  for  the  needy  is  now  a  regular  Sunday- 
by-Sunday  part  of  the  Holy  Eucharists. 

During  1981  the  following  activities,  also,  took  place:  eleven  young  Chur¬ 
chmen  attended  a  Youth  Evangelism  Workship  at  Bath,  Ohio;  four 
parishioners  made  their  Cursillos  this  year;  ten  people  attended  the  Lay 
Leader’s  Conference  at  St.  Luke’s,  Bath,  Ohio,  and  a  group  called  the  “King’s 
Kids  in  Action”  (24  members  from  ages  1 1  to  22)  brought  their  music  ministry 
to  St.  Andrew’s  —  to  a  “packed  parish  house.” 

Summer  attendance  at  the  Parish  Masses  was  maintained  —  there  was  no  Ju¬ 
ly  or  August  “slump.”  Someone  has  said  that  the  Sundays  of  mid-summer, 
and  the  1st  Sunday  after  Christmas/Easter,  are  an  accurate  “barometer”  of  a 
parish’s  seriousness  about  the  centrality  of  the  worship  of  Almighty  God. 

Among  the  happy  events  —  in  connection  with  the  temporalities  of  St.  An¬ 
drew’s  —  the  following  gifts  were  received:  a  new  festal  set  of  vestments  (in¬ 
cluding  a  cope,  burse,  veil  and  chasuble);  pew  candle-holders  for  major  feasts 
and  weddings;  a  beautifully  bound  “Gospel  Book,”  a  limestone  installation 
for  the  1893  church  bell,  and  a  fine  new  St.  Andrew’s  Church  sign. 

A  former  parishioner,  Ethel  Golightly  (a  member  of  a  “pioneer”  parish 
family),  remembered  St.  Andrew’s  in  her  will  with  a  gift  of  $10,000.00. 

XXI.  LAPORTE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
(Father  B.  Linford  Eyrick,  Rector) 

Again,  there  was  a  very  successful  Vacation  Church  School  (for  the  9th 
straight  year).  Locally,  the  “Music  at  St.  Paul’s”  series  was  well-attended  and 
well-regarded.  In  addition  to  the  Cub  Scouts  and  the  Boy  Scouts,  St.  Paul’s 
now  has  a  Girl  Scout  troop. 
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The  parish  celebrated  the  “Silver  Anniversary”  of  its  very  successful  “Day 
Nursery  School.” 

A  new  parish  library  room  was  completed  in  memory  of  our  5th  Bishop,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Walter  Conrad  Klein.  The  stone  plaque  on  the  wall  is  in  Bishop 
Klein’s  memory,  and  a  festal  solemn  Mass  set  has  also  been  completed  in  his 
memory. 

The  Parish  Family  was  looking  forward  —  with  a  mixture  of  anticipation 
and  “nerves”  —  to  being  hosts  to  the  83rd  Diocesan  Convention  on  Nov.  13th 
and  14th.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Diocesan  Synod  (Convention)  has  been 
held  in  LaPorte  —  in  the  142-year  history  of  the  parish. 

XXII.  LOGANSPORT,  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  H.  James  Considine,  Rector) 

Among  many  other  important  —  and  exciting  pieces  of  news  to  come  from 
Trinity  Parish  is  the  word  that  the  Parish  Family  has  pledged  to  pay  its  entire 
Mission  Fair  Share/Diocesan  Assessment  for  1982.  To  do  this  has  been  a 
parish  goal  for  many  years. 

1981  has  been  a  good  year  for  this  historic  parish  (it  was  founded  in  1842!). 
Among  other  happy  events,  which  have  taken  place  this  year  are:  a  “joint” 
youth  Holy  Confirmation  instruction  class  with  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso  (it 
was  very  well  received);  an  adult  class  in  Church  School  has  been  studying  the 
“Outline  of  the  Faith”  (the  Prayer  Book  Catechism)  in  detail;  the  forming  of  a 
lay  evangelism  committee  with  the  hope  and  purpose  of  trying  to  “stir-up” 
those  people  who  have  fallen  away  from  the  Church  —  and  those  who  are 
careless  about  the  Faith  and  its  duties  .  .  .  and  to  make  a  witness  to  the  unchur¬ 
ched. 

Happily,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  visitors  at  Sunday 
Mass.  A  small,  but  consistent,  group  of  parishioners  take  part  in  the  daily 
praying  of  the  Divine  Offices. 

On  the  lighter  side,  the  parish  softball  team  bearing  the  name  of  “THE  HO¬ 
LY  SMOKES”  has  helped  considerably  in  fostering  good  fellowship  among 
the  men  of  the  parish.  The  team,  incidentally,  also  won  the  “Logansport 
Church  League”  championship  this  past  summer  —  for  the  first  time! 

The  interior  of  the  parish  church  has  not  looked  so  beautiful  and  “sparkling 
clean”  in  50  years  —  so  says  an  oldtime  parishioner.  The  entire  nave  walls  were 
replastered,  where  needed,  and  completely  repainted.  A  beautiful  red  carpet 
now  covers  the  entire  floor  of  the  nave  and  chancel.  A  new  brass  Altar  rail  and 
chancel  step  railings  —  in  harmony  with  the  design  of  the  original  chancel  — 
have  been  installed  as  a  memorial  gift. 

Added  to  all  that  long  list  of  improvements,  the  windows  in  the  south  wall  of 
the  nave  are  being  restored.  They  are  the  only  “original”  windows  left  in  Trini¬ 
ty  Church  (a  gift  of  the  Church  School  one  hundred  years  ago). 

A  fund  drive  is  in  progress  currently  ...  to  raise  enough  money  to  finish 
those  parts  of  the  total  repair  of  the  church  fabric,  which  the  Lilly  Fund  grant 
did  not  cover  in  1980. 

XXIII.  MARION,  GETHSEMANE  PARISH 
(Father  William  McK.  Murphy,  Rector) 

Spiritually,  the  Parish  Family  has  been  rejoicing  in  the  marvelously  regained 
health  of  one  of  its  members,  who  was  gravely  ill  from  cancer  of  the  liver.  The 
experience  —  which  had  brought  out  a  profound  increase  in  intercessory 
prayer  (including  a  24-hour  vigil)  —  “has  left  its  mark”  on  the  Parish  Family. 

A  member  of  Gethsemane  Parish  is  now  studying  for  the  Priesthood  of  this 
part  of  the  Catholic  Church  at  Nashotah  House  Seminary  in  Wisconsin. 

As  reported  last  year,  there  were  many  major  physical  improvements  to  the 
parish  facilities  in  1980.  This  year,  therefore,  there  were  no  major  im¬ 
provements. 
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Two  memorials  to  the  beloved  Father  Richard  Curtis  of  this  Diocese  (he  was 
once  a  parishioner  of  Gethsemane  Church)  have  been  received  —  a  handsome 
leather-bound  Altar  Book  and  Gospel  Book. 

Although  not  “exciting  news,’’  it  was  a  great  relief  to  parishioners,  when  a 
leaky  parish  house  foundation  was  finally  repaired.  Someone  from 
Gethsemane  said  that  the  leak  was  the  size  of  the  River  Jordan!  And  leaks  in  he 
Rectory  were  also  overcome  —  to  the  delight  of  the  Rectory  Family. 

XXIV.  MICHIGAN  CITY,  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  Robert  J.  Center,  Rector) 

The  Growth  and  Renewal  Committee  continued  to  study  methods  of 
outreach  suitable  to  our  Anglican  ethos  and  applicable  to  our  own  community. 
The  first  of  a  series  of  “Episcopal  advertisements”  was  run  in  the  local 
newspaper. 

At  the  Blessing  of  the  Christmas  Creche,  children  of  the  parish  brought 
wrapped  Christmas  presents,  which  will  be  distributed  to  needy  children  in  late 
Advent.  The  choir  and  other  interested  parishioners  carolled  for  shut-ins  of  the 
parish  over  the  holidays. 

The  Gospel  according  to  St.  Matthew  was  studied  at  a  weekday  “mini¬ 
course.” 

With  regard  to  temporalities,  a  number  of  material  improvements  were  made 
in  1981.  The  public  address  system  in  the  church  was  considerably  extended, 
with  the  addition  of  a  new  amplifier,  four  speakers,  and  four  new  hearing  aids 
for  those  having  auditory  impairment.  The  renovation  of  the  Pre-School 
Room  of  the  Church  School  was  completed  and  the  room  attractively 
decorated  employing  striking  new  ideas  in  educational  decorating. 

Plans  are,  also,  currently  being  formulated  for  the  replacement  of  the  com¬ 
munion  rail  and  lectern,  with  the  possibility  of  being  executed  in  the  near 
future  by  the  Rambusch  Company  of  New  York  City. 

XXV.  MICHIGAN  CITY  (LONG  BEACH),  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW-BY- 
THE-LAKE 

(Father  John  C.  Hughes,  Rector) 

On  Sunday,  October  25th,  St.  Andrew’s  Parish  celebrated  its  25th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  existence,  with  the  Bishop  celebrating  the  Festal  Eucharist  and 
preaching  the  homily.  On  the  same  day  that  the  “Silver  Jubilee”  of  the  parish 
was  observed,  it  was  announced  that  St.  Andrew’s  was  now  debt-free.  There 
then  followed  the  traditional  “burning  of  the  mortgage”  .  .  .  thirty-four  mon¬ 
ths  before  the  last  payment  was  due! 

XXVI.  MISHAWAKA,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
(Father  Wilbur  B.  Dexter,  Rector) 

A  unique  —  and  completely  unfortunate  —  thing  happened  to  this  historic 
parish  (founded  in  1837  by  Bishop  Kemper)  in  1981. 

Early  in  the  year,  St.  Paul’s  suffered  an  “invasion”  of  squirrels  into  the 
church  and  parish  hall.  They  did  an  unbelievable  amount  of  damage.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  they  ripped  the  dossal  curtain  to  shreds  and  made  off  with  the  linens. 
Even  the  paper  towels  in  the  parish  hall  kitchen  were  in  disarray. 

Repairs  cost  in  excess  of  $2,300.  Most  of  this  amount  was  given  by 
parishioners  (on  Easter  Day  alone  nearly  $1 ,600  was  received  towards  repair  of 
the  damage!).  Happily,  the  beasts  have  not  returned.  (N.B.  “damage  by 
animals”  is  NOT  covered  by  the  diocesan  blanket  insurance). 

XXVII.  PERU,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  George  Porthan,  Rector) 

One  of  the  joyful  events  of  1981  for  this  parish  was  “the  return  of  a  parish 
son”  —  after  seven  years’  duty  with  the  American  Air  Force  in  England.  Col., 
the  Rev.  Richard  Kennison,  U.S.A.F.  (Ret.)  has  come  home  again,  with  his 
wife  Helen,  and  family.  The  Bishop  ordained  him  to  the  Diaconate  in  1974, 
just  before  he  went  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  his  last  tour  of  duty. 
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The  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  now  maintains  a  small  choir.  There  have 
been  some  attractive  alterations/restorations  to  the  sanctuary  of  the  parish 
church.  And  daily  Evensong  was  begun  (except  for  the  Summer  months!). 

A  number  of  other  material  improvements  have  also  been  made.  These  in¬ 
clude:  the  carpeting  of  the  Church  School  classrooms;  the  painting  of  the  ex¬ 
terior  trim  of  the  church  and  guild  hall,  and  the  installation  of  a  new  roof  on 
the  chapel  side  of  the  church  building. 

XXVIII.  PLYMOUTH,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  THOMAS 

(Father  Gregory  Sims,  Rector,  and  the  Rev.  Canon  Bradley  McCormick,  part- 
time  Assisting  Priest). 

In  connection  with  the  spiritualities,  1981  has  been  a  year  of  quiet  growth. 
The  Christian  Education  Program  has  continued  to  flourish.  A  larger  number 
of  adults  are  participating  in  the  adult  education  class.  There  are  currently  18 
people  to  be  Received  from  another  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  or  to 
receive  the  Apostolic  Sacrament  of  Holy  Confirmation  (in  late  Advent). 

The  Vacation  Church  School  was  well  attended  (our  Bishop  taught  one  day 
and  celebrated  Mass!)  The  Episcopal  Youth  Fellowship  has  grown  to  the  point 
that  it  now  meets  weekly. 

Parish  Family  activities  have  been  well  supported.  Included  have  been  such 
projects  as:  a  boat  trip  down  the  Tippecanoe  River  this  summer;  the  yearly 
Parish  Picnic;  a  smoked  salmon  dinner  at  the  parish  hall,  and  a  Mother- 
Daughter  Banquet  —  sponsored  by  the  men  of  the  parish.  The  Wardens  and 
Vestry  supported  a  two-day  retreat,  also.  The  E.C.W.  fed  500  people  at  their 
Annual  Country  Fare  Luncheon  (in  a  two  hour  period);  sponsored  a  dinner- 
theater  evening  and  a  five-course  progressive  dinner  .  .  .  among  other  ac¬ 
tivities. 

The  choir  of  St.  Thomas’  presently  has  a  membership  of  25! 

Materially,  the  parish  has  been  no  less  active.  The  final  mortgage  payment 
on  the  renovation  of  the  Parish  Hall  was  made  in  July.  In  August,  a  project  of 
major  repairs  to  the  exterior  of  the  church,  parish  hall  and  rectory  was  begun. 

A  new  restroom  was  added  to  the  church  building  (next  to  the  sacristy), 
deteriorated  doors  and  windows  were  replaced,  the  foundation  walls  of  the  rec¬ 
tory  were  reinforced,  all  exterior  trim  was  patched  and  painted,  and  the  in¬ 
terior  of  the  Church  is  being  replastered,  painted  and  varnished. 

Among  other  gifts  received  recently  were:  a  festal  High  Mass  set,  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  “Christus  Rex”  crucifix  for  the  Parish  Hall,  and  two  bequests  of  $5,000 
each. 

XXIX.  RENSSELAER,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ST.  PETER 
(Father  Paul  J.  Tracy,  Acting  Priest-in-Charge) 

St.  Peter’s  sustained  a  major  disappointment  early  in  1981,  when  its  new 
Vicar  had  to  resign  for  reasons  of  health.  Father  S.H.N.  Elliott  had  been  long 
awaited,  and  was  forced  to  resign  after  only  a  few  months. 

Happily,  after  his  move  to  Fort  Wayne  (with  his  wife,  Phyllis),  Father 
Elliott’s  health  has  improved  considerably.  Thanks  be  to  God! 

Father  Paul  Tracy,  a  Graduate  Student  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame,  has 
been  licensed  by  the  Bishop  and  is  temporarily  serving  St.  Peter’s  —  to  the  joy 
of  the  small  flock  living  in  Rensselaer  and  in  the  surrounding  towns. 

XXX.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  William  C.  Hibbert,  Rector) 

With  regards  to  the  spiritualities,  Sunday  Mass  attendance  is  up  a  little  on 
the  average.  A  ‘‘Prayer  and  Sharing  Group”  increased  in  size  during  the  past 
year.  There  have  been  a  number  of  fruitful  informal  parish  discussions  —  con¬ 
cerning  the  common  life.  These  have  been  monthly,  and  have  been  of  value  to 
parishioners. 
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On  the  other  hand,  severe  unemployment  has  been  very  hard  on  parish  in¬ 
come  during  the  last  half  of  1981.  And  significant  losses,  due  to  death  and 
moving  away,  will  also  have  a  serious  effect  on  1982  stewardship  and  parish 
life. 

None-the-less,  the  parish  manages  to  keep  going.  The  Parish  Family,  as  a 
whole,  has  not  yet  “come  to  grips”  with  the  steady  and  continuing  racial 
change  in  the  neighborhood.  In  the  long  run,  the  realities  cannot  be  ignored. 

To  put  it  plainly,  our  buildings  and  our  properties  still  “sap”  our  strength 
and  energy.  Massive  and  expensive  repairs  to  the  church-parish  hall  heating 
plant  were  required.  Fortunately,  a  combination  loan/gift  from  the  Diocesan 
Foundation  (of  more  than  $16,000)  saved  the  day!  And,  happily,  the  pledging 
response  to  this  emergency  has  been  very  good! 

XXXI.  SOUTH  BEND,  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES 

(The  Very  Rev.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Dean;  Father  Gerhart  Niemeyer,  Assisting 
Priest;  The  Rev.  Paul  R.G.  Smith,  Deacon) 

f 

The  Cathedral  continues  to  be  the  Cathedral  (i.e.,  the  Bishop’s  Cathedra  — 
his  throne  or  chair  —  has  now  been  there  for  almost  25  years).  In  1982,  the 
“Silver  Anniversary”  of  the  “setting-apart”  of  St.  James’  Parish,  to  be  the 
Cathedral  Church  in  perpetua,  will  be  observed. 

There  has  been  a  good,  sustained  attendance  at  daily  Masses  in  the  Chapel  of 
the  Holy  Angels.  On  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month,  a  “parish  family 
night”  is  held  (it  begins  with  the  Holy  Eucharist,  followed  by  a  “Pot  Luck” 
Supper).  There  then,  follows  a  program  on  “Issues  Facing  Today’s 
Christian.” 

Sixteen  members  of  the  Cathedral  Church  have  made  a  Cursillo  weekend 
this  year. 

On  Sunday,  August  30th,  at  the  10:00  a.m.  Family  Mass,  our  Bishop  blessed 
and  dedicated  a  “bas-relief,”  which  depicts  our  Lord  and  St.  Boniface,  the 
missionary  apostle  from  England  to  the  German  people,  and  St.  Canisius.  The 
sculpture  was  the  gift  of  Father  Niemeyer’s  sister,  Brigetta  Niemeyer  Schrieber 
of  Berlin,  Germany  —  in  thanksgiving  for  German-born  Father  Niemeyer’s 
ministry  at  the  Cathedral  Church. 

A  number  of  gifts  were  received  in  1981  from  a  variety  of  sources.  Several 
friends  of  the  Bishop  provided  a  new  sign  in  front  of  the  Cathedral  and 
Cathedral  House,  and  an  attractive  carved  wood  plate  with  the  Chapel  name 
has  been  placed  over  the  inside  entrance  to  the  “Chapel  of  the  Holy  Angels.” 
These  gifts  —  and  some  others  to  be  received  in  1982  —  are  in  thanksgiving  for 
the  (almost)  ten  years  of  Bishop  Sheridan’s  Episcopate. 

A  substantial  metal  fence  was  installed  around  the  Cathedral  parking  lot  this 
Summer.  The  fence  was  badly  needed,  for  the  parking  lot  was  being  “taken 
over”  by  people  parking  their  cars  illegally  —  to  the  exclusion  of  Cathedral 
people. 

A  gift  of  $17,725  was  received  from  the  estate  of  a  former  parishioner  (Nina 
Voedisch).  Because  the  gift  was  unrestrictive,  a  tithe  was  designated  by  the 
Cathedral  Chapter  to  go  towards  this  year’s  tuition  of  our  parish  seminarian, 
who  is  a  student  at  Nashotah  House  Seminary.  In  addition,  part  of  this  tithe 
went  to  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  Hospice  of  St.  Joseph  County. 

St.  Anne’s  Guild  (a  sewing  and  visiting  group  at  the  Cathedral  Church)  made 
a  gift  of  a  much-needed  wooden  cabinet  for  the  storage  of  valuable  frontals  for 
the  High  Altar. 

XXXII.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  MICHAEL  AND  ALL  ANGELS 
(Father  Paul  Edward  Leatherbury,  Rector) 

St.  Michael’s  was  one  of  two  diocesan  parishes  to  celebrate  the  “Silver  An¬ 
niversary”  of  its  founding  this  year.  (The  other  one  celebrating  its  25th  year  of 
life  was  St.  Andrew’s  By-The-Lake,  Michigan  City.) 
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The  history  of  St.  Michael’s  founding  is  an  interesting  one.  In  1956,  the 
Cathedral  Church,  under  the  leadership  of  the  (then)  Very  Rev.  Robert 
Royster,  asked  50  of  its  families  to  form  a  mission  on  the  East  Side  of  South 
Bend.  The  new  congregation  purchased  the  former  Bishop’s  Residence  for  its 
church  building  and  in  a  very  short  time  had  become  a  self-supporting  parish. 
At  the  “Silver  Anniversary  Mass  of  Thanksgiving”  Father  Royster  (now 
retired)  preached  the  homily.  The  Bishop  celebrated  the  Eucharist,  with  Fr. 
Leatherbury  and  the  former  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  as  concelebrants. 

Many  of  the  original  “50  Families”  were  present  —  either  as  parishioners  or 
former  parishioners.  Since  the  Parish  Mortgage  had  been  burned  in  1980,  it 
was  possible  to  attend  to  some  costly  roof  replacements,  and  to  do  some  in¬ 
terior  repairs  and  renovations.  All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  right  good  year. 

XXXIII.  VALPARAISO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  Ross  Mack,  Rector) 

In  connection  with  both  the  spiritualities  and  the  temporalities,  1981  has 
been  a  “vintage”  year  for  St.  Andrew’s! 

There  has  been  a  continued  growth  in  strength  and  in  numbers  in  the  Parish 
Family.  Many  new  families  with  “lots  of  children”  have  come  to  this  parish 
recently,  often  travelling  long  distances  to  be  at  the  Sunday  Mass  EVERY 
week. 

The  most  exciting  news,  of  course,  was  the  completion  of  the  “Father  For¬ 
rest  Bedford  Clark  Parish  Center.”  There  is  a  picture  of  this  handsome  and 
useful  building  in  the  Pre-Convention  issue  of  The  Beacon.  We  hope  that  you 
will  read  it  carefully,  and  rejoice  with  us! 

The  Bishop  blessed  the  new  Parish  Center  this  Fall,  reminding  the  Parish 
Family  of  its  true  uniqueness.  It  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana  that  a  building  has  been  named  after  a  living  priest.  Father 
Clark,  former  beloved  Pastor  of  St.  Andrew’s  and  his  equally  beloved  wife, 
Kitty,  are  still  members  of  St.  Andrew’s. 

Mr.  Robert  C.  Book,  Senior  Warden  and  Architect  of  the  new  “Father 
Clark  Parish  Center”  has  begun  the  testing  of  a  possible  vocation  to  the  Per¬ 
manent  Diaconate.  He  was  recently  made  a  Postulant  by  the  Bishop! 

XXXIV.  WARSAW,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ST.  ANNE 
(Father  John  C.  Combs,  Vicar) 

Both  the  spiritualities  and  the  temporalities  of  St.  Anne’s  point  to  1981  as 
being  a  “lively”  year  for  St.  Anne’s. 

Fourteen  people  have  been  baptized  into  Christ  and  His  Church.  Eight 
received  the  Apostolic  Sacrament  of  Holy  Confirmation.  Three  were  Received 
into  this  branch  of  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church. 

Materially,  this  has,  also,  been  a  good  year  at  St.  Anne’s.  The  mortgage  re¬ 
payments  to  the  Diocesan  Foundation  are  well  ahead  of  schedule,  and  a 
smaller  “second  mortgage”  owed  to  a  local  bank  has  been  paid  in  full.  All  this 
has  to  do  with  the  financing  of  a  very  fine  Parish  Center,  costing  more  than 
$100,000  and  blessed  by  the  Bishop  in  1980. 

The  church  grounds  have  been  relandscaped  and  public  restrooms  have  been 
installed  in  the  lower  level  of  the  new  education  building.  A  bequest  of  $5,000 
was  also  received. 

Most  exciting  of  all,  however,  is  the  dream  and  aspiration  of  the  Parish 
Family  to  become  a  SELF-SUPPORTING  PARISH  IN  1982!! 

XXXV.  LAKE  WAWASEE,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ALL  SAINTS’  —  WITH 
THE  “WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER” 

(Father  David  Hyndman,  Vicar  and  Warden) 

On  Palm  Sunday,  April  12th,  the  Bishop  dedicated  a  new  organ  for  All 
Saints’  Chapel  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Hartman  and  Dr.  Peter  Hartman 
—  a  gift  in  memory  of  their  parents  and  grandparents.  (Only  those  who  have 
endured  a  “broken  down”  organ  for  years  can  really  appreciate  the  pleasure  of 
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a  new  instrument!).  On  the  same  occasion,  a  new  Gospel  Book  was  dedicated 
by  our  Chief  Pastor.  It  was  an  anonymous  thank  offering  for  blessings  receiv¬ 
ed. 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  developments  at  All  Saints’  has  been  a  growing 
closeness  of  the  Family  —  centered  around  increased  activities  at  the  Church, 
and  in  the  Parish  Center  (“Bishop  Mallett  House”).  This  has  carried  over  to 
“summer  parishioners”  too,  (i.e.,  Churchmen  who  are  on  holiday  during  June 
and  July,  especially).  A  record  number  of  vacationers  attended  the  Sunday 
Masses  “during  the  season.” 

Plans  are  presently  being  made  for  a  celebration  of  the  75th  Anniversary  (the 
“Diamond  Jubilee”)  of  the  Consecration  of  All  Saints’  Chapel.  The  Bishop 
plans  to  be  there,  to  offer  the  Mass  of  Thanksgiving,  with  “Father  David”  and 
the  All  Saints’  Family,  on  July  4,  1982. 

Materially,  a  number  of  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  fabric  of  All 
Saints’,  and  to  the  parochial  property.  Mr.  Clay  Moody  of  Gethsemane 
Parish,  Marion  (and  a  member  of  “The  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board”) 
donates  valuable  labor  and  materials  each  year  for  the  improvement  of  our 
Episcopal  Center.  This  year  —  and  with  the  assistance  of  his  son,  Douglas  — 
Mr.  Moody  painted  and  repaired  the  Chapel  windows  and  window  frames! 

A  crew  of  members  of  All  Saints’,  also,  did  some  much  needed  landscaping 
work  on  the  property,  and  also  repaired,  rehung  —  and  had  repainted  —  a  very 
attractive  sign  identifying  All  Saints’  Chapel  and  the  Wawasee  Episcopal 
Center. 

Most  exciting  of  all  —  in  anticipation  of  the  renovated/enlarged 
Conference-Retreat  Center  .  .  .  “working  drawings”  for  the  ADDITION  are 
in  hand.  The  Parish  Family  is  intensely  aware  that,  when  the  DIOCESAN  VIM 
pledges  are  finally  paid,  that  work  can  begin  .  .  .  for  the  welfare  of  the  whole 
Family  of  the  Diocese. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  some  $44,130.13  in  escrow  and  earning  high  in¬ 
terest  —  against  the  joyful  day,  when  construction  can  begin  ...  the  result  of 
VIM  pledges  faithfully  paid  in  from  one  end  of  the  Diocese  to  the  other. 

Meanwhile,  the  Center  continues  to  be  used  increasingly  for  retreats  and 
conferences  —  however  inadequate  and  overcrowded  the  present  facilities  are!

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THE  UNITED  THANK  OFFERING 


The  United  Thank  Offering  has  been  a  program  of  the  Episcopal  Church  for  over  90  years. 
It  all  began  when  Julia  Emery  and  Ida  Soule  shared  a  dream  of  having  an  offering  that 
represented  a  day-by-day  accumulation  of  “thanks”  for  daily  blessings.  The  initial  offering 
was  $2,188.64  and  went  for  mission  work:  to  help  build  the  first  Episcopal  Church  in 
Alaska  and  to  send  the  first  Episcopal  woman  missionary  to  Japan  —  with  enough  left  over 
to  send  $5.00  to  Montana  and  25C  to  an  organ  fund  in  Liberia.  In  August  of  1981,  the 
United  Thank  Offering  Committee  made  grants  of  $2,175,924.81  for  mission  in  the  United 
States  and  around  the  world.  The  UTO  is  a  major  source  of  funds  for  mission  in  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

For  the  last  five  years,  I  have  represented  the  Fifth  Province  on  the  United  Thank  Offer¬ 
ing  Committee,  and  will  conclude  my  two  terms  in  office  at  the  General  Convention  in  New 
Orleans  in  1982. 


In  addition  to  participating  in  committee  work,  I  have  promoted  the  United  Thank  offer¬ 
ing  to  groups  throughout  the  dioceses  of  the  Fifth  Province.  UTO  representatives  act  as  a 
line  of  communication  between  the  committee  and  diocesan  UTO  chairmen.  Workshops 
and  speeches  have  been  an  enjoyable  part  of  the  job. 

The  United  Thank  Offering  has  made  possible  the  building  of  rectories,  churches, 
parishhouses,  hospitals,  health  centers,  programs  for  nursery  schools,  centers  for  battered 
women  and  children,  half-way  houses  for  men  and  women  out  of  prison  or  recovering 
alcoholics. 

But  the  greatest  importance  of  the  United  Thank  Offering  lies  in  the  opportunity  it  gives 
to  each  of  us  to  express  —  through  the  placing  of  a  small  coin  in  the  Blue  Box  —  our  praise 
and  thanksgiving  for  the  everyday  blessings  —  given  to  us  by  God  because  of  his  eternal 
love  for  each  of  us.

Beacon  has  continued  to  strive  to  represent  Northern  Indiana,  not  only  within  the  Northern 
Indiana  Church  Family,  but  beyond  the  geographical  borders  of  the  Diocese.  Comments 
received  from  time  to  time  suggest  that  our  endeavors  to  convey  something  of  our  life  and 
work  have  met  with  some  measure  of  success. 

Bishop  Sheridan’s  concern  for  good  communication  finds  expression  in  Between 
Brothers,  his  newsletter  which  comes  at  frequent  intervals  to  our  clergy  and  lay  leaders.  The 
Bridge  Builder,  organ  of  our  Episcopal  Churchwomen,  lives  up  to  its  name  in  spanning  the 
gap  between  the  Diocesan  and  local  groups  in  disseminating  news  of  special  interest  and 
concern  to  its  members. 

Turning  to  our  work  with  and  for  young  people,  we  are  again  able  to  note  progress  and 
are  made  aware  of  a  great  deal  of  loving  and  sacrificial  service  by  many  hands.  Thanks  to 
the  dedicated  leadership  of  Fr.  David  Hyndman,  our  Youth  Officer,  the  Bishop  Mallett 
Conference  for  High  Schoolers,  held  at  Geneva  Center,  Rochester,  June  14  to  20,  again  en¬ 
joyed  a  good  year.  Increased  support  by  our  diocesan  clergy  resulted  in  more  widespread 
participation  in  the  camps  for  younger  boys  and  girls:  Bishop  White  Camp  (11,  12,  and  13 
year  olds),  Aug.  9  to  15;  and  Bishop  Gray  Camp  (8,  9,  and  10  year  olds),  Aug.  16  to  22. 
Howe  School  once  more  made  its  excellent  facilities  available  to  our  youth,  for  which  we 
again  have  to  express  our  best  thanks  to  the  Superintendent,  General  Eugene  Scott,  and  the 
Trustees.  For  staff  assistance,  Fr.  Hyndman  relies  entirely  on  his  volunteer  clerical  and  lay 
assistants,  and  they,  too,  are  owed  our  gratitude.  Particular  mention  should  be  made  of 
Mr.  Frederick  Buechner,  who  has  served  so  long  and  devotedly  as  camp  registrar. 

Over  the  past  dozen  years,  St.  Anne’s  Church,  Warsaw,  has  demonstrated  in  marked 
degree  its  active  interest  in  our  diocesan  efforts  for  youth.  On  Jan.  17,  the  parish  acted  as 
host  for  an  informal  conference  of  young  people.  It  also  welcomed  the  Annual  Youth  Con¬ 
vention  on  Oct.  24,  when  the  young  people  of  our  parishes  and  missions  had  opportunity  to 
share  in  planning  and  setting-up  the  diocesan  program  of  activities  for  1982. 

When  we  cast  a  retrospective  eye  on  the  educational  scene,  we  see  the  difficulty,  not  to 
say  the  impossibility,  of  making  anything  like  an  adequate  summary.  It  very  often  has 
seemed  that  we  have  been  surrounded  by  a  plethora  of  riches,  with  a  consequent  inability  to 
take  advantage  of,  or  to  enjoy  them  all.  Conferences,  study  groups  and  seminars  have  ap¬ 
peared  in  wonderful  number  on  the  local,  diocesan,  and  provincial  levels,  often  at  conflic¬ 
ting  times.  For  example  on  Oct.  24,  the  Rev.  Mother  Mary  Grace,  Superior  General  of  the 
Community  of  St.  Mary,  conducted  a  day  of  Bible  study  and  meditation  at  the  Cathedral. 
“Spirituality  and  the  Christian  Educator”  was  the  theme  of  the  Province  V  conference 
scheduled  for  Geneva  Center,  Nov.  10  to  12,  and  Commission  on  Ministry  members  met 
with  the  deans  of  three  of  our  seminaries  for  dialogue  at  Mercy  Conference  Center,  Cincin¬ 
nati,  Oct.  22  to  24. 

No  less  than  education,  stewardship  is  a  continuing  concern  for  all  our  Churchpeople. 
Through  the  initiative  of  Trinity  Parish,  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Free,  Jr.  the  national  Church’s 
Stewardship  Officer,  led  a  rewarding  and  instructive  seminar  in  Fort  Wayne  on  Oct.  3. 
Some  twenty  of  our  priests  and  stewardship  chairmen  participated.  A  few  copies  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council’s  1981-1982  Stewardship  Resource  Catalog,  mailed  in  mid-summer,  are  still 
to  be  had  from  your  Chairman  by  those  congregations  which  may  wish,  or  have  need,  of 
them. 
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As  in  recent  years,  the  Diocesan  Office  was  able  to  supply  our  congregations  with  prac¬ 
tical  Every  Member  Canvass  helps,  in  the  form  of  pledge  cards  and  the  Bishop’s  Steward¬ 
ship  Letter.  Many  of  our  parishes,  notably  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend,  have  developed  local 
materials  of  excellent  character. 

In  early  September,  samples  of  materials  in  connection  with  the  1981-82  Church  School 
Missionary  Offering  were  sent  to  all  our  parishes  and  missions.  The  forthcoming  offering  is 
dedicated  to  the  cities  of  our  nation,  and  in  particular  to  the  needs  of  our  children  there. 

Requests  for  mite-boxes  and  other  CSMO  resource  material  should  be  sent  —  preferably  by 
Advent,  at  the  latest  —  to  the  Seabury  Service  Center,  Somers,  Connecticut,  06071. 

Under  the  presidency  of  Fr.  John  Combs,  the  Diocesan  Clergy  Fellowship  has  this  year 
embarked  on  a  study  of  Lyle  Schaller’s  book,  “Survival  Tactics  in  the  Parish,’’  with  Fr. 
Corydon  Randall  serving  as  Program  Chairman.  The  group’s  meetings  again  are  being  held 
in  St.  Thomas’  Parish,  Plymouth,  October  through  April.  The  final  overnight  one  will  be 
held  at  Wawasee  Center,  May  12  and  13,  1982. 

In  addition  to  the  clericus,  our  priests  and  deacons  find  opportunity  for  fellowship, 
growth,  and  refreshment  in  the  Annual  Clergy  Retreat,  which  is  currently  scheduled  for 
Dec.  6  to  9  at  Our  Lady  of  Fatima  Retreat  Center  on  the  campus  of  Notre  Dame  University. 
It  is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Donald  Parsons,  Bishop  of  Quincy. 

In  the  Very  Rev.  Robert  Bizzaro,  our  Diocese  has  an  experienced  and  knowledgeable 
Ecumenical  Officer,  who  ably  represents  us  locally,  and  on  the  national  and  provincial 
levels;  he  is  presently  Vice  President  of  the  Province  V  Synod.  The  presence  of  many 
representatives  of  other  households  of  faith  at  our  great  diocesan  occasions  continues  to  be 
a  source  of  happiness  to  us  all. 

Such  is  our  brief  list  of  some  of  the  “things  done.”  The  list  of  “things  left  undone”  is,  of 
course,  much  longer.  We  thank  God  for  the  former,  and  ask  His  mercy  in  latter,  in  both 
commending  ourselves  into  His  hands.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

(Highlights  of  1981  Meetings) 


JANUARY  17,  1981 

Heard  an  extremely  favorable  year-end  (1980)  financial  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
diocese  and  its  missions  (in  most  cases). 

Noted  that  no  action  was  needed  for  1980  Convention  appropriation  of  VIM  funds  to 
Christ  Church,  Gary.  Approved  request  for  VIM  funds  for  an  outreach  program  by  St.  An¬ 
drew’s,  Valparaiso.  Received  a  report  that  the  Wabash  Valley  Deanery  intended  to  pool 
their  VIM  funds  for  a  common  project  and  that  two  vestry  representatives  from  each  parish 
had  formed  a  “Deanery  VIM  Committee.” 

Elected  Fr.  John  Hughes  as  Vice-President  of  the  Council  for  1981. 

MARCH  21,  1981 

Received  VIM  report,  noting  that  we  are  two-thirds  through  the  VIM  program  but  had 
not  yet  received  two-thirds  of  VIM  pledges.  It  was  reported  that  our  Diocese  was  being  used 
by  the  National  VIM  Committee  to  show  how  a  small  diocese  has  completely  cooperated 
with  the  VIM  program. 

Authorized  a  $20,000  repayment  to  the  diocese  from  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  to  be 
divided  equally  between  the  Diocesan  Foundation  and  a  new  “Episcopate  Fund”  to  be  held 
and  added  to  in  anticipation  of  sometime  in  the  future  electing  the  sixth  Bishop  of  Northern 
Indiana. 

Debated  about  the  authorized  level  of  the  Diocesan  Reserve  Fund,  finally  deciding  by 
motion  duly  passed  that  the  Reserve  Fund  should  not  exceed  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
Diocesan  Budget,  year  by  year. 

Authorized  several  small  inter-budgetary  changes  in  the  diocesan  budget  for  1981. 

Authorized  the  distribution  of  available  VIM  funds  to  the  National  Church,  Nashotah 
House  and  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  and  to  escrow  for  other  parishes  and  the  Wawasee 
Episcopal  Center.  Decided  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  Council  to  act  more  than  once  for 
ongoing  parish  VIM  projects  for  distribution  of  parish  VIM  funds. 

Clarified  the  Diocesan  Convention  (1980)  resolution  on  the  Bishop  Klein  Memorial  Fund 
for  theological  education  to  be  an  annual  offering  on  the  Sunday  nearest  March  1. 

JUNE  13,  1981 

Heard  routine,  but  necessary  and  encouraging  reports  from  the  Treasurer,  Fr.  McCor¬ 
mick  and  the  Bishop. 

Authorized  the  dispersal  of  available  VIM  funds  for  local  parish  use  to  St.  Paul’s,  Ham¬ 
mond/St.  Timothy’s,  Griffith,  for  the  expansion  of  advertising  in  local  media  and  to  St. 
Paul’s,  LaPorte,  for  the  support  of  the  chaplaincy  program  at  the  LaPorte  Hospital. 

Heard  a  proposal  from  the  Standing  Committee  (in  the  person  of  Fr.  Center)  for  a 
diocesan  celebration  of  the  10th  anniversary  of  Bishop  Sheridan’s  episcopate  and  the  38th 
anniversary  of  his  being  a  priest  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  to  be  held  at  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James,  South  Bend  and  Century  Center,  South  Bend,  on  Sunday, 
June  13,  1982.  The  Council  gave  its  support  to  this  project  and  gave  its  support  to  both  a 
purse  and  gift  for  the  Bishop  and  authorized  up  to  $2,000  (with  more  if  needed)  from  the 
Diocesan  Reserve  Fund  for  expenses  of  this  celebration. 

Heard  a  report  on  the  suit  of  the  Diocese  and  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  concerning  the 
severe  and  permanent  injuries  sustained  by  a  youth  at  the  1979  Bishop  Mallett  Conference. 

SEPTEMBER  26,  1981 

Heard  a  report  that  the  suit  of  the  diocese  and  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  will  be  settled 
within  the  existing  limits  of  our  insurance. 
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After  a  very  long  discussion  authorized  the  Reserve  Fund  of  the  diocese  to  be  raised  to  a 
maximum  of  $150,000  by  a  vote  of  6-3,  but  by  resolution  duly  passed,  asked  that  a  letter  of 
explanation  of  this  action  and  the  reasons  for  it  be  prepared  and  sent  to  each  Pre- 
Convention  Deanery  Meeting. 

Heard  appeals  from  three  parishes  for  reductions  in  their  1982  Diocesan 
Assessment/Mission  Fair  Share  assessments,  with  action  taken: 

St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka:  Authorized  a  reduction  from  $3,290.84  to  $600.00. 

St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City:  Authorized  a  reduction  from  $3,774.32  to  $2,500.00. 

Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend:  Authorized  a  reduction  from  $4,111.68  to  $1,200.00. 

The  Council  commended  all  three  for  their  efforts  at  accepting  as  much  of  their 
assessments  as  possible  and  for  the  good  stewardship  reflected  in  their  parishes. 

Heard  a  report  of  the  VIM  campaign  and  authorized  the  disbursement  of  available  funds 
to  the  National  Church,  Nashotah  House,  and  continuing  parish  VIM  projects  and  to 
escrow  for  other  parishes  and  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center.

Accepted  the  plan  for  a  Tenth  Anniversary  celebration  for  the  bishop  and  approved 
the  immediate  initiation  of  said  plans.

2.  The  election  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Farmer  Duvall  to  be  bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
Central  Gulf  Coast.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  met  once 
during  the  past  year. 

A  grant  of  $8,200  and  a  loan  of  an  additional  $8,200  at  6%  interest  to  be  paid  back  within 
10  years  was  given  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend  for  the  purpose  of  pur¬ 
chasing  a  new  heating  unit  for  their  Church  Building. 

A  loan  of  $40,000  at  6%  interest  for  a  period  of  5  years  at  $200.00  per  month  with  the  re¬ 
maining  principal  refinanced  at  an  agreed  upon  rate  and  payment  schedule  was  given  to 
St.  John  of  the  Cross  Parish,  Bristol.  This  loan  is  for  the  purchase  of  a  house  for  their  Priest. 

A  grant  of  $1,000.00  was  given  to  Christ  Church,  Gary,  for  the  purpose  of  concluding 
their  efforts  in  assisting  the  Cuban  Refugees. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  William  C.  R.  Sheridan  was  elected  Resident  Agent  of  the  Diocese  of  Nor¬ 
thern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  a  position  vacant  since  the  retirement  of  the  previous 
Agent,  Haywood  Davis. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  an  unaudited  financial  statement  of  the  Foundation.

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REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 


Although  most  of  us  will  allow  for  directly  opposing  views,  or  polarity  of  views,  in 
secular  society,  from  the  friendly  sort  such  as  White  Sox  fans  versus  Cubs  fans,  to  the  more 
serious,  such  as  conservative  Republicans  against  liberal  Democrats,  it  is  difficult  to  admit 
very  serious  polarity  of  certain  views  does  exist  in  the  church,  serious  enough  to  produce 
camps,  distrust,  political  bickering  and  maneuvering,  and  even  anger  and  fighting  between 
the  opposing  groups  of  Christian  believers.  An  example  can  be  given  of  the  historical 
rivalry  between  Evangelical  and  Anglo-Catholic,  which  at  times  in  Anglican  progress  ex¬ 
hibited  itself  as  a  healthy  dialogue,  while  at  other  times,  bitter  and  quite  uncharitable. 

Today  there  exists  in  the  Anglican  Communion,  as  well  as  in  other  communions  and 
groups  of  professed  Christians,  a  deep-seated  polarity  between  twcuopposing  groups  of 
people  which  I  will  presently  describe.  The  descriptions  are  extreme  and  stereotyped.  The 
first  are  Christians  who  believe  in  a  transcendent  God,  who  believe  that  man  was  creeated 
to  commune  with  God,  who  believe  that  communing  with  God  is  the  most  essential  part  of 
life  enabling  from  it  all,  or  the  only,  meaningful  thought  and  action.  These  are  Christians 
who  believe  in  the  truth  of  the  Scriptures  and  the  Creeds,  who  believe  that  the  truth,  once 
given  to  the  church  by  our  Lord,  cannot  be  altered,  and  must  be  preserved  from  generation 
to  generation.  (I  realize  I  am  somewhat  over-simplifying  the  tenets  held  by  this  group; 
however,  space  will  not  allow  greater  elaboration.)  This  kind  of  Christian  may  be  described 
by  some  as  contemplative,  or  as  conservative,  or  as  orthodox  among  many  other  terms.  For 
my  purposes  here  I  will  call  them  the  Mary-Christians. 

The  second  group  can  not  be  said  to  openly  espouse  any  classic  Christian  dogmas  as  be¬ 
ing  important  to  their  religion  over  any  others.  Holy  Scripture,  Tradition  are  of  secondary 
or  tertiary  interest.  In  fact,  to  some,  a  clear  belief  in  any  Divine  Being  above  collective 
humanity  may  not  be  apparent.  These  believe  in  activism,  or  social  action,  on  the  part  of 
the  church  to  make  a  better  world  and  improve  the  human  condition  of  humanity  in  the 
world.  Teachings  of  Christ,  such  as,  “When  I  was  hungry,  you  gave  me  food,  .  .  .  when  in 
prison  you  visited  me”  insofar  as  these  will  improve  human  life  in  the  world,  are  quoted 
and  followed,  not  because  a  possible  Divine  Being  uttered  them.  These  will  not  allow  that 
the  truth  for  all  times  has  been  posited  with  mankind  by  any  Divine  Being;  rather,  these 
believe  truth  and  society  evolve  and  are  relative  concepts.  If  there  is  any  source  of  relative 
truth,  it  is  with  science  and  the  university.  These  are  not  atheists  or  agnostics  in  their  own 
minds;  rather,  their  beliefs  stem  from  being  concerned,  in  a  well-meaning  way,  with  suffer¬ 
ing  humanity  as  they  see  it  and  that  absolute  concern  for  this  renders  interest  in  dogma,  and 
its  supposed  unsure  basis,  secondary.  Descriptions  of  this  group  include  activist,  liberal, 
humanist,  to  name  a  few.  There  was  an  era  when  the  term  “Broad  Churchman”  was  used. 
My  word  for  them  is  Martha-Christians  for  reasons  stated  below. 

The  resultant  opposing  beliefs  of  the  two  groups  should  be  evident.  The  Mary-Christian 
will  insist  on  an  unchanging  moral  code,  sin  and  redemption,  grace,  heaven  and  hell,  as  well 
as  set  immutable  beliefs.  Be  right  with  God  first,  and  you  will  thereafter  do  right  in  the 
world,  as  you  are  led  by  God. 

The  Martha-Christians  will  insist  on  a  situational  ethic,  at  best;  guilt  exists  as  opposed  to 
sin;  redemption  is  liberation  from  oppressive  human  forces  and  powers;  as  heaven  and  hell 
are  at  best  questionable  concepts,  this  life  is  of  primary  concern;  there  is  no  real  unchanging 
truth. 

Again,  I  realize  some  over-simplification,  and  my  choice  of  reference  to  the  first  group  as 
Mary-Christians  and  the  second  group  as  Martha-Christians  is  strictly  my  own. 

In  the  Tenth  Chapter  of  the  Gospel  according  to  St.  Luke,  please  read: 

“While  they  were  on  their  way  Jesus  came  to  a  village  where  a  woman  named  Martha 
made  him  welcome  in  her  home.  She  had  a  sister,  Mary,  who  seated  herself  at  the 
Lord’s  feet  and  stayed  there  listening  to  his  words.  Now  Martha  was  distracted  by  her 
many  tasks,  so  she  came  to  him  and  said,  ‘Lord,  do  you  not  care  that  my  sister  has  left 
me  to  get  on  with  the  work  by  myself?  Tell  her  to  come  and  lend  a  hand.’  But  the  Lord 
answered,  ‘Martha,  Martha,  you  are  fretting  and  fussing  about  so  many  things;  but 
one  thing  is  necessary.  The  part  that  Mary  has  chosen  is  best;  and  it  shall  not  be  taken 
away  from  her.’  ” 
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During  the  present  era  of  the  church,  the  Mary’s  and  the  Martha’s  are  in  pronounced 
disagreement  with  each  other.  The  Mary’s  deride  the  Martha’s  as  heretical  while  the  Mar¬ 
tha’s  denounce  the  Mary’s  as  ignorant.  Martha’s  are  considered  ‘bleeding  hearts’  by  the 
Mary’s,  whereas  the  Mary’s  are  deemed  selfish  by  the  Martha’s.  Each  considers  the  other  a 
stumbling  block  and  dangerous  to  the  way  things  are  and  ought  to  be.  Each  feels  the  other 
should  not  be  part  of  the  church. 

I  should  note  here  that,  in  my  opinion,  almost  every  Christian  will  identify  at  least  in  part 
with  being  more  a  Mary  than  a  Martha,  or  vice  versa.  I  speak  personally  as  a  Mary- 
Christian  and  therefore  not  divorced  from  the  controversy  any  more  than  I  feel  most  Chris¬ 
tians  are. 

This  small  essay  does  not  even  pretend  to  offer  a  full  solution  to  the  stated  problem.  On 
the  other  hand,  an  observation  is  offered  with  the  hope  that  one  day  a  full  solution  will  be 
found. 

The  observation  is  from  the  Gospel  account  itself  and  the  words  of  our  Lord.  In  the  ac¬ 
count  from  which  I  have  quoted,  neither  Mary  nor  Martha  is  actually  declared  by  our  Lord 
as  being  absolutely  right  in  contrast  to  the  other.  Neither  is  declared  wrong.  I  am  certain 
that  Martha’s  efforts  to  make  our  Lord  comfortable  are  appreciated  by  Him;  however,  the 
part  that  Mary  has  chosen  shall  not  be  taken  away  from  her,  she  sitting  at  His  feet  and 
listening  to  His  words.  The  account  does  show  a  clash  in  temperaments  in  religion.  Some 
people  are  dynamos  of  activity  while  others  are  naturally  quiet.  It  is  difficult  for  the  active 
person  to  fully  understand  the  person  who  sits  and  thinks  and  contemplates.  And  the  per¬ 
son  who  is  devoted  to  quiet  and  meditation  is  very  apt  to  look  down  on  the  one  who  would 
rather  be  doing  something.  There  is  no  right  or  wrong  in  this.  Obviously,  God  did  not  make 
everyone  alike. 

On  the  other  hand,  might  it  be  true  also  that  the  Church’s  Mary’s  and  Martha’s  need 
each  other,  or  at  least  can  learn  from  each  other?  The  activist  can  not  long  ignore  commu¬ 
nion  with  God  or  God’s  grace,  else  the  activist  will  soon  run  out  of  energy  to  do  his  task  and 
may  lose  direction.  More  than  one  activist  has  become  disillusioned  by  thankless  humanity. 
Additionally,  without  any  concept  of  absolute  truth  the  activist  may  become  tossed  by  the 
ebb  and  flow  of  each  new  fleeting  version  of  the  truth  which  comes  along  momentarily,  i.e. 
yoga,  Zen,  astrology,  Marxism,  Maoism,  etc.  If  the  activist  perceives  the  fatherhood  of 
man,  he  might  better  fully  see  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

What  of  the  Mary-Christian,  the  contemplative?  What  can  he  or  she  benefit  from  the 
Martha-Christian?  Truthfully,  the  Gospel  was  not  meant  to  be  hoarded  as  a  light  placed 
under  a  bushel.  The  message  from  the  Martha-Christian  is  go  out  into  the  world,  teach  all 
nations,  and  love  thy  neighbor.  As  St.  James  states  it,  “Faith  without  works  is  dead.’’ 

This  essay  does  not  suggest  that  Martha’s  become  Mary’s,  or  vice  versa.  The  purpose  is 
to  say  that  both  are  God’s  children  and  each  can  help  and  teach  the  other  many  things. 
Martha’s  way  is  practical;  Mary’s  is  contemplative.  Christendom  needs  its  Mary’s  as  it 
needs  its  St.  John’s.  The  beloved  disciple  whom  Christ  from  the  cross  gave  as  a  son  to  His 
Mother;  St.  John  who  wished  to  rest  on  the  Master’s  breast.  Christendom  needs  its 
Martha’s,  as  it  needs  it  St.  Peter’s.  St.  Peter,  who  asked  if  two  swords  were  enough  and 
concerned  himself  with  the  organization  of  the  church.  One  perhaps  abandons  the  world 
for  prayer  and  ascetic  practices.  The  other  perhaps  fights  in  the  world  ad  majorem  Dei 
gloriam. 

Certainly  the  work  of  Mary  and  of  Martha,  the  two  sisters,  equally  loved  by  our  Lord, 
can  not  be  wholly  separated,  and  still  less  can  they  be  opposed.

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THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL  REPORT 


Good  participation  from  across  the  diocese  in  a  varied  offering  of  programs  was  the 
highlight  of  this  past  year.  A  very  successful  conference  was  held  at  St.  Anne’s  in  Warsaw 
in  January  of  1981.  The  conference  dealt  with  the  theme:  “Human  sexuality  and  the 
Gospel.’’  Mrs.  Betty  Roberts  of  Birmingham,  Alabama  served  as  the  consultant  for  the 
conference.  A  less  structured  conference  was  held  for  young  people  on  an  April  weekend  at 
St.  Paul’s  in  Hammond.  The  conference  was  entitled  “As  the  Spirit  Moves’’  and  dealt  with 
concerns  that  surfaced  from  present  life  situations  and  attempted  to  relate  those  concerns 
to  the  message  of  the  gospel. 

Along  with  Fr.  Jon  Sams,  Fr.  Hyndman  attended  a  conference  of  Provincial  Youth 
Coordinators  held  at  the  Cedar  Hills  Conference  Center  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  in  early 
June.  In  attendance  was  the  Youth  Ministry  Coordinator  for  the  National  Church,  Bobbie 
Bevill.  The  conference  redesigned  the  structure  of  Provincial  Youth  Work  and  explored 
programs  and  goals  for  Youth  Ministry  in  the  Church. 

Geneva  Conference  Center  was  once  again  the  site  for  the  Bishop  Mallett  Conference 
held  from  June  14-20,  1981.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to  live  as  a  Christian  com¬ 
munity.  The  purpose  is  met  by  didactic  instruction  (this  year  the  theme  was  the  Baptismal 
Covenant  in  the  Prayer  Book),  personal  interest  groups  designed  to  allow  for  creative  ex¬ 
pression,  and  a  community  building  session  where  participants  can  learn  to  experience  one 
another  as  members  of  the  one  Body  of  Christ.  Each  day  is  culminated  by  the  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Eucharist  where  what  is  learned,  expressed,  and  experienced  is  offered  up  for  the 
Lord’s  blessing. 

The  Bishop  White  and  Gray  Camps  were  held  in  August  for  our  Elementary  and  Junior 
High  age  young  people.  The  Baptismal  Covenant  was  again  the  theme  of  the  religious  in¬ 
struction.  The  opportunity  for  our  young  people  to  experience  the  camping  program  and 
make  the  lasting  friendships  that  they  do  is  an  invaluable  service  that  the  diocese  can  offer 
to  its  youth. 

On  October  24,  1981  the  Diocesan  Youth  Convention  was  held  at  St.  Anne’s  in  Warsaw 
to  plan  activities  for  the  coming  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  among  those  plans  will  be  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  Provincial  Youth  Conference  to  be  held  in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan  on 
November  27-29.

ALTAR  GUILD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1981 


The  sixth  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day,  hosted  by  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo,  was  held 
September  26,  1981,  with  82  persons  attending.  This  included  7  clergy  and  representatives 
from  16  congregations. 

This  year’s  program  was  a  “double-feature”  attraction.  The  first  portion  featured  a  slide 
presentation  “tour”  of  the  National  Cathedral  in  Washington  D.C.,  guided  by  a  taped  nar¬ 
ration.  Mrs.  Donald  Wood,  Northern  Indiana  Regional  Chairman  for  the  National 
Cathedral  Association,  spoke  briefly  following  the  slides.  Her  remarks  explained  the  func¬ 
tions  and  purpose  of  the  NCA,  in  addition  to  elaborating  upon  the  variety  of  utilization  of 
the  Cathedral  by  all  denominations. 

The  second  portion  of  the  program  was  a  flower-arranging  demonstration  by  Carol  and 
Randy  Powers,  from  Gethsemane,  Marion.  Although  they  have  had  experience  working 
with  a  florist,  they  are  otherwise  employed  at  this  time,  but  regularly  prepare  Altar  flowers 
for  Marion.  They  “built”  four  vases:  two  using  flowers  purchased  from  a  florist,  and  two 
using  available  garden  flowers  in  combination  with  purchased  flowers.  The  purchased 
flowers  were  prepared  for  Gethsemane’s  Altar  use  on  Sunday,  and  the  combination  vases 
were  for  St.  Andrew’s  use,  and  were  in  the  chancel  for  the  DAG  DAY  noon  Eucharist. 

Parishes  had  been  invited  to  display  “Parish  Pride”  items,  and  only  Logansport  brought 
items  for  display.  These  consisted  of  needlepoint  kneelers,  made  with  original  designs,  and 
done  as  a  Parish  project.  Also,  the  alms  basins  have  needlework  pads  in  the  bottom. 

Following  the  Eucharist,  celebrated  by  Fr.  Davis  with  the  assistance  of  Fr.  Ross  Mack 
and  Eric  Shone,  lunch  was  served.  The  hot  chicken  salad  recipe  was  widely  requested  and 
the  individual  pastry  dessert  platters  contained  an  amazing  assortment  of  goodies,  all  made 
by  Edna  Johnson  and  Edna  Shone,  both  of  whom  are  of  English  descent. 

Following  lunch  Fr.  Davis  moderated  the  Question  Box.  This  feature  provides  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  anyone  to  ask  ANYTHING  anonymously.  Answers  or  suggestions  may  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  attendees  as  well  as  the  moderator. 

It  is  also  the  custom  that  attendees  complete  an  “Evaluation  Form”  at  the  end  of  the 
day.  Comments  offered  guide  in  the  planning  for  future  DAG  DAYS. 

DAG  DAY  1982  will  be  October  2,  at  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DIOCESAN  COMMITTEE  ON  ALCOHOLISM 


The  82nd  Convention  adopted  a  resolution  calling  for  the  formation  of  a  Committee  on 
Alcoholism  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop.  He  has  appointed  the  Rev.  S.H.N.  Elliott  to 
be  Chairman  and  has  instructed  Fr.  Elliott  to  nominate  persons  for  appointment  to  the 
committee. 

Fr.  Elliott  has  written  to  all  Rectors  and  Vicars  in  the  Diocese  asking  for  the  name  of  a 
recovering  alcoholic  in  their  congregations  to  serve  as  a  “contact  person”  with  the  commit¬ 
tee.  As  of  November  12th,  ten  names  have  been  received  from  the  thirty-three  congrega¬ 
tions.. 

These  contact  persons  have  been  invited  to  meet  with  the  chairman  for  breakfast  after 
Mass  on  Saturday  morning,  the  second  day  of  this  convention.  At  that  meeting  those  pre¬ 
sent  will  begin  work  on  the  policies  and  programs  the  committee  will  set  up,  with  special  at¬ 
tention  given  to  the  resolution  adopted  last  year:  — 

.  .  that  the  committee  provide  a  written  procedure  for  the  treatment  of  clergy 
and  diocesan  employees  and  members  of  their  families  who  suffer  from  the  disease 
of  alcoholism,  and  include  in  its  policy  statement  a  statement  covering  the  use  of 
alcoholic  beverages  at  church  functions  or  on  the  church  property,  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  provision  of  non-alcoholic  choices.”

THE  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  REPORT

ment  can  be  used  for  tapes  made  by  individual  parishes  for  their  own  distribution. 

We  continue  to  look  for  new  methods  to  focus  attention  on  the  need  for  evangelism  in 
the  church  pursuant  to  Our  Lord’s  command,  “Go  ye  into  all  of  the  world.”  At  the  time  of 
this  convention  we  are  again  asking  for  the  names  and  addresses  of  parish  evangelism  of¬ 
ficers  with  the  intention  of  setting  up  a  diocesan  evangelism  network. 

Two  parish  workshops  were  held  in  the  diocese  and  planning  is  being  completed  for  a 
possible  deanery  workshop  program.  The  materials  that  have  been  gathered  have  been 
prepared  for  use  in  all  forms  of  media. 

We  see  ourselves  as  a  resource  and  are  eager  to  make  ourselves  available  when  requested.

William  C.  R.  Sheridan,  and  the  Canon  to  the  Ordinary  and  Administrative 
Assistant,  the  Rev.  Bradley  McCormick,  is  far  too  low; 

AND  WHEREAS,  this  year’s  increase  only  tries  to  keep  pace  with  inflation  and  does  no¬ 
thing  to  raise  the  level  of  their  stipend/compensation; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that  this  Convention  direct  the  Finance  Committee  to 
investigate  appropriate  stipend/compensation  levels  for  our  Bishop  and  Canon, 
and  present  to  the  1982  Convention  of  this  Diocese  substantial  stipend/compen¬ 
sation  increases,  that  reflect  a  higher  level  of  payments  beyond  a  cost  of  living  in¬ 
crease  for  Bishop  Sheridan  and  Canon  McCormick.

RESOLUTION  NO.  2 
Stewardship 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  83rd  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  does 
memorialize  the  General  Convention  of  1982  to  adopt  a  resolution  similar  to  that 
one  on  tithing  adopted  by  the  Standing  Commission  on  Stewardship. 

“WHEREAS,  we  believe  the  Christian  community  is  called  through  Christ  to  outreach  and 
concern  for  others: 

AND  WHEREAS,  one  primary  way  our  commitment  to  that  call  is  manifested  is  through 
our  giving  to  God’s  work  both  in  the  Church  and  the  world: 

AND  WHEREAS,  Scripture  sets  forth  the  giving  of  one-tenth  of  income,  commonly  called 
tithe,  as  the  standard  of  giving, 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED,  that  the  tithe  be  affirmed  as  the  standard  of  giving  for 
Episcopalians. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  we  the  Deputies  and  Bishops  do  hereby  pledge  ourselves 
to  tithe,  or  to  work  towards  tithing,  as  a  standard  of  our  own  giving  and  of  our 
witness  in  the  world; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  we  do  call  all  of  the  Church  to  join  us  in 
accepting  the  biblical  tithe  as  the  standard  of  Christian  giving.’’ 

BE  IT  UNDERSTOOD,  that  the  Bishop,  priests,  deacons  and  lay  delegates  of  this  Diocese, 
by  passage  of  this  resolution  do  affirm  their  commitment  to  the  tithe,  or  to  work¬ 
ing  towards  its  achievement,  as  the  standard  for  their  own  Christian  giving.

RESOLUTION  NO.  3 
Opposing  the  Nuclear  Arms  Race 
(Defeated) 

WHEREAS,  the  unprecedented  horror  of  a  nuclear  holocaust  is  now  universally 
acknowledged,  with  new  nations  achieving  a  nuclear  bomb  construction  capability  every 
year;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  each  possess  already  a  sufficient 
number  of  nuclear  weapons  to  destroy  each  other’s  major  cities  with  their  inhabitants  many 
times  over;  and 

WHEREAS,  over  the  next  decade,  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  are  each  em¬ 
barking  on  plans  to  build  additional  nuclear  bombs,  along  with  a  “new  generation’’  of 
sophisticated  missiles  for  delivering  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  emphasis  on  military  production  serves  to  divert  our  nation’s  scarce 
economic,  technological  and  human  resources  from  the  pressing  human  needs  of  our  socie¬ 
ty,  adding  to  inflation  and  unemployment  by  creating  fewer  jobs  than  would  be  created  by 
the  same  amount  of  money  invested  in  the  civilian  sector;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  idea  that  more  arms  means  more  security  is  a  fallacy  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  clear  to  thoughtful  Americans; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  we  call  upon  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics  and  all  other  nuclear  powers  to  adopt  an  im¬ 
mediate,  mutual  freeze  on  all  further  testing,  production  and  deployment  of  nuclear 
weapons  and  of  aircraft  and  missiles  designed  primarily  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  this  resolution  be  forwarded  as  a  memorial  to  the 
67th  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocese  in 
the  Province  to  be  presented  at  the  next  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the 
Most  Rev.  John  M.  Allin,  the  Rev.  Charles  A.  Caesaretti,  and  all  Episcopal  members  of 
Congress;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  of¬ 
ficials  of  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  this  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Midwest  calls 
upon  all  our  fellow  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  states  of  Wisconsin,  Michigan, 
Illinois,  Missouri,  Indiana  and  Ohio  to  work  to  end  the  nuclear  arms  race  now,  before  it  is 
too  late. 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  4 
Supporting  Federal  Human  Services 

(Defeated) 

WHEREAS,  studies  by  the  University  of  Chicago  and  others  now  document  the  fears  of 
many  among  the  poor  and  impoverished  in  this  nation  that  reductions  in  the  proposed 
federal  budget  advocated  by  the  present  administration  will  have  devastating  effects  on  low 
income  Americans;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  apparent  that  many  of  the  working  poor,  presently  able  to  maintain 
themselves  by  the  supplemental  provision  of  governmental  health,  nutritional  and  energy 
programs,  will  likely  be  forced  onto  welfare  rolls  as  a  result  of  the  proposed  cuts;  and 

WHEREAS,  little  children  and  single  parent  families  (including  native  American  people 
on  the  reservations  and  in  the  cities)  appear  to  be  those  who  will  be  forced  to  bear  the  major 
burdens  of  the  Reagan-proposed  cuts  in  human  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  cuts  appear  to  be  made  in  order  to  facilitate  a  greatly  enlarged 
military  budget,  presenting  to  the  world  the  picture  of  a  nation  willing  to  penalize  its 
poorest  citizens  in  order  to  strengthen  its  armed  might; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT,  while  acknowledging  the  serious  need  to 
reduce  overall  federal  budgeting,  and  recognizing  the  need  for  reforming  these  and  other 
government  programs,  this  Province  of  the  Midwest  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  in  Annual 
Synod  assembled,  urges  our  participating  dioceses  and  the  people  in  the  various  local  con¬ 
gregations  to  press  their  representatives  in  the  Congress  to  resist  cuts  in  the  present  level  of 
funding  for  federal  programs  respecting:  Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  Heating  supplements 
for  the  poor;  Medicaid;  and  Food  Stamps. 

In  the  light  of  the  fact  that  these  are  largely  direct-service  programs  devoid  of  heavy 
bureaucratic  funding;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  The  President, 
the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Most  Rev.  John  M.  Allin,  the  Rev.  Charles  Caesaretti,  the  con¬ 
gressional  delegations  in  the  states  of  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Missouri  and 
Ohio,  and  all  Episcopal  members  of  Congress.

APOCALYPSE  AND  HOPE 

Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We,  the  Bishops  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  send  greetings  to  all  with  whom  we  share  the 
ties  of  membership  in  this  branch  of  the  Body  of  Christ. 

According  to  our  annual  custom,  we  have  met  for  a  week  of  listening  and  searching.  We 
have  sought  to  measure  the  present  moment  in  the  light  of  history  and  God’s  word.  Even  as 
we  met,  violence  struck  down  one  of  the  world’s  great  peace-makers,  Anwar  Sadat.  Despite 
the  spread  of  such  strident  alarms,  we  witness  to  our  hope.  Ours  is  a  resurrection  faith.  It 
rises  from  that  historic  death  at  the  center  of  history.  It  prevails  as  a  victory  of  life  in  the 
Risen  Lord  over  all  that  oppresses  the  human  spirit. 

Christians  are  called  in  that  hope  to  confront  the  problems  revealed  by  the  intense  light 
of  any  apocalyptic  moment.  Apocalypse  is  the  term  our  tradition  assigns  to  eras  of  special 
turbulence  and  change  —  when  Christians  are  given  things  to  say  and  things  to  do. 

I.  First,  we  are  compelled  to  say  that  never  before  has  it  been  so  clear  that  reason  forbids 
the  use  of  violence,  or  the  threat  of  it,  as  a  means  of  securing  one  society  against  another. 
We  know  now  that  massive  nuclear  overkill  poised  for  instant  use  represents  deadly  in¬ 
security  for  the  super  powers,  and  for  the  whole  world.  We  know  now  that  the  real  unit  of 
security  in  the  nuclear  age  is  not  the  nation,  since  none  can  be  secure  by  means  of  war.  The 
real  unit  of  security  is  the  totality  of  the  human  family.  The  only  security  available  to  any 
nation  is  the  security  of  all  the  nations  together. 

From  the  appearance  of  the  first  cudgel  for  bashing  a  predatory  neighbor  in  the  next 
cave,  up  to  the  conventional  weapons  of  World  War  II,  there  appeared  to  be  some  cogency 
in  last-resort  reliance  on  weapons  for  security.  With  violence  so  deeply  rooted  in  human 
behavior,  it  becomes  an  agony  of  growth  to  shift  to  another  means  of  security.  It  remains 
far  easier  to  rely  on  instruments  of  mutually  assured  destruction  than  to  negotiate  in  patient 
non-violence  for  the  means  of  mutually  assured  survival. 

We  are  therefore  prompted  as  religious  leaders  to  impose  upon  ourselves  the  obligation 
for  making  this  moral  shift.  We  pray  the  Holy  Spirit  to  change  our  hearts,  moving  us  from 
violence  to  non-violence.  We  call  upon  our  people  to  join  us  in  that  prayer.  The  shift  itself 
is  obedience  to  an  old  commandment.  Christians  are  bidden  to  mutual  regard  for  all  in  the 
human  family  as  expressing  the  sincerity  of  our  love  for  God.  “He  who  loves  me  will  obey 
my  commands.”  (St.  John  14:15) 

Thus  the  word  of  the  Lord  anticipates  by  2,000  years  the  necessity  now  made  inescapable 
by  apocalypse.  The  Christian  tradition  does  not  understand  peace  in  the  world  to  mean  the 
absence  of  conflict.  It  means  instead  the  abandonment  of  violence  as  a  way  of  resolving 
even  the  most  severe  differences. 

That  our  actions  may  reflect  a  new  resolve  of  leadership  in  peace-making,  we,  your 
bishops,  have  committed  ourselves  to  a  weekly  act  of  fasting  and  prayer  for  the  peace  of  the 
world  until  we  meet  again  a  year  from  now  at  General  Convention.  We  call  upon  our  clergy 
and  people  to  join  us  in  this  act  of  devotion. 

And  we  pledge  repeated  challenge  to  the  leaders  of  the  United  States  and  other  nations  of 
the  world  that  they  repudiate  reliance  on  military  threats  in  favor  of  the  more  demanding 
discipline  of  military  restraint  and  negotiation  for  arms  control.  We  call  upon  our  people  to 
join  us  in  this  challenge  to  world  leadership,  urging  them  to  press  the  issue  with  elected  of¬ 
ficials  at  all  levels  of  government. 

II.  Second,  we  are  compelled  to  say  that  the  adequacy  of  spontaneous,  private  caring  for 
the  poor  was  outgrown  long  ago.  Since  the  industrial  revolution  human  society  has  been  in¬ 
creasingly  organized.  The  developed  nations  function  through  large  institutions  structured 
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for  education,  health  care,  government,  multinational  business  and  the  like.  The  care  that 
Christians  are  commanded  to  extend  the  poor  and  the  hungry  cannot  be  accomplished 
apart  from  serving  institutions. 

This  complex  kind  of  caring  is  a  heavy  difficulty.  The  imperfections  of  organized, 
governmental  help  are  easy  to  identify.  Reforms  are  clearly  in  order.  But  we  bishops  affirm 
the  rightness  of  this  development  despite  abuses  in  welfare,  medicare,  food  stamps  and 
such. 

What  we  warn  against  is  any  sentimental  or  cynical  retreat  to  a  simpler  era  of  sharing,  as 
if  history  were  reversible.  The  needed  reforms  now  underway  in  social  services  may  hide 
such  a  retreat  to  one-on-one,  pre-institutionalized  caring.  We  trust  not.  We  await  results 
before  judging.  But  it  needs  to  be  made  clear  now  that  conservative  economic  policy  has  no 
more  saving  power  than  liberal  economic  policy. 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  money  does  not  rescue  the  human  soul  nor  the  human  enter¬ 
prise.  As  a  tool  money  is  indispensable.  As  a  savior  it  is  an  idol. 

Still,  there  is  high-mindedness  in  conservative  supply-side  economics.  It  insists  on  thrift 
and  a  balanced  budget.  It  risks  a  faith  in  people  that  they  will  not  squander  their  tax  savings 
but  share  and  invest,  and  so  help  reduce  inflation  and  multiply  jobs. 

And  there  is  high-mindedness  in  liberal  economic  policy.  It  insists  on  the  worth  of  every 
human  soul,  demanding  that  human  systems  be  servants  of  human  dignity. 

But  both  economic  policies  are  flawed  by  the  absence  from  both  of  sturdy  biblical 
realism  about  our  natural  greed.  By  nature  all  of  us  understand  self-preservation  in  terms 
of  getting,  not  sharing.  “Me  first’’  is  the  earliest  cry  of  the  human  spirit.  Only  the  deepest 
spiritual  and  moral  turn-about  discloses  that  self-interest  is  served  by  self-giving,  the  whole 
fabric  of  the  social  order  gaining  thereby.  So  it  is  that  our  Lord’s  first  public  word  is  Re¬ 
pent.  (St.  Mark  1:15)  Repent.  “Turn  about.”  This  claims  the  Kingdom. 

Taxes  to  government  empower  a  public  institution  to  provide  for  the  common  good. 
Budget  shifts  to  increased  military  spending  have  meant  government  withdrawal  from  some 
sectors  of  social  caring,  and  reduction  in  other  sectors.  Instantly  the  Church  and  other  serv¬ 
ing  institutions  must  move  to  a  higher  level  of  involvement  with  the  poor. 

As  bishops,  we  cordially  urge  business  and  industry  to  advance  their  charitable  giving  as 
a  moral  response  to  the  looming  increase  in  human  privation.  We  commend  their  leaders 
for  such  steps  already  taken. 

To  boost  the  capability  of  our  dioceses  to  meet  this  new  urgency  of  human  need,  we, 
your  bishops,  pledge  an  increase  in  our  own  regular  giving,  making  use  of  our  tax  savings  in 
1981  as  part  of  that  increase.  We  invite  our  people  to  join  us.  Taxes  thus  saved  will  be  taxes 
turned  to  the  very  serving  from  which  the  federal  government  withdraws.  This  could  forge 
a  new  collaboration  between  public  and  private  institutional  serving,  to  the  enhancement  of 
the  servant  effectiveness  of  both. 

The  most  important  gift  that  Christians  bring  to  an  apocalyptic  moment  is  the  certainty 
that  God  reigns  —  no  matter  what  the  intensity  of  social  disorder.  God  creates  from  chaos 
and  void,  not  from  ingredients  laid  out  neatly  beforehand.  God  redeems  by  means  of  an  ug¬ 
ly  execution  on  Calvary,  not  in  response  to  the  sunny  hosannas  of  a  grateful  public.  What 
this  means  is  that  the  great  moments  of  history  are  plausible  only  in  retrospect.  Who  could 
have  guessed  that  a  high-hearted  movement  with  its  arms  around  the  earth  was  aborning  in 
the  carnage  of  a  crucifixion? 

Let  it  be  remembered  of  us,  by  any  who  read  the  pilgrim  chronicle  of  our  time,  that  those 
who  joined  hands  for  the  journey  in  Christ  sang  their  way  through  darknesss  and  found  it 
pierced  by  light.  And  the  pilgrimage  goes  on. 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  5 

Needs  of  the  Poor  in  both  Urban  and  Rural  Areas 
(Defeated,  but  later  passed) 

WHEREAS,  the  needs  of  the  poor  people,  in  both  urban  and  rural  areas,  have  become 
increasingly  desperate;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  traditionally  the  responsibility  of  the  Church,  in  concert  with 
governmental  agencies,  to  assist  the  poor  and  dispossessed;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  churches  have  found  innovative  and  helpful  ways  of  using  their 
physical  and  other  resources  for  the  benefit  of  all  God’s  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Gospel  is  clear  in  its  mandate  to  care  for  those  whom  our  Lord  spoke  of 
as  “the  least  of  these  my  brothers”; 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Midwest  call  upon  the  several 
dioceses  of  the  Province,  and  their  congregations,  to  seek  ways  for  utilizing  their  buildings 
and  resources  to  assist  programs  which  show  promise  of  meeting  the  needs  of  the  poor;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  the  Most  Rev.  John  M.  Allin,  and  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Caesaretti  and  all  Episcopal 
members  of  Congress. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  6 
Bishop  Klein  Memorial 

WHEREAS,  on  last  Saint  David’s  Day,  March  1,  the  response  in  our  diocese  to  the 
Bishop  Walter  Conrad  Klein  Memorial  was  most  heartening  and  successful;  and 

WHEREAS,  $1,525.15  was  contributed  to  this  memorial  and  represents  the  love  and 
devotion  of  the  members  of  this  diocese  for  their  former  Diocesan,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Walter 
Conrad  Klein;  and 

WHEREAS,  our  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  C.  R.  Sheridan  has  five  men  presently 
preparing  themselves  for  Holy  Orders;  and 

WHEREAS,  theological  education  is  of  concern  to  clergy  and  laity  whose  constant  sup¬ 
port  is  vital  to  the  support  of  those  men  from  our  diocese  presently  studying  for  Holy 
Orders;  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Bishop  Walter  Conrad  Klein  Memorial  continue  annually 
on  that  Sunday  nearest  Saint  David’s  Day  (March  1);  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  our  Diocesan  give  due  notice  to  the  clergy  of  our 
diocese  to  provide  opportunities  to  their  cure  of  souls  to  contribute  to  this  fund. 
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RESOLUTION  NO.  7 
Diocesan  Advisory  Planning  Committee 

WHEREAS,  it  is  recognized  that  the  Bishop  is  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  diocese 
and  the  ultimate  determinator  of  diocesan  policy;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  clearly  understood  that  we  are  a  small  diocese  with  a  limited  budget  and 
restricted  resources  which  necessarily  introduces  harsh  realities  into  our  dreams; 
and 

WHEREAS,  we  believe  the  Church  under  the  Headship  of  Christ  cannot  be  treated  in  the 
same  way  as  a  business,  following  what  is  usually  the  sound  business  practice  of 
planning  for  the  future;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  spite  of  the  3  above  operating  principles,  we  still  feel  we  need  help  in  con¬ 
fronting  common  problems  of  parish  life  through  the  sharing  of  information  and 
experiences  and  through  working  toward  common  goals, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  the  Bishop  appoint  by  March  31,  1982,  an  Ad¬ 
visory  Planning  Committee  to  formulate  plans  in  areas  such  as  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion,  Evangelism,  Establishment  of  Missions,  Expenditures  from  the  Reserve 
Fund,  etc.  This  committee  would  report  annually  to  the  Diocesan  Council  for 
consideration  of  its  plans  and  to  the  diocesan  convention  for  any  potential  im¬ 
plementation.

RESOLVED,  That  the  parish(es)  receiving  such  information  respond  to  the  new 
arrivals  to  their  church  community  with  information  about  the  parish  and  its  ser¬ 
vices;  Be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  parish(es)  receiving  such  information  acknowledge  reception  of 
transferral  information  from  the  parish  that  sent  the  information.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 

Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to 
order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and 
report  on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the 
Committee,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter 
their  names  in  the  minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Conven¬ 
tion  organized  for  business. 

Rule  IV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being 
chosen  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop’s  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made 
for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as 
the  nominations  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed 
on  a  ballot  for  the  use  of  the  Convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  Standing  Committee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible 
and  the  making  of  reports  shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee, 
nominations  shall  then  continue  for  all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those 
nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible 
during  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by 
the  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is 
expedient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year,  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

a) Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b) Development  and  Communications. 

c) Operations. 

7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

8.  Convention  Committees. 

a) Unfinished  business. 

b) Admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

c) Constitution  and  Canons. 

d) State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

10.  Standing  Committee. 

11.  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 

13.  Cathedral  Chapter. 

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 

15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committees  and/or  Special  Committee  Reports. 
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Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the 
Diocese  as  hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council; 
Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod 
of  the  Province  of  the  Midwest;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop); 
and  all  others.  After  the  casting  of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  ma¬ 
jority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons  having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the 
first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from  the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the 
candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot 
shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election  of  primary  delegates  and  alter¬ 
nate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  and  the  election  for 
the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary  candidates  has 
taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which  the  alter¬ 
nates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  in  the 
following  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention: 

1.  The  roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have 
leave,  or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Con¬ 
vention,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice 
to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in 
their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  excused  by 
the  Convention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  call¬ 
ed  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to 
lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit 
it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence 
in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if  unqualified,  shall  be  settl¬ 
ed  without  debate. 

Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and 
reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may 
be  reconsidered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that 
purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

Rule  XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression 
of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for 
its  consideration. 
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Rule  XXV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance, 
but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names 
entered  on  the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XXVII.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless 
altered  or  rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES 


of  the 

EIGHTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

November  12-13,  1982 


The  Eighty-Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  began  with 
the  Holy  Eucharist  at  6:00  p.m.  E.S.T.,  Friday,  November  12,  1982,  in  Gethsemane 
Episcopal  Church,  Marion,  Indiana,  the  Bishop  being  the  chief  celebrant,  with  the  Rev. 
William  Murphy  and  the  Rev.  Donald  Raih  as  concelebrants.  Following  the  Eucharist  and 
a  fellowship  hour  in  the  parish  hall,  dinner  was  served  in  the  banquet  room  of  the  Sheraton, 
Marion.  A  video-tape  program  of  highlights  of  the  1982  General  Convention  and  the  ad¬ 
dress  to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Desmond  Tutu  of  South  Africa  were  shown 
following  dinner. 

The  business  session  of  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  wth  prayer  by  the  Bishop  at 
9:10  a.m.  E.S.T.,  Saturday,  November  13,  at  the  Sheraton,  Marion. 

The  Rev.  Patrick  Heiligstedt,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reported  that 
all  credentials  were  in  order  and  that  a  quorum  existed. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  clergy  and  lay  delegates  of  each  of  the  parishes  and  mis¬ 
sions  of  the  Diocese,  delegates  to  the  1982  General  Convention,  lay  members  of  Diocesan 
Council  and  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet,  and  declared  that  a  quorum  was  present.  The  Bishop 
then  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Bishop  asked  for  a  hand-count  of  those  new  as  delegates  to  Diocesan  Convention. 
There  were  far  fewer  this  year  than  in  recent  previous  years. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  William  C.  Hibbert  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the 
Convention.  It  was  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed,  the  rules  suspended  and  that  a 
unanimous  ballot  be  cast  for  Fr.  Hibbert.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried.  The 
Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Canon  Bradley  McCormick  as  his  assistant.  The  Convention 
concurred. 

The  Rev.  William  Murphy,  Rector  of  Gethsemane  Church,  welcomed  the  Convention  to 
the  city  of  Marion  and  made  necessary  housekeeping  announcements.  Others  made  an¬ 
nouncements  as  needed  at  this  time. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Mr.  Orville  Nichols,  Jr.  as  Parliamentarian  and  The  Rev.  John 
Blakslee  as  Assistant  to  the  Parliamentarian.  As  tellers,  the  Bishop  appointed  The  Rev. 
Richard  Kennison  as  chairman  assisted  by  Mrs.  Harry  McDonald,  Mrs.  Marilyn  McKay, 
Mr.  John  Eklem,  Mr.  Thomas  Wardrop.  The  Bishop  also  appointed  a  committee  on 
Thanks  and  Memorials  chaired  by  the  Hon.  E.  Spencer  Walton. 

The  Bishop  next  called  for  a  special  order  of  business  and  heard  the  Rev.  Mark  Brown, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes  and  Missions,  state  that  the  petitions  from 
St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw,  and  St.  Timothy’s,  Griffith,  both  seeking  parish  status,  were  in  con¬ 
formity  with  Diocesan  Canon  #3  and  in  order.  The  Rev.  John  Blakslee  moved,  and  the  Rev. 
Robert  Center  seconded,  that  these  two  mission  congregations  be  received  as  parishes  of  the 
diocese.  It  carried  unanimously.  The  Bishop  asked  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  of  the  two 
new  parishes  to  come  to  the  podium  and  the  Convention  body  stood  to  sing  the  doxology 
followed  by  prolonged  applause. 

The  Bishop  then  gave  his  annual  address  (printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal). 

The  Bishop  presented  priests  and  deacons  new  to  the  diocese  and  under  license  in  this 
diocese  since  the  last  Convention.  Introduced  were  new  priests:  The  Rev.  John  Miles,  the 
Rev.  John  Schramm,  and  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Sams  (formerly  under  license).  New  Deacons 
include:  The  Rev.  Robert  Rademaker  and  the  Rev.  Douglas  Johnson  (unable  to  attend  this 
convention).  Licensed  priests  include:  The  Rev.  William  Martin  (not  present  at  this  conven¬ 
tion)  and  the  Rev.  Paul  Tracy. 
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The  Bishop  also  introduced  seminarians  studying  at  Nashotah  House:  Harold  Comer, 
Jeffrey  Lee,  William  Luley.  Also  presented  and  recognized  was  the  Rev.  Donald  Raih, 
received  as  a  priest  of  this  diocese  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

Mrs.  Clay  Moody  gave  the  report  of  the  Standing  Nominating  Committee.  Nominated 
for  the  Standing  Committee  were  Frs.  George  Davis,  Howard  Keyse,  Paul  Leatherbury  and 
William  Murphy.  Nominated  in  the  Lay  Order  were  Joseph  Gray,  Fred  Heasley,  Mayo 
Sanders,  Nancy  Moody,  and  Spencer  Walton.  Elected  were  Father  George  Davis  and  Mrs. 
Clay  (Nancy)  Moody. 

The  Bishop  nominated  Mrs.  Vern  Ryan  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  The  Convention 
unanimously  concurred.  The  Bishop  also  nominated  the  Hon.  James  Pankow  for  a  three- 
year  term  as  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  The  Convention  unanimously  concurred. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  he  had  not  yet  filled  the  nomination  for  a  trustee  for  a  three- 
year  term,  but  that  he  would  do  so  and  ask  the  Diocesan  Council  to  concur. 

Nominated  for  a  one-year  term  on  the  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  were  Frs.  Jack  Bliven, 
John  Miles,  Richard  Phelps  and  John  Schramm  and  lay  persons  Joseph  Illes,  Lynn  Bar- 
naby,  and  Ted  Prettyman.  Elected  were  Frs.  Richard  Phelps  and  John  Schramm,  and 
Joseph  Illes  and  Lynn  Barnaby. 

The  Bishop  then  announced  elections  of  the  following  Diocesan  Council  members  from 
three  of  the  six  deaneries  that  held  elections  in  1982:  Calumet  Deanery:  Fr.  Milligan  and 
Madelyn  Hane;  South  Bend  Deanery:  Fr.  Niemeyer  and  Joseph  Illes;  Fort  Wayne  Deanery: 
Fr.  Maxwell  Brown  and  Daniel  Ewing. 

The  Convention  confirmed  the  nominations  of  the  seven  priests  and  five  lay  persons  for 
the  Commission  on  Ministry  (names  printed  elsewhere  in  this  Journal). 

Noonday  prayers  were  then  read  for  the  departed  faithful  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of 
the  diocese  since  the  last  Convention.  The  Convention  adjourned  for  lunch  following  the 
prayers. 

Following  lunch  a  motion  by  Fr.  Randall  to  conduct  all  future  ballots  by  plurality  rather 
than  majority  vote  failed  for  lack  of  a  second.  Fr.  Hughes  then  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  and  that  all  elections  not  already  determined  by  majority  vote  in  this  convention 
shall  be  determined  by  plurality.  It  was  seconded  but  failed  to  achieve  the  necessary  two- 
third  majority  vote  required  for  passage. 

Nominations  and  balloting  for  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation 
were  then  held.  Nominated  were  Frs.  Donald  Milligan,  George  Minnix,  and  Paul  W.  Smith 
and  lay  persons  Ray  Hamilton,  William  LaBaw,  Suzanne  Stiene.  Elected  were  Fr.  Paul  W. 
Smith  and  Suzanne  Stiene. 

The  Bishop  next  made  various  committee  appointments  as  listed  in  the  DIRECTORY. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  There  was  no 
report. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  There 
was  no  report. 

Mrs.  Ryan  was  called  upon  to  present  the  1983  Proposed  Revised  Diocesan  Budget.  She 
moved  its  adoption  which  was  quickly  seconded  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  remaining  reports  to  the  Convention  were  received  in  order,  and  most  presented  and 
approved  by  title  with  a  few  comments  and  explanations  here  and  there.  All  are  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  JOURNAL  where  printed  reports  were  made  available  to  the  Convention 
body. 

Resolutions  were  then  acted  upon.  Prior  to  debate,  Fr.  Heiligstedt  moved  to  limit  debate 
to  ten  minutes  per  resolution.  It  was  seconded,  but  following  brief  discussion,  it  was 
defeated  with  near  unaninimity.  Mr.  Mayberry  then  moved  that  the  total  time  for  any  per¬ 
son  speaking  on  any  issue  not  exceed  five  minutes.  It  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Fr.  Randall  moved  that  the  motion  of  the  South  Bend  Deanery  concerning  the  1%  giving 
for  seminaries  be  combined  with  the  Fort  Wayne  Deanery  resolution  of  the  same  issue.  It 
was  seconded  and  carried.  Fr.  Maxwell  Brown  then  moved  to  adopt  the  combined  motion. 
It  was  seconded  and  carried.  The  combined  motion  is  listed  as  Resolution  #1  in  RESOLU¬ 
TIONS. 
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Fr.  Randall  moved  that  the  Michigan  City  Deanery  resolution  concerning  clergy  salaries 
be  amended  by  substituting  the  Fort  Wayne  Deanery  resolution  concerning  the  same  issue. 
It  was  seconded.  Fr.  Hibbert  moved  the  amendment  of  publishing  the  report  of  the  study  of 
the  Finance  Committee  in  the  Convention  Packet  with  the  1983  Diocesan  Convention 
material.  It  was  accepted  by  Fr.  Randall  and  the  seconder  and  became  part  of  the  motion. 
The  motion  carried  as  amended.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  that  the  substitute  mo¬ 
tion  be  approved.  This  is  Resolution  #2  in  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolution  #3  Concerning  Combining  The  Beacon  with  The  Episcopalian  was  moved  by 
Fr.  Davis  and  seconded  by  Fr.  Curtis.  Ann  Nichols  moved  an  amendment  to  omit  the  first 
resolve  (concerning  eliminating  The  Beacon).  It  was  seconded  by  Chester  Williams.  Follow¬ 
ing  discussion,  the  question  was  called  and  the  amendment  was  defeated.  There  was  exten¬ 
sive  debate  on  both  sides  of  the  original  resolution,  the  main  objection  (presented  by  the 
Bishop)  being  that  it  would  be  a  divisive  move  in  the  diocese  in  that  some  clergy  would  not 
permit  The  Episcopalian  to  be  mailed  to  the  homes  of  their  people  even  with  The  Beacon  in¬ 
serted  into  it.  The  question  was  called  and  the  motion  was  overwhelmingly  defeated. 

Resolution  M  reaffirming  the  Tithe  and  creating  a  Standing  Commission  on  Stewardship 
was  moved  by  Fr.  Randall  and  seconded  by  Fr.  Hyndman.  The  question  was  called  without 
debate  and  the  motion  carried. 

Resolution  #5  creating  a  Commission  on  Marriage  and  Family  was  moved  by  Fr.  Randall 
and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Johnson.  The  question  was  called  without  debate  and  the  motion 
carried. 

Resolution  #6  creating  a  Commission  on  Small  Communities  and  Ministry  was  moved  by 
Fr.  Randall  and  seconded.  The  question  was  called  without  debate  and  the  motion  carried. 

Resolution  111  concerning  shortening  Diocesan  Convention  and  holding  it  at  our 
Cathedral  regularly  until  economic  conditions  improve  was  moved  by  Fr.  Curtis  and 
seconded.  Some  discussion  was  held,  following  which  the  question  was  called  and  the  mo¬ 
tion  failed. 

Resolution  #8  concerning  private  and  corporate  prayer  for  the  Armed  Forces  was  moved 
by  Miss  Pratt  and  seconded.  The  question  was  called  without  debate  and  the  motion  car¬ 
ried. 

Resolution  #9  concerning  Thanks  and  Memorials  was  presented  and  moved  by  Spencer 
Walton  and  duly  seconded.  It  carried  without  debate. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Convention,  and  announcements 
having  been  made,  the  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  that  adjournment  take  place 
with  the  Bishop’s  blessing.  This  being  done,  the  convention  adjourned  at  3:35  p.m.  E.S.T.

THE  EIGHTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the  Church 

in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

November  12th  and  13th ,  1982  at  Marion 


“Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God,  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  ” 

My  first  words  to  you,  as  always  —  on  the  occasion  of  the  yearly  diocesan  synod  —  are 
words  of  JOY  and  THANKFULNESS  .  .  .  because  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Leaders  of  the 
Family  of  the  Diocese  are  gathered  together  with  their  Bishop.  We  are  (in  miniature)  the 
visible  Catholic  Church  —  the  Body  of  Christ  in  Northern  Indiana. 

From  every  quarter  these  days  —  in  the  newspapers,  magazines,  television  and  personal 
conversations  —  we  are  reminded  of  the  financial  sufferings  of  many  people.  We  know  that 
it  is  painful  and  humiliating  not  to  be  employed  or  to  see  the  work  of  a  lifetime  end  in  cruel 
bankruptcy.  There  are  some  of  us  here  today  who  still  remember  personally  the  Great 
Depressions  of  the  1930’s.  I  saw  (for  example)  my  boyhood  home  sold  to  satisfy  my 
father’s  business  debts.  I  remember  having  to  come  home  from  the  University  of  Virginia 
because  my  tuition  could  not  be  paid. 

This  occasion,  however,  is  not  the  appropriate  place  to  dwell  on  these  harsh  realities.  All 
of  us  hope  and  pray  that  there  will  be  a  turning  of  the  economy  in  the  spring.  Meanwhile, 
we  must  do  all  that  we  can  —  corporately  as  members  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  and  in¬ 
dividually  as  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Living  God  —  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked, 
and  to  do  all  the  other  acts  of  corporal  mercy  .  .  .  for  Christ’s  sake,  and  for  the  love  of  our 
Blessed  Lord. 

The  fundamental  intention  of  my  address  to  you  is  to  remind  you  ...  to  remind  you  of 
some  of  the  special  blessings  of  God  which  were  given  to  the  Family  of  the  Diocese  in  this 
year  of  grace,  1982.  It  has  been  a  special  year  in  many  ways.  Wine-growers  might  call  it  a 
“vintage”  year  ...  an  extraordinary  year. 

One  of  the  paradoxes  of  the  human  race  is  to  remember  sorrow  more  vividly  than 
joy  ...  to  concentrate  on  troubles  more  intently  than  to  give  God  thanks  for  His  good 
gifts.  We  do  well  to  imitate  the  Psalmist  who  said:  “We  give  thanks  to  Thee,  O  God,  we 
give  thanks  to  Thee.”  St.  Paul  said,  in  many  ways  —  over  and  over  again  —  “Thanks  be  to 
God  for  His  inexpressible  Gift.”  Again  .  .  .  “Give  thanks  in  all  circumstances.”  Gratitude 
to  God  lies  at  the  heart  of  all  true  religion! 

And  now  I  shall  recite  to  you  —  in  a  kind  of  “Litany  of  Thanksgiving”  —  some  of  our 
blessings  in  this  portion  of  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1982. 

I.  THE  DIOCESAN  FAMILY  RECEIVED  ITS  FIRST  GIFT  —  BY  BEQUEST  —  FOR 
THE  RESERVE  FUND. 

I  derive  much  pleasure  from  telling  you  about  the  source  of  the  gift,  for  the  source  was 
one  of  three  persons  who  had  a  passion  for  starting  a  DIOCESAN  RESERVE  FUND, 
when  there  were  no  funds  at  all  to  protect  the  Diocese  in  times  of  great  emergency  or  need. 
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(Incidentally,  the  other  two  of  the  three  were  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  Barbara  Ryan 
and  your  Bishop.) 

As  I  recall  it,  this  “TROIKA”  began  in  1975  or  1976,  with  the  sum  of  approximately 
$1,300  —  the  “surplus”  from  the  Diocesan  Budget  that  year  —  when  the  Diocesan  Council 
gave  permission  to  set  up  a  RESERVE  FUND.  Year  after  year,  this  amount  has  been  ac¬ 
cumulating. 

To  honor  the  zeal  and  memory  of  Robert  Hanna  of  Holy  Family  Church,  Angola,  and  a 
member  of  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet  for  many  years,  his  widow,  Elizabeth,  has  given  the  Fund 
$10,000.  We  are  all  indebted  to  the  love  and  devotion  of  Bob  Hanna! 

Along  with  the  other  authorized  monies,  this  sum  earns  the  greatest  amount  of  interest 
possible.  It  has  now  reached  a  total  of  $53,506  —  almost  a  miracle  when  you  recall  the  fact 
that  the  Diocese  had  to  borrow  money  (temporarily)  to  house  the  new  Bishop  and  his  fami¬ 
ly  ten  years  ago. 

The  purpose  of  the  RESERVE  FUND  is  to  be  able  to  use  the  INTEREST  some  day  for 
really  important  work:  to  meet  a  catastrophe,  to  fund  some  advance  work,  or  to  carry  out 
something  imaginative  for  the  love  of  God. 

My  prayer  is  that  others  will  remember  their  parishes  and  this  RESERVE  FUND  in  their 
wills.  I  pray  that  Robert  Hanna’s  zeal  and  devotion  will  be  catching!  For  this,  and  for  all 
His  other  blessings,  may  God's  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised! 

II.  IN  THIS  YEAR  OF  GRACE,  THE  FAMILY  OF  THE  DIOCESE  ENDED  ITS 
THREE  YEARS  OF  GIVING  TO  “VENTURE  IN  MISSION.” 

None  of  us  has  ever  seen  anything  like  it  before  in  the  Diocese  because  there  has  not  been 
anything  like  it  before  .  .  .  either  in  this  Diocese  or  in  the  National  Church.  The  Family  of 
the  Diocese  gave,  as  an  extra,  the  sum  of  $257,290.61 ,  and  the  National  Church  has  pledged 
(or  given)  the  sum  of  $150,000,000  for  the  Mission  of  Christ  everywhere.  For  these,  and  for 
all  His  other  blessings,  may  God’s  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised. 

III.  OUR  DIOCESAN-WIDE  PREACHING/TEACHING  MISSION. 

In  1982,  your  Bishop,  and  a  great  number  of  your  priests,  did  an  extraordinary  thing. 
They  prepared  —  and  trained  —  for  a  “Diocesan-wide  Preaching/Teaching  Mission.”  So 
far  as  anyone  knows,  it  has  never  been  done  anywhere  before  (at  least  in  an  American 
diocese)  in  the  same  fashion. 

Your  Bishop  did  the  training  because  he  seemingly  has  had  more  experience  in  this  kind 
of  mission.  Twenty-five  priests  took  the  training  —  and  in  mutual  trust  —  went  where  the 
Bishop  requested  them  to  go.  For  many  of  the  Diocesan  Family,  it  was  a  deep  spiritual  ex¬ 
perience  —  in  a  time  of  reminder,  renewal  and  reassurance  about  our  Blessed  Lord  and  His 
Church.  There  have  been  many  requests  for  another  such  Mission  sometime  in  the  future! 
For  this,  and  for  all  His  other  blessings,  may  God’s  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised! 

IV.  A  LONG-AWAITED  DAY  AT  WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER. 

There  are  many  souls  within  the  Family  of  the  Diocese  —  clergy  and  lay  people  alike  — 
who  had  all  but  “given  up  hoping”  that  someday  there  would  be  more  adequate  facilities  at 
Wawasee  for  conferences,  quiet  days  and  retreats. 

In  1982,  however,  a  large  step  was  taken  toward  realizing  this  old  dream.  Our  VIM 
pledges  have  purchased  the  essential  shell  of  the  Center  —  now  repaired  and  enlarged.  We 
still  have  nearly  $50,000  to  go  for  completion,  but  half-a-dream  is  infinitely  better  than  the 
old  nightmare!  It  had  been  my  fervent  hope  to  announce  today  that  I  had  secured  $25,000 
toward  the  $50,000  needed  for  completion.  Seemingly,  it  is  not  to  come  that  way. 

Moreover,  according  to  the  explicit  direction  of  this  Convention  (three  years  ago)  there  is 
a  “Wawasee  Center  corpus”  —  the  interest  on  which  can  be  spent  on  conferences  etc.,  .  .  . 
in  the  form  of  scholarships  in  the  future. 

More  and  more  people  in  our  Diocese  are  using  the  Center  for  business,  and  for  spiritual 
and  physical  refreshment.  It  is  increasingly  an  important  part  of  our  common  life-in- 
Christ.  For  this,  and  for  all  His  other  blessings,  may  God’s  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and 
praised! 

V.  A  BEAUTIFUL  AND  UNIQUE  CELEBRATION  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  FAMILY 
TOOK  PLACE  IN  THIS  YEAR  OF  GRACE. 

Perhaps  the  memory  of  the  June  13th  Solemn  Evensong,  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,

celebrating  the  tenth  anniversary  of  your  Bishop’s  consecration,  is  beginning  to  fade  for 
you.  Not  so,  for  my  Lady  and  myself!  As  long  as  I  have  memory  in  this  world  —  and  into 
Eternity  —  it  will  be  remembered  by  us.  There  was  so  much  love  and  kindness-in-Christ 
manifested  by  the  Diocesan  Family  .  .  .  and  who  could  have  ever  imagined  a  personal 
greeting  from  the  102nd  Archbishop  of  Canterbury? 

There  was  however,  more  than  loving  gifts  to  your  Bishop  and  to  his  Lady.  I  have  never 
referred  to  June  13th  in  any  way  except  as  “A  DIOCESAN  CELEBRATION.”  Every 
parish  and  mission  in  Northern  Indiana  was  represented.  We  did  indeed  celebrate  my  tenth 
Anniversary  of  Consecration  in  the  Apostolic  Succession.  But,  we  did  much  more  than 
that.  We  honored  the  Parish  Priesthood,  and  gave  thanks  to  God  for  our  priests.  We  rejoic¬ 
ed  in  our  heritage  as  Catholic  Christians,  and  we  rejoiced  in  that  heritage  through  Solemn 
Evensong,  by  the  presence  of  five  other  Apostolic  Bishops  from  our  Province  of  the  Mid- 
West,  by  the  sharing  of  that  day  with  some  of  our  Anglican  monks  and  nuns,  and  by  warm 
greetings  from  t  JOHN,  our  Presiding  Bishop,  Chief  Pastor  and  Primate.  And  we  were  join¬ 
ed  in  all  this  by  fellow-Catholics  from  the  Roman  and  Eastern  Orthodox  Obediences. 

Nothing  like  it  ever  took  place  before,  I  believe,  in  this  beloved  Diocese.  It  was  an  even¬ 
ing  of  exquisite  joy  in  our  Blessed  Lord  and  in  His  Body,  the  Church.  For  this,  and  for  all 
His  other  blessings,  God’s  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised! 

VI.  THE  FORT  WAYNE  FLOOD  OF  1982  —  HOW  A  DISASTER  WAS  REDEEMED 
BY  GRACE  AND  LOVE. 

Residents  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  of  Allen  County,  will  remember  all  their  lives  the  horren¬ 
dous  Spring  floods  of  1982.  Physically,  emotionally,  and  financially,  they  were  an  absolute 
disaster.  But,  other  things  will  be  remembered,  too:  the  unstinting  labors  of  many 
households  of  the  Christian  Faith  —  especially  those  of  Trinity  Church,  St.  Philip  and  St. 
James’  Altar  of  Trinity  Parish  .  .  .  and  St.  Alban’s.  Our  historic  downtown  Trinity  Parish 
took  in  many  homeless  victims.  Its  people  prepared  hundreds  of  meals,  provided  temporary 
shelter,  and  did  countless  other  acts  of  mercy.  Our  priests  were  “tireless.” 

The  high  school  students  will  long  be  remembered,  too  —  for  the  1,000,000  sandbags 
they  filled  and  carried  to  the  levees.  Humanly  speaking,  the  school  children  saved  much  of 
downtown  Fort  Wayne  from  ruin. 

Episcopalians  of  this  Diocese,  and  from  many  other  parts  of  the  nation,  will  be  gratefully 
remembered  for  their  gifts  of  money,  food,  and  love.  The  first  checks  came  from  our  sister 
Diocese  of  Indianapolis.  Then  thousands  of  dollars  from  individual  parishes  and  Church 
people  arrived  from  Pennsylvania,  from  South  Carolina,  from  Buffalo  and  across  the 
country.  The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  responded  instantly  and  generously 
with  funds.  An  awful  calamity  was  redeemed  by  loving  generosity  and  caring  people!  For 
this,  and  for  all  His  other  blessings,  may  God’s  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised! 

VII.  FOR  THE  CLEAR  EVIDENCE  OF  SPIRITUAL  VITALITY  IN  THE  FAITH  OF 
OUR  BLESSED  LORD  AND  HIS  CHURCH. 

This  spiritual  vitality  is  seen  in  many  ways  in  this  year  of  grace,  1982.  It  recently  has  been 
experienced  in  the  New  Orleans  General  Convention.  All  who  were  there  have  said  that  it 
was  a  solid,  fruitful  time  for  the  Church.  We  saw,  for  example,  a  straightforward  witness  to 
the  biblical,  scriptural  standard  of  a  tithe  (at  least)  for  our  Christian  stewardship,  a  deter¬ 
mination  that  1%  of  our  disposable  parish  income  should  go  to  support  our  accredited 
seminaries,  which  are  facing  near-bankruptcy  for  lack  of  that  support,  etc.  There  was  a 
deeply  expressed  concern  for  peace,  for  the  poor,  for  human  justice. 

Within  the  Diocese,  we  have  shared  in  the  admission  of  two  new  self-supporting 
parishes  .  .  .  something  not  experienced  for  many  years.  Historically,  this  Diocese  has  had 
to  secure  most  of  its  priests  from  sister  dioceses.  (I  am  one  of  those  “imports,”  and  the 
room  is  filled  with  other  priests  and  deacons  from  elsewhere.) 

Now  this  is  beginning  to  change.  We  have,  presently,  postulants,  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders;  three  men  in  seminary,  two  to  be  ordained  priests  in  the  near  future.  Several 
parishes  —  once  believed  hopelessly  moribund  —  are  now  thriving  .  .  .  even  while  others 
are  “holding  on  for  dear  life!” 

Then,  there  is  an  important  dimension  to  our  common  life-in-Christ  which,  really,  only 
the  Bishop  can  dwell  on.  It  is  an  essential  dimension  too  often  taken  for  granted.  I  refer  to 
the  lives  and  vocations  of  our  priests  and  deacons.  We  could  not  do  without  them.  They  are 
not  perfect,  of  course  —  anymore  than  their  Parish  families  are  perfect.  They  must  fight 
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every  temptation  common  to  all  Christians.  And,  in  addition,  there  are  “specialized” 
temptations  which  assault  only  the  clergy  in  strong  and  devilish  ways  .  .  .  especially  certain 
forms  of  pride. 

The  priests  and  deacons  in  my  care  sometimes  lose  their  tempers,  suffer  from  “battle 
fatigue”  and  discouragement  from  long  hours.  Sometimes  they  should  be  listening  —  in¬ 
stead  of  talking  —  and  so  forth.  And  your  Chief  Pastor  finds  it  necessary  to  go  regularly  to 
Confession,  also! 

Nonetheless,  our  clergy,  by  and  large,  are  devoted,  faithful,  and  loving  in  their  sacred 
vocation.  They  have  obeyed  God  in  being  ordained  to  their  ministry.  In  many  instances, 
they  have  sacrificed  much  to  be  priests  and  deacons,  and  deserve  our  prayers  and 
gratitude  ...  as  do  our  many  unsung  heroes  and  heroines  among  the  laity.  I  can  say  this 
out  of  nearly  forty  years  as  a  priest  of  God,  and  because  it  is  true!  For  these,  and  for  all  His 
other  blessings,  God’s  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised! 

VIII.  FINALLY,  A  RECORD  OF  BLESSINGS  GIVEN  TO  US  CALLED  “TO  MAKE 
GLAD  THE  HEART.” 

Most  of  us  have  poor  memories,  and  that  is  why  a  written  review  of  some  of  God’s  bless¬ 
ings  to  this  Diocesan  Family  are  recorded  each  year.  This  recording  is  called  “To  Make 
Glad  the  Heart.  ”  A  future  historiographer  will  have  a  “gold  mine”  of  information  about 
our  blessings  —  both  spiritual  and  material.  He  will  know  that  the  Living  God  did  indeed 
bless  us,  and  that  we  wrote  down,  for  posterity,  some  of  those  blessings. 

When  you  are  given  your  exclusive  copy  of  “To  Make  Glad  the  Heart ”  this  afternoon, 
you  will  get  a  glimpse,  at  least,  of  what  I  mean.  The  clergy  and  the  Convention  delegates  are 
the  only  ones  to  receive  this  list  of  God’s  goodnesses  to  us  in  our  Diocese. 

You  will  find  some  interesting  and  surprising  facts  about  the  rest  of  the  Family  of  the 
Diocese.  You  will  learn  some  things  that  only  the  Bishop,  and  a  few  others,  knew  previous¬ 
ly.  Would  it  surprise  you  to  know  that  Churchpeople  in  Northern  Indiana  left  more  than 
$600,000  (in  1982)  as  bequests  to  their  parishes?  You  can  find  which  of  our  priests  just 
celebrated  his  “Silver  Jubilee,”  and  read  about  experiments  in  Christian  Education,  and 
discover  which  congregations  burned  their  parish  mortgages. 

Almighty  God  and  His  Angels  know  ALL  about  our  diocesan  life  —  good  and  bad  alike 
—  in  1982.  If  you  will  read  carefully  “To  Make  Glad  the  Heart,  ”  when  you  get  home  —  or 
next  week  —  you  will  know  a  lot  more  than  you  know  now  ...  or  ever  “suspected!” 

By  God’s  grace,  there  is  a  lot  of  life  in  our  Diocese.  Babies  are  born  and  adopted  by  God, 
and  made  members  of  His  Church  in  Holy  Baptism;  hundreds  receive  the  special  gifts  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  Sacrament  of  Confirmation;  marriage  vows  are  taken;  confessions 
are  heard  and  sinners  forgiven;  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  are  received  for  our 
strengthening  thousands  of  times;  people  are  converted  to  our  Lord  as  their  Savior;  souls 
prepare  to  die  and  go  back  to  their  Lord,  and  the  bodies  of  the  Faithful  are  brought  to  their 
parish  churches  for  the  Requiem. 

Thus,  God  is  continually  glorified  in  many  lives.  For  this,  and  for  all  His  other  bless¬ 
ings,  may  His  Holy  Name  be  thanked  and  praised!

“TO  MAKE  GLAD  THE  HEART” 


“To  Make  Glad  The  Heart,’’  the  yearly  witness  to  the  goodness  of  God  in  our  corporate 
diocesan  life,  is  now  a  firmly  established  tradition  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

In  a  modest  way,  it  records  some  of  the  blessings  of  God  —  spiritual  and  material  — 
which  He  has  permitted  the  Diocesan  Family  in  this  year  of  grace  1982. 


I.  ANGOLA,  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  HOLY  FAMILY 

(Father  L.  Maxwell  Brown,  Vicar;  Father  Theron  G.  Lansford,  Diocesan  Mis¬ 
sioned 

This  year  we  give  thanks  for  a  successful  “experiment’’  in  religious  educa¬ 
tion  for  our  children.  Plagued  with  a  wide-spread  age  differentiation  —  and 
facilities  that  were  not  good  for  Sunday  Church  School  programs,  we  tried  the 
“Monday  School”  plan  in  1981.  It  has  been  continued  in  1982. 

The  “experiment”  was  a  happy  one.  From  4  to  5  p.m.  our  children  —  from 
pre-school  into  high  school  —  meet  for  instruction.  Although  the  pre-schoolers 
have  their  own  class,  the  rest  of  the  pupils  use  separate  cassette  and  film  strips 
for  individual  instruction. 

The  St.  John  Curriculum  materials,  obtained  from  the  Episcopal  Cathedral 
in  New  Mexico,  are  used  with  various  supplements  pertaining  to  the  Church 
Year,  and  to  specific  teachings  on  doctrine. 

This  curriculum  is  chiefly  Bible-centered.  Each  child  progresses  at  his  or  her 
own  pace.  Written  materials  “recall”  materials  and  handwork  supplement  the 
cassette  materials. 

Adult  spervisors  are  on  hand  to  lend  assistance.  After  two  years  of  practical 
experience,  we  commend  this  system,  finding  that  attendance  is  better  than  it 
was  on  Sundays.  This  program,  therefore,  “frees”  Sunday  morning  so  that 
parish  children  can  attend  Mass  with  their  parents  —  a  very  valuable  part  of 
their  Christian  training  and  growth. 

Since  there  were  so  many  material  improvements  in  1981,  only  routine 
maintenance  was  done  this  year.  The  beautiful  and  well-kept  memorial  garden 
continues  to  be  an  attractive  site  in  this  area  surrounding  Holy  Family  Church. 

II.  BRISTOL,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  OF  THE  CROSS 
(Father  John  H.  Morgan,  Priest  and  Rector) 

St.  John  has  had  many  joys  this  year  —  mixed  in  with  the  “financial 
crunch”  that  most  parishes  are  experiencing.  Among  those  joys  has  been  an  in¬ 
creased  attendance  at  the  Sunday  Eucharist  (it  was  necessary  to  schedule  two 
services  instead  of  the  long-standing  single  service!),  and  a  greater  attendance 
at  all  weekday  Holy  Days  has  been  reported. 

Attendance,  in  general,  has  increased  through  Holy  Baptism  and  transfers 
into  St.  John’s  (a  total  of  38  thus  far  this  year). 

In  recent  years  a  number  of  major  physical  improvements  were  made  —  in¬ 
cluding  the  acquiring  and  rebuilding  of  a  former  church  building  into  a  hand¬ 
some  and  useful  “Parish  Center.”  This  year  has  been  a  time  of  routine  upkeep 
and  repairs  only  on  the  church,  parish  hall  and  rectory. 
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III.  CHESTERTON,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  INCARNATION 

(Father  ,  Vicar) 

Following  the  resignation  of  the  Vicar,  Father  John  E.  Meyer,  this  cure  of 
souls  has  been  ministered  to  (chiefly)  by  Father  Bruce  Mosier,  a  remarkable 
80-year-old  “semi-retired”  cleric.  Father  Meyer  resigned  with  great  reluctance 
(he  is,  also,  a  full-time  attorney  for  the  State  of  Indiana),  but  felt  that  he  could 
not  adequately  serve  the  Parish  Family  in  the  limited  time  available. 

This  mission  church  is  looking  forward  —  with  great  expectancy  —  to  the 
possibility  of  having  a  full-time  priest  of  its  own  in  1983. 

IV.  CROWN  POINT,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  CHRISTOPHER 
(Father  Patrick  C.  Heiligstedt,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“The  quality  of  life”  spiritually  seems  to  be  at  a  solid,  substantial  level.  An 
extra  effort  to  practice  better  stewardship  has  been  made.  This  has  included 
special  preparation  for  E.M.C.  canvassers,  and  the  visit  of  an  outstanding 
Churchman  from  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee,  to  provide  leadership  in  this  area. 

Now  that  the  Diocesan  V.I.M.  campaign  is  over  (June  30th),  St. 
Christopher’s  Parish  Family  is  undertaking  “its  own  St.  Christopher’s  Venture 
in  Mission”  —  a  program  that  will  cover  the  next  three  years. 

Because  of  the  “Recession  pinch,”  the  members  of  St.  Christopher’s  have 
recently  entered  into  two  special  (extra)  fund-raising  projects:  (1)  a  Cheese  and 
Wine  Festival,  which  netted  more  than  $700.00  profit;  (2)  participation  —  for 
the  second  year  —  in  the  “Buckley  Farm  Festival”  at  Lowell.  This  project, 
which  involved  much  hard  work  in  the  making  of  “Settlers’  Stew,”  Cornish 
Pastries,  etc.,  netted  the  tremendous  sum  of  $1,885.00. 

A  unique  activity — and  one  to  be  commended  to  all  parishes  —  has  been  the 
development  of  a  “call-around”  of  parishioners  who  were  not  (for  one  reason  or 
another)  present  at  the  Sunday  Mass.  A  small  group  has  volunteered  to  visit  the 
homes  of  those  missing  from  their  Sunday  Worship  —  on  a  rotation  basis  ...  a 
very  helpful  kind  of  lay  ministry. 

V.  CULVER,  THE  MISSION  TO  CULVER  MILITARY  ACADEMY  AND 
THE  CULVER  ACADEMY  FOR  GIRLS 

(Father  John  E.  Schramm,  Priest  and  Rector  of 

St.  Thomas’  Parish,  Plymouth  .  .  .  “Missioner  of  C.M.A.”) 

The  Culver  Academies  are,  of  course,  not  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
Episcopal  Church,  but  there  are  many  Anglicans  among  the  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dent  bodies.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  Father  Schramm  makes  the  32-mile  round 
trip  from  Plymouth  —  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Eucharist,  to  prepare  students  for 
Holy  Confirmation,  to  give  spiritual  counsel,  etc. 

The  School’s  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  David  Pitt,  is  exceedingly  gracious  and 
helpful  in  all  this.  The  Bishop  goes  there  for  a  “mini”  Pastoral  Weekend  once 
a  year.  While  visiting  the  Academies,  our  Chief  Pastor  preaches  to  the  corps  of 
cadets  (and  the  girls),  and  also  celebrates  Mass  for  a  large  “contingency”  of 
American,  Canadian  and  British  Anglicans. 

VI.  EAST  CHICAGO,  GOOD  SHEPHERD  PARISH 
(Father  Richard  Phelps,  Priest  and  Rector-Elect) 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  Good  Shepherd  Parish  had  a  “Vacation  Bi¬ 
ble  School.”  It  was  rewarding  for  everyone  concerned.  One  of  its  “fruits”  will 
almost  certainly  be  other  educational  efforts  for  children  (and  adults)  of 
various  ages. 

The  Vacation  Bible  School  was  a  conscious  effort  to  continue  the  “spiritual 
momentum”  created  by  the  Eastertide  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission 
(our  Bishop,  himself,  was  the  Missioner!). 

Among  other  reasons  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart”  at  Good  Shepherd  Parish 
this  year  were:  a  “pre-owned”  car  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  priest  (the  gift 
of  the  E.C.W.);  the  gift  of  a  new  roof  by  the  Parish  Guild  —  for  the  “Father 
Bell  Addition”;  the  thorough  cleaning,  repainting  and  repairing  of  the  Church 
Undercroft  .  .  .  the  work  of  many  people. 
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On  a  number  of  occasions,  the  Parish  Family  has  experienced  the  excitement 
of  special  experiments  with  video  tape  —  both  filming  and  viewing.  A  member 
of  Good  Shepherd  has  generously  shared  the  video  tape  of  the  Diocesan 
Celebration  on  June  13th. 

In  due  time,  priests  throughout  the  diocese  will  be  able  to  show  to  their  flock 
the  “highlights”  of  that  Solemn  Evensong  at  the  Cathedral,  and  the  festivities 
which  followed. 

If  individual  parishioners  were  “polled”  —  as  to  what  especially  made  them 
joyous  this  year  —  the  overwhelming  response  would  be  .  .  .  “the  coming  In¬ 
stitution  of  Father  Phelps  as  Priest  and  Rector”!  It  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  ac¬ 
complished  in  late  1982  (early  1983  at  the  latest). 

VII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  DAVID 
(Father  Richard  J.  Handley,  Priest  and  Rector) 

A  number  of  events  have  taken  place  this  year,  which  “Make  Glad  The 
Heart.”  They  include  such  diverse  good  news  as  substantial  gifts  for 
Theological  Education  and  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  and 
the  largest  U.T.O.  offering  in  parish  history. 

The  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission  in  Eastertide  was  well  received. 
Father  W.  Kenneth  Williams,  Associate  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne, 
was  the  Missioner. 

A  much-needed  priest’s  sacristy  (there  simply  was  not  enough  room  for 
acolytes!)  is  in  the  process  of  being  constructed.  The  inside  walls  in  the  nave  of 
St.  David’s  have  been  painted.  The  “church  garden”  (it  was  begun  a  year  ago) 
is  being  added  to  and  improved,  thus  enhancing  the  beauty  of  the  grounds 
around  St.  David’s. 

Following  each  Wednesday  evening  Mass,  the  1982  Lenten  Study  Program 
has  been  in  continuous  use.  It  appears  to  be  genuinely  welcomed  by  those  who 
attend  regularly  this  mid-week  Eucharist. 

Perhaps  most  important  of  all,  a  “reorganization  of  responsibility”  is  taking 
place  at  St.  David’s  —  an  attempt  (via  new  commitees)  to  strengthen  the  parish 
base  of  work  and  participation  in  the  life  of  St.  David’s. 

VIII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  EVANGELIST 

(Father  Howard  Richard  Keyse,  Rector  and  The  Rev.  Robert  Leon 
Rademaker,  Deacon,  Curate) 

1982  has  seen  a  genuine  sense  of  growth  and  joy  at  St.  John’s.  Under  the 
leadership  of  its  “new”  (1981)  priest  and  rector,  Fr.  Howard  R.  Keyse,  the 
parish  is  having  a  steadily  increasing  influence  in  the  Community.  An  exciting 
and  dynamic  Christian  Education  program  is  making  its  impact.  A  Junior 
Choir  is  growing.  The  Rev.  Robert  Rademaker,  one  of  our  new  diocesan 
deacons  is  the  Curate  now,  (his  parish,  as  a  layman,  was  St.  Alban’s,  Fort 
Wayne,  and  he  was  trained  for  Holy  Orders  at  Nashotah  House  Seminary). 

In  the  early  Spring,  the  old  rectory  —  behind  the  church  —  was  “razed.” 
This  has  permitted  a  beautiful  garden  —  plus  additional  space  for  parking  cars. 
Both  the  exterior  and  interior  of  our  parish  house  have  been  “brightened  up” 
with  fresh  paint. 

We  are  attempting,  in  every  way  we  can,  to  have  our  buildings  say 
“Welcome,  come  on  in,  we  need  you.” 

Word  has  just  come,  as  this  is  written,  that  the  Bishop  “has  taken  order” 
(i.e.,  formally  announced  the  date)  for  the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Leon 
Rademaker  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood.  It  will  be  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew, 
Apostle  and  Martyr,  November  30th.  We  are  excited! 

IX.  FORT  WAYNE,  TRINITY  PARISH. 

(Father  C.  Corydon  Randall,  Priest  and  Rector;  Father  W.  Kenneth  Williams, 
Associate  Rector;  Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’ 
Altar  of  Trinity  Parish;  Father  Paul  W.  Smith,  Assistant  Priest;  The  Rev.  Jack 
Bliven,  Deacon) 
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1982  has  been  —  thus  far  —  a  year  of  extraordinary  activity.  The  “climax” 
of  it  all  of  course,  was  the  infamous  “Fort  Wayne  Flood.”  No  attempt  will  be 
made  here  to  describe  the  vast  human  suffering,  or  the  horrendous  financial 
losses  to  the  community  (all  of  that  was  minutely  chronicled  in  the  Indiana  and 
national  newspapers,  nationwide  television  coverage,  etc.). 

The  role  of  Trinity  Parish,  along  with  many  other  churches,  was  a  leading 
one.  Hundreds  of  victims  were  fed,  housed,  or  in  some  way,  helped  by  our 
downtown  historic  parish.  400  parishioners  prepared  countless  meals,  etc.  and 
National  Red  Cross  made  its  headquarters  in  Trinity  Parish  Hall.  Many  hun¬ 
dreds  of  Fort  Wayne  high  schoolers  “saved”  the  city  —  humanly  speaking  — 
by  their  making,  carrying  and  placing  1,000,000  sand  bags  along  the  dikes. 

The  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  was  the  first  to  respond  with  financial  help.  In 
time,  Episcopalians  from  all  over  the  nation  (including  “The  Presiding 
Bishop’s  Fund  for  Relief”)  sent  thousands  of  dollars  in  help.  Several  parishes 
in  the  Diocese  brought,  personally,  truck  loads  of  valuable  houshold  supplies 
and  food  for  the  disaster  victims. 

The  Associate  Rector,  Father  W.  Kenneth  Williams,  celebrated  his  25th  An¬ 
niversary  of  ordination  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood.  This  Festal  Mass  was  presid¬ 
ed  over  by  our  Bishop,  assisted  by  a  number  of  diocesan  priests  and  deacons. 

Father  Paul  Weeghman  Smith,  for  years  a  faithful  and  valuable  Non- 
Stipendiary  Priest  of  the  Church,  resigned  his  lay  position  to  become  a  full¬ 
time  Assistant  Priest.  The  Rev.  Jack  Bliven,  Deacon,  has  served  faithfully  and 
well  —  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  —  as  “Sunday  Supply”  at  St.  Paul’s, 
Gas  City,  and  elsewhere. 

Among  other  distinguished  Churchmen  to  visit  Trinity  Parish  this  year  was 
the  Rev.  Mother  Mary  Grace,  C.S.M.,  Mother  General  of  the  Community  of 
St.  Mary. 

Happily,  the  parish  was  able  to  “share”  its  stewardship  program  with  many 
other  diocesan  priests  and  laymen  at  a  “Stewardship  Institute”  held  at  St. 
Thomas’,  Plymouth,  this  Summer. 

The  “parish-created”  (but  independent)  Canterbury  School  continues  to 
flourish  in  Fort  Wayne  and  Allen  County.  In  a  few  short  years  it  has  acquired  a 
reputation  as  a  leading  private  school  in  the  area. 

Among  other  Canterbury  “highlights”  this  year  are:  the  completion  of  a 
new  gymnasium;  the  gift  of  four  computers  (training  in  this  area  is  now  part  of 
the  school  curriculum),  and  the  raising  of  more  than  $1,000,000  —  among  its 
patrons  —  for  improvements,  teacher’s  salaries,  etc. 

This  past  Summer,  Mr.  Jonathan  Hancock  became  Canterbury’s  new 
distinguished  Headmaster.  London-born,  his  father  and  two  brothers  are  all 
Anglican  priests. 

X.  FORT  WAYNE,  ST.  PHILIP  AND  ST.  JAMES’  ALTAR  OF  TRINITY 
PARISH 

(Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar) 

One  of  the  special  reasons  for  this  Parish  Family  to  rejoice  in  1982  is  the 
wonderful  recovery  of  its  priest,  “Father  Bill,”  from  his  1981  heart  trouble. 

A  new  lay  leader,  Larry  Smith,  D.V.M.,  is  serving  an  “intern”  year  at  this 
altar,  while  studying  at  home  —  in  preparation  for  application  as  a  Postulant 
for  Holy  Orders.  All  of  this  is  in  the  midst  of  his  practice,  as  a  veterinarian. 

David  Fulkerson  —  our  first  Postulant  from  this  altar,  and  also  a  Lay 
Reader  continues  his  study  in  preparation  for  hoped-for  future  Ordination  to 
the  “permanent”  Diaconate. 

A  “spiritual  highlight”  for  us  this  year  was  the  Diocesan 
Preaching/Teaching  Mission.  The  Mission  was  well  received  and  consistently 
supported  .  .  .25  Vo  of  our  normal  Sunday  worshippers  were  present  —  and  for 
all  three  evenings. 

The  weekday  Holy  Days  are  increasingly,  and  consistently,  attended. 
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Following  the  6:30  Eucharist  there  is  a  pot-luck  or  “brown  bag”  supper.  It  is 
widely-felt  at  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’  that  these  evenings  genuinely  strengthen 
our  bonds-in-Christ. 

Concerning  the  temporalities,  a  number  of  gifts  were  received.  These  include 
a  white  festival  Eucharistic  set  —  embroidered  in  red  and  gold  —  which  was  us¬ 
ed  first  at  the  Christmas  Eve  Midnight  Mass,  and  two  new  “flower  pedestals” 
(for  around  the  altar). 

A  Trust  Fund  was  officially  established  for  this  Parish  Altar,  to  be  used  as 
the  future  depository  for  “undesignated  bequests,”  gifts,  income  from  our 
local  “share-cropping,”  etc.  Provisions  of  the  Trust  specify  limitations  on 
withdrawal  of  principal  during  a  12-month  period.  There  is,  also,  a  stipulation 
that  all  income  earned  by  the  Trust  shall  be  directed  to  the  “Operations 
Fund.” 

Less  than  three  months  after  the  new  Trust  came  into  existence,  it  was 

revealed  that  the  first  bequest  ever  left  to  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’  had  been 
provided!  Thanks  be  to  God. 

XI.  FORT  WAYNE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ALBAN 

(Father  ,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission  was  well  received  at  St.  Alban’s 
—  as,  apparently,  was  the  case  all  over  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

A  “first”  in  the  newest  parish  in  the  Diocese  was  the  ordination  of  “a  St. 
Alban’s  parish  son,”  Robert  Leon  Rademaker.  (He  was  ordained  a  Deacon  in 
Eastertide)  at  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James,  South  Bend. 

Another  happy  accomplishment  was  the  success  of  “St.  Alban’s  Parable 
Projects”  (St.  Matt.  25:14-30). 

With  regard  to  the  temporalities,  this  very  young  parish  —  now  approaching 
its  fifth  year  of  life  —  completed  final  payments  on  a  $50,000  mortgage.  The 
loan  was  made  in  1979,  in  connection  with  St.  Alban’s  becoming  a  self- 
supporting  parish. 

Unexpectedly,  Father  Raymond  Dage,  who  had  been  instituted  as  Priest  and 
Rector  in  September,  1981  by  our  Bishop,  resigned  this  cure  of  souls.  He  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  return  to  the  Diocese  of  Southwest  Florida,  with  his  family. 

We  wish  him  Godspeed!  In  the  interim  period,  the  Bishop  has  made  ar¬ 
rangements  for  the  well-known  and  highly  regarded  Father  William  Evans 
Martin,  Ph.D.,  to  serve  as  acting  pastor.  Deo  Gratias! 

XII.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  CHRIST  CHURCH,  WITH  ST.  STEPHEN’S, 
HOBART 

(Father  James  Wallace  Curtis,  Priest  and  Rector) 

1981  was  an  utterly  unique  year,  and  one  really  impossible  to  “duplicate,”  in 
1982. 

Some  will  remember  a  few  of  that  year’s  extraordinary  activities  (they  were 
listed  extensively  in  the  1981  edition  of  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart”).  That 
“list”  included  a  magnificent  “Cuban  Refugee  Program”  (it  included  other 
Latinos),  which  was  widely  supported  by  the  Diocesan  Family;  the  ordination 
of  a  parish  son  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood,  Father  Jeffrey  Hamblin,  S.S.B.;  the 
many  pastoral  activities  of  parishioners  among  people  in  the  rebuilt  “Genesis 
Towers,”  and  elsewhere  in  Gary  (for  example). 

In  addition,  a  South  African  Priest,  Father  Mongezi  Guma,  was  licensed  by 
our  Bishop  —  to  work  part-time  at  Christ  Church.  Father  Guma  was,  at  that 
time,  studying  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

1982  has  seen  a  different  set  of  circumstances.  The  “Cuban  Refugee  Pro¬ 
gram”  has  essentially  ended.  Father  Jeffrey  Hamblin,  S.S.B.,  has  gone  to  the 
Motherhouse  of  his  Order  (the  Society  of  St.  Barnabas)  in  Erie,  in  the  Diocese 
of  Northwest  Pennsylvania.  Father  Guma  is  now  in  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts,  where  he  is  completing  his  graduate  work. 
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The  eighth  man  to  be  presented  from  Christ  Church,  Gary,  with  St. 
Stephen’s  Hobart  (two  from  St.  Stephen’s)  for  Holy  Orders  was  ordained  to 
the  Diaconate  at  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  in  Easter¬ 
tide.  Douglas  Peter  Johnson  (the  son  of  a  former  diocesan  priest,  Father 
Wright  Ramsett  Johnson,  and  Mrs.  Johnson)  was  ordained  a  Deacon  by  our 
Bishop. 

Word  has  just  come,  too,  that  Bishop  Sheridan  “has  taken  order”  for  his  or¬ 
dination  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood  in  early  Advent.  Father  Johnson  will  be  or¬ 
dained  by  the  Bishop  of  Central  Florida,  and  is  serving  as  Curate  in  the  Parish 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Lake  Wales,  Florida. 

Remarkably,  there  have  been  —  in  the  past  —  at  least  four  others  who 
received  Holy  Confirmation  at  Christ  Church,  who  were  ordained  Deacons 
and  Priests  in  other  dioceses  (including  one  who  later  was  consecrated  a 
Bishop). 

The  Parish  Church  School  is  experiencing  a  time  of  “renewal.”  There  are 
now  12  children  and  2  teachers  involved  —  a  record  number  of  Baptisms  is  ap¬ 
parent!  ' 

Despite  many  difficulties  of  many  kinds,  the  two  altars  of  this  parish  con¬ 
tinue  their  labors  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  There  are  many  outside  the  parish 
who  help  too:  V.I.M.;  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana;  the  National 
Church  .  .  .  and  many  individuals  within  the  Family  of  the  Diocese. 

This  “extra-parish  help”  and  support  is  given,  especially,  in  connection  with 
the  Refugee  (mostly  Cuban)  Situation;  and  with  “Inner  City  Work.” 

The  Parish  Family  is  getting  ready  to  celebrate  its  “Diamond  Jubilee.”  It 
was  founded  75  years  ago  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints,  November  1st.  The  late 
Father  Applegate,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  celebrated  the  first  ser¬ 
vice.  The  church  was  then  one  block  away  from  its  present  historic  location. 

XIII.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE 

(Father  ,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  most  “dramatic”  news  this  year  for  St.  Augustine’s  was  the  unexpected 
“resignation”  of  Father  James  Manning,  our  Priest  and  Rector.  He  was  called 
to  be  the  Pastor  of  St.  Philips’  Parish,  Buffalo,  New  York. 

Not  only  will  Father  Manning  be  missed  in  this  parish,  but  all  over  the 
Diocese.  This  is  for  many  reasons,  including  his  wonderful  singing  voice  at  or¬ 
dinations,  etc.  The  Bishop  is  now  searching  for  a  successor. 

XIV.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  BARNABAS 
(Father  Donald  A.  Milligan,  Priest  and  Rector) 

New  families  continue  to  come  into  the  parish  —  a  reason  for  thankfulness. 

It  is  felt  that  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  make  important  contributions  —  by 
their  dedicated  work  —  to  the  welfare  of  St.  Barnabas’. 

Despite  some  difficulties,  the  Parish  Family  has  paid  in  full  its  “Mission  Fair 
Share”  and  diocesan  assessment.  St.  Barnabas’  Parish  looks  to  the  future  with 
hope. 

XV.  GAS  CITY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 

(Father  ,  Priest  and  Rector) 

With  the  hope  that  they  will  soon  have  a  Pastor  of  their  own  again,  the 
Parish  Family  has  “faithfully  carried  on,”  with  the  help  of  “Sunday  Supply” 
priests  and  deacons. 

They  are  especially  appreciative  of  the  loving  care  and  help  of  the  Rev.  Jack 
Bliven,  Deacon,  whom  the  Bishop  has  provided  during  this  last  year. 

Meanwhile,  under  the  direction  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  parishioners 
have  been  doing  a  fine  amount  of  painting  and  cleaning  of  the  church  building, 
the  parish  hall  and  the  rectory  ...  all  in  hopeful  anticipation  of  having  a  priest 
of  their  own  in  early  1983. 

XVI.  GOSHEN,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JAMES 
(Father  Mark  W.  Brown,  Priest  and  Rector) 
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It  was  just  a  little  over  one  year  ago  that  the  Bishop  Instituted  Father  Brown, 
our  new  Priest  and  Rector.  This  has  been,  as  a  result,  a  happy  and  busy  year 
for  this  Parish  Family. 

We  have  been  blessed  with  continued  growth  and  strength  within  the  parish. 
Several  new  families  —  with  lots  of  children!  —  have  come  to  St.  James’  in 
1982.  When  the  Bishop  came  for  “The  Pastoral  Weekend’’  ten  children  were 
admitted  to  Holy  Communion  .  .  .  following  six  weeks  of  special  instruction. 
At  that  time,  also,  six  received  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Confirmation  and  one 
was  received  from  another  part  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

Surely,  one  of  the  most  joyful  “events”  to  take  place  in  St.  James’  in  a  long 
time  was  the  60th  wedding  anniversary  of  one  of  the  parish’s  former  priests, 
Father  Bruce  Mosier.  The  marriage  vows  of  Father  Mosier  and  Mrs.  Mosier 
were  renewed  in  the  Church,  which  was  “packed  full”  of  friends,  parishioners 
and  admirers.  Afterwards,  a  lively  reception  and  dance  took  place  in  “Latta 
Hall.”  Among  the  throng  who  were  present  were  our  Bishop  and  his  Lady,  and 
many  diocesan  clergy  and  lay  people. 

Father  Mosier  —  now  80  years  old  —  was  the  Rector  of  St.  James’  from 
1948-1968.  Although  “technically  retired,”  he  acts  as  “Sunday  Supply 
Priest,”  and  more,  at  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  Chesterson  ...  as  they 
await  a  new  Pastor. 

Serving  breakfast  once  a  week  to  underprivileged  school  children  has 
brightened  the  lives  of  several  St.  Clare’s  Guild  members,  who  are  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  breakfast  program  at  St.  Mark’s  Methodist  Church  this  year. 

Our  Christian  Education  program  has  happily  “expanded”  in  1982  with  the 
addition  of  a  weekly  “House  Church,”  a  Thursday  Morning  Bible  Study  and  a 
Mass  with  guitar  music  twice  a  month. 

With  regard  to  the  temporalities,  a  new  roof  was  installed  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Church.  We  are  trying  to  practice  Christian  patience  as  workmen  con¬ 
tinue  to  search  for  the  source  of  the  leak,  which  maddenly  showers  the  Sacristy 
and  Acolyte  Area  —  from  time  to  time. 

XVII.  HAMMOND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL/ST.  TIMOTHY 

(Father  John  C.  Blakslee,  Priest  and  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  and  Father  Jonathan 
Sams,  Rector-Elect  of  St.  Timothy’s) 

In  1964  —  some  eighteen  years  ago  now  —  St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Hammond, 
began  a  new  missionary  labor,  in  near-by  Griffith.  For  obvious  biblical 
reasons,  the  new  work  was  dedicated  to  “St.  Timothy.” 

Since  that  time,  the  “Mother  Parish”  (St.  Paul)  has  supported  this  mission 
both  spiritually  and  financially.  Now  the  exciting  news  is  that  St.  Timothy’s 
has  grown  to  a  point  where  the  mission  congregation  will  be  petitioning  the 
84th  Diocesan  Convention  at  Gethsemane  Church,  Marion  (November  12th 
and  13th),  to  become  a  self-supporting  parish  of  the  Diocese. 

St.  Timothy’s,  “the  spiritual  daughter”  of  St.  Paul’s,  will  now  be  the  “sister 
parish,”  and  neighbor,  within  the  Family  of  the  Diocese.  There  is  a  sense  of 
joy  about  all  this,  and  parishioners  of  St.  Paul’s  feel  a  deep  sense  of 
thankfulness  and  “reward”  at  how  things  turned  out. 

Our  Bible  study  continues,  as  do  the  activities  of  four  lively  parish  guilds.  A 
fifth  guild  —  designed  primarily  for  younger  women  in  the  parish  —  is  in  the 
process  of  being  formed. 

We  also  rejoice  over  the  growth  of  the  Sunday  Church  School.  Although  St. 
Paul’s  sometimes  “appears”  to  be  a  parish  of  “older”  people,  we  now  have 
over  50  children  in  Church  School  .  .  .  with  others  on  the  way. 

In  connection  with  parish  temporalities,  the  Parish  Family  continues  to  pay 
off  the  cost  of  a  land  purchase  in  Munster.  St.  Paul’s  looks  forward  to  some 
time  in  the  future,  when  a  new  church  building  will  be  constructed  there. 

Certain  repairs  on  “Bishop  Talbot  Hall”  (the  Parish  Hall  was  named  after  a 
former  Chief  Pastor  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana)  have  been  made  by  a  volunteer 
from  the  parish. 
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XVII.  THE  FINAL  REPORT  OF  ST.  TIMOTHY’S  MISSION 
(Father  Jonathan  Sams,  Priest  and  Rector-Elect) 

This  “final  report”  of  the  Mission  of  St.  Timothy’s  —  just  before  its  peti¬ 
tion  to  become  St.  Timothy’s  Parish  —  is  exciting  to  think  about. 

A  Ministry  committee  (under  the  leadership  of  its  Rector-Elect,  Father 
Sams)  has  researched  ways  that  St.  Timothy’s  is  trying  to  meet  the  pastoral 
needs  of  its  people  and  the  community  in  general.  A  Worship  Committee  helps 
in  the  planning  of  St.  Timothy’s  liturgical  life.  Recently,  the  Junior  High 
Youth  held  an  over-night  retreat  at  St.  Timothy’s,  and  spent  a  day  at  the  In¬ 
diana  Dunes.  An  “Inquirer’s  Class”  is  in  process  of  formation  —  to  prepare 
people  for  Holy  Confirmation,  when  the  Bishop  comes  this  Fall. 

The  Baptism  of  Nicholas  Pacific,  who  was  actually  made  a  Child  of  God, 
and  a  member  of  His  Church,  under  grave  emergency  circumstances,  has  made 
possible  extensive  “heart  surgery.”  More  will  be  required  in  the  future.  The 
prayers  of  the  Parish  Family  surround  Nicholas  and  his  parents. 

Materially,  a  “chair  lift”  for  handicapped  persons  was  recently  installed  on 
the  back  stairway  (the  front  steps  are  quite  steep).  The  considerable  expense  of 
this  device  was  paid  for  by  special  fund-raising  efforts,  and  by  a  gift  from  St. 
Paul’s  Parish  Vestry. 

Some  pews  —  purchased  from  the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
Elkhart  —  have  been  installed  in  the  side  part  of  St.  Timothy’s  (and  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  “rearranged”)  ...  so  that  greater  visibility  of  the  altar  is  now  possible. 
Needless  to  say,  the  new  arrangement  makes  possible  greater  participation  in 
the  Liturgy.  The  improvements  have  also  been  useful  to  “overflow”  congrega¬ 
tions! 

The  stalwart  Men’s  Club  painted  the  undercroft  (among  other  projects);  St. 
Mary’s  Guild  has  sponsored  numerous  fund-raising  efforts,  and  other  types  of 
programs. 

Parishioners  are  “bursting  with  excitement,”  waiting  for  the  84th  Diocesan 
Convention  to  begin,  and  its  acting  upon  the  petition  for  parish  status.  There 
are,  at  least,  25  non-delegates  planning  to  attend  this  diocesan  synod  on 
November  12th  and  13th. 

XVIII.  *HOWE,  PARISH  OF  ST.  MARK 

(Father  George  M.  Minnix,  Priest  and  Rector,  and  Chaplain  of  Howe  Military 
School) 

XIX.  HUNTINGTON,  MISSION  OF  CHRIST  THE  KING 
(Father  John  Miles,  Vicar) 

The  most  important  news  to  report  in  1982  is  the  fact  that  —  once  again  — 
we  have  a  resident  priest  “of  our  own.”  The  Bishop  formally  and  liturgically 
“instituted”  Father  Miles  as  Vicar  in  early  October. 

Nearly  all  those  who  attended  this  service  from  other  parts  of  the  Diocesan 
Family  were  impressed  with  the  “spirit”  of  the  congregation,  and  the 
beautifully  renewed,  repainted,  “freshened  up”  appearance  of  the  Church,  the 
sacristy  and  the  undercroft. 

We  think  that  1982  has  been  “a  turning  point”  in  the  life  of  this  mission. 

XX.  KOKOMO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  George  M.  Davis,  Priest  and  Rector) 

Our  Youth  Group  continues  to  be  active  and  growing.  As  a  group,  they  at¬ 
tended  two  youth  weekends  at  Bath,  Ohio.  In  October  there  were  22  young 
people  and  6  adults  who  made  the  trip. 

The  Care  and  Share  Group  continues  in  its  bi-weekly  meetings. 

“A  singles’  ministry”  has  developed  and  is  called  “One  to  One.”  The  group 
started  with  a  small  number,  but  now  has  a  newsletter  with  a  mailing  list  of  40 
persons. 

Three  parishioners  made  their  Cursillo  in  the  spring,  and  some  are  planning 
for  one  later  this  fall.  Our  own  Cursillistas  have  served  on  the  teams. 
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Father  Roberts  Ehrgott,  who  retired  as  rector  of  Grace  Church,  Ridgeway, 
Pennsylvania,  has  taken  residence  in  Russiaville,  and  now  celebrates  each  Sun¬ 
day  at  the  first  service  and  is  available  as  supply  (on  a  limited  basis).  He  has 
been  licensed  by  our  Bishop. 

The  Every  Member  Canvass  this  year  is  stressing  a  “Time,  Talent 
Inventory,”  as  well  as  the  tithe.  The  calling  teams  will  also  compile  a  complete 
list  of  volunteer  activities  and  time  from  the  members. 

In  addition  to  the  Singles’  Ministry,  we  continue  to  send  representatives  to 
Pendleton  as  a  part  of  the  prison  ministry  team,  and  also  continue  the  use  of 
facilities  for  monthly  meetings  of  probationers.  The  meetings  are  designed  to 
assist  those  on  probation  or  parole  in  their  adjustment  —  back  into  the  life  of 
the  community. 

The  Food  Offering,  plus  money  gifts  for  baby  food  and  perishables  con¬ 
tinues.  Because  of  the  prolonged  economic  crunch,  St.  Andrew’s  has  now  join¬ 
ed  the  food  distribution  center  handled  through  the  Salvation  Army.  The 
original  Emergency  Food  Pantry  simply  could  not  come  up  to  the  full  standard 
of  operation  necessary  to  prevent  duplication,  and  lacked  a  proper  in¬ 
vestigatory  method  to  determine  true  needs.  It  is  estimated  that  thus  far  we 
have  contributed  about  $4,000  in  food  and  money  to  the  food  program  —  this 
outside  the  budget  of  the  parish. 

The  music  ministry  is  in  full  swing.  We  are  thankful  for  the  many  soloists 
and  instrumentalists  who  offered  their  talents  during  the  period  we  were 
without  a  choir.  Currently,  we  have  19  members  in  the  choir.  We  also  hope  to 
begin  a  ministry  with  music  through  the  young  people  of  the  parish.  This  sum¬ 
mer  we  purchased  an  electric  piano  and  drums  with  gifts  received  for  that  pur¬ 
pose. 

We  were  hosts  again  to  “The  King’s  Kids,”  a  group  of  young  people  from 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  whose  ministry  is  music. 

The  Saturday  Morning  Men’s  Group  continues  year  around.  Each  Saturday 
at  6:45  a.m.  there  is  Holy  Communion,  go  to  breakfast,  return  for  an  hour  of 
Bible  Study  and  prayer.  The  Tuesday  Morning  Group  continues  its  prayer  and 
Bible  study. 

An  Adult  Class  of  study  has  started  this  fall.  The  class,  numbering  about  30, 
meets  each  Sunday  at  9:00  a.m.  between  services,  when  classes  for  all  ages 
meet. 

A  former  brick  walk  from  the  parking  lot  to  the  door  of  the  church  has  been 
replaced  with  a  concrete  walk.  The  former  proved  hazardous  to  walking  and 
made  snow  removal  difficult. 

A  new  storage  facility  has  been  built  to  accommodate  items  formerly  stored 
in  the  original  parish  hall  and  that  room  has  now  been  remodeled  and  can  be 
used  for  classes  and  small  meetings. 

The  Bazaar  is  an  annual  event  and  the  Bazaar  Committee  continues  its  work 
through  the  year.  It  funds  itself  through  the  sale  of  Hot  Cross  Buns  — 
thousands  of  them  are  sold  —  made  each  Saturday  in  Lent  for  sale  the  follow¬ 
ing  Sunday.  The  profits  from  the  bazaar  are  assigned  to  pay  for  a  hydraulic  lift 
system  for  handicapped  persons  coming  to  church. 

We  continue  to  offer  our  parish  facilities  to  the  Red  Cross  for  Bloodmobile 
visits,  CPR  and  First  Aid  Classes. 

A  bequest  of  $3,000  was  left  to  St.  Andrew’s  by  a  92-year-old  parishioner 
and  former  school  teacher.  Her  whole  life  had  been  lived  in  this  same  parish  — 
surely  one  of  the  longest  parochial  relationships  in  the  history  of  our  Diocese. 
A  number  of  the  parish  adults  “had  gone  to  school  to  her,”  over  the  years. 

XXI.  LAPORTE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 

(Father  B.  Linford  Eyrick,  Priest  and  Rector) 

Since  the  last  edition  of  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart,”  St.  Paul’s  has  ex¬ 
perienced  the  hard  work  and  the  satisfaction  of  being  host  to  the  Diocesan 
Family’s  Annual  Convention  (the  83rd  synod).  We  all  “survived,”  and  it  was 
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“music  to  our  ears,’’  that  so  many  delegates,  etc.,  were  so  impressed  with  the 
beauty  of  our  local  House  of  God,  with  the  marvelous  Bishop  Atkins  (formerly 
Bishop  of  Eau  Claire),  who  was  the  post-banquet  speaker,  and  with  the  en¬ 
thusiasm  with  which  people  participated  in  the  work  of  the  convention  —  it 
was  after  7:00  p.m.  when  adjournment  came. 

St.  Paul’s  experienced  what  was  felt  to  have  been  a  very  fine  “Vacation 
School”  in  June.  The  most  significant  event  for  adults  spiritually,  however, 
took  place  during  the  “Great  Fifty  Days”  —  between  Easter  Day  and 
Pentecost.  Our  participation  in  the  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission  was 
a  MAJOR  event  in  the  life  of  St.  Paul’s.  Bishop  Stanley  Atkins  was  truly  im¬ 
pressive  as  the  Missioner.  There  were  parishioners  who  said  that  they  never  had 
such  an  experience  before.  The  largest  attendance  in  the  Diocese,  for  the  three 
nights,  was  reported! 

With  regard  to  temporalities,  the  Rectory  was  extensively  redecorated.  The 
Parish  House  has  had  several  additions,  especially  a  remodeled  kitchen. 

During  the  year  a  substantial  bequest  was  received  by  the  Parish.  This  was 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Harvey  B.  Shick,  a  communicant  of  St.  Paul’s,  a 
former  Vestryman  and  a  faithful  benefactor.  This  bequest  is  not  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  regular  parish  operating  expenses,  but  for  SPECIAL  purposes.  Interest 
alone  from  the  corpus  of  the  bequest  will  be  used  for  these  extraordinary  pur¬ 
poses. 

XXII.  LOGANSPORT,  TRINITY  PARISH 

(Father  H.  James  Considine,  Priest  and  Rector) 

There  was  a  “first-ever”  Vacation  Bible  School  held  this  year.  Sister  Donna 
Marie,  S.H.N.  (of  the  Sisters  of  the  Holy  Nativity,  whose  Motherhouse  is  in 
Fond  du  Lac,  Wisconsin)  gave  invaluable  assistance;  V.I.M.  “funds  for  local 
parish  use”  helped  to  underwrite  the  school,  which  was  highly  praised  for  its 
effectiveness.  Quite  a  few  children  from  outside  the  parish  attended! 

This  year  has  seen  a  renewed  interest  in  Bible  Study,  which  also  included  a 
series  in  Advent  1981,  Lent  1982  and  now  a  late  Pentecost  1982  series  (these  are 
in  addition  to  Sunday  studies. 

The  parish  was  host  to  two  significant  inter-church  events  during  the  past 
year:  an  ecumenical  thanksgiving  service  (1981),  and  a  locally  planned  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  800th  birthday  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  (an  event  of  extraordinary 
beauty,  which  brought  much  area  appreciation).  The  nave  could  scarcely  hold 
the  people  who  attended  this  celebration! 

There  have  been  no  major  improvements  to  the  church’s  fabric  during  this 
past  year.  A  fairly  regular  flow  of  memorial  gifts,  however,  has  made  some 
other  things  possible;  a  new  festal  white  set  of  Mass  vestments  and  paraments 
will  be  ready  for  use  this  Christmas  (for  example).  A  memorial  is  proposed, 
which  will  provide  a  sound  amplification  system  for  the  nave. 

The  parish  E.C.W.  made  it  their  special  project  for  the  year  to  raise  money 
to  install  a  new  floor  covering  in  Trinity  Parish  Hall.  The  old  hardwood  floor 
was  “worn  beyond  repair”  and  gave  a  dreadful  appearance.  The  handsome 
new  covering  is  now  in  place. 

“Just  for  fun,”  a  joint  Church  School  Hallowe’en  party  with  the  children  of 
neighboring  Holy  Trinity,  Peru  has  again  been  scheduled  (the  1981  affair  was  a 
very  pleasant  success!). 

XXIII.  MARION,  GETHSEMANE  PARISH 

(Father  William  McKee  Murphy,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  Parish  Family  has  known  both  deep  sadness  and  great  joy  in  1982. 

Following  a  long  and  painful  illness,  Dorothy  Marshall  Murphy,  the  wife  of 
our  priest,  finally  died  on  June  3rd.  In  her  dying,  and  in  her  death,  however, 
the  Parish  Family  witnessed  first-hand  the  life  of  a  gallant  Christian.  This  has 
made  a  deep  impact  upon  the  parish,  which  itself  has  shown  very  great  love  to 
all  concerned. 

The  Parish  Family  is  looking  forward  with  some  eagerness  —  and  some 
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“trepidation”  —  to  being  the  host  to  the  84th  Diocesan  Convention  on  Nov. 
12th  and  13th.  It  will  be  the  first  time  .  .  .  and  many  of  those  attending  will  be 
seeing  Gethsemane  Church  for  the  first  time  —  a  joyously  “mutual 
discovery,”  we  hope! 

Robert  Taylor  is  now  an  official  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  (his  vocation  is 
to  the  “Permanent  Diaconate”).  At  the  Conventual  Mass  on  Friday,  Nov. 
12th  Father  Donald  Raih,  a  member  of  the  parish  and  formerly  a  priest  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  obedience  —  will  concelebrate  with  his  Bishop  ...  a  recogni¬ 
tion  of  his  now  being  a  priest  of  the  Anglican  obedience. 

XXIV.  MICHIGAN  CITY,  TRINITY  PARISH 

(Father  Robert  J.  Center,  Priest  and  Rector 
Father  Richard  Taylor,  Assising  Priest) 

The  largest  class  of  Confirmands  in  the  last  15  years  was  presented  to  Bishop 
Sheridan,  when  he  was  present  for  his  “Pastoral  Weekend”  in  the  Spring. 

A  Retreat-Conference  at  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  was  one  of  the  high 
points  for  the  Parish  Youth  Group  this  year.  It  is  planned  to  make  it  an  annual 
event! 

The  Parish’s  participation  in  the  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission 
took  the  form  of  a  “three-way  one”  with  St.  Andrew’s,  Long  Beach  and  Incar¬ 
nation,  Chesterton  joining  forces  also.  The  Missioner  was  Father  Raymond 
Dage,  former  Rector  of  St.  Alban’s  Parish,  Fort  Wayne. 

With  regard  to  the  temporalities,  the  Choir  Room  was  completely  refurbish¬ 
ed  and  carpeted  by  the  E.C.W.,  and  a  new  roof  was  installed  on  Barker 
Memorial  Hall  (a  very  expensive  project!). 

A  “first”  was  the  parish’s  soft  ball  team’s  participation  in  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Softball  League.  A  happy  consequence  was  the  handsome  trophy  given  to  the 
team  —  in  honor  of  “Christian  sportsmanship.” 

After  a  hiatus  of  12  years,  the  much-loved  “Trinity  Ball”  was  resumed  this 
year  —  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Trinity  Youth  Group. 

XXV*  MICHIGAN  CITY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW-BY- 
THE-LAKE 

(Father  John  C.  Hughes,  Priest  and  Rector) 

XXVI  *  MISHAWAKA,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
(Father  Wilbur  B.  Dexter,  Priest  and  Rector) 

XXVII.  PERU,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  George  Porthan,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  Parish  is  “reaching  out”  to  other  Catholic  Christians  in  a  very  positive 
way.  Plans  are  being  made  for  a  “Bible  Vigil,”  to  be  celebrated  by  the  con¬ 
gregations  of  Holy  Trinity  and  St.  Charles’  Roman  Catholic  Church,  Peru. 

Moreover,  Holy  Trinity  Church  lists  as  frequent  attenders  and  contributors 
several  Greek  Orthodox  people,  and  the  Byzantine  Rite  “panikhida”  (or  litany 
for  the  dead)  is  occasionally  sung  at  the  time  of  the  Sunday  Mass. 

As  is  the  case  of  many  other  small  parishes  —  inside  and  outside  of  the 
diocese  —  Holy  Trinity  has  a  difficult  time  meeting  its  financial  obligations. 
The  people  give  thanks  to  God  for  its  continued  existence. 

XXVIII.  PLYMOUTH,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  THOMAS 
(Father  John  E.  Schramm,  Priest  and  Rector; 

Canon  Bradley  McCormick,  part-time  Assisting  Priest). 

The  chief  reason  in  1982,  “To  Make  Glad  The  Heart”  was  the  coming  of  our 
new  priest,  Father  John  E.  Schramm  (and  his  wife  Barbara  and  their  two 
children).  Our  Bishop  instituted  him  as  Priest  and  Rector  at  a  beautiful  service 
—  augmented  by  the  attendance  of  at  least  60  people,  who  came  all  the  way 
from  his  former  parish  in  Chicago  .  .  .  more  than  200  miles  round  trip. 

Attendance  at  the  Sunday  Eucharists  —  and  especially  at  the  Daily  Masses 
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—  flourishes.  The  parish  has  a  growing  reputation  for  the  beauty  and  solemni¬ 
ty  of  the  Liturgy,  and  the  parish  choir  makes  a  strong  contribution  to  that 
beauty  and  solemnity. 

This  summer  the  Parish  Family  was  able  to  share  with  the  Diocese  a 
“Stewardship  Institute”  —  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  the  clergy  and 
people  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne.  It  was  also  a  pleasure  —  and  an  honor 

—  to  be  the  host  parish  for  the  Annual  Diocesan  Meeting  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  Women. 

Our  new  priest  has  resumed  the  parish’s  “special  mission”  to  all  Anglicans 
at  the  Culver  Military  Academy,  and  to  the  Culver  Academy  for  Girls.  Father 
Schramm  celebrates  Mass  there  twice  a  month,  counsels  with  the  students,  and 
prepares  candidates  for  Holy  Confirmation  in  anticipation  of  the  Bishop’s  an¬ 
nual  Visitation  to  Culver. 

XXIX.  RENSSELAER,  THE  MISSION  OF  ST.  PETER 
(Father  Paul  J.  Tracy,  Acting  Priest-in-Charge) 

Our  “Acting  Priest-in-Charge”  has  successfully  completed  his  first  year  in 
the  Graduate  School  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame,  and  Father  Tracy  has 
now  begun  his  second  year  of  study  toward  a  Ph.D. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  his  loving  care  of  St.  Peter’s  Flock! 

XXX.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  William  C.  Hibbert,  Priest  and  Rector) 

Our  local  participation  in  the  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission  was 
disappointing,  though  we  hear  elsewhere  within  the  Diocesan  Family  of  a  good 
response. 

The  Parish  remains  about  the  same  in  communicant  strength,  but  many 
small  children  are  coming  now,  which  is  good  for  Holy  Trinity’s  future! 

An  excellent  Lenten  Study  Program  on  Church’s  Teaching  Series  volume 
“Liturgy  for  Living”  —  25  participants  each  week  —  was  highly  regarded  by 
those  attending. 

Attendance  has  shown  a  definite  improvement  in  1981-82  (allowing  for  the 
summer  slump).  A  more  regular  worship  on  part  of  members  —  not  an  in¬ 
crease  in  baptized  membership  .  .  .  explains  this  increase.  Our  Adult  Church 
School  class  and  children’s  church  school  class  continue  to  thrive.  Plans  for 
special  opportunities  for  fall  of  1982  are  in  the  works. 

We  shared  facilities  for  special  occasions  with  the  neighborhood  Methodist 
Church  which  burned.  We  also  gave  a  substantial  gift  ($500)  to  help  them  in 
rebuilding. 

Our  new  heating  plant  (installed  in  the  fall  of  1981)  seems  to  be  working 
well.  “Heat  Fans”  have  helped  bills  to  be  lower  —  and  also  to  keep  the  church 
comfortable  in  summer  .  .  .  and  are  well  worth  the  modest  cost  of  the  fans. 

The  installation  of  a  large  (13-foot  high)  steel  cross  in  the  front  yard  as  a 
memorial  gift  to  Joseph  Simon  (replaces  a  similar  wooden  one  vandalized  and 
torn  down  in  the  fall  of  1981). 

We  continue  to  have  many  building  problems  —  including  some  roof  leaks 
that  are  elusive.  There  are  also  many  problems  with  ice  build-up  during  winter 
months,  and  lots  of  subsequent  leaking  and  some  damage  that  can  only  be 
avoided  by  a  major  reconstruction  of  the  roof  lines  on  the  church. 

Pledges  remain  good,  but  with  room  for  improvement.  Our  Rector’s  stipend 
is  still  $10,600  (too  small  to  be  really  “full-time”).  We  barely  survive,  but  do 
so!!  New  growth  in  our  area  seems  difficult  at  best.  Economy  has  battered  us 
with  “lay-offs,”  and  lost  jobs. 

We  received  $7,500  from  the  estate  of  Russell  and  Madeline  Hartman  —  the 
largest  bequest  (and  only  the  third  ever  received)  by  far  ever  received  in  the 
parish.  The  stipulations  are  that  it  be  spent,  not  saved,  and  preferably  for 
something  in  the  building  structure  never  completed  in  the  original  construc¬ 
tion.  The  Vestry  consensus  was  that  the  most  pressing  need  was  the  rewiring 
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and  replacement  of  all  “temporary”  lighting  and  wiring  done  in  the  church 
nave  and  sanctuary  —  all  “temporarily  done”  (in  violation  of  building  and  fire 
codes)  34  years  ago! 

By  contrast,  a  little  bad  news:  more  building  problems!  We  have  just  signed 
a  contract  for  the  complete  re-roofing  of  parish  hall  building  and  extensive  pat¬ 
ching  of  steep  church  roof,  and  replacement  of  100  sq.  feet  of  flat  roof  in  the 
church.  The  payment  is  to  come  from  reserve  funds  which  will  exhaust  at  least 
2A  -  3A  of  our  available  reserve  funds  —  but  this  has  to  be  done.  There  simply  is 
no  choice. 

XXXI.  SOUTH  BEND,  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES 

(The  Very  Rev.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Dean;  Father  Gerhart  Niemeyer,  Assisting 
Priest;  The  Rev.  Paul  R.  G.  Smith,  Deacon) 

This  year  has  been  a  very  significant  one  for  the  Cathedral.  We  celebrated 
the  tenth  anniversary  of  our  Bishop’s  Consecration  and  the  twenty-fifth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  setting-apart  of  St.  James’  Parish  as  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
the  Diocese.  In  preparation  for  this  double  celebration,  many  parishioners 
served  on  various  “work  parties,”  to  paint  and  to  generally  get  the  buildings 
and  facilities  in  order.  In  addition  to  special  gifts  from  parishioners  enabling 
painting  and  redecoration,  personal  gifts  received  by  Bishop  Sheridan  from 
friends  in  the  Diocese,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  provided  for  renovation  of  the 
front  entrance  hall  and  Cathedral  House. 

Several  lovely  appointments  have  been  placed  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy 
Angels  in  memory  of  the  Bishop’s  brother.  The  Reconciliation  Room,  conve¬ 
niently  located  near  the  Chapel,  is  undergoing  redecoration,  and  will  soon  be 
completed. 

The  music  program  at  the  Cathedral  has  developed  tremendously  over  the 
past  two  years,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  George  Lamphere,  organist  and 
choirmaster.  Besides  singing  at  the  Parish  Eucharist  each  Sunday  morning  at 
10:00  o’clock,  the  choir  sings  at  the  service  of  Choral  Evensong  on  a  regular 
schedule.  In  addition  to  Diocesan  services,  the  choir  is  being  increasingly  in¬ 
vited  to  sing  at  other  churches  in  the  community.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  music  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  Cathedral  to  foster  the  highest  standards  of  sacred  music,  and  to 
maintain  the  best  examples  of  our  rich  Anglican  heritage.  In  thanksgiving  for 
the  developing  good  music  program,  one  of  the  Cathedral  families  made  a  gift 
of  new  choir  vestments  of  Anglican  Cathedral  tradition. 

The  Needlepoint  Committee  has  recently  completed  several  kneelers  in  the 
Sanctuary  and  other  pieces  for  the  Bishop’s  and  the  Dean’s  stalls. 

A  number  of  offerings  of  Christian  Education  for  Adults,  focusing  on 
greater  understanding  of  the  Bible,  are  scheduled  throughout  the  year.  Several 
members  of  the  parish  are  participating  in  a  Greek  New  Testament  reading 
course.  Each  Sunday  morning  Bible  classes  for  all  ages  are  held,  using  “Living 
the  Good  News”  curriculum  published  by  the  Diocese  of  Colorado. 

Parishioners  are  involved  in  the  Cursillo  Movement  on  an  ecumenical  ar¬ 
rangement  with  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  A  monthly  parish 
“Ultreaya”  is  held  at  the  Cathedral  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month  at  7:30 
p.m. 

On  Palm  Sunday,  the  Cathedral  Parish  annually  joins  with  St.  Patrick’s,  the 
neighboring  Roman  Catholic  Parish,  for  the  “Blessing  of  the  Palms”  and  a 
Procession  to  our  individual  churches  for  the  Liturgy. 

XXXII.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  MICHAEL  AND  ALL  ANGELS 
(Father  Paul  Edward  Leatherbury,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  Parish  Church  School  under  the  imaginative  and  energetic  leadership  of 
its  Superintendent  (Mrs.  Diane  Kirkpatrick)  has  created  new  impetus  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  this  important  aspect  of  parish  life. 

A  new  Allen  Organ  was  purchased  and  installed  in  St.  Michael’s  this  Sum¬ 
mer  —  a  welcome  contrast  to  the  former  (and  “ailing”)  instrument.  The  final 
payment  on  the  much-welcomed  parking  lot  was  made  in  October.  A  new 
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white  Eucharistic  set  was  given  in  memory  of  Harold  Green,  beloved  member 
of  St.  Michael’s  (he  also  served  with  distinction  on  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet  —  and 
as  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry.) 

The  Parish  Choir  is  now  resplendent  in  new  vestments! 

XXXIII.  VALPARAISO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  Ross  Mack,  Priest  and  Rector) 

This  past  August  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  met  with  their  Pastor  in  a  day-long 
session.  The  purpose  of  this  unusual  meeting  was  to  consider  “where  we  have 
been,  where  we  are  now,  and  to  begin  to  ask  the  question  about  where  we  are 
going.’’ 

It  was  a  fruitful  beginning.  There  are  no  illusions  —  much  work  is  yet  to  be 
done,  as  we  consider  Evangelism,  Outreach,  Lay  Ministry,  etc.  .  .  .  but  a 
beginning  was  made. 

One  great  joy  —  the  Father  Forrest  B.  Clark  Parish  Center  —  is  now  a  year 
old.  It  is  finally  complete,  “both  inside  and  out.”  Landscaping  was  done  this 
past  Summer,  and  the  whole  vista  is  attractive. 

As  if  to  “match  the  glistening  new  Parish  Center,”  parish  women  made  a 
whole  new  set  of  acolyte  and  choir  vestments,  which  replaced  the  decidedly  an¬ 
cient  and  worn-out  former  sets  (this  also  permitted  the  choir  “to  vest,”  which 
was  not  possible  before). 

At  this  writing,  the  balance  owed  on  our  new  $150,000  Parish  Center  is  only 
$15,000,  for  which  we  are  grateful  and  proud. 

XXXIV.  WARSAW,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ST.  ANNE 

(Father  ,  Priest  and  Rector). 

For  this  Parish  Family,  November,  1982  is  a  mixture  of  sadness  and  joy. 
Father  John  Combs  departed  on  All  Saints’  Day  for  his  new  cure  of  souls, 
Good  Shepherd  Parish,  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island  in  the  Diocese  of  Rhode 
Island.  The  Combs  family  will  be  missed! 

Our  November  special  joy  centers  around  our  expectation  of  becoming  a 
self-supporting  parish  of  the  Diocese  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  ...  a  goal 
worked  towards  for  a  long  time.  The  Bishop  has  approved  the  petition  and  we 
are  now  eagerly  waiting  for  November  13th  and  the  second  day  of  the  84th 
Diocesan  Convention  at  Marion. 

Sacramentally,  this  has  been  a  busy  and  fruitful  year  for  St.  Anne’s.  There 
are  registered  in  the  parish  register  the  Baptism  of  five  infants,  three  older 
children  and  three  adults.  Nine  persons  received  the  Apostolic  Sacrament  of 
Holy  Confirmation  and  one  adult  was  Received  from  another  part  of  the 
Catholic  Church. 

With  regards  to  the  temporalities,  the  repayment  of  the  parish  mortgage  is 
well  ahead  of  schedule.  We  cannot  imagine  how  we  got  along  before  — 
without  the  Christian  Education  Center.  The  interior  of  the  House  of  God  has 
been  painted  professionally,  and  new  wrought  iron  work  and  “sanctuary 
seats”  have  enhanced  the  appearance  of  the  church  around  the  altar. 

XXXV.  LAKE  WAWASEE,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ALL  SAINTS  —  WITH 
THE  “WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER” 

(Father  David  Hyndman,  Vicar,  and  Warden  of  the  Center) 

On  July  4th  of  this  year  All  Saints’,  Wawasee  celebrated  the  75th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  consecration  of  the  chapel  building.  Bishop  Sheridan  was  present 
for  the  celebration  and  outlined  in  his  sermon  the  history  of  this  house  of  God 
and  its  place  in  the  diocese  now  —  and  in  the  future  —  as  a  place  of  worship  for 
the  local  congregation,  and  as  a  spiritual  focal  point  for  the  diocesan  retreat 
and  conference  center.  The  building  was  consecrated  on  July  7,  1907  by  the  Rt. 
Rev.  John  Hazen  White,  to  serve  the  summer  residents  of  Lake  Wawasee.  The 
building  remained  as  a  summer  chapel  until  it  became  a  full-time  organized 
mission  along  with  the  establishment  of  the  retreat  and  conference  center  some 
sixteen  years  ago.  Present  members  of  the  mission  congregation  enjoyed  a  pic¬ 
nic  after  the  service  and  cheered  their  entry  in  the  annual  Flotilla  parade  on  the 
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lake.  The  float,  a  model  of  the  chapel,  won  a  third  place  trophy  and  a  cash 
prize,  which  was  given  to  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund. 

WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER 

After  having  celebrated  the  Mass  for  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  chapel 
building,  Bishop  Sheridan  began  what  promises  to  be  a  new  era  for  the 
Wawasee  property.  The  Bishop,  along  with  representatives  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  broke  ground  with  a  ceremonial  shovel  for  the  new  addition  to  the  Bishop 
Mallett  House.  Work  on  the  project  began  almost  immediately.  At  this  time 
the  addition  is  completely  enclosed  and  finished  on  the  outside.  The  conference 
room  is  completed,  leaving  only  the  kitchen  and  lavatories  to  be  finished  when 
money  becomes  available. 

Long  after  the  words  “Venture  in  Mission”  (V.I.M.)  begin  to  fade  from 
memory,  the  improved  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  will  be  a  testament  to  the 
Diocesan  Family’s  concern  for  retreats,  quiet  days  and  conferences.  It  will  be 
wonderful  to  have  adequate  facilities.  The  improvements  cannot  now  be  com¬ 
pleted,  but  a  start  has  been  made!

Venture  in  Mission,  Lambeth  conference,  general  con¬ 
vention,  Episcopate,  Krause  and  minimum  salary.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in 
the  circumstances. 

It  is  the  organization’s  policy  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on  the  basis  of  cash 
receipts  and  disbursements;  consequently,  revenue  and  the  related  assets  are  recognized 
when  received  rather  than  when  earned,  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid  rather  than 
when  the  obligation  is  incurred.  Accordingly,  the  accompanying  financial  statement  is  not 
intended  to  present  results  of  operations  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  summarizes 
fairly  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  above  mentioned  funds  of  The  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana,  Inc.,  South  Bend,  Indiana  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1981. 

The  other  financial  information,  as  indicated  in  the  attached  index,  is  for  purposes  of  ad¬ 
ditional  analysis  and  is  not  required  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  Inc.  Such  information  has  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  our  examination  of  the  financial  statement  and, 
in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  financial  statement 
taken  as  a  whole.

THE  BISHOP’S  CABINET 


DEVELOPMENT  AND  COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION 


As  those  who  attend  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  faithful  readers  of  its  Journal  know, 
this  Division  of  the  Executive  Branch  is  charged  with  giving  assistance  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
Diocesan  Family  in  several  broad  areas:  Church  Art  and  Architecture,  Conferences, 
Stewardship,  Publications  and  Youth  Work. 

Publications 

Our  national,  provincial,  diocesan,  and  parish  publications  strive  diligently  to  keep  our 
people  informed  on  all  the  various  levels  of  the  Church’s  life  and  work.  It  is  a  matter  of 
regret  that  Episcopal  national  news-organs  are  generally  neither  as  well-known  nor  as 
generously  supported  by  Churchmen  as  they  deserve  to  be.  None  could  survive  on  subscrip¬ 
tion  revenue  alone.  The  Episcopalian  (the  Church’s  “semi-official”  paper)  has  to  be  sub¬ 
sidized  in  large  part  by  the  triennial  budget.  Our  independent  Church  press  —  The  Living 
Church,  The  Evangelical  Society  Outlook,  The  Anglican  Digest,  The  Witness,  The 
Evangelical  Catholic,  and  The  Anglican  —  are  driven,  without  exception,  to  rely  on  foun¬ 
dations  and  the  gifts  of  concerned  individuals  in  order  to  survive.  All  are  confronted  with 
continually  increasing  production  and  mailing  costs.  The  same  is  true,  of  course,  of  our 
diocesan  paper,  The  Beacon,  which  does  its  best  to  convey  the  news  —  though  necessarily 
on  a  limited  basis  —  to  our  families  in  Northern  Indiana  and  to  the  rest  of  the  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad.  The  frequent  expressions  of  appreciation  of  The  Beacon,  from 
within  the  Diocese  and  beyond  its  borders,  encourage  belief  that  our  efforts,  to  some 
measurable  extent,  at  least,  bear  fruit. 

We  all  of  us  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  parish  newsletters,  which  set  a  high  standard 
of  excellence  with  respect  to  both  appearance  and  content.  As  most  of  them  are  sent  by  se¬ 
cond  class  mail,  their  editors  probably  would  willingly  add  the  names  of  families  outside 
their  individual  parishes  to  the  lists  of  recipients. 

The  Bishop’s  Between  Brothers  continues  to  come  at  frequent  intervals  to  our  clergy  and 
lay  leaders,  as  does  Midwest  Calling  (our  Province  V  news  organ)  and  The  Bridge  Builder, 
which  admirably  gives  access  to  the  activities  and  concerns  of  our  diocesan  Church 
Women. 

All  combine  to  keep  our  people  intelligently  informed,  and  your  Chairman  would  express 
the  hope  that  our  families  and  parishes  take  better  advantage  of  the  opportunities  to  be  so. 

Youth  Activities 

Work  for  and  with  our  young  people  continues  to  have  its  important  part  in  our  diocesan 
life.  In  Fr.  David  Hyndman  we  have  an  unusually  experienced  and  dedicated  Youth  Of¬ 
ficer.  He  again  directed 

*  The  summer  camps  at  Howe  School;  Bishop  White  Camp  (11-,  12-,  and  13-year-old 
children),  August  1-7;  and  Bishop  Gray  Camp,  (8-,  9-,  and  10-year-old  boys  and  girls), 
August  8-14.  Attendance  was  good  and  participation  enthusiastic. 

*  The  Bishop  Mallett  Conference  for  High  Schoolers,  which  was  held  June  13-19  at 
Geneva  Center,  Rochester. 

*  Our  Fifth  Annual  Youth  Convention  met  at  The  Cathedral  of  St.  James  on  October  30, 
*  with  a  goodly  number  of  clergy,  lay  leaders,  and  young  people  happily  sharing  in  its 

work  of  evaluating  1982  and  formulating  plans  for  the  coming  year. 

*  Grateful  mention  must  again  be  made  of  our  volunteer  leaders,  both  clerical  and  lay, 
without  whom  the  diocesan  program  would  not  be  possible. 

Stewardship,  Church  School  Missionary  Offering 

Several  years  ago,  Diocesan  Convention  set  the  Biblical  standard  of  tithing  as  official  for 
Northern  Indiana.  It  was  gratifying  of  course,  to  have  the  1982  General  Convention  at  New 
Orleans  follow  this  example. 

*  The  objective  of  this  year’s  Lenten  Church  School  Missionary  Offering  was  work, 
especially  with  children,  in  our  urban  areas.  The  devoted  efforts  of  our  Co-Chairmen, 
Fr.  Ross  Mack  and  Fr.  James  Considine,  culminated  on  May  8th  at  the  Cathedral  of  St. 
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James  in  what  was  surely  the  most  glorious  Ingathering  Service  in  our  long  history  of 
“The  Mite  Box.’’  An  offering  of  $2,495.45  was  realized  at  the  service,  which  coincided 
with  the  Diocesan  Acolytes’  Festival. 

*  In  September,  samples  of  materials  in  connection  with  the  1982-83  offering  (with  the 
theme,  “Friends  From  The  Start,’’  and  earmarked  for  the  Church  of  Brazil)  were  sent 
to  all  our  congregations. 

Orders  for  these  aids  should  be  sent  —  preferably  before  Advent  —  to  the  Seabury  Ser¬ 
vice  Center,  Somers,  Connecticut,  06071. 

*  On  August  29,  thanks  to  the  initiative  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  a  very  valuable 
“Stewardship  Network’’  was  held  in  Fort  Wayne,  with  clergy,  treasurers,  and  concern¬ 
ed  lay  leaders  from  all  over  the  Diocese  participating. 

*  October  31st  was  set  as  “Kick-Off’’  Sunday  for  the  1983  Every  Member  Canvass. 
Samples  of  supportive  materials  from  the  National  Church  were  sent  to  our  parishes 
and  missions  in  mid-summer.  3,915  Diocesan  Pledge  Cards  and  3,000  Envelopes  were 
also  supplied  at  no  charge,  as  well  as  2,650  copies  of  The  Bishop’s  Stewardship  Letter. 

Conferences,  Fellowship,  Education 

Our  Annual  Diocesan  Clergy  Conference  at  Wawasee  Center,  September  22,  featured 
comprehensive  reports  on  the  actions  of  the  Church’s  67th  General  Convention  by  our 
clerical  Deputies:  Dean  Robert  Bizarro,  Fr.  Robert  Center,  and  Fr.  William  Hibbert,  with 
Bishop  Sheridan  adding  his  comments. 

Province  V’s  yearly  conference  for  parish  and  diocesan  educators  is  always  geographical¬ 
ly  convenient;  it  has  been  held,  for  the  past  several  years  at  Geneva  Conference  Center, 
Rochester.  Unfortunately,  in  terms  of  our  diocesan  calendar,  it  is  also  inconvenient,  usual¬ 
ly  coinciding  with  Convention,  with  the  result  that  Northern  Indiana  is  seldom  represented. 
The  1983  Conference,  November  9-11,  has  as  its  theme  “Education  and  Adult  Faith 
Development.’’ 

Two  upcoming  occasions  which  are  largely  contributory  to  the  refreshment  and 
fellowship  of  our  clergy  are: 

*  The  Clergy  Retreat,  which  will  again  take  place  at  Our  Lady  of  Fatima  Retreat  and 
Conference  Center,  Notre  Dame,  December  12  to  15.  For  the  first  time  the  sessions  and 
services  will  be  held  in  the  new  chapel.  As  conductor,  Bishop  Sheridan  has  been  able  to 
secure  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Stevens,  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac,  whom  many  members  had 
the  pleasure  of  meeting  at  the  tenth  celebration  of  our  Bishop’s  consecration  on  June  13 

*  The  Open  House  and  Christmastide  Tea,  to  be  hosted  by  the  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Sheridan 
at  their  home  this  year  on  Holy  Innocents’  Day,  December  29. 

This  report  —  which,  as  usual  is  of  necessity  more  suggestive  than  comprehensive  in 
character  —  gives  opportunity  to  your  Chairman  to  express  his  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  of  the  Bishop,  Katherine  (Mrs.  Carl)  Priddy,  and  the  many  others  who  help  to 
make  his  endeavors  possible  and  enjoyable.  He  is  glad  to  mention,  in  addition,  Mr.  James 
Hacker,  whose  generous  help  makes  so  many  of  our  diocesan  official  documents  beautiful 
and  worthy  examples  of  the  calligrapher’s  art.

Elliott’s  “pioneering”  in  all  of  this  has  been  invaluable  to  the  work  of  the  per¬ 
manent  committee  .  .  .  now  being  prepared  to  enter  actively  into  this  important 
work.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

(Highlights  of  1982  Meetings) 


January  30,  1982 

Council  approved  an  increase  in  liability  insurance  for  the  diocese  from  $1  million  to  $2 
million,  and  urged  that  parishes  do  the  same. 

Heard  encouraging  Diocesan  VIM  news  and  approved  local  VIM  projects  in  St.  Paul’s, 
Hammond;  St.  Christopher’s,  Crown  Point;  and  a  special  project  from  five  parishes  to  aid 
a  diocesan  seminarian. 

Heard  highlights  of  the  1981  Diocesan  Convention. 

Elected  Fr.  Combs  as  Vice-President  of  the  Council. 

Elected  Fr.  Neimeyer  as  priest  representative  to  Council,  filling  a  vacancy  in  that  posi¬ 
tion. 

Heard  reports  of  forthcoming  Diocesan  Preaching/Teaching  Mission  and  Diocesan  10th 
Anniversary  Celebration. 

March  27,  1982 

Heard  from  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  that  parishes  were  gradually  catching  up  on  obliga¬ 
tions  following  the  most  savage  January  weather  in  North-American  history. 

Heard  announcements  of  several  clergy  changes  and  vacancies,  coming  ordinations  of 
two  diocesan  seminarians,  clergy  training  session  for  Preaching/Teaching  Missions,  plans 
for  deanery  ECW  meetings,  and  more  plans  for  the  10th  Anniversary  Celebration.  Also 
heard  plans  for  the  diocesan  CSMO  Presentation  Service  and  the  guest  preacher  being  the 
Rev.  Franklin  Turner  of  the  National  Church  Office. 

The  Bishop  remarked  about  the  tremendous  response  of  Churchpeople  within  and  out¬ 
side  the  diocese  in  helping  with  funds  and  material  goods  to  respond  to  the  flood  in  Fort 
Wayne  and  also  in  Marshall  County. 

Approved  plans  for  local  VIM  use  for  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw  and  Trinity,  Logansport. 

Heard  an  appeal  for  a  slide  presentation  to  Diocesan  Convention  about  all  the  parishes 
and  their  life  in  the  Diocese  and  reminders  of  the  importance  of  the  Good  Friday  Offering 
for  work  in  the  Holy  Land. 
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June  26,  1982 

Heard  a  fine  presentation  from  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board  about  construction 
plans  there  and  approved  the  expenditure  of  $49,000  or  65%  of  the  allocated  funds  for  the 
project  (which  ever  is  the  lesser)  and  encouraged  the  Wawasee  Board  to  seek  further  funds 
at  the  forthcoming  Diocesan  Convention.  Work  is  to  begin  as  soon  as  possible  and  not  later 
than  the  fall  of  1982. 

Heard  that  the  few  trouble  spots  in  payment  of  diocesan  assessments  were  due  principally 
to  worsening  ecomonic  situations  in  the  communities  of  parishes  involved.  There  is  some 
cause  for  concern  in  several  of  these. 

Heard  Reports  of  efforts  to  secure  clergy  for  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City,  and  Incarnation, 
Chesterton. 

Heard  reports  of  the  Preaching/Teaching  Missions  and  the  10th  Anniversary  Celebra¬ 
tion. 

Reviewed  dates  for  several  ECW  functions  in  the  summer  and  fall  months. 

Heard  preliminary  plans  for  the  Diocesan  VIM  Rally  of  Thanksgiving  to  be  held  in 
Knox,  Indiana  High  School  on  October  23rd. 

September  25,  1982 

Heard  petitions  for  reductions  in  the  diocesan  assessment/mission  fair  share  for  1983 
from  the  following  parishes,  with  action  taken: 

a.  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend:  Reduced  from  $4,385.96  to  $1,200.00 

b.  St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka:  Reduced  from  $3,348.42  to  $600.00 

c.  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City:  Reduced  from  $4,243.35  to  $2,500.00 

d.  St.  Barnabas’,  Gary:  Reduced  from  $4,454.71  to  $3,000.00 

e.  Trinity  Logansport:  Reduced  from  $5,187.87  to  $3,800.00 

f.  Holy  Trinity,  Peru:  Reduced  from  $3,973.45  to  $1,200.00  and  was  given  voice,  vote 
and  seat  at  the  1982  Diocesan  Convention  and  excused  from  any  unpaid  balance  of 
its  1982  assessment  as  of  December  31,  1982. 

g.  Christ  Church,  Gary  &  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart:  Reduced  from  $10,048.54  to 
$9,194.60  due  to  a  parish  accounting  error  concerning  the  amount  on  which  the 
diocesan  assessment  is  based.

Heard  a  concern  about  future  payments  by  the  diocese  of  medical  insurance  for  retired 
clergy  and  clergy  widows  and  their  families  and  await  guidance  from  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  regarding  this  very  important  matter.

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THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL  REPORT 


During  the  past  year  diocesan  youth  were  involved  in  a  number  of  different  events.  A 
good  representative  number  from  the  diocese  attended  the  Province  V.  Youth  Event  in 
Grand  Rapids,  Michigan  on  the  Thanksgiving  weekend.  The  Theme  of  the  weekend  was 
Justice,  Peace,  and  Dignity. 

On  one  of  January’s  wintry  weekends  a  surprising  number  of  participants  were  present 
for  a  conference  at  St.  Paul’s  in  Hammond  entitled,  “Social  Issues  and  the  Gospel.’’ 
Former  Coordinator  of  Youth  Ministry  for  the  Anglican  Church  in  Canada,  Michael 
Thompson,  served  as  our  consultant. 

Fr.  Jon  Sams  and  a  youth  representative  along  with  Fr.  Hyndman  attended  a  planning 
conference  for  youth  work  in  Province  V  at  DeKoven  Foundation. 

After  having  had  a  planning  conference  in  May  at  Wawasee,  the  Bishop  Mallett  Con¬ 
ference  was  held  once  again  at  Geneva  Conference  Center  with  an  increased  attendance. 
The  conference  dealt  with  religious  experience  by  investigating  expressions  of  this  other 
than  our  own.  The  conference  proved  to  be  a  valuable  experience  in  exploring  our  own 
faith.  Fr.  Jon  Sams,  Fr.  and  Mrs.  John  Combs,  Mrs.  Beth  Teeple,  and  Fr.  Hyndman  serv¬ 
ed  as  the  staff  for  the  conference. 

A  number  of  our  young  people  represented  the  diocese  at  the  first  National  Youth  Event 
sponsored  by  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  event  was  held  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  and  along  with  key  speakers,  offered  a  great  variety  of  workshops. 

The  Bishop  White  and  Gray  Camps  were  once  again  held  in  August  at  the  Howe  Military 
School  summer  camp.  Attendance  for  both  camps  was  up  this  year.  The  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  was  centered  around  some  selected  parables  of  our  Lord.  Children  from  all  over  the 
diocese  make  lasting  friendships  at  the  camps.  They  serve  an  important  purpose  in  our 
diocesan  life. 

On  October  30,  1982,  the  Diocesan  Youth  Convention  will  have  been  held  at  the 
Cathedral,  to  help  plan  the  activities  for  the  coming  year.  The  results  of  that  planning  will 
be  made  available  at  a  later  date.

ALTAR  GUILD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1982 

The  seventh  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day,  hosted  by  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw,  was  held 
October  2,  1982,  with  72  persons  attending.  This  included  eight  clergy  and  representatives 
from  fourteen  congregations. 

A  special  thanks  was  given  to  Wilma  Pratt  for  her  fine  leadership  and  dedicated  work 
over  the  past  several  years  as  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Chairman. 

Guest  speaker  for  the  morning  session  was  Harold  Comer  of  St.  James’,  Goshen,  who  is 
a  seminarian  at  Nashotah  House.  In  his  informative  and  interesting  presentation  entitled 
“The  Origin  and  Evaluation  of  Liturgical  Vestments  (or  What  Shall  I  Wear?),”  he  traced 
liturgical  vestments  from  early  Biblical  times. 

Following  the  liturgical  vestments  presentation,  the  entire  group  was  divided  into  smaller 
groups,  each  of  which  was  given  a  topic  to  discuss.  Each  group  then  gave  a  summary  report 
after  which  further  comments  were  invited  from  the  entire  body.  Examples  of  the  topics 
are:  “Spiritual  Aspects  of  Altar  Guild  Ministry”  and  “Relationship  between  Altar  Guild 
and  Acolytes.”  Each  discussion  group  contained  representatives  from  several  parishes  and 
provided  an  opportunity  to  become  better  acquainted  with  new  friends  and  acquire  some 
new  ideas  on  familiar  subjects. 

The  Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  noon  by  Bishop  Sheridan  with  the  assistance  of  Fr. 
Combs  and  Harold  Comer,  after  which  a  delicious  lunch  was  served  by  the  husbands  and 
sons  of  St.  Anne’s  Altar  Guild  members.  Bishop  Sheridan  spoke  briefly  to  the  group  after 
lunch. 

Sue  Guard  from  All  Saints’,  Wawasee,  reported  on  the  Ecclesiastical  Exhibit  at  Triennial 
in  New  Orleans  in  September.  She  showed  the  few  slides  she  was  able  to  get  of  the  beautiful 
exhibits  and  displayed  a  collage  of  pictures  she  brought  back  from  Triennial.  Included  in 
the  collage  was  a  picture  of  the  altar  of  All  Saints’  Chapel,  Wawasee,  which  those  present 
were  asked  to  identify.  A  scroll  which  Sue  brought  back  from  General  Convention  was 
given  to  the  first  name  drawn  who  correctly  identified  the  picture. 

The  Question  Box,  which  provides  the  opportunity  for  anyone  to  ask  anything 
anonymously,  has  become  a  perennial  feature  of  DAG  DAY.  Answers  or  suggestions  are 
offered  by  anyone  who  can  help,  with  frequently  lively  comments  from  the  moderator. 
There  were  many  questions  in  this  year’s  Question  Box  which  was  moderated  by  Fr.  Hynd- 
man  of  All  Saints’,  Wawasee. 

All  Parish  Altar  Guilds  were  asked  to  submit  a  written  report  of  items  of  general  interest 
to  other  Altar  Guild  members.  Approximately  one  third  of  the  Guilds  responded,  and  these 
reports  were  published  and  distributed  to  those  in  attendance. 

Following  a  long  established  custom,  attendees  were  asked  to  complete  an  evaluation 
form  at  the  end  of  the  day.  Comments  offered  help  in  planning  future  DAG  DAYS. 

DAG  DAY  1983  will  be  October  1  at  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond.

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THE  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Evangelism  Committee  is  a  part  of  the  Provincial  Evangelism  network.  This  net¬ 
work,  set  up  as  a  part  of  the  national  desk  for  evangelism,  provides  programs,  arranges 
workshops,  and  disseminates  evaluations  of  evangelism  programs  throughout  the  province 
and  the  church.  There  are  three  regional  associates  in  the  Province  V  Evangelism  and 
Renewal  Program. 

Through  the  national  and  provincial  workshops  the  committee  continues  to  gather  data. 
We  regret  that  the  resources  already  available  to  us  are  not  put  to  use.  During  the  past  year 
only  one  parish  asked  for  assistance  from  the  committee.  It  is  because  of  this  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  reduced  its  asking  in  the  1983  budget. 

Evangelism  is  being  done  by  all  parishes  and  missions  of  the  diocese.  Whether  it  is  good 
evangelism  in  terms  of  ministry  to  those  within  and  without  the  walls  of  the  church  is  a 
question  to  be  decided  by  each  parish  evangelism  committee.  Evangelism  must  begin  within 
a  parish  and  be  a  viable  activity  inside  the  “family”  before  it  can  be  used  to  its  fullest 
outsde  that  family.  Evangelism  is  involved  in  every  effort  from  the  Sunday  service  bulletin 
to  volunteerism  in  the  community  by  members  to  full  use  of  media. 

One  of  the  resources  available  is  a  parish  evaluation  form  which  can  be  used  to  determine 
what  evangelistic  areas  need  the  most  attention.  The  preparation  of  this  form  will  involve 
many  lay  persons  in  the  parish,  regardless  of  its  size,  and  can  be  a  very  useful  tool.  The 
diocesan  committee  does  not  have  this  material  and  all  other  current  information  and  we 
urge  the  clergy  and  laity  of  each  parish  to  use  this  committee  and  its  material.

PRESIDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


This  year  we  experimented  with  format  changes  for  two  Diocesan  ECW  activities,  and 
thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  Diocesan  family,  both  were  well  received.  Each  of  the  Spring 
Deanery  meetings  combined  two  Deaneries  for  a  single  meeting:  Calumet  and  Michigan  Ci¬ 
ty;  Fort  Wayne  and  Wabash  Valley;  South  Bend  and  Elkhart.  These  pairings  reduced  the 
number  of  days  reserved  by  the  Bishop  to  attend  Deanery  meetings  and  the  increased  atten¬ 
dance  at  each  meeting  encouraged  greater  fellowship  and  idea  exchange.  In  each  pairing, 
one  Deanery  served  as  host  facility,  and  the  other  provided  the  program.  All  programs  were 
devoted  to  some  aspect  of  “Stewardship,”  the  theme  of  this  Diocesan  Board.  Money 
budgeted  for  Deanery  meeting  speakers  was  directed  to  specific  outreach  projects  as  further 
evidence  of  Stewardship.  Kathleen  Berwick  was  elected  Calumet  Deanery  President,  and 
Judy  Hall  was  elected  Michigan  City  Deanery  President  this  year,  for  a  three  year  term. 

The  “Open  Board  Meeting”  at  Wawasee  was  replaced  this  year  by  a  Summer  Fair  which 
drew  much  greater  participation  than  the  Board  dareed  to  hope  for  a  first  effort.  Parish 
ECW  groups  were  invited  to  set  up  booths  to  sell  their  wares  or  advertise  their  special  pro¬ 
jects.  A  Silent  Auction  netted  more  than  $200  for  the  Bishop’s  Discretionary  Fund.  The 
ECW  members  displayed  materials  related  to  their  respective  responsibilities.  The  over¬ 
whelming  success  of  the  Summer  Fair  guarantees  it  will  be  repeated  in  1983,  on  July  13. 

Church  Periodical  Club  funding  continues  to  increase,  as  more  and  more  Parishes  par¬ 
ticipate.  Our  1981  offerings  enabled  us  to  give  $500  to  Bishop  Sheridan  for  distribution  to 
Diocesan  Seminarians,  and  $150  to  the  National  Book  Fund  of  CPC. 

The  Diocesan  Memorial  Fund  is  a  combination  of  gifts  from  Parishes  and  the  original 
Trust  Fund  established  by  Clara  Edgerton.  Income  from  the  Memorial  Fund  is  divided  bet¬ 
ween  two  scholarships  annually.  Because  of  higher  interest  rates  this  year,  the  amount 
available  this  year  exceeded  that  available  in  1981.  In  addition  to  the  perpetual  Mallett 
memorial  scholarship  given  to  Shoin  College  in  Japan,  a  scholarship  is  given  to  some  lady 
within  the  Diocese  to  assist  in  her  preparation  for  some  profession  of  Lay  Ministry.  This 
year’s  recipient  was  Janice  Colford,  Trinity,  Logansport,  who  is  working  toward  an  ad¬ 
vanced  degree  in  Special  Education. 

The  Audio-Visual  Library  is  currently  under  the  direction  of  Marie  Trainor,  who  has 
issued  a  new  catalogue  distributed  to  all  churches  in  July  1982.  Library  materials  are 
available  at  no  cost  other  than  payment  of  returned  postage. 

Our  Diocesan  newsletter,  the  Bridgebuilder,  is  an  active  communication  between  the 
Diocesan  and  Parish  levels.  It  is  published  quarterly  by  Jayne  Bontrager.  All  Parishes  are 
urged  to  submit  news  of  coming  events  through  their  Deanery  President. 

At  the  July  Board  meeting,  the  decision  was  made  to  have  the  ECW  fiscal  year  corres¬ 
pond  to  the  calendar  year,  to  simplify  reporting  and  recording  by  the  Treasurer,  Lucy 
Smith. 

In  addition  to  Deanery  meetings,  Wawasee  Day,  and  the  Annual  General  meeting,  there 
were  three  special  events  sponsored  by  the  Board  this  year: 

a)  A  Retreat  immediately  preceding  Palm  Sunday  weekend,  conducted  by  Fr.  Hynd- 
man  at  Wawasee  Conference  Center. 

b)  Education  Day  at  the  Cathedral  on  Sept.  25,  1982,  featured  Miriam  Jenkins  whose 
topic  was  “Ministry  of  Aging.”

Ann  Nichols, 
who  also  attended  Triennial,  concluded  six  years  as  the  Province  V  UTO  Representative, 
and  during  that  time  she  has  served  on  the  Grants  Committee. 

In  addition  to  conducting  the  Diocesan  Board  meetings  and  the  Annual  General  Meeting, 
it  has  been  my  privilege  to  represent  the  women  of  the  Diocese  at  many  joyful  gatherings: 

1)  The  dual  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate  of  Douglas  Johnson  and  Robert  Rademaker. 

b)  The  Diocesan  celebration  in  commemoration  of  Bishop  Sheridan’s  10th  anniversary 
of  Consecration. 

c)  Fr.  and  Mrs.  Mosier’s  60th  wedding  anniversary.

Exciting  things  have  happened  at  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  and  at  All  Saints’  Mis¬ 
sion.  The  Mission  celebrated  its  75th  anniversary  of  its  founding  with  a  Mass  concelebrated 
by  the  Bishop  and  Fr.  David.  This  in  itself  was  a  joyous  occasion  but  coupled  with  it  was 
the  ground-breaking  ceremony  to  start  the  construction  on  the  new  wing  of  the  conference 
and  retreat  center.  The  congregation  helped  the  Bishop  and  Fr.  David  during  this  event 
which  was  held  on  the  Fourth  of  July.  The  ceremony  was  followed  by  a  picnic  on  the 
grounds  which  afforded  an  excellent  area  from  which  to  view  the  Flotilla  Parade  on  the 
Lake. 

Since  that  time  much  has  happened.  Gradually  the  new  wing  has  taken  shape  and  the 
meeting  room  is  completed.  At  this  time  funds  are  needed  to  complete  the  kitchen  and  the 
two  lavatories.  Further  monies  will  be  needed  to  rehabilitate  the  old  portion  of  the  building 
and  the  landscaping,  both  of  which  were  scheduled  in  the  original  plans.  However,  with  the 
main  room  completed,  this  portion  of  the  center  is  being  used  as  a  meeting  place  for  the 
diocese  and  the  mission. 

The  center  continues  to  be  used  by  the  various  parishes  throughout  the  year  and  by 
families  of  the  Church  as  a  retreat  and  quiet  place  for  renewal.  We  of  the  center  believe  that 
we  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  place  in  a  beautiful  setting  for  the  use  of  our  church  people 
and  hope  that  the  new  addition  will  be  used  to  great  advantage  by  all  of  us.

Summary  of  Substantive  Actions  of  General  Convention  1982 


General  Convention  &  Structure 

Reduced  length  of  Convention  to  8  days  and  7  nights. 

Urged  that  the  69th  (1988)  and  subsequent  Conventions  be  held  at  a  time  to  include 
July  4  holiday. 

Approved  affirmative  action  policy  for  Convention  agencies. 

Established  and  elected  a  joint  nominating  committee  for  Presiding  Bishop. 
Permitted  Presiding  Bishop  to  be  known  as  “primate.” 

Permitted  deacons  to  sit  in  House  of  Deputies. 

Deleted  “Protestant”  and  “in  the  United  States  of  America”  from  title  of  Church. 
Approved  division  of  Diocese  of  Tennessee  into  three  dioceses  and  Diocese  of  Dallas 
into  two  dioceses. 

Eliminated  reference  to  “missionary  dioceses”  in  Constitution. 

Amended  Constitution  to  permit  assistant  bishops  to  vote. 

Urged  study  of  relocation  of  Church  headquarters. 

Ecumenical  Relations 

Approved  interim  eucharistic  sharing  and  closer  cooperation  in  ministry  with  three 
major  Lutheran  bodies  which  themselves  have  voted  to  merge. 

Approved  establishment  of  a  joint  commission  of  Episcopalians  and  Roman 
Catholics  on  inter-faith  marriages. 

Urged  continued  study  of  “filioque”  clause  in  Nicene  Creed. 

Recommended  inclusion  of  ecumenical  studies  in  seminary  curricula  with  special 
consideration  of  the  differences  that  separate  us. 

Approved  guidelines  for  shared  eucharistic  celebrations. 

Approved  continued  participation  in  Consultation  on  Church  Union  (COCU). 

Ministry 

Placed  religious  orders  under  the  canonical  umbrella. 

Established  as  a  policy  that  each  parish  allocate  a  minimum  of  1%  of  its  previous 
year’s  net  disposable  budget  income  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopal  seminary  of  its 
choice. 

Called  for  a  complete  review  of  Title  III,  canons  on  ministry. 

Amended  Canon  IV.  10.2.  to  provide  a  pastoral  alternative  to  deposition  where  ap¬ 
propriate. 

Approved  a  call  to  make  full  use  of  all  the  Church’s  ministries,  lay  as  well  as  clerical. 
Accepted  a  modest  lectionary  revision. 

Approved  a  new  hymnal,  but  permitted  continued  use  of  1940  Hymnal. 

Accepted  a  book  of  occasional  offices. 

Accepted  a  plan  for  training  for  ministry  in  small  communities. 

Required  detailed  reports  to  Convention  by  the  seminaries. 

Urged  establishment  of  commissions  on  marriage  in  the  various  dioceses. 

Stewardship 

Approved  the  Next  Step  in  Mission  as  a  follow-up  on  the  spirit  engendered  by 
Venture-in-Mission  to  work  through  existing  agencies  but  outside  of  normal 
budgetary  procedures. 

Approved  the  Jubilee  Ministry  for  ministry  to  the  poor,  oppressed,  and  dispossess¬ 
ed. 

Affirmed  the  Biblical  tithe  as  the  minimum  standard  of  giving  for  Episcopalians  and 
agreed  to  tithe  or  work  toward  tithing  themselves. 

Urged  each  diocese  to  establish  a  stewardship  committee. 

National  and  International 

Endorsed  a  freeze  on  the  production  of  nuclear  weapons  by  the  U.S.  and  U.S.S.R. 
and  a  verifiable  reduction  of  nuclear  arsenals. 

Established  a  Joint  Commission  on  Peace  as  a  continuing  commission. 

Called  for  a  U.S.  pledge  to  deny  a  first  strike  in  nuclear  war. 
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Called  for  a  ministry  of  reconciliation  to  heal  the  generational  wounds  of  war. 
Urged  a  decrease  in  military  spending  and  a  correlative  increase  in  spending  for  the 
poor. 

Called  on  U.S.S.R.  to  lift  restrictions  on  emigration. 

Advocated  a  flat-rate  federal  income  tax. 

Encouraged  continued  work  on  refugee  resettlement. 

Voted  support  of  an  Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

Asked  the  federal  government  to  end  military  aid  to  Central  American  nations. 
Endorsed  the  principle  of  an  autonomous  Palestinian  state. 

Human  Affairs  and  Heatlh 

Reaffirmed  a  previous  statement  urging  guarantee  of  civil  rights  for  homosexual 
persons. 

Approved  therapeutic  use  of  marijuana  under  controlled  conditions,  but  did  not 
condone  non-medical  use  of  the  drug. 

Reaffirmed  positions  on  abortion  taken  by  1976  and  1979  Conventions. 

Endorsed  donation  of  organs,  blood,  and  tissue. 

Approved  continued  study  for  ministry  to  the  aging. 

Miscellaneous 

Recommended  use  of  “The  Episcopalian”  by  all  Church  agencies. 

Urged  observance  of  a  National  Youth  Event  before  1985  Convention. 

Approved  establishment  of  an  advisory  commission  on  heraldry. 

Urged  continued  tax  exemptions  for  church  property. 

Approved  establishment  of  a  national  Martin  Luther  King  memorial  holiday. 
Commended  Association  of  Episcopal  Colleges  for  its  work. 

Adopted  a  budget  of  $20,800,000  (Executive  Council)  and  $3,800,000  (General  Con¬ 
vention).

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  that  the  Convention  direct  the  Finance  Committee  to  research 
minimum  stipend/compensation  levels  in  neighboring  Dioceses,  arrive  at  a  substantial  in¬ 
crease  in  such  minimum  that  places  the  burden  for  the  increase  (as  teaching  congregations 
in  financial  difficulty)  on  the  Diocesan  Operating  Budget  “Minimum  Salary,’’  and  presen¬ 
ting  this  to  the  1983  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  research  of  minimum  stipend/compensation  levels  in 
neighboring  Dioceses  conducted  by  the  Finance  Committee  be  printed  and  distributed  to 
the  Pre-Convention  Deanery  Meetings  and  also  be  included  in  the  Pre-Convention  Packet 
of  Reports  and  Resolutions  to  be  presented  to  the  1983  Diocesan  Convention.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and  report 
on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the  Committee, 
the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter  their  names  in  the 
minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized  for  business. 

Rule  IV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being  chosen 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop's  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made  for 
the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as  the  nomina¬ 
tions  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed  on  a  ballot  for 
the  use  of  the  convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  and  the  making  of  reports 
shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee,  nominations  shall  then  continue  for 
all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those  nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular 
order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  during  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is  expe¬ 
dient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year.  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

a)  Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b)  Development  and  Communications. 

c)  Operations. 

7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

8.  Convention  Committees. 

a)  Unfinished  business. 

b)  Admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

c)  Constitution  and  Canons. 

d)  State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

10.  Standing  Committee. 

11.  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 

13.  Cathedral  Chapter. 

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 

15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committees  and/or  Special  Committee  Reports 
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Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the  Diocese  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council;  Deputies  and  Alter¬ 
nates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid¬ 
west;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop);  and  all  others.  After  the  casting 
of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons 
having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from 
the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of 
the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot  shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election 
of  primary  delegates  and  alternate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  and  the  election  for  the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary 
candidates  has  taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which 
the  alternates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention: 

1.  The  roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  after¬ 
wards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Convention, 
he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave, 
or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  delivery  any  matter  to  the  Convention, 
he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  consent  of 
the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in  their  seats 
and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  excused  by  the  Con¬ 
vention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to  lay 
it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend 
it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  in  unqualified,  shall  be  settled 
without  debate. 

Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced 
to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention 
and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsi¬ 
dered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one 
of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 
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Rule  XXV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance,  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on 
the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part  in 
the  proceedings. 

XXVII.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered  or  res¬ 
cinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Jounal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES 

of  the 

EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 
November  U-12,  1983 

The  Eighty-Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  began  with  the  Holy 
Eucharist  at  6:00  p.m.,  E.S.T.,  Friday,  November  11,  1983,  celebrated  in  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  Indiana.  The  chief  celebrant  was  the  Bishop  with  the  Rev.  Richard  K. 
Ames,  the  Rev.  Daren  K.  Williams,  and  the  Rev.  Leonard  Brinkmoeller  as  concelebrants. 

Following  the  Eucharist,  dinner  was  served  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the  Century  Center  in  South 
Bend,  and  the  program  was  given  by  The  Rev.  Mother  Boniface,  S.H.N.,  Sr.  Ruth  Angela,  S.H.N. 
and  Sr.  Charis,  S.H.N.  (the  Sisterhood  of  Holy  Nativity),  Fond  du  Lac,  Wisconsin. 

The  business  session  of  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  with  prayer  by  the  Bishop  promptly 
at  9:00  a.m.,  E.S.T.,  Saturday,  November  12.  1983,  at  the  Century  Center,  South  Bend,  Indiana. 

The  Rev.  John  Morgan,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  reported  that  all  creden¬ 
tials  were  in  order  and  that  a  quorum  existed. 

A  letter  of  greeting  from  the  Rev.  James  W.  Curtis,  retired,  was  read  to  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  retired  and  non-parochial  clergy,  clergy  and  lay  delegates  of 
each  of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese,  delegates  to  the  1982  General  Convention,  lay 
members  of  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet;  he  declared  that  a  quorum  was  present. 
The  Bishop  then  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Bishop  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  of  those  new  as  delegates  to  Diocesan  Convention.  The 
number  was  considerable  this  year. 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  William  C.  Hibbert  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  that  the  nomination  be  approved  by  acclamation.  The 
Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Canon  Bradley  McCormick  as  his  assistant.  The  Convention  concurred. 

The  Very  Rev.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James,  welcomed  the  Con¬ 
vention  on  behalf  of  the  Cathedral  Chapter  and  congregation. 

The  Bishop  asked  approval  for  Fr.  Robert  Center,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  as¬ 
sume  the  chair  in  the  Bishop’s  absence  should  it  become  necessary.  The  Convention  concurred. 

The  Bishop  asked  approval  of  the  Convention  for  Mrs.  Irene  Krizman.  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  to  have  voice  and  vote.  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  carried. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Mr.  Orville  Nichols,  Jr.,  and  Fr.  John  Blakslee  as  Parliamentarian  and 
Assistant  Parliamentarian.  The  Convention  concurred. 

As  Tellers,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Clair  Price,  Chairman,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Gladys  Seno, 
Mr.  Thomas  Weis,  Mr.  David  Nash,  and  Mrs.  Esther  Weaver.  The  Bishop  also  appointed  the  Hon. 
E.  Spencer  Walton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Thanks  and  Memorials,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Robert  Rademaker,  Mrs.  Don  Guard,  Mr.  Bruce  Fingerhut,  and  Mrs.  Sue  Gill. 

The  Bishop  next  called  for  a  special  order  of  business  and  recognized  St.  George’s  Mission. 
Berne.  Indiana,  as  our  newest  Mission  (an  Altar  of  Trinity  Church.  Fort  Wayne)  and  its  represen¬ 
tative,  Dr.  Larry  Smith.  The  Bishop  also  announced  that  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  would  delay  appli¬ 
cation  for  parish  status  until  the  1984  Convention. 

The  Bishop  then  gave  his  annual  address  (printed  elsewhere  in  this  JOURNAL). 

The  Bishop  next  presented  the  following  clergy  new  to  the  diocese  since  the  1982  Convention 
and  ordained  since  the  last  Convention:  Fr.  Leonard  Brinkmoeller,  Fr.  Richard  K.  Ames.  Fr.  Allyne 
L.  Smith,  Jr.,  Fr.  Daren  K.  Williams,  Fr.  Harold  L.  Comer,  and  Fr.  Clair  Price,  the  last  two  being 
deacons. 

Clergy  canonically  transferred  since  the  last  Convention  included:  Fr.  Raymond  E.  Dage.  Jr., 
to  the  Diocese  of  Southwest  Florida;  Fr.  Douglas  P.  Johnson  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  Florida; 
and  Fr.  William  T.  Luley  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan. 
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The  Bishop  then  presented  Fr.  William  E.  Martin  and  Fr.  Paul  Tracy  who  are  under  license 
in  this  diocese,  and  announced  the  name  of  Fr.  Roberts  Ehrgott,  who  was  not  present  but  is  in 
this  same  category. 

The  Bishop  introduced  Mr.  Jeffrey  Lee  and  Mr.  Ron  Poston,  seminarians  at  Nashotah  House, 
and  mentioned  the  names  of  our  other  seminarians:  Mr.  Mark  Clevenger  at  Yale  Divinity  School 
and  Mr.  Robert  Schwarz  at  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Rev.  Raul  Leatherbury  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  its  Chairperson.  Mrs.  Clay  Moody. 

Nominated  for  the  Standing  Committee  were:  Dean  Robert  Bizzaro,  Fr.  John  Blakslee,  and  Fr. 
Paul  W.  Smith;  Mr.  Kenneth  Jebelian,  Mr.  Glen  Kehr,  Mr.  Chester  Williams,  and  Mr.  David  Wright. 
Elected  were  Dean  Bizzaro  and  Mr.  Williams. 

The  Bishop  then  nominated  Mrs.  Barbara  Ryan  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  The  Convention 
unanimously  concurred. 

The  Bishop  nominated  Mrs.  Virginia  Beardsley  and  Mr.  Thomas  Cassady  as  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Convention  concurred. 

Nominated  for  the  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  were:  Fr.  Richard  Kennison,  Fr.  Paul  Leatherbu¬ 
ry.  Fr.  Richard  Phelps,  and  Fr.  John  Schramm;  Mrs.  Lynn  Barnaby,  Mr.  Joseph  Illes,  Mrs.  Judy 
Hall,  and  Mr.  Fred  Heasley.  Elected  were:  Fr.  John  Schramm  and  Fr.  Richard  Phelps;  Mrs.  Lynn 
Barnaby  and  Mr.  Joseph  Illes. 

The  Bishop  then  referred  the  Convention  to  the  Delegate  List  for  the  results  of  the  deanery  elec¬ 
tions  of  representatives  on  the  Diocesan  Council. 

The  Convention  confirmed  the  nominations  of  seven  priests  and  five  lay  persons  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Ministry  (names  printed  elsewhere  in  this  JOURNAL). 

Nominations  and  balloting  for  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  were 
then  held.  Nominated  were:  Fr.  James  Considine,  Fr.  David  Hyndman,  Fr.  Donald  Raih,  and  Fr. 
John  Schramm;  Mr.  Robert  Book,  Mrs.  Willadene  Hill,  Mr.  Ted  Mullet,  and  Gen.  Eugene  Scott. 
Elected  were  Fr. Hyndman  and  Mr.  Book. 

The  Bishop  next  made  various  committee  appointments  as  listed  in  the  DIRECTORY. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  There  was  no  report. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  There  was  no 
report. 

The  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  There  was  no  report. 

Mrs.  Vem  Ryan  presented  the  Proposed  Revised  Budget  for  1984.  Fr.  Hyndman  immediately 
introduced  Resolution  # 2 ,  '“Compensation  for  Bishop  and  Staff,”  on  behalf  of  the  Elkhart  Deanery. 
Following  some  procedural  discussion,  the  Bishop  asked  that  the  Convention  adjourn  for  five  minutes 
and  that  the  Elkhart  Deanery  be  polled  about  the  possibility  of  moving  the  effective  date  to  1985. 
Following  the  break,  the  Elkhart  Deanery  reported  through  Fr.  Hyndman  that  they  wished  to  withdraw 
the  motion.  Mrs.  Ryan  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Proposed  Revised  Budget,  Fr.  Hyndman 
seconded  it,  and  it  carried. 

The  remaining  reports  to  the  Convention  were  received  in  order,  with  most  presented  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  title  with  a  few  comments  and  explanations  here  and  there.  All  are  printed  elsewhere 
in  this  JOURNAL  where  printed  reports  were  made  available  to  the  Convention  body. 

At  noon  prayers  were  read  for  the  faithful  departed  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
since  the  last  Convention.  The  Convention  then  adjourned  for  lunch,  served  in  the  Great  Hall 
of  Century  Center.  Delegates  and  visitors  were  encouraged  to  view  the  many  exhibits  during  the 
lunch  hour. 

The  Convention  resumed  its  business  meeting  at  1:30  p.m.  with  a  presentation  (slide  program) 
by  Janet  Lewis  of  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  about  the  Province  V  Companion  Relationship  with 
the  Province  of  Nigeria.  This  program  was  extremely  well  received  by  all  present. 

Resolutions  were  then  acted  upon. 
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Resolution  #5  concerning  combining  The  Beacon  and  The  Episcopalian  was  moved  by  Fr.  Da¬ 
vis  and  seconded  by  Fr.  Hughes.  There  was  brief,  but  pointed  debate  during  which  Fr.  Center 
assumed  the  chair  so  the  Bishop  could  speak  in  opposition  to  the  motion.  Voting  was  by 
secret  written  ballot,  and  the  motion  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  76-48  with  4  ("illegal”  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  Convention)  abstentions. 

Resolution  #1  concerning  Diocesan  Missionary  Work  was  moved  by  Fr.  Schramm  for  the  South 
Bend  Deanery  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Hies.  The  resolution  carried. 

Resolution  #3  concerning  a  Yearly  Cost  of  Living  Increase  for  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Staff 
was  moved  by  Fr.  Hyndman  for  the  Elkhart  Deanery  and  seconded.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Resolution  #4  concerning  Inclusive  Language  of  the  Lectionary  was  moved  by  Fr.  Schramm 
and  seconded  by  Fr.  Maxwell  Brown.  There  was  considerable  discussion,  following  which  Judge 
Walton  moved  and  someone  seconded  a  motion  to  table  this  resolution.  The  vote  to  table  carried 
by  a  vote  of  73-47. 

Resolution  #6  concerning  Parish  Historiographers  was  moved  by'  Mr.  Williams  and  seconded 
by  Fr.  Randall.  The  motion  was  passed. 

Resolution  #7  on  Thanks  and  Memorials  was  moved  by  Judge  Walton  and  seconded.  The  mo¬ 
tion  carried. 

Sister  Ruth  Angela.  S.H.N.  was  introduced  by  the  Bishop  and  spoke  on  the  rule  of  the  associ¬ 
ates  of  the  Sisterhood  of  the  Holy  Nativity,  her  program  having  been  cut  short  on  Friday  night. 

The  Bishop  reviewed  briefly  the  status  of  Christ  Church,  Gary,  and  the  reasons  for  its  closing. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  the  86th  Diocesan  Convention  would  be  held  in  Valparaiso  and  be 
hosted  by  St.  Andrew’s  Church  there.  Dates  are  November  9-10,  1984. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  that  adjournment 
take  place  with  the  Bishop’s  blessing.  This  being  done,  the  Convention  duly  adjourned  at  4:04 
p.m.  E.S.T.

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ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

of 

THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  WILLIAM  C.R.  SHERIDAN,

(Fifth  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana) 

to 

THE  EIGHTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the  Church 

in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

November  11th  and  12th,  1983  at  South  Bend 

“Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

It  was  just  seven  years  ago  (1976)  when  our  Country  celebrated  the  200th  year  of  its  existence. 
You  will  remember  the  joyous  celebrations  it  caused.  There  was  much  renewed  patriotism  —  both 
the  quiet  and  the  noisy  kind.  An  enormous  increase  in  the  manufacture  of  American  flags  took  place. 

All  in  all,  the  Bicentennial  celebrations  were  good  for  our  national  soul  and  heart,  I  believe. 

In  a  distinctly  Christian  sense  what  we  are  celebrating  this  year  of  Grace,  1983,  is  even  of  great¬ 
er  importance  than  our  Country’s  200th  Birthday.  I  refer,  of  course,  to  the  150th  Anniversary  of 
the  “Oxford  Revivial”  —  the  Sesquicentennial  of  the  restoration  of  the  fullness  of  the  Catholic 
Faith  to  Anglicanism. 

That  restoration  —  so  far  as  our  immortal  souls  are  concerned  —  is  infinitely  more  important 
than  our  Country’s  birthday! 

Many  of  you  already  know  the  sad  state  of  our  Mother  English  Church  150  years  ago.  If  you 
are  not  a  serious  student  of  English  Church  History,  however,  you  cannot  even  faintly  begin  to 
imagine  how  bad  things  were  in  that  portion  of  the  Body  of  Christ. 

There  was  a  general  atmosphere  of  decay,  indifference  and  spiritual  illness  —  an  illness  close 
to  ruin.  Nearly  everywhere,  parish  churches  were  in  a  state  of  semi-neglect.  Priests  were  often 
scandalously  neglectful  of  their  pastoral  duties.  They  were  largely  ignorant  of  the  Faith  and  badly 
prepared.  Bishops  mostly  acted  as  though  they  were  employees  of  the  English  Government  —  not 
Successors  to  the  Apostles  of  our  Blessed  Lord. 

Some  did  not  even  live  in  their  dioceses.  There  was  one  notorious  Bishop  who  never  set  foot 
in  his  jurisdiction  in  twenty  years.  The  Faithful  were  largely  either  not  fed  the  Gospel  of  Christ, 
or  given  some  watered-down  doctrine  of  Christ,  His  Church,  human  sin  and  the  grace  of  God. 

The  famous  Dr.  Thomas  Arnold  (Headmaster  of  Rugby  School  and  classical  scholar)  wrote  in 
June,  1832:  “The  Church,  as  it  now  stands,  no  human  power  can  save.”  The  key  words  here  are 
“.  .  .  no  human  power  .  . .” 

Even  in  these  darkest  days  though,  there  were  small  pockets  here  and  there  of  genuine  piety 
of  an  Evangelical  nature.  Many  of  the  coming  leaders  of  the  Oxford  Revival  were  nourished  in 
this  kind  of  religion,  and  it  became  a  base  for  the  restoring  and  recovery  of  the  fullness  of  the 
Faith.  God  was  not  without  His  witnesses.  The  miracle  of  the  Oxford  Revival  —  and  many  do 
think  of  it  as  a  miracle  from  God  —  had  come  to  pass. 

I  shall  devote  very  little  time  here  to  the  details  of  what  took  place  in  the  Church  of  St.  Mary 
the  Virgin,  Oxford,  the  stirring  homily  of  the  priest,  John  Keble  ...  his  famous  sermon  on  “Na¬ 
tional  Apostacy.”  All  this,  and  more,  has  been  carefully  treated  in  the  last  two  issues  of  The  Bea¬ 
con.  and  your  priest  will  have  more  to  say  on  the  subject  this  month. 

Before  reminding  you  of  some  of  the  remarkable  spiritual  benefits  we  all  enjoy  today  because 
of  the  Oxford  Revival,  I  will  —  with  an  effort  of  the  will  —  be  savagely  brief  in  describing  the 
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human  cost  to  those  who  were  responsible  for  recovering  the  fullness  of  the  Faith  to  this  branch 
of  the  Catholic  Church. 

No  story  in  the  whole  history  of  the  English  Church  —  since  St.  Augustine  and  his  Benedictine 
monks  landed  in  Kent  in  the  year  597  —  is  so  splendid  as  the  story  of  “The  Oxford  Movement.” 
This  second  Mission  to  England  —  the  first  one  was  via  the  British-Romano  movement  in  the 
second  and  third  centuries  —  has  every  sort  of  interest. 

The  Movement  is  exciting,  romantic,  chivalrous  —  like  the  story  of  a  crusade,  has  its  humor, 
as  well  as  its  tragedy  and  human  frailty.  The  leaders  ought  to  be  remembered.  They  were  among 
the  most  spiritual  men  who  ever  lived  in  England! 

We  ought  consciously  to  remember  some  of  their  names,  and  give  thanks  to  God  for  their  sacrifices. 
They  included:  John  Keble,  John  Henry  Newman  (who  later  became  a  Cardinal  in  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church),  Edward  Pusey,  Charles  Marriott,  Dean  Church,  James  Mozley,  Bishop  King 
of  Lincoln  —  to  mention  only  a  few  of  them. 

They  were  spiritual  giants,  and  we  owe  more  to  them  this  year  than  it  is  possible  to  describe. 
Never,  1  believe,  have  men  so  gifted  made  such  an  utter  sacrifice  of  their  prospects  and  their  future 
chances  in  this  world  —  for  the  sake  of  trying  to  renew  and  revive  the  wholeness  of  this  Church. 

They  paid  a  fearful  price.  They  were  physically  attacked  by  mobs  —  even  in  the  midst  of  Mass. 
They  were  both  persecuted  and  prosecuted.  They  were  put  in  the  civil  jails  for  such  offenses  as 
wearing  the  Eucharistic  vestments  routinely  used  in  every  parish  in  this  Diocese. 

These  priests  were  removed  from  their  parishes  for  lighting  candles  on  the  altar  for  the  Eu¬ 
charist,  or  bowing  their  knee  at  Christ  s  Presence  in  the  Sacrament. 

We  celebrate  today  their  spiritual  victories  and  our's  —  in  this  Sesquicentennial.  It  would,  how¬ 
ever,  profit  your  souls  if  you  were  to  read  meticulously  about  the  sacrifices  of  the  “Oxford  Fathers” 
—  and  those  from  Cambridge  —  to  whom  we  owe  so  much.  I  know  that  your  Priest  would  gladly 
help  you  in  this! 

The  Oxford  Revival  —  the  restoration  of  the  fullness  of  the  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Faith  of  the 
ages  —  utterly  changed  our  life  as  Christians.  If  ever  one  of  my  favorite  words  can  be  used  proper¬ 
ly,  it  is  in  this  connection.  This  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  was  TRANSMOGRIFIED  —  changed 
utterly  . . .  and  for  the  good. 

I  could  use  the  remainder  of  the  morning  and  not  exhaust  illustrations  of  this  fact.  For  your 
sake  —  and  for  the  sake  of  our  duties  and  obligations  this  day  —  I  will  limit  myself  to  just  a  few 
examples  of  how  Anglicanism  was  changed  by  the  Oxford  Revival. 

By  every  means  possible,  the  Oxford  Fathers  began  to  teach  again,  and  anew,  that  the  Church 
was  not  a  department  of  the  civil  government  —  that  is  was  nothing  less  than  the  Body  of  Christ 
on  earth,  established  by  Christ  Himself. 

They  reminded  Anglicans  that  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  English  Church  were  not 
government  employees,  but  Successors  to  the  Apostles,  who  were  set  apart  by  Christ  our  Lord 
by  His  Authority,  to  do  His  Will! 

At  every  opportunity,  these  priests  and  laymen  —  mostly  from  Oxford  and  Cambridge  —  wrote 
and  issued  popular-priced  teaching  tracts  about  the  Faith.  For  this  zealous  activity  they  were  given 
the  nickname  of  “Tractarians.”  The  worst  folly  you  could  fall  into,  though,  would  be  to  think  that 
we  were  just  celebrating  —  an  historic  event  of  150  years  ago  —  of  interest  only  (perhaps),  to 
people  with  an  interest  in  historical  matters. 

What  we  celebrate,  and,  praise  God  for,  is  not  just  interesting  history,  but  the  fullness  of  the 
Faith  of  Christ  recovered.  What  we  thank  God  for  the  Oxford  Fathers  has  to  do  with  our  recovered 
spiritual  inheritance,  the  practice  of  our  religion.  And  that  is  an  entirely  different  matter  than  just 
events  in  history! 

In  every  gathering  of  Episcopalians/Anglicans  —  whether  it  is  for  a  meeting  of  the  Wardens 
and  Vestry  a  project  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women,  a  diocesan  convention,  the  House  of  Bishops, 
a  gathering  of  priests,  or  a  diocesan  synod  such  as  ours  today  (for  example)  —  one  fact  will  always 
be  true.  More  than  half  of  the  clergy,  or  laypeople,  present  will  be  either  converts  to  the  Christian 
Religion  and  this  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church,  OR  they  will  have  become  Anglicans  by  Holy 
Confirmation  or  Reception  from  some  other  part  of  the  Body  of  Christ. 
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More  than  half  of  the  adults  in  the  Episcopal  Church  are  converts  in  one  way  or  another.  They 
are  not  “Cradle  Episcopalians,”  having  been  born  into  an  Anglican  Family.  How  can  such  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  state  of  affairs  be  explained? 

The  answer  to  that  question  lies  fundamentally  imbedded  in  the  reason  for  our  celebration  this 
year  —  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  Oxford  Revival.  Directly,  or  indirectly,  more  than  half  of 
our  communicants  are  attracted  to  Anglicanism  because  they  find  a  sacramental,  scriptural  and 
pastoral  church.  In  a  word,  they  find  the  historic  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Faith  and  Church  of  the 
centuries,  and  are  deeply  attracted  to  it. 

We  who  are  “Cradle  Episcopalians”  love  this  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  for  the  same  rea¬ 
sons.  Wfe  know  how  deeply  imperfect  it  is,  how  sinful  its  members  are,  how  theologically  reckless 
and  arrogant  its  leaders  sometimes  are,  how  unconverted  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  we  seem  to 
be  all  too  often. 

Notwithstanding  all  this  —  and  in  spite  of  it  —  we  cherish  and  love  passionately  the  Anglican 
Communion,  as  an  authentic  part  of  Christ’s  One,  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  . . .  from 
the  first  century  —  until  this  day. 

You  who  are  converts  in  any  fashion  —  in  whatever  way  you  became  Anglican  Christians  — 
what  was  it  that  attracted  you  to  this  spiritual  home?  It  may  have  been  that  you  attended  a  wedding 
in  an  Episcopal  Church,  or  went  to  the  Burial  Office  and  Requiem  of  a  friend  or  of  an  Anglican 
relative. 

You  were  deeply  drawn  to  the  beauty  of  the  House  of  God,  when  the  service  took  place,  and 
to  the  reverence  with  which  the  service  was  conducted.  There  was  a  solemnity,  a  dignity,  which 
you  had  rarely  experienced  before.  You  sought  instructions. 

Incidentally,  more  people  are  attracted  to  this  Church  because  of  the  beauty  of  the  services  at 
weddings  and  funerals  than  for  any  other  reason.  The  beauty  of  our  worship  is  a  result  of  the 
Oxford  Revival  —  one  way  or  another.  The  Mass  wins  people  to  Christ! 

It  might  have  been  the  fact  that  a  priest  attracted  you  as  being  well-educated  and  caring  for  peo¬ 
ple  that  first  drew  you  to  this  Church.  It  was  the  Oxford  Revival  which  uplifted  both  the  training 
of  priests  and  the  greater  lov  e  of  souls.  Both  of  these  realities,  where  they  are  found,  are  hallmarks 
of  the  Catholic  Revival. 

Perhaps  you  came  to  sense  a  hunger  and  a  need  for  Jesus  Christ  present  in  His  Body  and  Blood. 
Finding  an  answer  to  that  hunger  —  that  was  what  attracted  you  to  the  Episcopal  Church.  Again, 
the  Oxford  Fathers  restored  the  Holy  Eucharist  to  the  very  center  of  life,  Sunday  by  Sunday,  which 
it  truly  is.  150  years  ago  the  Holy  Eucharist  might  be  offered  four  times  a  year  at  the  most. 

In  some  great  spiritual  crises  in  your  life  you  may  have  sought  the  help  of  an  Episcopal  Priest. 
During  the  counsel  and  help  he  offered  you.  the  priest  may  have  suggested  the  medicine  for  your 
soul,  and  he  taught  you  how  to  make  your  sacramental  confession  —  the  blessed  relief  of  confes¬ 
sion  of  sins  and  unconditional  forgiveness  from  Almighty  God. 

Again,  the  Oxford  Revival  restored  to  use,  the  Sacrament  of  Forgiveness  of  Reconciliation  to 
the  People  of  God.  Not  only  was  that  Sacrament  recalled  but  Holy  Confirmation  and  the  anointing 
of  the  sick  restored,  also  a  deeper  understanding  of  Holy  Baptism.  In  short,  the  whole  sacramental 
life,  which  we  now  know,  was  restored  and  revitalized  by  the  Oxford  Revival. 

Personal  holiness,  self-discipline,  fasting,  abstinence.  Lent  —  as  we  now  know  these  spiritual 
tools  —  they  all  were  revived  in  the  life  of  Anglicanism  by  the  labors  and  teachings  of  the  Oxford 
Fathers. 

Have  you  had  the  experience  of  a  winter  holiday  in  Montego  Bay,  or  Nassau,  and  found  many 
Anglican  parishes  and  schools  there?  They  are  there  because  the  Oxford  Revival  inspired  men 
and  women  to  leave  England  and  give  their  lives  to  Christ  and  His  Church  far  from  home. 

A  round-the-world  cruise  on  “Queen  Eliabeth  II”  would,  doubtlessly,  be  a  revelation.  On  every 
continent,  in  more  than  100  countries,  people  of  every  color,  race,  and  tongue  would  be  found 
worshipping  in  Anglican  Churches  —  all  with  their  native  bishops  and  priests  as  their  Pastors. 
If  the  “Queen”  were  to  call  at  African  ports,  the  passengers  would  find  many  more  African  Angli¬ 
cans  than  live  in  the  United  States,  or  in  England!  How  did  this  ever  happen?  It  happened  because 
the  Oxford  Revival  restored  a  missing  zeal,  a  desire  to  share  the  Living  God  with  others.

Today  all  classes  of  society  can  —  and  do  —  find  their  spiritual  home  in  this  branch  of  the  Cath¬ 
olic  Church.  That  was  not  so  150  years  ago  when  the  impression  was  given  that  the  Church  was 
really  intended  for  the  upper  classes  only. 

Those  influenced  by  the  Oxford  Revival  went  to  the  slums  of  London,  and  to  other  great  cities. 
There  they  established  great  parishes  for  the  poor.  They  fought  for  social  justice,  for  medical  treatment 
for  those  without  money.  They  redeemed  the  lives  of  prostitutes  and  orphans.  All  this  may  be 
commonplace  now.  but  it  was  rare  indeed  then. 

Is  it  your  joy  to  attend  a  Quiet  Day  or  Evensong  from  time  to  time?  The  Oxford  Revival  pi¬ 
oneered  in  these,  and  all  the  other  spiritual  exercises  so  taken  for  granted  today.  The  first  Anglican 
Retreats  were  conducted  by  the  Oxford  Fathers. 

After  an  absence  of  more  than  three  centuries,  religious  orders  for  men  and  women  were  re¬ 
vived  in  our  branch  of  the  Church.  And  now,  there  are  actually  more  Anglican  sisters  and  male 
religious  than  there  were  at  the  time  of  the  16th-century  destruction  of  the  monasteries!  The  spiritual 
value  of  this  (again)  is  beyond  calculation.  Those  of  us  who  have  a  spiritual  bond  with  our  reli¬ 
gious  know  this  beyond  any  shadow  of  doubt. 

I  must  now  —  as  swiftly  as  possible  —  bring  this  address  to  a  close.  Surely,  it  is  apparent  to 
all  here  that  God  indeed  miraculously  saved  the  Church  in  England  —  because  it  was  beyond  any 
human  power  to  save  150  years  ago.  And  surely  God  used  a  comparative  handful  of  His  faithful 
servants  in  the  saving  of  the  English  Church. 

It  could  justly  be  said  of  the  Oxford  Fathers  what  Sir  Winston  Churchill  once  said  of  the  Royal 
Air  Force  during  the  bombings  over  England  in  World  War  II:  “Never  in  the  field  of  human  con¬ 
flict  was  so  much  owed  by  so  many  to  so  few.” 

The  circle  has  now  come  completely  around  in  our  day.  One  of  the  characteristics  of  the  Oxford 
Reformers  was  their  devotion  to  the  then  current  Prayer  Book.  They  taught  that  its  pages  sustained 
the  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Faith  in  its  fullness,  although  its  teachings  were  widely  neglected  or 
ignored.  In  our  day  the  Episcopal  Church  has  brought  into  existence  a  new  Prayer  Book  —  one 
which  is  widely  admired  and  copied  in  many  places  in  the  world-wide  Anglican  Communion. 
It  is  an  improved  edition. 

This  new  Prayer  Book  spells  out  in  the  clearest  fashion  all  the  sacramental,  devotional,  and  liturgical 
practices  for  which  the  Oxford  Fathers  sacrificed  so  much.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  1979 
is  not  perfect,  for  nothing  that  mankind  does  is  perfect.  But  our  new  Prayer  Book  is  complete. 
It  teaches  the  whole  Faith.  No  essential  of  that  Faith  is  omitted. 

From  the  shores  of  Eternity  —  where  150  years  is  as  a  fleeting  moment  —  it  is  not  hard  to  im¬ 
agine  the  Oxford  Fathers  doing  the  “Highland  Fling”  for  joy  .  . .  because,  by  God's  mercy,  we 
have  been  given  the  whole  Faith!

“To  Make  Glad  the  Heart,”  the  yearly  witness  to  the  goodness  of  God  in  our  corporate 
diocesan  life,  is  now  a  firmly  established  tradition  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

In  a  modest  way,  it  records  some  of  the  blessings  of  God  —  spiritual  and  material  —  which 
He  has  permitted  the  Diocesan  Family  in  this  year  of  grace,  1983. 

I.  ANGOLA,  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  HOLY  FAMILY 

(Father  L.  Maxwell  Brown,  Vicar;  Father  Theron  G.  Lansford,  Part-time  Di¬ 
ocesan  Missioner) 

1983  will,  doubtlessly,  be  remembered  as  the  year  when  the  Parish  Family  “bit 
the  bullet”  (i.e.  were  determined  to  pay  off  the  mission  mortgage  in  full  on  the 
new  Vicarage). 

It  was  a  bold,  self-disciplined  act  on  the  part  of  many.  A  $10,000  gift  gave  the 
courage  to  Father  Brown,  and  others,  to  make  special  pledges  and  interest-free  loans, 
to  Holy  Family  Church. 

The  result  was  that  the  mortgage  of  $37,500.00  which  was  held  by  the  Diocesan 
Foundation,  was  “paid  off’  many  years  in  advance  of  the  due  date.  It  is  estimated 
that  this  courageous  project  saved  somewhere  around  $25,000  in  interest  (ultimately). 

In  addition  to  that  forward-looking  project,  it  makes  it  possible  for  the  people 
of  Holy  Family  to  dream  of  a  future,  which  will  include  a  full-time  priest,  and  all 
the  needed  facilities  for  such  a  work... free  of  debt,  and  in  good  order. 

Priest  and  people  are  certainly  to  be  praised  for  their  faith  and  “gumption!” 

Increased  attendance  at  the  Summer  and  Winter  Eucharists  have  been  recorded. 

II.  BERNE,  A  PAROCHIAL  MISSION  ALTAR  OF  TRINITY  PARISH,  FORT 
WAYNE  (see  Trinity  Parish  for  details!). 

Ill  BRISTOL,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  OF  THE  CROSS 
(Father  John  H.  Morgan,  Priest  and  Rector) 

As  was  true  of  most  parishes  in  1982,  St.  John’s  had  a  “financial  crunch”  that 
year.  1983,  however,  was  one  of  vast  improvement  —  both  financially,  and  in  terms 
of  attendance,  baptisms.  Holy  Confirmations,  etc. 

The  whole  life  of  the  parish  has  changed  dramatically  in  the  last  few  years.  The 
House  of  God,  the  “new”  Parish  Hall  (actually  a  refurbished  former  church  build¬ 
ing),  the  old  Rectory  —  now  containing  the  priest’s  study,  and  other  facilities  for 
small  gatherings  —  ALL  are  used  often  and  maintained  meticulously. 

If  a  former  parishioner,  who  had  moved  away  from  Bristol  twenty  years  ago,  were 
to  come  to  Sunday  Mass  (either  early  or  late)  they  would  not  believe  their  own  eyes. 
The  early  Mass  is  well-attended,  and  the  Family  Mass  “throbs”  with  people  of  all 
ages.  It  is  a  beautiful  sight! 

IV.  CHESTERTON,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  THE  INCARNATION 
(Father  Allyne  L.  Smith,  Jr.,  Vicar) 

Last  year,  at  this  same  time,  we  had  no  resident  priest.  Father  John  E.  Meyer 
(a  “Non-Stipendiary”  and  an  attorney-at-law),  having  submitted  his  resignation  to 
the  Bishop. 

The  SPECIAL  news,  therefore,  about  1983  was  the  coming  of  a  first  full-time 
priest  for  the  Church  of  the  Incarnation!  Father  Smith  and  his  wife,  Cynthia,  came 
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from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  (he  was  formerly  a  curate  at  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Meridian). 

In  all  candor,  this  Mission  has  experienced  many,  many  problems  through  the 
years.  It  is  now  apparent  that  a  “turning”  in  its  life  —  for  good  —  is  being  ex¬ 
perienced.  There  is  a  joyful  confidence  about  the  future. 

A  most  important  development/change  has  resulted  from  the  spiritual  exercise 
called  “The  Next  Step  in  Mission"  conducted  by  Father  Howard  Keyse,  Rector  of 
the  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Elkhart. 

There  were  a  number  of  concrete  changes  to  come  from  that  exercise.  They  in¬ 
clude  (in  brief)  the  following: 

(1)  A  year-round  Church  School... apart  from  the  Sunday  Liturgy. 

(2)  The  first  regular  Adult  Class  —  Sunday  by  Sunday. 

(3)  Adding  an  early  Sunday  Mass. 

(4)  Began  the  reading  of  the  Divine  Office  daily  in  the  Church. 

(5)  The  addition  of  a  minimum  weekday  Mass. 

(6)  Organized  a  chapter  of  the  Order  of  St.  Vincent  for  acolytes. 

(7)  Increase  in  the  liturgical  ministries  exercised  by  the  laity  (they  now  read  the  Old 
Testament  lessons  and  the  Epistle  -in  addition  to  leading  the  intercessions). 

V.  CROWN  POINT,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  CHRISTOPHER 
(Father  Patrick  C.  Heiligstedt,  Priest  and  Rector) 

1983  for  St.  Christopher’s  was  in  many  ways,  a  period  of  “crises” 

—  especially  a  crisis  of  finances  (shared  with  most  of  the  Calumet  area 

—  largely  because  of  the  depressed  steel  industry). 

But  good  things  have  come  out  of  this,  nonetheless.  A  determination  to  “survive 
as  a  parish”  has  been  one  of  those  positive  results.  In  that  connection,  a  number 
of  important  fund-raising  efforts  —  notably  the  Buckley  Farm  Festival  and  a  Spring 
Cheese  and  Wine  Festival  —  have  been  most  successful. 

There  have,  also,  been  received  a  number  of  gifts  and  memorials... including  a 
new  Altar  Service  Book  —  given  in  memory  of  James  King. 

A  stronger  sense  of  “what  the  Church  ought  to  be  about”  is  seen  in  parish  wor¬ 
ship,  and  in  acts  of  corporate  mercy  (the  Parish  Food  Pantry  for  people  needing 
assistance  in  food  supplies,  etc.) 

VI.  CULVER,  THE  MISSION  TO  CULVER  MILITARY  ACADEMY  AND  THE 
CULVER  ACADEMY  FOR  GIRLS 

(Father  John  E.  Schramm,  Priest  and  Rector  of  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth... 
“Missioner  to  C.M.A.”) 

The  Culver  Academies  are,  of  course,  not  in  any  way  connected  with  the  Epis¬ 
copal  Church,  but  there  are  many  Anglicans  among  the  faculty  and  student  bodies. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  Father  Schramm  makes  the  32-mile  round  trip  from  Plymouth 

—  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Eucharist,  to  prepare  students  for  Holy  Confirmation,  to 
give  spiritual  counsel,  etc. 

The  School’s  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  David  Pitt,  is  exceedingly  gracious  and  helpful 
in  all  this.  The  Bishop  goes  there  for  a  “mini”  Pastoral  Weekend  once  a  year.  While 
visiting  the  Academies,  our  Chief  Pastor  preaches  to  the  corps  of  cadets  (and  the 
girls),  and  also  celebrates  Mass  for  a  large  “contingent”  of  American,  Canadian 
and  British  Anglicans. 

VII.  EAST  CHICAGO,  GOOD  SHEPHERD  PARISH 
(Father  Richard  Phelps,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  Institution  of  Father  Richard  Phelps 
as  Rector!  This  liturgical  and  canonical  act  had  long  been  anticipated.  A  filled  church 

—  with  many  diocesan  clergy  and  laypeople  present  —  made  it  an  evening  to  be 
treasured. 
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Physically,  the  entire  parish  facilities  “sparkled”  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bishop's 
presence.  Notable  among  all  the  painting  and  refurbishing  was  the  reconstruction 
of  the  “church  tower  stairs”  —  a  gift  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

Little  by  little,  there  is  to  be  found  a  growing  cycle  of  prayer  and  praise,  an  in¬ 
creased  value  for  the  sacraments,  and  a  renewal  of  Christian  discipline. 

The  Sunday  Mass  is  truly  central  to  all  the  parish  life! 

VIII.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  DAVID 

(Father  Richard  J.  Handley,  Priest  and  Rector) 

As  has  been  true  throughout  the  entire  diocese,  the  Elkhart  area  has  been  hard 
pressed  by  the  national  recession... although,  recently,  there  has  been  a  steady  financial 
rebound.  St.  David’s  has  not  only  “survived,”  but  is  now  on  the  mend.  Attendance 
is  up.  There  is  a  new  spiritual  vitality  sensed,  and  a  deeper  sense  of  involvement 
on  the  part  of  lay  people. 

The  priest’s  new  house  —  now  quite  close  to  St.  David’s  —  was  a  major  event, 
one  rejoiced  in  by  almost  everyone.  Physical  improvements  on  the  church  plant  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  made.  Concerted  efforts  are  being  made  towards  liquidating  a  mortgage 
(this  is  expected  to  be  eliminated  in  1984!). 

The  Parish  Family  is  looking  forward  to  St.  David’s  Day,  1984.  when  it  will  ob¬ 
serve  the  20th  Anniversary  of  the  parish’s  founding  —  March  1,  1964.  The  Bishop 
will  be  there  to  celebrate  Mass,  and  to  preach,  on  that  occasion. 

A  "Faith  Alive  Weekend”  is,  also,  scheduled. 

IX.  ELKHART,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JOHN  THE  EVANGELIST 

(Father  Howard  Richard  Keyse,  Rector;  Father  Robert  L.  Rademaker,  Curate) 

“1983  has  been  a  memorable  year  for  all  of  us  at  St.  John's,  Elkhart.  It  has  seen 
good  growth  in  membership  and  activity  with  a  strong  “family  feeling,”  as  we  work 
and  pray  together.  Sundays  are  still  the  highlight  of  each  week,  as  we  have  three 
well-attended  Masses  each  Sunday  with  exciting  liturgy.  In  February  we  began  a 
construction  process  in  order  to  install  a  magnificent  new  pipe  organ  built  by  Casa- 
vant  Freres  of  Quebec.  Canada.  The  remodeling  of  our  chancel  and  sanctuary  area 
and  the  installation  of  our  new  organ  was  completed  by  the  middle  of  June  and  all 
of  this  was  blessed  and  dedicated  by  Bishop  Sheridan  at  a  beautiful  service  of  Sol¬ 
emn  Evensong  on  the  evening  of  October  9.  We  are  offering  an  Inaugural  Recital 
Series  (using  various  artists)  to  introduce  our  organ  to  the  community  at  large.  With 
this  new  instrument  has  also  come  a  new  Organist-Choirmaster  of  high  profession¬ 
al  standards,  Mr.  E.  Barry  Oliver,  Jr.,  who  has  already  added  so  much  to  our  litur¬ 
gical  life  and  to  the  excitement  of  our  two  choirs.  Our  Christian  Education  Program 
continues  to  grow  and  provides  outstanding  opportunities  for  persons  of  all  ages-to 
grow  in  the  love  and  knowledge  of  their  Lord. 

1983  has  also  been  a  year  to  do  something  about  the  future.  Believing  that  we 
have  a  responsibility  to  assure  those  who  follow  us,  that  St.  John’s  will  be  provid¬ 
ing  strong  spiritual  leadership  in  the  years  ahead,  we  established  “The  St.  John’s 
Foundation,”  a  trust  fund  that  will  last  as  long  as  any  earthly  institution  can.  In 
a  period  of  six  weeks,  and  with  the  generosity  of  many  of  our  members,  we  exceed¬ 
ed  our  goal  of  raising  over  $250,000  in  pledges  and  gifts.  God  has  certainly  blessed 
us.  and  this  fund  will  continue  to  bless  our  ministry  for  generations  to  come. 

When  Fr.  Keyse  became  our  Rector,  we  began  to  participate  in  the  Teaching  Par¬ 
ishes  Program  of  Nashotah  House,  and  had  our  second  T.P.P.  student  with  us  dur¬ 
ing  Epiphany  term  of  this  year.  Mr.  Bernard  Pecaro  was  well  received  and  much 
loved  during  his  seven-week  stay.  On  Sunday,  May  17  at  the  9  o’clock  Eucharist, 
the  parish  surprised  Fr.  Keyse  with  a  special  service  in  honor  of  his  10th  anniver¬ 
sary  as  an  ordained  priest  (May  19,  1973).  Members  of  his  family  participated  in 
the  liturgy;  Fr.  Rademaker’s  sermon  included  a  tribute  to  the  Rector’s  ministry,  and 
a  lovely  reception  was  held  following  the  service. 
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A  fine  Vacation  Church  School  was  held  the  week  of  June  6  to  11.  Since  our  last 
Convention.  17  persons  from  our  parish  family  have  entered  the  Church  Trium¬ 
phant.  two  of  whom  may  be  known  by  our  diocesan  family:  Aline  DeGolier,  the 
mother  of  Fr.  James  DeGolier.  a  trustee  of  Nashotah  House  and  Joan  Lambert,  a 
long  time  and  faithful  member  of  our  Altar  Guild." 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Rademaker.  Deacon,  was  ordained  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood 
by  the  Bishop  November  30th,  1982  —  a  beautiful  and  happy  occasion! 

X.  FORT  WAYNE,  TRINITY  PARISH 

(Father  C.  Corydon  Randall,  Priest  and  Rector;  Father  W'illiam  Gibson,  Vicar 
of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’  Altar  of  Trinity  Parish;  Father  Paul  W.  Smith. 
Assistant  to  the  Rector;  Father  Harold  Comer,  Assistant  Priest). 

This  past  year  has  seen  many  changes  in  the  life  of  the  parish  —  especially  among 
the  clergy  —  and  many  physical  improvements. 

Father  W.  Kenneth  Williams,  formerly  Assistant  to  the  Rector,  reached  the  per¬ 
missible  retirement  age  of  65.  At  his  last  week  on  the  staff  full-time  Father  Wil¬ 
liams  and  Mrs.  Williams  (Lee)  were  given  a  loving  farewell  party,  with  many  gifts. 

Since  that  time.  Father  Williams'  ministry  has  changed  to  being  a  diocesan  sup¬ 
ply  priest,  visiting  nursery  homes  (especially)  and  doing  extensive  personal  coun¬ 
seling. 

On  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  (Nov.  30th)  the  Rev.  Harold  Comer,  Deacon  was 
ordained  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood  by  our  Bishop.  Father  Comer,  a  recent  graduate 
of  Nashotah  House,  was  a  Postulant  and  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  from  St.  James' 
Parish,  Goshen  —  a  true  native  diocesan  son.  He  continues  as  an  Assistant  Priest 
on  the  staff  of  Trinity  Parish. 

Among  other  memorials  and  bequests  left  the  parish  was  "a  living  memorial” 
of  $4,000,  which  was  given  to  a  seminarian  —  now  a  Junior  at  Nashotah  House. 
Another  seminarian  from  the  parish  is  studying  for  the  Priesthood  at  Berkeley  Di¬ 
vinity  School  at  Yale. 

"Canterbury  School,"  an  Episcopal -related  private  school  founded  by  Trinity 
Church.continues  to  flourish  “out  in  the  country."  High  school  classes  have  now 
been  added  to  the  formerly  kindergarten-eighth  grade. 

Construction  is  presently  underway  for  a  new  chapel-auditorium  and  a  classroom 
building.  One  grade  a  year  will  be  added  until  all  four  years  are  completed.  At  that 
time  some  250  "high  schoolers”  are  expected  to  be  joined  to  the  260  presently  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  first  eight  grades. 

In  Trinity's  Parish  Hall-Education  Center  (where  Canterbury  School  was  found¬ 
ed)  this  massive  building  is  being  used  —  among  other  needs  —  by  the  “Fort  Wayne 
Learning  Center"  and  the  “Summit  City  School  of  Secular  Gymnastics."  During 
the  catastrophic  floods,  of  the  recent  past,  the  same  building  offered  living  accom¬ 
modations  for  many  homeless  people,  and  was  also  the  “command  center"  for  the 
American  Red  Cross  activities  during  this  period. 

This  historic  parish  (it  was  founded  in  1844.  and  has  the  second  oldest  church 
building  in  Fort  Wayne)  is  again  faced  with  large  expenditures  to  preserve  this  French 
Gothic  structure.  Several  years  ago  a  small  fortune  had  to  be  spent  to  save  the  roof 
from  collapsing.  It  has  now  been  discovered  that  the  original  church  flooring  has 
rotted  —  and  must  be  totally  replaced  —  in  addition  to  other  items  of  restoration. 

The  “climax”  of  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1983  has  been  “saved"  until  last!  Trinity 
Parish  —  in  the  midst  of  many  other  activities  —  also  founded  the  newest  mission 
congregation  in  the  Diocese.  The  story  of  ST.  GEORGE'S  MISSION.  BERNE, 
will  be  chronicled  a  little  later  on. 

XI.  FORT  WAYNE,  ST.  PHILIP  AND  ST.  JAMES’  ALTAR  OF  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  William  Gibson,  Vicar) 

1983  was  a  good  year  for  St.  Philip  and  St.  James'.  An  important  event  for  that 
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Altar  was  when  our  Bishop  admitted  Larry  Smith  (a  Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medi¬ 
cine)  as  a  Postulant  —  the  first  canonical  step  towards  Holy  Orders.  Larry  is  the 
energetic  force  and  drive  behind  the  formation  of  the  newest  mission  in  the  Dio¬ 
cese  (St.  George’s,  Berne,  in  Adams  County). 

Larry’s  contagious  enthusiasm  has  magnetically  drawn  helping  hands  from  many 
Christian  denominations.  They  have  collectively  helped  to  remodel,  repair,  clean 
and  polish  the  recently  acquired  century-old  country  church  building.  And  in  Sep¬ 
tember.  Bishop  Sheridan  re-consecrated  it  as  “St.  George’s  Mission.” 

A  number  of  parishioners  from  St.  Philip  and  St.  James'  assisted  with  the  reno¬ 
vations,  and  shared  in  the  joyous  festival  re-consecration  of  this  House  of  God. 

Our  Lenten  School  on  “Fundamentals  of  the  Faith”  was  consistently  well-attended 
through  the  six  weeks  of  Lent.  Evening  Holy  Day  Eucharists  have  prov  ided  nourish¬ 
ment  to  both  soul  and  body.  A  “brown  bag  supper”  always  followed  the  Mass,  and 
that  seemed  to  encourage  consistent  attendance. 

An  event  of  special  interest  took  place  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent.  1983  w  hen 
two  infants  were  baptized  into  the  Body  of  Christ  (they  were  both  offspring  of  original 
“P-J”  acolytes,  and  grandchildren  of  “charter”  members  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James’ 
...a  living  example  of  spiritual  training  continuity  —  and  faithfulness.) 

A  number  of  attractive  and  useful  gifts  were  given  to  this  Parish  Altar  in  1983. 
The  most  appreciated  one  (perhaps)  was  the  installation  of  an  air  conditioning  sys¬ 
tem  —  the  gift  of  two  “air-conditioning  angels”  who  worship  here.  The  nursery 
was  redecorated  through  the  efforts  of  St.  Anne's  Guild,  and  by  other  talented  souls. 
The  Men’s  Club  built  a  children’s  swing  set  —  an  example  of  many  useful  improv  e¬ 
ments  made  on  all  sides.  We  also  have  a  magnificent  red  carpet  —  a  gift  —  from 
the  front  door  to  the  altar! 

A  handsome  new  Gospel  Book  was  used  for  the  first  time  at  Easter.  Looking 
to  the  future,  the  St.  Philip  and  St.  James  Trust  Fund  receives  bequests  and  thank 
offerings  —  from  time  to  time.  This  all  points  to  sturdy  financial  “undergirding” 
for  the  years  to  come. 

BERNE,  ST.  GEORGE’S  ALTAR  OF  TRINITY  PARISH 
(Father  ftiul  W.  Smith,  Priest-in-Charge). 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  how  St.  George’s  Mission  came  into  being  —  the 
newest  mission  in  the  Diocese.  The  opportunity  —  to  buy  a  hundred-year-old  church 
building  at  auction  —  came  very  suddenly.  It  required  quick  decisions  and  heroic 
sacrifice  —  on  the  part  of  a  comparative  handful  of  Episcopalians  in  Berne  and 
surrounding  areas.  Once  this  was  accomplished,  many  local  Christian  neighbors 
helped  our  church  people  recondition/repair  the  old  church. 

The  Bishop  came  to  reconsecrate  the  Church,  and  to  bring  a  check  for  $2,000, 
“to  help  with  the  mortgage.” 

One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  our  newest  mission  is  its  location.  Instead 
of  Episcopalians  driving  to  Fort  Wayne  for  Sunday  Mass  (almost  100  miles,  round 
trip),  they  now  have  a  local  spiritual  home. 

Overnight,  scattered  Anglicans  —  residing  in  such  places  as  Portland.  Decatur 
and  Geneva  —  are  only  10-12  miles  from  the  nearest  altar!  It  is  kind  of  a  miracle. 

XII.  FORT  WAYNE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ALBAN 

(Father  ,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  year  1983  has  been  one  of  recovering  and  recovery.  An  unhappy  pastorate 
—  it  lasted  for  only  a  year—  came  to  an  abrupt  end.  Immediately,  the  Bishop  made 
arrangements  (\ia  the  Wardens  and  Vfestry)  for  Father  William  Evans  Martin,  Ph  D., 
to  come  from  South  Bend,  two  or  three  days  a  week  (including  Sundays)  for  pastor¬ 
al  care. 
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It  has  been  of  enormous  help  to  have  him  —  all  during  1983.  Meanwhile,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  priests  have  been  nominated  for  future  consideration.  The  Parish  Family  also 
continues  to  make  preparations  for  the  happy  day,  when  they  again  “will  have  a 
full-time  priest  of  their  own!” 

1984  —  it  is  firmly  believed  —  will  be  a  happier  year  at  St.  Alban's.  The  Parish 
Family  looks  forward  to  it  —  with  hope! 

XIII  GARY,  THE  SOMETIME  PARISH  OF  CHRIST  CHURCH 
(Father  James  Wallace  Curtis,  last  Priest  and  Rector) 

Just  before  Christ  Church,  Gary,  celebrated  its  75th  Anniversary,  its  days  as  a 
parish  entity  came  to  an  end.  With  tears  and  with  style,  the  last  Parish  Mass  was 
celebrated  just  before  All  Saints’  Day,  1983.  Our  Bishop  was  the  Celebrant,  and 
preached  the  homily. 

During  those  75  years  Christ  Church  had  known  both  triumph  and  disaster  — 
many  times.  Once  one  of  the  largest  parishes  in  Northern  Indiana,  the  congrega¬ 
tion  had  dwindled  to  a  mere  handful.  Christ  Church  was  the  “spiritual  mother” 
of  both  St.  Barnabas’,  Gary  and  St.  Christopher’s,  Crown  Point.  At  least  eight  pri¬ 
ests,  and  one  religious  had  come  out  of  the  parish  life.  There  had  been  valiant  ef¬ 
forts  to  support  a  Cuban  Refugee  Program  —  later  a  Hispanic  one,  in  general.  The 
Diocesan  Family  —  from:  various  sources  —  contributed  thousands  of  dollars;  and 
a  considerable  quantity  of  food  and  clothing  to  assist  in  these  labors. 

Father  Curtis  left  after  27  years  of  difficult,  faithful  and  exhausting  labors.  The 
“end”  of  the  parish  came  swiftly  —  there  simply  were  not  enough  resources  any¬ 
where  to  keep  the  work  "viable.”  Most  of  the  remaining  parishioners  now  go  to 
St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  or  St.  Barnabas,  Gary  (there  are  several  other  parish  choices 
available  to  them  in  the  area). 

Today  St.  Stephen’s  Missionary  Baptist  Church  worships  Almighty  God  in  this 
continuing  House  of  God.  There  is  much  consolation  in  that  reality,  and  there  are 
plans  being  considered  whereby  the  name  and  memory  of  “Christ  Church,  Gary,” 
will  be  always  kept  green! 

XIV.  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE 

(Father  Henderson  R.  Thompson,  Priest  and  Rector) 

For  1983  in  St.  Augustine’s  Parish  —  it  has  been  a  year  of  "patient  waiting”  for 
a  new  Pastor,  and  sometimes  impatient  waiting!  By  the  mercies  of  God,  however, 
an  interim  priest  of  extraordinary  care  and  ability  has  been  provided.  All  during 
this  year  Father  Richard  Phelps.  Rector  of  Good  Shepherd  Parish,  East  Chicago, 
has  provided  a  Sunday  Mass,  and  emergency'  weekday  care. 

It  has  made  all  the  difference  in  the  world  to  “parish  morale!” 

Meanwhile,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry'  have  conscientiously  carried  on  with  their 
responsibilities  —  this  has  included  extensive  refurbishing  of  St.  Augustine's  Rec¬ 
tory'.  etc. 

Happy  News!!  In  late  November.  1983  a  priest  was  called  to  St.  Augustine’s.  Fa¬ 
ther  Henderson  R.  Thompson  from  the  Diocese  of  Barbados  —  via  Southern  Vir¬ 
ginia  —  has  been  hard  at  work  since  Advent.  There  is  much  rejoicing  within  the 
Parish  Family. 

XV  GARY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  BARNABAS 
(Father  William  Klatt,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  most  EXCITING  news  at  St.  Barnabas’  in  1983  —  without  any  question  — 
was  the  coming  of  our  new  Priest  and  Rector-Elect:  Father  William  Klatt  (he  was 
known  to  some  in  the  diocese  as  the  former  Episcopal  Chaplain  at  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity)  and  his  wife.  Ina.  arrived  for  the  beginning  of  Advent  —  a  gift  from  God! 

XVI  GAS  CITY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
(Father  Don  Raih,  Priest  and  Rector) 

The  BEST  news  in  1983.  which  St.  Paul’s  delight  in  recording,  was  the  arrival 
of  our  new  priest.  Father  Raih  (along  with  his  wife.  “Trish,”  and  two  children). 
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The  Bishop  formally  instituted  him  in  the  midst  of  much  joy  and  contentment! 

A  number  of  parish  celebrations  took  place  during  the  year:  The  Week  of  Prayer 
for  Christian  Unity;  “The  Patronal  Festival”  on  January  25th;  Lenten  Soup  Sup¬ 
pers;  Age  in  Action  Sunday;  Mothers’  and  Fathers’  Day  Observances,  and  the  150th 
Anniversary  of  the  Oxford  Revival  —  to  mention  some  of  them. 

Two  special  projects  seem  to  be  worthy  of  mention:  “The  Well”  and  the  Gas 
City  Lutheran-Episcopal  Dialogue.  “The  Well”  is  a  corporal  act  of  mercy  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Gas  City- Jonesboro  (“The  Twin  Cities”)  Ministerial  Association  for 
distributing  emergency  food  and  clothes.  The  “Dialogue”  is  a  monthly  theological 
conversation  between  the  priest  and  people  of  St.  Paul’s  and  the  pastor  and  people 
of  Grace  Lutheran  Church.  It  has  been  considered  to  be  a  successful  and  valuable 
exercise  between  Christian  people. 

There  has  been  a  concerted  effort  to  use  Eucharistic  Rites  I  and  D  on  a  bi-monthly 
basis.  Continuing  efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  cooperation  and  parish  ties 
between  St.  Paul’s  and  Gethsemane  Church  in  Marion. 

XVII.  GOSHEN,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  JAMES 
(Father  Daren  Williams,  Priest  and  Rector) 

Along  with  a  number  of  other  parishes  in  the  Diocesan  Family  in  1983,  St.  James' 
welcomed  a  new  priest.  Father  Daren  Williams,  and  his  family  (Mrs.  Williams’ 
name  is  “Joy”),  arrived  late  in  the  year.  Father  Williams  had  been  Assistant  to  the 
Rector  of  St.  Thomas’,  Battle  Creek,  Michigan. 

When  the  Bishop  instituted  our  new  priest  as  Rector  of  St.  James’  at  least  50 
former  parishioners  came  to  Goshen  for  the  happy  occasion  —  a  good  sign  of  how 
much  they  cared  for  their  former  priest. 

Another  event  of  major  importance  was  the  graduation  from  Nashotah  House  — 
and  subsequent  ordination  —  of  a  “parish  son,”  Father  Harold  Comer,  now  Curate 
at  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne.  He  was  a  Postulant,  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and 
seminarian  —  all  from  St.  James’. 

Among  other  special  events  of  note  were  these  three:  (1)  The  church  School  had 
one  of  the  largest  Mite  Box  Offerings  in  the  history  of  St.  James’.  (2)  A  number 
of  special  stained-glass  windows  were  purchased  for  the  Lady  Chapel  —  the  beau¬ 
tiful  place  of  the  Divine  Offices  said  daily,  and  the  frequent  weekday  Masses.  (3) 
A  planned  “Parish  Family  Workday”  was  held  to  clean  and  paint  “Latta  Hall”  (St. 
James’  Christian  Education  Center). 

XVIII.  GRIFFITH,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  TIMOTHY 
(Father  Jonathan  Sams,  Priest  and  Rector) 

Although  St.  Timothy’s  is  a  “lively”  new  parish,  in  general,  and  many  things 
happen  all  the  time,  TWO  especially  happy  events  took  place  there  this  year.  Fa¬ 
ther  Sams  was  instituted  by  his  Bishop  as  the  first  Rector  of  the  new  Parish  of  St. 
Timothy’s  (for  the  past  20  years  it  had  been  the  Parochial  Mission/  “Other  Altar” 
of  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond)... and  St.  Timothy's  new  Rector  took  unto  himself  a  love¬ 
ly  wife.  Sherry. 

Other  good  things  took  place  too,  but  it  is  very  hard  to  “top"  those  two  events! 

XIX.  HAMMOND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
(Father  John  C.  Blakslee,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“Causes  for  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving,  with  regards  to  the  SPIRITUALITIES 
in  this  Cure  of  Souls:  for  the  first  time  in  20  years,  St.  Paul  s  is  “going  it  alone” 
since  St.  Timothy,  Griffith,  is  now  a  parish.  In  many  respects  we  miss  the  joint 
activities,  yet  it  does  feel  good  to  be  able  to  plan  things  as  a  single  altar  congrega¬ 
tion.  We  continue  with  our  Bible  Study  (two  groups)  and  mam  Guild  activities: 
Spaghetti  Dinner  and  Bazaar,  which  was  highly  successful  last  November;  three 
garage  rummage  sales  this  year  rather  than  a  rummage  sale  at  the  Church;  a  suc¬ 
cessful  hamburger  booth  at  the  Northern  Indiana  Art  Fair  in  Munster  —  all  of  which 
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draw  our  members  together  by  working  together.  We  also  had  a  summer  picnic  with 
outdoor  Mass  at  the  site  of  the  land  we  are  purchasing  for  new  construction  in  Mun¬ 
ster.  The  picnic  has  been  part  of  our  summer’s-end  life  for  a  number  of  years.  We 
continue  a  slow  but  steady  growth  in  the  number  of  communicants.  We  welcomed 
a  fifth  Women’s  Guild  this  past  year. 

XX.  HOBART,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ST.  STEPHEN 
(Father  ,  Vicar) 

With  the  “dissolution”  of  Christ  Church,  Gary,  as  a  parish,  a  sixteen-year  rela¬ 
tionship  with  St.  Stephen’s  came  to  a  close.  There  were  naturally  mixed  emotions, 
as  St.  Stephen's  became  once  again  one  of  the  mission  congregation  within  the  Fa¬ 
mily  of  the  Diocese. 

But  the  hope  and  enthusiasm  of  this  congregation  point  towards  the  future  in  two 
special  ways:  (1)  the  Bishop’s  appointing  a  new  Vicar  as  soon  as  possible  (much 
research  has  already  taken  place  in  that  connection!);  (2)  the  intention  of  becoming 
a  self-supporting  parish  as  soon  as  it  is  practical. 

Both  of  these  are  “burning”  aspirations  of  the  Parish  Family.  Both,  God  willing, 
will  come  to  pass  in  1984,  or  soon  after. 

Meanwhile,  the  Vicar's  Committee  —  and  many  others  in  the  congregation  — 
have  been  faithfully  preparing  the  facilities  for  the  future.  An  enormous  amount 
of  repair  has  been  completed  in  the  Vicarage  —  much  of  the  labor  was  done  by 
parishioners.  The  Bishop  was  able  to  get  several  thousands  of  dollars  support  for  this. 

There  are  plans  to  repaint  the  parish  house,  install  a  new  air  conditioner,  etc. 
in  early  1984.  There  is  enthusiasm  at  St.  Stephen’s  —  it  is  felt  when  you  visit  there. 
To  alter  slightly  “the  parish  line”  of  a  recent  T.V.  commercial,  the  Family  at  St. 
Stephen’s  is  not  saying  “Where  is  the  beef?”  but  “Where  is  our  new  priest?” 

XXI.  HOWE,  THE  TARISH  OF  ST.  MARK 

(Father  George  M.  Minnix,  Priest  and  Rector  and  Chaplain  of  Howe  Military 
School) 

THE  great  event  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish  this  past  year  was  the  celebration  of  their 
priest's  20th  Anniversary  of  Priesthood.  It  was  held  in  All  Saints'  Chapel  —  the 
newer  of  the  two  school  chapels  —  and  was  filled  w  ith  parishioners,  the  corps  of 
cadets,  faculty  and  community  friends. 

The  Bishop  presided  over  the  Solemn  Mass,  and  preached  the  homily.  In  every 
way,  it  was  a  memorable  evening.  Following  the  Holy  Eucharist,  all  were  invited 
to  dinner  in  the  Howe  Military  School  Dining  Hall,  where  many  gifts  w-ere  presented 
to  Father  Minnix. 

XXII  HUNTINGTON,  THE  MISSION  OF  CHRIST  THE  KING 
(Father  John  Miles,  Vicar) 

“At  Christ  the  King  we  have  found  much  to  be  thankful  for  this  past  year.  Bishop 
Sheridan  came  to  lead  us  in  celebrating  the  centennial  of  the  founding  of  our  con¬ 
gregation  in  Huntington.  Mindful  of  the  ups  and  downs  and  the  times  when  the 
Church  had  to  close  its  doors  in  that  first  one  hundred  years,  we  gave  thanks  to 
God  that  He  had  brought  us  to  this  moment  of  celebration  and  we  sought  His  con¬ 
tinued  blessing  that  we  might  serve  Him  in  the  next  hundred  years  without  any  in¬ 
terruption. 

And  we  are  grow  ing.  In  the  past  twelve  months  we’ve  had  seven  baptisms.  New 
services  were  introduced  in  Lent.  One  innovation  which  proved  popular  was  the 
Thursday  evening  group  who  took  the  Church  to  the  homes  of  shut-ins,  where  we 
celebrated  a  complete  Eucharist,  followed  by  a  carry-in  lunch,  and  had  a  Bible  study. 
The  Church  School  ended  its  spring  term  with  a  production  of  “Tales  of  St.  Tho¬ 
mas  in  India.”  which  was  written  by  our  Church  School  superintendent.  Dr.  Charles 
Boebel,  and  dedicated  to  Fr.  Miles  in  honor  of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  his 
ordination.  Another  reason  for  thanksgiving  came  in  a  survey  of  the  congregation 
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which  showed  that  84%  of  those  who  considered  themselves  members  had  attended 
some  of  our  services  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

The  Vicar's  Committee  continued  its  never-ending  task  of  making  repairs  and 
getting  the  bugs  out  of  our  unique  Church  building.  (A  word  of  advice  to  those 
thinking  of  building  an  A-frame  Church:  don’t!).  We  hope  we’ve  found  and  fixed 
all  the  elusive  rainleaks  which  have  plagued  us  in  the  past.  A  major  improvement, 
not  seen  by  many,  was  the  Altar  Guild’s  adding  a  built-in  closet  to  the  Sacristy, 
giving  us  more  room  and  protection  for  our  vestments. 

And  we  mourned  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Brewer,  a  faithful  member  of  our 
Church  almost  since  its  reactivation,  and  an  unfailing  pillar  of  encouragement  to 
priests  and  people  alike.  Friends  generously  gave  to  a  memorial  to  her.  part  of  which 
was  used  to  buy  material  for  a  wedding  kneeler  which  was  needlepointed  by  a  “man 
of  the  Church.” 

XXIII.  KOKOMO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  George  M.  Davis,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“We  have  acquired  a  41-passenger  bus  for  use  by  parish  groups  to  attend  reli¬ 
gious  and  social  functions.  The  bus  is  named,  “Saints  Alive.” 

The  Narthex  is  being  enlarged.  It  is  located  between  the  lounge/office  area  and 
the  nave.  Enlargement  will  give  more  space  for  greeting  —  without  being  a  bottleneck. 

The  parish  hall  has  been  refurbished  with  paint,  new  drapes,  new  tables  and  new 
chairs. 

The  EYC  redecorated  their  meeting  and  classroom  and  that  room  has  been  carpeted. 

Plans  for  the  addition  of  a  “lift”  to  aid  the  handicapped  are  in  final  stages.  The 
new  addition  will  facilitate  movement  of  the  handicapped  to  church  for  Mass,  or 
to  the  parish  hall  (basement)  for  social  events. 

A  new  storage  facility  has  been  erected  at  the  north  end  of  the  port  cochere.  This 
allowed  us  to  finish  the  “Russell  Hood”  room,  the  original  parish  hall,  making 
it  into  a  large  class  or  small  meeting  room. 

A  new  sound  system  will  be  installed  before  Christmas.  It  will  be  a  complete 
system:  for  the  church,  with  a  separate  and  portable  system  installed  in  the  parish  hall. 

There  is  an  increased  awareness  of  responsibility  to  the  church.  Our  stewardship 
campaign  for  1983  resulted  in  a  36%  increase  of  giving.  This  in  the  face  of  the 
current  economic  picture.  As  of  this  report,  the  payment  of  those  pledges  to  date 
is  slightly  over  90%. 

We  are  happy  to  have  Father  Roberts  Ehrgott  and  Father  Jack  Bliven  with  us  here 
in  Kokomo.  Their  presence  in  the  diocese  aids  the  Bishop  in  his  capacity  to  provide 
“supply  clergy,”  and  enhances  our  worship  and  work. 

The  concern  for  the  poor  continues  through  the  food  offering  each  Sunday. 

Participation  by  our  young  people  continues  through  their  ministry  in  music.  Twice 
this  year  we  sent  our  EYC  to  the  “Saturday  Nite  Alive”  conferences  at  St.  Luke’s 
Church  in  Bath,  Ohio.  We  suffered  some  leadership  loss  with  graduation,  but  we 
are  beginning  to  recover.  Now  that  the  youth  conferences  at  St.  Luke’s  have  ceased, 
our  own  young  people  desire  to  have  a  conference  here  at  St.  Andrew’s. 

The  Vestry,  as  one  of  its  goals  for  1984,  has  established  that  we  will  provide  op¬ 
portunities  for  the  laity  to  use  the  Spiritual  Gifts  Inventory-to  determine  gifts  and 
ministries-and  seek  to  incorporate  those  ministries  in  our  parish  life. 

In  the  spring  we  had  a  four-day  Holy  Spirit  Conference  with  Dennis  and  Rita 
Bennett.  Clergy  and  laity  were  here  from  several  states,  and  a  great  spiritual  bene¬ 
fit  came  to  those  attending.” 

XXIV.  LAPORTE,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 

(Father  B.  Linford  Eyrick,  Priest  and  Rector) 
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St.  Paul’s  has  begun,  during  the  past  year,  a  series  of  Bible  Study  classes  —  follow¬ 
ing  Mass  and  breakfast  —  on  one  Friday  each  month.  In  addition,  during  May  a 
Quiet  Day  was  held,  an  event  which  will  be  repeated.  Each  of  these  was  well  received 
and  well  attended. 

Having  resumed  the  summer  Vacation  Church  School,  this  year  was  the  sixth 
year  in  the  present  series,  and  a  very  productive  one. 

The  sixth  year  of  “Music  at  St.  Paul’s”  was  completed  in  the  spring.  “Music 
at  St.  Paul’s”  includes  various  presentations  of  Fine  music  by  organ  and  voice,  as 
well  as  special  opportunities  of  instruction.  The  public  from  a  large  area  has  at¬ 
tended  these  Sunday  afternoon  concerts.  There  are  five  or  six  each  year. 

The  Ordination  of  the  Rev.  Clair  Price  to  the  Diaconate  was  a  high  point  in  the 
life  of  the  Parish.  We  are  happy  that  he  is  with  us,  having  been  assigned  to  St.  Paul’s 
by  the  Bishop. 

Two  long  meetings  of  congregational  Self-Evaluation  took  place  at  St.  Paul’s.  Many 
excellent  suggestions  were  made  as  the  result  of  the  discussions  held.  Members 
of  the  Vestry  and  other  representatives  of  the  Parish  were  present.  Evangelism  was 
the  main  theme. 

The  Parish  bought  two  adjacent  properties,  which  are  contiguous  with  the  church 
property.  One  of  the  buildings  purchased  will  house  the  Day  Nursery  School  which 
has  moved  in  there.  It  provides  a  large  play  yard  and  parking  lot.  The  second  floor 
of  this  facility  will  provide  a  center  for  youth  activities. 

A  second  building  purchased  has  two  apartments  and  will  be  rented.  Each  was 
purchased  as  a  property  for  future  expansion  of  the  Parish  and  its  program. 

XXV.  LOGANSPORT,  TRINITY  PARISH 

(Father  H.  James  Considine,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“Radio  broadcasts  (3  or  4  times  yearly)  permit  the  Sung  Mass  to  be  taped  and 
broadcast  later  in  the  day  on  the  local  station  —  in  cooperation  with  the  ministerial 
association.  A  parish  self-evaluation  session  in  March  with  Fr.  Davis  of  the  dioce¬ 
san  Evangelism  Committee  was  helpful.  A  group  of  women  from  Trinity  ECW  pre¬ 
pared  and  served  two  luncheons  for  the  unemployed  and  needy  last  spring  —  this 
was  expanded  during  the  summer  to  thrice  weekly  lunch  at  the  Salvation  Army  pre¬ 
pared  by  several  local  churches,  using  Federal  funds  for  emergency  Volunteer  re¬ 
lief.  Another  successful  Vacation  Bible  School  with  Sister  Donna  Marie,  SHN,  was 
held  and  another  shared  youth  confirmation  class  retreat  with  St.  Andrew’s,  Val¬ 
paraiso.  Three  couples  attended  Episcopal  Marriage  Encounter  weekend  in  Indi¬ 
anapolis  in  April.  We  now  have  a  seminarian  at  Sewanee:  Rob  Schwarz  is  the  First 
seminarian  that  Trinity  Parish  has  ever  sponsored,  as  far  as  anyone  remembers. 

Evidence  of  careful  stewardship  by  many  members  was  seen;  this  was  the  First 
time  in  many  years  that  all  parish  expenses  have  been  paid  on  time  —  there  was 
no  summer  slump  Financially!  Proceeds  from  the  parish  booth  at  the  local  IRON 
HORSE  FESTIVAL  and  proceeds  from  the  Annual  Ice  Cream  Social  were  used 
to  repair  the  weak  floors  in  the  rectory  and  to  procure  new  carpet  for  the  dining 
room  and  hallway.  The  parish  ECW  put  up  sufficient  funds  from  their  projects  to 
provide  matching  carpet  for  the  living  room  of  the  rectory,  too.  A  new  fair  linen 
and  brass  pew  candelabra  were  procured  for  the  church  from  donations  made  in 
memory  of  Nancy  Schmidt,  a  longtime  parishioner,  who  died  at  the  beginning  of 
January.  The  nave  of  the  Church  has  also  been  adorned  with  four  banners  made 
by  a  member  of  the  parish  largely  from  scrap  materials  left  over  from  vestment 
making;  they  are  very  well  made  and  have  a  handsome  effect  in  the  nave.” 

XXVI  MARION,  GETHSEMANE  PARISH 

(Father  William  McKee  Murphy,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“We  rejoiced  in  being  able  to  share  with  the  Diocese  some  “Southern  Hospitali¬ 
ty”  —  by  hosting  the  84th  Annual  Diocesan  Convention.  We  had  our  First  Vacation 
Bible  School  in  many  years  and  the  attendance  and  resulting  enthusiasm  was  way 
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beyond  expectation.  We  have  two  active  Bible  studies  at  the  church  and  two  in  pri¬ 
vate  homes.  Our  St.  Cuthbert's  Ward  of  the  Confraternity  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
is  continuing  to  grow,  and  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  nation  (we  are  told).  Atten¬ 
dance  at  daily  Mass  has  been  increasing.  Through  an  increased  number  of  social 
events,  the  parishioners  are  getting  to  know  each  other  better  and  we  are  even  more 
friendly  than  before.  The  ministry  of  Fr.  Raih  (from  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City)  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

Air  conditioning  has  been  installed  in  the  church  and  parish  hall,  and  new  energy¬ 
saving  windows  installed  in  the  parish  hall.  A  new  roof  was  put  on  the  parish  hall. 
A  very  nice  all-brass  counterbalances  for  the  Blessed  Sacrament  Lamp  was  donat¬ 
ed  by  a  member  of  the  parish  —  in  memory  of  Dorothy  Murphy.” 

XXVII  MICHIGAN  CITY,  TRINITY  PARISH 

(Father  Robert  J.  Center,  Priest  and  Rector 
Father  Richard  Taylor,  Assisting  Priest) 

"Trinity  Parish  has  been  participating  with  some  other  Michigan  City  area  churches 
in  the  United  Ministries  Food  Bank  for  the  poor.  The  parish  provided  considerable 
financial  and  in-kind  assistance  to  the  LaPorte  County  shelter  for  battered  women, 
which  opened  this  spring,  and  has  also  become  a  member  of  Channel  33,  the  ecu¬ 
menical  access  channel.  A  special  committee  has  been  appointed  and  is  planning 
the  parish’s  sesquicentennial  celebration  in  1984.  The  Sunday  morning  adult  class 
made  a  study  of  spirituality,  using  the  Church's  Teaching  Series  book  U\ing  in  the 
Spirit  as  the  basis  for  the  course. 

In  July  a  new  oaken  altar  rail  and  matching  lectern,  custom  fabricated  by  Ram- 
busch  Company,  were  added  to  the  sanctuary  replacing  the  wrought  iron  furnish¬ 
ings.  The  church  roof  was  refurbished  this  summer,  including  gold-leafing  the  steeple 
cross  and  the  replacement  of  the  cupola.”. 

We  are  very  conscious  that  this  will  be  the  first  parish  of  the  Diocese  to  celebrate 
its  150th  year  of  life  (1984). 

XXVIII  MICHIGAN  CITY,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW-BY-THE  LAKE  (LONG 
BEACH) 

(Father  John  C.  Hughes,  Priest  and  Rector) 

1983  has  been,  a  somewhat  uneventful  year!  An  exception  to  this  would  be  the 
Bishop’s  appointment  of  Father  Hughes,  to  be  his  "Deputy”  responsible  for  the 
organizing  of  the  first  diocesan-supported  Cursillo  in  Northern  Indiana. 

Plans  are  being  formed  —  and  very  extensive  preparation  is  being  made  —  for 
a  Cursillo,  to  be  held  in  March,  1984  at  the  Motherhouse  of  the  Poor  Handmaids 
of  Jesus  Christ  (the  Convent  of  Ancilla  Domini  at  Donaldson,  near  Plymouth). 

XXIX  MISHAWAKA,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  PAUL 
Father  Wilbur  B.  Dexter,  Priest  and  Rector) 

A  statue  of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  —  carved  to  custom  order  in  Italy  —  was  affixed 
to  a  panel  in  the  pulpit.  This  memorial  was  given  by  the  family  of  Gerald  N.  Grove 
(R.I.P.)...a  long-time  Communicant,  Vestryman,  Warden,  who  died  in  1982. 

In  1983  his  widow,  Mary  D.  Grove  (a  life-time  communicant  of  St.  Paul's)  died 
at  the  age  of  90.  She  was  one  of  the  very  last  Churchmen  in  the  diocese  who  received 
Holy  Confirmation  at  the  hands  of  our  first  Bishop  (the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Hazen  White, 
Bishop  of  Michigan  City!). 

An  anonymous  gift  of  a  new  carpet  for  the  chancel  and  sanctuary  has  made  this 
House  of  God  look  very  handsome  indeed! 

XXX.  PERU,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  George  Forthan,  Priest  and  Rector) 

(Regretfully,  no  report  was  received) 
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XXXI  PLYMOUTH,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  THOMAS 
(Father  John  E.  Schramm,  Priest  and  Rector) 

Canon  Bradley  McCormick,  part-time  Assisting  Priest) 

One  of  the  special  reasons  for  thanksgiving  was  the  presentation  to  our  Bishop 
of  the  largest  group  of  Confirmand s/those  being  Received  from  other  parts  of  the 
Catholic  Church. ..in  many  years.  The  class  numbered  twenty-five! 

It  was  possible  in  1983  to  have  a  full-scale  celebration  of  all  the  great  Holy  Week 
liturgies:  Maundy  Thursday  Mass  and  “Watch  at  Altar  of  Repose”  until  noon  on 
Good  Friday;  the  Solemn  Liturgy  of  the  Passion;  the  Easter  Vigil  with  Blessing 
of  the  New  Fire,  the  Paschel  Candle  and  Prophesies  —  “climaxed”  by  Baptism  and 
the  first  Mass  of  Easter. 

Three  special  events  took  place  in  1983:  (1)  the  Celebration  of  the  150th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  “the  Oxford  Revival;”  (2)  Bishop  Stanley  Atkins  (formerly  Bishop  of  Eau 
Claire,  and  now  Provost  of  Nashotah  House  Seminary)  conducted  a  Preaching/Teach¬ 
ing  Mission;  (3)  St.  Thomas'  was  the  host  for  the  Diocesan  Celebration  of  Father 
Mac's  30th  Anniversary  of  Ordination  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood  (St.  Thomas’  Day, 
Dec.  21st).  On  a  previous  patronal  festival  (in  1982)  Father  Philip  Ursell,  Principal 
of  Pusey  House,  Oxford,  preached  at  a  Solemn  Mass  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop 

—  and  a  crowded  church. 

Attendance  at  the  daily  parish  Eucharist  continues  to  be  well-supported. 

$11,000  has  been  committed  by  the  Parish  Family,  in  order  to  complete  the  resto¬ 
ration  of  the  organ.  This  instrument  —  a  Pilcher,  14- rank  “tracker  action  one”  — 
will  be  restored  to  its  nearly  original  condition... in  cooperation  with  the  “Organ 
Historical  Society.” 

XXXII.  RENSSELAER,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ST.  PETER 
(Father  Paul  J.  Tracy,  Acting  Priest-in-Charge) 

By  a  particularly  happy  arrangement  with  the  Bishop,  Father  Tracy  continues  to 
“commute”  from  South  Bend  to  Rensselaer  each  weekend  (a  200  mile  round  trip). 

He  is  studying  at  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  for  a  Doctorate  in  Philosophy. 
Meanwhile,  Father  Tracy  provides  a  loving,  caring  ministry  to  St.  Peter's,  while 
the  Bishop  keeps  on  the  “lookout”  for  a  resident  priest  for  St.  Peter’s! 

XXXIII  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES 

(The  Very  Rev.  Robert  Bizzaro,  Rector  and  Dean;  Father  Gerhart  Niemeyer, 
Assisting  Priest;  Father  Paul  R.  G.  Smith,  Non-Stipendiary  Priest  attached  to 
the  Cathedral) 

One  of  the  “highlights"  surely,  in  1983  was  the  first  four-fold  ordinations  (it  is 
believed)  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese.  This  special  event  took  place  at  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  in  May.  Among  those  ordained  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood  that  evening  was  Fa¬ 
ther  Paul  R.  G.  Smith,  having  been  a  Deacon  for  many  years. 

This  Fall  there  has  been  an  expansion  of  the  parish  Christian  Education  program 
under  the  new  “Director  of  Religious  Education,"  Sarah  (Mrs.  Paul)  Tracy.  Teachers 
and  Staff  are  enthusiastic  about  the  “Colorado  Curriculum”  —  the  material  being 
used  (Bible-centered  materials  based  on  lessons  from  the  Sunday  Lectionary).  Classes 
for  all  ages  are  offered  on  a  Sunday  morning  at  9:00  a.m.  —  an  hour  before  the 
Family  Mass. 

A  parish  committee  has  been  formed,  with  special  concern  for  the  needs  of  hand¬ 
icapped  persons.  Projects  are  currently  under  way  to  provide  barrier-free  facilities 
at  the  Cathedral.  A  “ramp”  —  and  a  new  entrance  to  the  Cathedral  itself  —  was 
recently  completed  (the  gift,  largely,  of  St.  Anne’s  Guild). 

This  new  structure  permits  people  in  wheelchairs  (and  those  using  “walkers”) 
to  easily  enter  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Angels,  and  into  the  Cathedral  itself.  Addi¬ 
tionally.  copies  of  the  Prayer  Book  in  extra-large  print  are  available  now  in  the  pews 

—  for  those  with  diminishing  eyesight. 
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XXXIV.  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  THE  HOLY  TRINITY 
(Father  William  C.  Hibbert,  Priest  and  Rector) 

I.  “Causes  for  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving,  with  regards  to  the  spiritualities: 

1)  Growth  in  lay  ministries  —  our  first  girl  acolytes  and  woman  chalice  bearer  in 
addition  to  continued  use  of  many  lay  persons  for  Sunday  readers. 

2)  Parish  Pot-Luck  Suppers  and  Bible  Studies  (led  by  lay  persons)  were  success¬ 
ful  both  in  the  fall  (along  with  children’s  first  communion  instruction)  and  in  the 
late  spring. 

3)  Eastertide  Parish  Renewal  Weekend  led  by  Jack  and  Pat  Prince  of  Grace  Epis¬ 
copal  Church.  Gainesville,  Georgia  (their  second  weekend  visit  with  our  parish 
family). 

4)  Strengthened  Sunday  School  program  with  addition  of  another  class  this  year. 

5)  Excellent  stewardship  —  and  pledging  to  our  parish  from  former  members 
now  moved. 

6)  Permanent  Food  Gift  Box  (with  special  emphasis  for  the  same  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  each  month  when  people  bring  food  gifts  to  sanctuary  w  ith  offering  and  obla¬ 
tions)  to  help  stock  local  food  bank  which  serves  our  area. 

7)  Continued  ministry  at  Hope  Rescue  Mission  serving  the  transient  and  home¬ 
less  of  South  Bend.  We  provide  the  worship  service  (led  by  lay  persons)  and  cook 
and  serve  the  evening  meal  on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month. 

8)  Regular  meetings  of  the  Episcopal  Churchwomen  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years.  The  women  have  initiated  a  number  of  money-raising  projects  to  help  the 
parish  budget. 

II.  Causes  for  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving,  with  regards  to  the  temporalities: 

1)  Painting  and  redecorating  of  parish  hall.  Increased  security  to  rectory  windows, 
and  doors,  due  to  continued  burglaries  and  break-ins.  Some  more  serious  vandal¬ 
ism  this  year  than  in  recent  years. 

2)  Completion  of  $12,000  worth  of  electrical  renovation  of  church  (all  new  wiring 
and  lights)  —  JUST  IN  TIME  —  as  we  were  dangerously  close  to  having  fire- 
producing  problems  with  old  and  inadequate  and  “temporary"  wiring.  The  bulk 
of  this  was  completed  with  a  generous  bequest  from  Russell  and  Madeline  Hartman. 

XXXV  SOUTH  BEND,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  MICHAEL  AND  ALL  ANGELS 
(Father  Paul  Edward  Leatherbury,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“The  parish  now  has  a  most  beautiful  set  of  needle  point  cushions  that  provides 
comfort,  as  well  as  loveliness,  for  those  kneeling  at  the  altar  rail.  The  parish  is 
most  appreciative  of  the  splendid  work  done  by  those  members  of  St.  Anne's  Guild 
in  doing  the  needle  point,  and  for  all  members  of  the  Guild  who  have  worked  on 
projects  that  raised  the  money  to  cover  the  expenses  of  this  undertaking.  The  loving 
dedication  of  well  over  three  years  work  has  provided  the  parish  a  treasure  that  has 
enhanced  the  attractiveness  of  the  parish  church,  and  given  a  fine  example  to  others 
to  emulate. 

An  outstandingly  beautiful  set  of  Stations  of  the  Cross  was  given  to  the  parish 
this  year,  and  used  for  the  first  time  on  Good  Friday.  The  art  work  was  done  by 
one  of  the  founding  members  of  Saint  Michael  and  All  Angels  mission,  and  is  love¬ 
ly.  We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  these  two  beautiful  additions  in  the  church,  which 
were  blessed  by  our  Bishop  before  being  used." 

XXXVI.  VALPARAISO,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW 
(Father  Ross  Mack,  Priest  and  Rector) 

During  1983  it  was  evident  that  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  had  begun  to  grow  spiritu¬ 
ally.  and  in  their  understanding  of  their  responsibilities  and  duties. 

The  church  facilities  and  grounds  are  (perhaps)  in  the  best  condition  in  the  histo- 
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ry  of  St.  Andrew’s.  The  old  —  and  utterly  inadequate  —  sacristy  has  been  remo¬ 
deled.  and  is  a  delight  to  use.  Best  of  all,  the  FATHER  FORREST  B.  CLARK 
PARISH  CENTER  is  now  completely  out  of  debt! 

This  structure,  valued  at  approximately  $175,000,  is  both  handsome  and  useful, 
and  it  honors  one  of  the  glorious  priests  of  Northern  Indiana,  Father  Clark  —  some¬ 
time  Priest  and  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s... now  in  poor  health,  but  very  much  spiritually 
alive. 

XXXVII  WARSAW,  THE  PARISH  OF  ST.  ANNE 

(Father  Richard  Kenneth  Ames,  Priest  and  Rector) 

“When  the  Reverend  Father  John  Combs  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  a  parish  in  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  the  family  of  Saint  Anne’s 
continued  in  their  daily  public  worship  of  Almighty  God,  reading  the  Daily  Office 
Monday  through  Saturday. 

The  Reverend  Fathers  Raymond  Dage  and  David  Hyndman  continued  to  serve 
the  weekend  and  emergency  spiritual  needs  of  the  parish,  very  ably  assisted  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry... during  much  of  1983. 

In  June  1983,  the  Wardens,  Vestry  and  Congregation  called  the  Reverend  Father 
Richard  Kenneth  Ames  to  be  the  First  Rector  of  Saint  Anne’s  Parish,  having  been 
granted  parish  status  in  the  Diocesan  Convention  held  in  the  Fall  of  1982.  Father 
Ames  was  transfered  from  the  Diocese  of  the  Virgin  Islands  as  a  Deacon  (along 
with  his  wife  Dolores)  and  our  Bishop  ordained  him  to  the  Sacred  Priesthood  in  June. 

During  the  preceding  one-year  period,  there  were  six  Baptisms  into  the  family 
of  God  in  this  place,  as  well  as  three  Confirmations. 

There  is  continual  rejoicing  for  the  powerful  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
family  of  Saint  Anne’s  —  we  have  been  strengthened  and  uplifted  during  this  past 
year  following  the  departure  of  our  Vicar  and  during  the  long  canonical  search  for 
our  First  Rector. 

While  the  search  for  a  priest  went  on,  the  entire  family  of  Saint  Anne's  embarked 
upon  a  major  renovation  of  the  vicarage,  soon  to  be  the  rectory.  The  “house”  was 
given  a  new  outer  face  with  installation  of  new  windows  and  storm  windows  and 
completely  resided.  The  interior  was  completely  repainted,  doors  refinished,  wall- 
to-wall  carpet  installed,  and  the  kitchen  entirely  redesigned,  with  new  cabinets  and 
flooring.  Old  and  damaged  trees  and  shrubs  were  put  to  rest,  and  the  land  about 
the  building  was  relandscaped.  The  final  clean-up  on  the  Saturday  before  the  rector- 
elect  arrived  completed  the  transformation  from:  an  older  house  to  a  beautiful  new 
“home”  for  our  new  Pastor  and  his  family. 

Late  in  the  Spring,  it  became  clear  that  patches  would  no  longer  hold  the  church 
roof  together,  and  a  contract  was  approved  by  the  Vestry  to  replace  the  entire  roof 
of  the  church  building.  Work  has  been  completed,  removing  two  previous  layers 
of  tile  AND  the  original  wood-shingling  and  installing  a  solid  new  roof.  During 
the  time  that  the  roof  was  open  to  the  sky.  insulation  was  added,  and  we  now  feel 
confident  that  we  won't  have  to  worry  about  leakage  of  water  in  —  or  heat  out  — 
for  the  next  25  years. 

In  order  to  enhance  our  “going  forth  into  the  world  to  love  and  serve  our  Lord,” 
we  have  completed  a  massive  installation  of  a  new  kitchen  in  the  undercroft.  The 
old  kitchen  served  us  well,  but  we  have  outgrown  it,  and  the  new  facility  should 
serve  us  well  for  many  years  to  come. 

There  were  two  very  successful  church-sponsored  trips  to  Canada,  with  large  groups 
of  intrepid  parishioners  paddling  canoes  through  white  water  in  search  of  blisters 
and  a  closer  look  at  the  untouched  beauty  of  Our  Creator’s  Work.  The  "profits.” 
an  ever-strengthened  bond  among  the  members  of  the  family  of  Saint  Anne  that 
participated.  Wfell  over  $1,500.00  in  cash,  will  both  be  spent  in  the  planning,  program¬ 
ming.  and  execution  of  a  major  Youth  Group  missionary  adventure  tentatively  planned 
for  the  summer  of  1985.  The  church’s  bus  performed  heroically  throughout  the  Cana- 
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dian  trip,  emboldening  us  to  make  big  plans  for  its  use  this  year. 

The  annual  Saint  Anne's  Cheeseball  Operation  —  more  of  a  Festival  —  was  a 
wonderful  success,  again  garnering  us  profits  in  the  working  together  with  other 
members  of  the  family  and  in  the  selling  of  cheeseballs  that  have  made  Saint  Anne’s 
famous  throughout  the  diocese.  Saint  Anne's  participation  in  the  annual  Pioneer 
Days,  especially  in  the  Ace  Auction,  was  another  very  successful  effort  at  working 
together  as  an  extraordinarily  loving  family  as  well  as  "showing  our  colors”  within 
the  community. 

Finally,  our  Spirits  have  been  bolstered  by  the  news  that  we  are  now  ahead  in 
our  mortgage  payments,  having  prepaid  on  our  loan  to  1992.” 

XXXVIII.  LAKE  WAWASEE,  THE  MISSION  CHURCH  OF  ALL  SAINTS  -  WITH  THE 
WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER 

(Father  David  Hyndman,  Vicar,  and  Warden  of  the  Center) 

“A  successful  Lenten  series  has  led  to  the  formation  of  a  study  group  that  now  meets 
faithfully  every  week  to  explore  the  Faith  more  deeply.  The  ECW  is  planning  to 
reorganize,  to  become  more  effective  in  the  life  of  the  congregation.  There  exists 
among  the  members  a  real  sense  of  community  and  involvement. 

Since  the  addition  at  the  Center  has  been  completed,  members  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  at  All  Saints'  have  taken  it  upon  themselves  to  add  some  of  the  things  that  could 
not  be  provided  in  the  construction  costs.  The  dining  room  in  the  old  house  has 
been  completely  redone  as  a  gift  from  two  families.  Funds  to  provide  a  new  dry 
well  for  the  septic  system  for  the  Bishop  Mallett  House  were  contributed  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  mission  as  well  as  the  muscle  to  do  the  work.  Members  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  have  also  contributed  funds  and  labor  to  do  some  of  the  landscaping  work 
necessitated  by  the  construction  project.  The  mission  members  want  to  see  the  prop¬ 
erty  as  attractive  as  possible,  and  are  doing  what  they  can  to  that  end." 

WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER 

1983  has  been  an  exciting  year  for  “The  Center!"  After  years  of  struggling  with 
very  mimimal  facilities  for  meetings,  quiet  days  and  retreats,  the  Family  of  the  Di¬ 
ocese  —  via  its  Venture  in  Mission  pledges  (and  other  sources)  —  has  built  a  large 
meeting  room,  a  new  kitchen  and  adequate  public  facilities. 

One  begins  to  see  the  "possibilities!”  It  is  true  that  there  are  insufficient  funds 
to  furnish  this  addition,  but  there  are  hopes  that  a  professional  decorating  plan  will 
bring  forth  interest  and  support... towards  the  eventual  completion  of  our  diocesan 
center. 

The  Episcopal  Church  Women,  throughout  the  Diocesan  Family,  appear  to  be 
interested  in  “finishing  things.”  Some  of  us  remember  that  ancient  slogan  of  “The 
Ladies  Home  Journal”:  “Never  Underestimate  the  Power  of  A  Woman!” 

Meanwhile,  The  Center  already  has  a  more-than-adequate  chapel  in  All  Saints' 
Church,  a  beautiful  House  of  God...  lovingly  cared  for  by  the  Warden  and  his  flock.

Episco¬ 
pate.  Krause  and  minimum  salary.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  ac¬ 
cepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

It  is  the  organization's  policy  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on  the  basis  of  cash  receipts 
and  disbursements;  consequently,  revenue  and  the  related  assets  are  recognized  when  received  rather 
than  when  earned,  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  paid  rather  than  when  the  obligation  is  in¬ 
curred.  Accordingly,  the  accompanying  financial  statement  is  not  intended  to  present  results  of 
operations  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  summarizes  fairly 
the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  above  mentioned  funds  of  The  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana.  Inc.,  South  Bend.  Indiana  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1982. 

The  other  financial  information,  as  indicated  in  the  attached  index,  is  for  purposes  of  additional

Alterations  to  the  Constitution  to  be  finally  acted  upon  at  the  General 
Convention  of  1985. 


In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  and  Canon  1.1.1(e), 
notice  is  hereby  given  of  the  alterations  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  at  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  of  1982  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  at  the  General  Convention  of  1985.  Copies  of  these 
alterations  are  attached. 

As  stipulated  in  Canon  1.1.1(e),  it  is  the  duty  of  each  Secretary:  “to  make  known  such  pro¬ 
posed  alterations  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  other 
subjects,  to  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese  at  its  next  meeting,  and  to  certify  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  House  of  Deputies  that  such  action  has  been  taken  by  him.”  A  form  for  this  certifica¬ 
tion  is  enclosed. 
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AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE  GENERAL  CON¬ 
VENTION  OF  1982,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY  ACTED  UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION 

OF  1985 

I.  That  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Article  I,  Section  4.  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  stricken 
and  a  new  paragraph  be  substituted  therefor,  as  follows: 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  has  been  admitted  to  union  with  the  General  Con¬ 
vention.  and  the  Convocation  of  the  American  Churches  in  Europe,  shall  be  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  ordained  persons.  Pres¬ 
byters  or  Deacons,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  and  not  more  than  four  Lay  per¬ 
sons,  communicants  of  this  Church,  in  good  standing,  in  the  Diocese  but  not  necessarily 
domiciled  in  the  Diocese;  but  the  General  Convention  by  Canon  may  reduce  the  represen¬ 
tation  to  not  fewer  than  two  Deputies  in  each  order.  Each  Diocese,  and  the  Convocation 
of  the  American  Churches  in  Europe,  shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  its  Deputies 
shall  be  chosen. 

II.  That  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  striving  from  said  Article  VIII  the 
words  “or  Missionary  Diocese,”  so  that  said  Article  VIII  will  read: 

No  person  shall  be  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon  to  minister  in  this  Church  until  he  shall 
have  been  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two  Priests  and  shall  have  exhibited  such  testimoni¬ 
als  and  other  requisites  as  the  Canons  in  that  case  provided  may  direct.  No  persons  shall 
be  ordained  and  consecrated  Bishop,  or  ordered  Priest  or  Deacon  to  minister  in  this  Church, 
unless  at  the  time,  in  the  presence  of  the  ordaining  Bishop  or  Bishops,  he  shall  subscribe 
and  make  the  following  declaration: 

“I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  Word  of  God, 
and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation;  and  do  solemnly  engage  to  conform  to 
the  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Worship  of  the  Episcopal  Church.” 

Provided,  however,  that  any  person  consecrated  a  Bishop  to  minister  in  any  Diocese  of 
an  autonomous  Church  or  Province  of  a  Church  in  communion  with  this  Church  may,  in¬ 
stead  of  the  foregoing  declaration,  make  the  promises  of  Conformity  required  by  the  Church 
in  which  he  is  to  minister. 

If  any  Bishop  ordains  a  Priest  or  Deacon  to  minister  elsewhere  than  in  this  Church,  or 
confers  ordination  as  Priest  or  Deacon  upon  a  Christian  minister  who  has  not  received 
Episcopal  ordination,  he  shall  do  so  only  in  accordance  with  such  provisions  as  shall  be 
set  forth  in  the  Canons  of  this  Church. 

No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop,  or  by  a  Bishop  not  in  communion  with  this 
Church,  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  as  a  Minister  of  this  Church  until  he  shall  have  com¬ 
plied  with  the  Canon  or  Canons  in  that  case  provided  and  also  shall  have  subscribed  the 
aforesaid  declaration. 

III.  That  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  striking  therefrom  references  to  Mis¬ 
sionary  Dioceses  and  the  Convocation  of  American  Churches  in  Europe,  and  restating  the 
provisions  on  voting,  so  that  said  Article  X  will  read: 

The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments  and  other  Rites  and 
Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David,  the  Form  and 
Manner  of  Making,  Ordaining,  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  the  Form 
of  Consecration  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  the  Office  of  Institution  of  Ministers,  and  Articles 
of  Religion,  as  now  established  or  hereafter  amended  by  the  authority  of  this  Church,  shall 
be  in  use  in  all  the  Dioceses  of  this  Church.  No  alteration  thereof  or  addition  thereto  shall 
be  made  unless  the  same  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  regular  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention  and  by  a  resolve  thereof  be  sent  within  six  months  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  of  every  Diocese,  to  be  made  known  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  at  its  next  meet¬ 
ing,  and  be  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  at  its  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  by 
a  majority  of  all  Bishops,  excluding  retired  Bishops  not  present,  of  the  whole  number  of 
Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  a  vote  by  orders  in  the  House 
of  Deputies  in  accordance  with  Article  I,  Sec.  5,  except  that  concurrence  by  the  orders 
shall  require  the  affirmative  vote  in  each  order  by  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies. 

But  notwithstanding  anything  hereinabove  contained,  the  General  Convention  may  at  any 
one  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House 
of  Bishops,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  entitled 
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to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  voting  by  orders  as  previously  set  forth  in  this 
Article: 

(a) .  Amend  the  Table  of  Lessons  and  all  Tables  and  Rubrics  relating  to  the  Psalms; 

(b) .  Authorize  for  trial  use  throughout  this  Church,  as  an  alternative  at  any  time 
or  times  to  the  established  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  to  any  section  or  Office 
thereof,  a  proposed  revision  of  the  whole  Book  or  of  any  portion  thereof,  duly  un¬ 
dertaken  by  the  General  Convention.  And  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Article  shall 
be  construed  as  restricting  the  authority  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  to  take  such 
order  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  or  by 
the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  for  the  use  of  special  forms  of  worship. 

IV.  That  Article  II,  Section  4  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  Add  the  words  “for  election”  to  the  last  sentence  of  Section  4  of  Article  II,  so  said  sen¬ 
tence  will  read: 

He  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  a  Diocese  or 
as  a  Suffragan  in  another  Diocese. 

That  article  II,  Section  7  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows: 

2.  Add  the  words  “for  election”  to  the  last  sentence  of  Section  7  of  Article  II,  so  said  sen¬ 
tence  will  read: 

He  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  or  Suffragan  Bish¬ 
op  of  a  Diocese. 

V.  That  Article  II,  Section  8  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  8.  A  Bishop  exercising  jurisdiction  as  the  Ordinary,  or  as  the  Bishop  Coadjutor, 
of  a  Diocese,  may  be  elected  as  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  Suffragan  Bishop,  of  another 
Diocese;  Pro\ided,  that  he  shall  have  served  not  less  than  five  years  in  his  present  jurisdic¬ 
tion;  and  Provided  always,  that  before  acceptance  of  such  election  he  shall  tender  to  the 
House  of  Bishops  his  resignation  of  his  jurisdiction  in  the  Diocese  in  which  he  is  then 
serving,  conditioned  on  the  required  consents  of  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees 
of  the  Church  to  his  election,  and  also,  if  he  be  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  his  right  of  succession 
therein,  and  such  resignation,  and  renunciation  of  the  right  of  succession  in  the  case  of 
a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  shall  be  consented  to  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

VI.  That  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  deleting  the  fourth  paragraph  of  Section 
4,  adding  a  new  Section  5  reading  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  The  vote  on  all  questions  which  come  before  the  House  of  Deputies  shall 
be  governed  by  the  following  provisions,  supplemented  by  such  procedural  provi¬ 
sions  as  the  House  of  Deputies  may  adopt  in  its  Rules  of  Orders: 

Unless  a  greater  vote  on  any  question  is  required  by  this  Constitution  or  by  the 
Canons  in  cases  not  specifically  dealt  with  by  this  Constitution  or  unless  a  vote 
by  orders  on  a  question  is  required,  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  of  the 
Deputies  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to  carry  any  question. 

A  vote  by  orders  on  any  question  shall  be  taken  if  required  for  that  question  by 
this  Constitution  or  by  the  Canons  or  if  the  Clerical  or  Lay  representation  from 
three  or  more  separate  Dioceses  shall  so  request  at  the  time  of  the  call  for  the  vote 
on  that  question.  In  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  the  vote  of  each  order.  Clerical 
and  Lay,  shall  be  counted  separately,  each  order  in  each  diocese  shall  have  one  vote, 
and  a  vote  in  the  affirmative  by  an  order  in  a  Diocese  shall  require  the  affirmative 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Deputies  present  in  that  order  in  that  Diocese. 

To  carry  in  the  affirmative  any  question  being  voted  on  by  orders  requires  concur¬ 
rence  in  the  affirmative  by  both  orders  and,  unless  a  greater  vote  is  required  by 
this  Constitution  or  by  the  Canons  in  cases  not  specifically  dealt  with  by  this  Con¬ 
stitution,  concurrence  in  the  affirmative  by  an  order  requires  the  affirmative  vote 
in  that  order  by  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  present  in  that  order. 

and  renumbering  Sec.  5  and  6  as  Sec.  6  and  7. 

VI.  That  Sec.  2  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Convention  may  accept  a  cession  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  a  part  of  a  Diocese  when  such  cession  shall  have  been  proposed  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  Convention  of  such  Diocese,  and  consent  thereto  shall  have  been  given  by 
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three-fourths  of  the  Parishes  in  the  ceded  territory,  and  also  by  the  same  ratio  of 
the  Parishes  within  the  remaining  territory. 

Any  territorial  jurisdiction  or  any  part  of  the  same,  which  may  have  been  ceded 
by  a  Diocese  under  the  foregoing  provision,  may  be  retroceded  to  the  said  Diocese 
by  such  joint  action  of  all  the  several  parties  as  is  herein  required  for  its  cession, 
save  that  in  the  case  of  retrocession  of  territory  the  consent  of  Parishes  within  the 
territory  retroceded  shall  not  be  necessary;  Provided  that  such  action  of  the  Gener¬ 
al  Convention,  whether  of  cession  or  retrocession,  shall  be  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  Bishops  present  and  voting  and  by  a  vote  by  orders  in  the  House  of  Depu¬ 
ties  in  accordance  with  Article  I,  Section  5,  except  that  concurrence  in  the  affirma¬ 
tive  by  an  order  requires  the  affirmative  vote  in  that  order  by  two-thirds  of  the  Dioceses 
present  in  that  order. 

VIII.  That  the  first  paragraph  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
ARTICLE  XII 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made  unless  the  same  shall  be 
first  proposed  at  one  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  and  by  a  Resolve  thereof 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese  to  be  made  known  to  the  Di¬ 
ocesan  Convention  at  its  next  meeting,  and  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  at  its  next 
succeeding  regular  meeting  by  a  majority  of  all  Bishops,  excluding  retired  Bishops  not  present, 
of  the  whole  number  of  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  by  an  affirm¬ 
ative  vote  by  orders  in  the  House  of  Deputies  in  accordance  with  Article  I,  Section  5,  ex¬ 
cept  that  concurrence  by  the  orders  shall  require  the  affirmative  vote  in  each  order  by  a 
majority  of  the  Dioceses  entitled  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies.

The  principal  assignment  for  this  meeting  was  to  approve  a  paper.  The  Office  of  Presiding 
Bishop .  prepared  by  a  committee  chaired  by  the  Reverend  Robert  M.  Wainwright  of  Roches¬ 
ter,  with  Bishop  Vogel  of  West  Missouri  and  Wade  Bennett  of  Dallas  as  members.  A  copy  of 
this  paper  is  enclosed.  We  commend  it  to  you  for  your  thoughtful  consideration  and  hope 
that  you  will  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  your  people  for  their  study.  This  represents  our  best 
thinking  about  the  Office  and  we  believe  it  can  be  of  help  to  the  members  of  the  Church  as 
we  look  forward  to  the  election  of  a  presiding  Bishop  at  the  General  Convention  of  1985. 

There  will  shortly  be  distributed  throughout  the  Church  a  news  release  which  will  report 
on  other  actions  taken  at  this  meeting. 

I  am  writing  to  you  not  simply  to  forward  this  material  but  also  to  say  that  we  are  going 
about  our  assignment  with  a  real  sense  of  mutual  respect  and  trust.  We  recognize  that  our 
main  task  is  to  help  prepare  the  Church  so  that  the  election  of  the  next  Presiding  Bishop  will 
be  in  accordance  with  God's  will.  We  hope  to  help  create  a  spirit  which  will  make  it  possi¬ 
ble  for  that  will  to  be  recognized  and  obeyed.  This  we  can  only  do  as  we  are  open  to  each 
other,  speak  the  truth  as  we  see  it  in  love  for  each  other,  and  with  the  undergirding  of  prayer 
not  only  for  us  as  we  go  about  our  task  but  for  all  the  bishops  whose  names  we  shall  con¬ 
sider  and  for  their  ministries  —  whether  as  Presiding  Bishop  or  in  their  present  work. 

We  are  bound  together  in  the  Spirit  in  this  enterprise,  and  in  the  final  analysis  we  shall  ac¬ 
complish  our  task  only  as  we  stay  open  to  the  spirit  and  take  each  step  in  the  process  only  in 
accordance  with  the  timing  prompted  by  the  Spirit.  This  will  require  patience  and  a  sensitivi¬ 
ty  to  God’s  initiative  so  that  it  may  be  he  who  through  our  election  calls  the  next  Presiding 
Bishop  to  that  Office.  It  is  waiting  upon  him  that  will  enable  us  to  accomplish  what  he  asked 
us  to  do. 

So  we  complete  this  first  step  with  confidence  and  with  thanksgiving  for  one  another  and  for 
the  opportunity  to  serve  the  Church  in  this  way. 

We  ask  for  your  prayers  as  we  pray  and  we  send  all  best  wishes  in  Christ  to  you.

THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  PRESIDING  BISHOP 

Historical  Background 


Within  the  tradition  of  the  church  from  very  early  times,  the  office  of  the  bishop  has  been  the 
focus  of  the  Christian  Community  in  its  local  setting.  The  bishop  is  the  sacramental  person  who 
has  caring  oversight  (episcope)  of  the  church  in  a  diocese. 


The  office  of  bishop  theologically  and  historically  has  been  seen  as  a  creation  and  a  gift  of  God 
to  the  Body  of  Christ,  the  Church.  The  bishop’s  role,  authority,  and  sacramental  centrality  origi¬ 
nate  in  the  historical  witness  to  Jesus  Christ  of  the  first  apostles,  and  in  Christ's  sending  of  them 
into  the  world  in  his  name. 


Frequently  over  the  centuries,  the  exercise  of  the  office  of  bishop  in  the  church  became  associat¬ 
ed  with  secular  and  political  as  well  as  spiritual  authority.  The  American  Church,  taking  its  iden¬ 
tity  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  resisted  such  an  understanding  of  the  episcopate.  The  only  model 
of  episcopacy  experienced  by  the  colonists  was  that  of  British  bishops  who.  as  members  of  the 
established  church,  sat  in  the  House  of  Lords;  such  civil  and  political  status  the  newly  organized 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  obviously  rejected.  It  was  neverthe¬ 
less  acknowledged  that,  without  the  presence  and  leadership  of  bishops  in  the  sacramental  life 
and  polity  of  the  Church,  a  key  ingredient  of  the  Church's  apostolic  nature  and  catholic  tradition 
would  be  lost. 


The  American  Church,  reacting  to  the  autocratic  leadership  style  of  British  bishops,  but  at  the 
same  time  acknowledging  the  necessity  of  the  apostolic  office  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  limited 
the  exercise  of  the  episcopal  office  to  the  spiritual  realm.  A  series  of  checks  and  balances  was 
carefully  written  into  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  church  in  the  new  land,  which  protected 
it,  clergy  and  laity  alike,  from  autocratic  control  by  the  exercise  of  the  episcopal  office.  The  office 
of  bishop  had  very  limited  and  clearly  defined  power  and  authority.  The  office  of  bishop  in  the 
American  Church  was  defined  as  one  limited  to  spiritual,  pastoral,  and  sacramental  oversight. 

A  further  ingredient  in  the  formation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U.S.A.  was  the 
safeguarding  of  the  full  participation  and  leadership  role  of  the  laity  by  insisting  that  the  laity, 
as  well  as  the  clergy,  have  a  voice  and  vote  in  the  decision-making  bodies.  The  determination  was 
made  that  bishops  be  elected  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  their  diocese,  and  be  approved  by  the  bishops, 
cleigy,  and  laity  of  the  other  dioceses.  This  process  changed  not  only  the  manner  of  selecting  bishops 
which  had  developed  in  England,  but  also  emphasized  a  bishop’s  accountability  to  the  whole  Church. 

From  1789  until  1919  (except  for  the  brief  period  from  1792-1804),  the  senior  bishop  by  date 
of  consecration  was  automatically  the  Presiding  Bishop.  At  first  his  function  was  only  to  preside 
at  meetings  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  Gradually,  beginning  in  1799,  the  Canons  were  changed  to 
give  the  office  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  wider  authority,  for  example  in  certifying  the  election  of 
new  bishops  and  in  convening  special  meetings  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  General  Convention  of  1820  referred  by  Canon  to  “the  presiding  bishop  of  the  house  of 
bishops,”  and,  in  adopting  a  constitution  for  the  Missionary  Society,  designated  “the  presiding 
bishop  of  this  church”  the  Society's  president.  In  the  next  year,  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
addressed  a  formal  communication  “To  The  Rt.  Rev.  William  White.  D.D. .  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States.”  This  growth  in  title  symbolized  an  increas¬ 
ing  sense  in  the  Church  of  the  importance  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  its  life. 

Not  until  the  General  Convention  of  1919  were  the  Constitution  and  Canons  changed  to  have 
the  Presiding  Bishop  elected  by  the  House  of  Bishops  and  approved  by  the  House  of  Deputies. 
It  was  not  until  the  General  Convention  of  1925  that  such  an  election  actually  took  place. 

In  1943  the  General  Convention  amended  the  Canons  to  require  that  the  next  Presiding  Bishop 
elected  resign  from  his  diocese  in  order  to  be  able  to  devote  full  time  to  the  position.  This  marked 
the  first  time  that  an  Anglican  primate  had  no  concurrent  episcopal  oversight  of  a  diocese. 
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In  1967  the  duties  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  were  brought  together  under  a  single  canon:  Title 
I,  Canon  2.  The  Canon  provides  that  the  term  of  office  be  12  years  or  until  the  General  Conven¬ 
tion  after  the  Presiding  Bishop  reaches  the  age  of  65. 

The  role  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  is  difficult,  challenging  and  complex,  due  to  the  inherent  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  the  office,  and  to  the  many  demands  and  expectations  that  inevitably  develop  around 
the  office. 

Description  of  the  Office 

We  may  now  look  at  the  office  and  role  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  in  the  Church  under  four  major 
headings,  recognizing  that  the  possibility  of  some  overlapping  is  always  present  in  such  a  classifi¬ 
cation. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  is: 

I.  Witness  to  the  Trust  as  revealed  by  God  in  Christ. 

II.  Focus  of  the  Church’s  unity  and  symbol  of  its  presence. 

III.  Leader  of  the  Church’s  mission  and  Administrator  of  its  program. 

IV.  Chief  Pastor  of  the  Church’s  membership. 

I.  The  Presiding  Bishop  is  Witness  to  the  Truth  as  revealed  by  God  in  Christ. 

His  ministry  is  to  proclaim  the  Good  News  to  the  people  of  the  Church  and  the  World. 

A.  Before  he  can  proclaim  the  Truth,  he  must  know  and  accept  it  in  the  depths  of  his 
being.  He  should  be  a  person  rooted  and  grounded  in  Scripture  and  in  prayer,  a 
man  reflecting  holiness,  whose  manner  of  life  is  itself  a  proclamation  of  the  Gospel. 

B.  He  is  a  preserver  and  teacher  of  the  faith  along  with  other  bishops.  He  should  be 
able  to  interpret  the  living  faith  of  the  Church  to  the  people  of  God  in  the  contem¬ 
porary  world. 

C.  In  his  prophetic  ministry  the  Presiding  Bishop  should  challenge  the  Church  and 
the  world  by  the  Word  of  God  and  help  the  Church  discern  God’s  judgment  upon 
it  in  the  light  of  that  same  Word.  The  application  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the 
ethical  and  moral  issues  of  human  life  in  secular  society  and  the  environment  at 
local,  national,  and  worldwide  levels  illustrate  this  dimension  of  the  Presiding  Bishop’s 
witness. 

II.  The  Presiding  Bishop  is  the  focus  of  the  Church’s  unity  and  symbol  of  its  presence. 

A.  The  Presiding  Bishop  is  the  Chief  Liturgical  Officer  of  the  Church  assembled  in 
General  convention.  He  presides  at  the  official  eucharists  of  the  Convention,  and, 
as  symbol  of  the  Church’s  unity,  he  is  chief  consecrator  of  the  ordination  of  bishops. 

B.  As  Primate  of  The  Episcopal  Church  in  communion  with  the  Archbishop  of  Can¬ 
terbury,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Anglican  Council  of  Primates,  he  symbolizes  the 
unity  of  the  Anglican  Communion  and  indicates  the  membership  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  that  Communion. 

C.  He  is  Chief  Ecumenical  Officer  of  The  Episcopal  Church  and  is  responsible  for 
setting  the  pace  and  priority  of  ecumenical  activities. 

D.  He  is  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  whole  Episcopal  Church.  His  knowledge  of  and  con¬ 
cern  for  the  whole  Church  must  be  evident.  He  has  the  responsibility  of  ensuring 
the  proper  canonical  procedures  required  for  the  election,  approval,  and  consecra¬ 
tion  of  bishops.  Similar  responsibility  extends  to  a  wide  range  of  issues  such  as 
the  division  or  merger  of  dioceses,  the  trial  of  a  bishop,  and  the  calling  of  special 
General  Conventions. 

III.  The  Presiding  Bishop  is  leader  of  the  Church’s  mission  and  Administrator  of  its  program. 

A.  With  the  General  Convention,  the  Executive  Council,  and  other  agencies  of  the 
Church  he  must  discern  the  mission  of  the  Church  in  the  world  today  and  project 
that  mission  in  the  future. 

B.  With  the  same  collegiality,  the  Presiding  Bishop  develops  plans  and  programs  ef¬ 
fectively  to  carry  out  the  Church’s  mission.  He  must  plan  for  the  future,  being  con- 
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scious  of  our  roots  in  the  past  and  our  ministry  in  the  present. 

C.  He  presides  over  joint  sessions  of  General  Convention,  the  House  of  Bishops,  and 
the  Executive  Council  and  should  do  so  in  such  a  manner  as  to  facilitate  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  the  Church. 

D.  The  Presiding  Bishop  should  inspire  and  hold  to  account  the  people  of  the  Church 
in  doing  programs  of  mission. 

E.  It  is  essential,  in  viewing  the  area  of  administration,  to  make  a  distinction  between 
the  Office  of  Presiding  Bishop  and  the  person  of  the  Presiding  Bishop.  The  Office 
is  larger  in  scope  and  ability  than  the  person  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  can  possibly  be. 

As  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  Church,  the  Presiding  Bishop  is  accountable 
to  the  General  Convention  and  to  the  Executive  Council  for  the  competence  and 
effectiveness  of  the  Church  Center  Staff  in  accomplishing  the  mission  and  ministry 
of  the  Church.  The  people  he  chooses  to  form  the  team,  the  way  he  arrives  at  deci¬ 
sions  collegially,  and  the  way  in  which  he  delegates  part  of  the  Office  to  others, 
will  in  large  part  determine  the  effectiveness  of  his  ministry  as  Presiding  Bishop. 
The  main  administrative  responsibility  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  is  to  surround  him¬ 
self  with  competent  persons  from  all  segments  of  the  Church  and  share  as  much 
of  the  Office  with  them  as  possible. 

F.  The  Presiding  Bishop  is  charged  with  appointing  a  variety  of  committees,  commis¬ 
sions,  task  forces,  and  deputations.  These  bodies  carry  on  much  of  the  program 
of  the  Church  and  the  people  appointed  to  them  should  reflect  the  diversity  in  race, 
sex,  age,  and  nationality  found  within  the  Church. 

G.  The  tone  and  climate  of  the  Presiding  Bishop's  administration  are  most  important. 
The  head  of  any  organization  is  a  role  model  bringing  a  spirit  and  setting  a  style 
which  gradually  pervade  the  entire  organization.  The  way  in  which  administration 
is  exercised  affects  the  whole  Church. 

IV.  The  Presiding  Bishop  is  Chief  Pastor  of  the  Church’s  membership. 

The  pastoral  ministry  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  is  exercised  in  all  of  the  areas  previously 
mentioned.  He  has  opportunity  for  important  personal  relationships  with  other  bishops  and 
their  families  and  with  the  Church  Center  staff.  His  visits  to  every  diocese  are  symbolic 
of  his  pastoral  concern  and  responsibility  for  the  membership  of  the  whole  Church,  and 
his  office  as  Chief  Pastor  is  further  fulfilled  by  the  pastoral  services  provided  through  the 
program  and  staff  of  the  Church. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Several  meetings  have  been  held.  In  addition  to  the  usual  concerns,  there  were  two  other  special 
matters  to  review  and  act  upon. 

1.  Health  Insurance  Costs. 

a.  Changes  have  been  made  in  the  Diocesan  obligation  for  Medicare  B  premiums  to 
limit  this  escalating  expense.  These  changes  were  imperative  —  for  the  protection 
of  all. 

b.  We  have  not  as  yet,  found  anything  for  your  consideration  that  would  provide  sav¬ 
ings  and.  also,  equivalent  coverage/service  (with  regards  to  the  costs  of  Compre¬ 
hensive  Medical  Insurance).  This  remains  on  the  agenda  as  a  continuing  item! 

2.  Resolution  #2.  1982  Diocesan  Convention  (“Increased  Diocesan  Clergy  Stipends”) 

Although  everyone  might  not  agree,  at  every  point,  as  to  what  the  Finance  Committee  has  done 
about  this  Resolution,  we  have  spent  many  hours  trying  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intention  of 
Resolution  #2. 

For  example,  we  were  directed  to  bring  recommendations,  concerning  a  minimum  stipend  to 
the  November,  1983  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  Recommendations  were  actually  brought  to  the 
Diocesan  Council  in  April  —  months  ahead  of  the  resolution  requirements.  This  was  a  measure 
of  our  concern. 

Wherever  possible,  we  have  compared  notes  with  sister  dioceses  of  the  Fifth  Province.  We,  also, 
have  studied  the  materials  issued  through  “The  National  Survey  of  Median  Clergy  Compensa¬ 
tion”  (see  Exhibit  I),  although  these  Figures  deal  with  salary,  utilities  and  housing. 

Enclosed,  also,  are  certain  diocesan  materials  (see  Exhibit  2  and  Exhibit  3),  which  have  never 
before  been  published.  We  believe  that  this  material  can  be  helpful  to  all  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 
They,  after  all,  have  the  final  responsibilities,  under  canon  law,  to  strive  for  just  salaries  for  their 
priests. 

At  the  present  time,  I  am  using  our  own  Figures  for  1983,  and  those  from  the  National  Church 
Pension  Fund,  as  of  December  31,  1982.  The  Finance  Committee  intends,  of  course,  to  continue 
working  on  this  whole  complicated  area. 

Enclosed  are: 

Exhibit  #1—  Extract  of  Clergy  Compensation,  median  and  median  adjusted  for  Cost  of  Living  Index. 
Exhibit  #2— Facts  on  range  of  Stipends  in  Northern  Indiana. 

Exhibit  #3— Range  of  car  expense  allowances  in  Northern  Indiana. 

The  schedule  from  the  Church  Pension  Fund  includes  96  Dioceses  ranked  by  level  of  annual 
stipend.  Our  neighboring  Dioceses  range  from  $17,045  to  $25,281;  and  $18,328  to  $26,063.  We 
rank  83rd  and  91st  respectively  in  the  list  of  96. 

While  these  Figures  include  salary',  housing  and  utilities,  they  do  reflect  the  status  of  compensa¬ 
tion  in  Northern  Indiana  —  where  the  average  and  median  are  the  same. 

Meanwhile,  the  Committee  commends  the  following  matters: 

1.  That  we  affirm  our  present  minimums  of  $13,500  stipend  and  $2,000  car  allowance. 

2.  That  we  continue  the  work  covered  by  Resolution  #2,  as  has  been  done  for  many  years. 

3.  That  we  urge  all  Parishes  through  their  Budgets  and  related  Stewardship  to  begin  immedi¬ 
ately  to  aim  for  the  minimums,  where  these  are  not  in  place.  The  best  advocates  for  our 
Priests  should  be  the  laity,  who  ought  to  be  concerned  that  our  pastors  have  stipends  which 
are  as  adequate  as  possible. 

4.  The  Diocesan  Committee  has  not  found  any  “easy  answers"  to  the  whole  complex  picture 
of  priests’  stipends  —  nor  does  it  believe  that  there  are  any.  Among  other  realities,  there 
is  the  plain  fact  that  the  Financial  resources  of  every  parish/mission  are  vastly  different 
from  one  another. 

None-the-less,  we  have  recommended  a  Five-fold  increase  in  the  Diocesan  Minimum  Sala¬ 
ry  Fund  (from  $1,000  in  1983  to  $5,000  in  1984).  We  clearly  understand  that  it  should  be 
more,  but  have  taken  a  common-sense  middle  Figure.  If  the  Diocesan  Budget  is  increased 
too  much  too  soon,  it  cannot  be  sustained  by  many  of  our  congregations. 

We  believe  that  it  must  be  stated  that  the  proposed  Figure  is  a  “last  resort"  fund  of  $5,000 
which  our  Bishop  will  use  to  supplement  parishes  that  cannot  quite  meet  the  $13,500  mini¬ 
mum  at  a  given  time.  It  cannot  be  a  routine  catch-all  or  a  substitute  for  the  parish’s  best  efforts. 
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Finally,  the  Diocesan  Convention  does  not  have  the  authority  to  force  compliance  with 
the  Figures  of  $13,500  minimum  stipend  and  $2,000  for  car  expenses  allowance  for  a  pri¬ 
est's  work.  It  can  only  commend,  and  our  Bishop  can  use  moral  persuasion  only.  The  con¬ 
sciences  —  and  the  ability  —  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  are  the  final  court  of  appeal. 

We  urge  the  Lay  Delegates  to  leave  this  convention  with  an  aim  of  seeing  to  it  that  present  mini¬ 
mum  standards  are  met  in  their  parishes!  The  Finance  Committee  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from 
any  of  you.

DEVELOPMENT  AND  COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION 


This  division  of  the  Cabinet  seeks  to  serve  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan  Family  in  the  following 
assigned  areas:  Publications,  Church  Art  and  Architecture,  Conferences,  Education  and  Steward¬ 
ship.  working  in  an  advisory  and  supportive,  rather  than  a  supervisory  capacity.  The  annual  reports 
of  the  several  departments  related  to  the  division's  activities  are  regularly  included  in  the  “Pre- 
Convention  Packet"  mailed  to  all  our  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  are  to  be  found  elsewhere 
in  this  Journal. 


Publications 

National  publications,  such  as  The  Living  Church,  The  Anglican  Digest,  and  The  Episcopalian ; 
our  provincial  paper,  Mid-West  Calling:  and  our  diocesan  organs.  The  Beacon  and  the  E.C.W.’s 
Bridge  Builder  all  combine  to  keep  Northern  Indiana  Churchpeople  as  well  informed  as  possible 
on  the  Church's  life  and  work  on  their  respective  levels. 

Our  various  parish  papers  and  newsletters  continue  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  excellence, 
with  respect  to  content,  interest,  and  format.  Newcomers  in  this  field  during  the  past  year  includ¬ 
ed  the  papers  of  Christ  the  King.  Huntington,  and  Incarnation,  Chesterton.  Both  are  proving  to 
be  appreciated  additions. 

Bishop  Sheridan’s  news-letter,  Benveen  Brothers,  which  he  sends  at  frequent  intervals  during 
the  year  to  our  clergy  and  lay  leaders,  performs  an  invaluable  service  in  keeping  them  current 
with  diocesan  life. 


Church  Art  and  Architecture 

Many  offerings  of  time  and  talent,  not  a  part  of  our  formal  Convention  reports,  are  continually 
and  quietly  given  in  this  area.  A  specific  example  is  the  work,  over  a  number  of  years,  of  Dean 
Robert  Bizzaro  as  a  member  of  the  national  Church's  Building  Commission.  Our  parishes  have 
found  a  surprising  amount  of  craft  and  artistic  skills  among  the  ranks  of  their  own  members,  who 
invariably  respond  to  these  needs  when  they  are  made  aware  of  them. 

Stewardship 

Church  Stewardship,  in  all  its  various  forms,  represents  an  ongoing  concern  of  entire  Diocesan 
Family.  Susan  (Mrs.  Donald)  Guard  again  gave  devoted  service  as  Chairman  of  the  Presiding  Bishop's 
Fund  for  World  Relief.  And  we  are  especially  fortunate  to  have  as  our  new  Diocesan  Stewardship 
Chairman  Fr.  Corydon  Randall,  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  which  has  been  conspicu¬ 
ously  successful  in  developing  an  effective  approach,  largely  carried  out  by  the  laity,  to  this  respon¬ 
sibility. 

This  year.  Trinity  Church  used  basically  the  fine  resource  materials,  entitled  Take  the  Next  Step, 
provided  by  the  national  Church  through  Seabury  Press.  Samples  of  these  were  received  by  ail 
our  parishes  and  missions  in  mid-summer,  giving  opportunity  for  early  formulation  of  local  plans 
for  the  1983-84  Every  Member  Canvass  on  the  suggested  “kick-off'  date,  October  30. 

In  addition  to  the  above  aids,  the  Diocese  once  more  made  available,  at  no  cost.  Canvass  pledge 
cards  and  envelopes,  together  with  the  Bishop’s  annual  Stewardship  Letter,  to  those  congregations 
wishing  to  make  use  of  them. 

As  mandated  by  both  our  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions  in  1982.  the  inclusion  (beginning 
in  1984)  in  each  parish  budget  of  a  1%  item  in  support  of  the  Church's  seminaries  gives  healthful 
evidence  of  a  growing  awareness  of  this  important  responsibility  and  the  necessity  of  meeting  it 
if  the  Church’s  standards  of  learning  are  to  be  maintained. 

Fellowship  and  Conferences 

Diocesan  endeavors  to  serve  our  youth  in  1983  centered  chiefly  on: 

The  Bishop  Mallett  Conference  for  High  Schoolers,  which  was  held  at  Geneva 
Center,  Rochester,  June  12  to  18:  and 

Our  Summer  Camps  for  Boys  and  Girls  at  Howe  School’s  facility  on  Cedar 
Lake;  Bishop  White  Camp  (11,  12,  and  13  year-olds),  July  31  to  August  6;  and 
Bishop  Gray  Camp  (8,  9.  and  10  year-olds),  August  7  to  13. 

Good  enrollment  and  enthusiasm  characterized  all  three  in  1983.  As  he  has  for  a  number  of 
years  past,  Fr.  David  Hyndman  served  as  their  Director.  With  the  assistance  of  his  volunteer  cleri¬ 
cal  and  lay  staff,  he  was  able  to  provide  our  young  people  a  well-rounded  experience  of  fun,  fel¬ 
lowship.  study  and  worship.  In  this,  of  course,  Howe  School  played  its  customary  generous  and 
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cooperative  role.  All  are  owed  our  best  thanks! 

Worthy  of  brief  mention,  from  the  clerical  point  of  view,  were 

The  yearly  Diocesan  Clergy  Conference  at  Wawasee  Center,  September  14, 
when  we  shared  for  the  first  time,  the  greatly  improved  facilities  made  possi¬ 
ble  by  our  Diocesan  Venture  in  Mission. 

The  Annual  Retreat  for  our  priests  and  deacons,  October  23  to  26,  at  Our 
Lady  of  Fatima  Retreat  and  Conference  Center,  Notre  Dame  University,  where 
the  Holy  Cross  Fathers  extended  their  usual  warm  welcome  and  gracious 
hospitality.  Conductor  this  year  was  the  Rev.  Leo  K.D.  Patterson,  O.S.B.  of  St. 
Gregory's  Abbey,  Three  Rivers,  Michigan.  (His  credentials  need  not  even  be 
mentioned!) 

Our  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Sheridan's  “Open  House  and  Christmas  Tea.”  always  a 
delightful  occasion  for  the  clergy  and  their  wives,  which  was  held  on  Holy  In¬ 
nocents'  Day.  1982. 

Our  Priests'  (and  Deacons’)  Fellowship  which  meets  monthly  between  October 
and  May.  usually  at  St.  Thomas’  Church.  Plymouth,  except  for  the  final  ses¬ 
sion  which  takes  place  at  Wawasee.  Fr.  Don  Raih.  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s.  Gas 
City  and  Fr.  Maxwell  Brown,  Vicar  of  Holy  Family,  Angola  are  currently 
leading  this  forum  which  fills  a  felt  need  for  study  and  discussion  of  subjects 
of  mutual  interest,  exploration,  and  concern. 

For  the  Diocesan  Family  as  a  whole,  1983’s  most  memorable  event  probably  was  the  “Pilgrimage 
of  Grace”  on  September  24  to  Nashotah  House  Seminary  in  celebration  of  the  Sesquicentennial 
of  the  Catholic  Revival  within  the  Anglican  Communion.  Nearly  150  persons  took  part  in  the  trip 
which  provided  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  as  well  as  inspiring  day.  In  the  words  of  one  pilgrim:  “It 
made  Nashotah  a  living  reality  for  me.” 

The  Ecumenical  Scene 

By  universal  consent,  1983  was  a  deeply  significant  year  —  and  one  bright  with  hope  —  for 
ecumenism.  There  was,  first  of  all,  the  initiation  of  formal  conversations  with  our  Lutheran  brothers 
and  sisters  in  Christ,  looking  toward  eventual  eucharistic  fellowship  with  them.  On  the  national, 
provincial  and  local  levels,  both  the  Bishop  and  our  Ecumenical  Officer,  Dean  Bizzaro,  have  been 
active  in  setting  forward  these  dialogues,  the  most  recent  of  which  was  on  November  3  in  Indi¬ 
anapolis.  A  celebration  by  Lutheran  clergy  of  their  classic  eucharistic  Liturgy  at  the  Cathedral 
of  St.  James,  South  Bend  on  the  afternoon  of  October  30  (XXIII  Pentecost)  proved  a  very  instruc¬ 
tive  experience  for  all  our  Churchpeople  who  attended. 

Secondly,  there  was  the  meeting  in  Venice,  August  30  to  September  6,  of  the  new  Anglican- 
Roman  Catholic  International  Commission  (ARCIC  II)  which,  in  accordance  with  the  Joint  State¬ 
ment  issued  in  1982  by  Pope  John  Paul  II  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  is  charged  with  recom¬ 
mending  the  practical  steps  necessary  for  the  restoration  of  full  communion  between  the  two 
Churches. 

Over  more  than  a  whole  generation  now,  our  Diocese  and  its  constituent  congregations  have 
been  in  the  vanguard  of  friendship  and  cooperation  with  our  fellow-Catholics  in  Northern  Indiana 
—  a  fact  so  fully  established,  and  so  frequently  and  happily  expressed  in  word  and  deed,  that 
it  is  surely  unnecessary  to  expatiate  upon  it  here. 

An  Appreciation 

For  the  kind  cooperation  of  my  colleagues  on  the  diocesan  staff,  and  the  willing  response  of 
our  priests  and  people  to  this  Division’s  frequent  calls  for  help  on  many  fronts  during  the  year 
just  closing,  I  am  genuinely  thankful  and  glad  of  this  chance  to  record  mv  appreciation.  This  is

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

(Highlights  of  1983  Meetings) 


JANUARY  29,  1983 

Treasurer  reported  that  we  had  done  well  financially  and  in  mission  fair  share/diocesan  assess¬ 
ment  payments  for  1982. 

Treasurer  presented  a  full  VIM  financial  report  (as  she  received  it  from  the  VIM  committee), 
and  the  Council  by  resolution  voted  to  make  a  final  distribution  of  funds  as  of  June  30,  one  year 
following  the  completion  of  our  VIM  campaign. 

Elected  Fr.  Gerhart  Niemeyer  as  vice-president  of  the  Council  for  the  year  1983. 

Approved  plans  of  distribution  of  parish  VIM  funds  from  All  Saints’,  Wawasee:  Holy  Trinity, 
Peru;  St.  James',  Goshen:  and  Holy  Family.  Angola. 

Asked  that  study  of  Diocesan  Comprehensive  Medical  Insurance  be  made,  comparing  present 
costs  with  those  of  at  least  two  other  companies,  and  that  a  report  be  given  to  the  March  meeting. 

Questioned  and  encouraged  the  Bishop  to  adequately  fulfill  the  Diocesan  Convention's  mandate 
on  implementing  higher  clergy  salaries  for  our  diocese. 

Expressed  concern  about  the  “Sixty  Minutes”  television  segment  on  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  and  asked  that  the  Bishop  write  a  pastoral  letter  to  the  diocese  about  this  matter. 

Asked  for,  and  were  assured  that  the  material  was  forthcoming  in  two  weeks,  guidelines  regard¬ 
ing  Lutheran/Episcopal  Interim  Sharing  of  the  Eucharist. 

APRIL  16,  1983 

Accepted  resignations  of  lay  representative  of  Michigan  City  Deanery  and  clergy  representative 
of  Calumet  Deanery  and  by  motion  directed  that  the  respective  deaneries  elect  their  own  replace¬ 
ments  before  the  June  meeting. 

Received  a  report  and  later  approved  as  amended,  effective  on  this  date,  a  report  from  the  Di¬ 
ocesan  Insurance  Committee  concerning  medical  insurance  for  retired  priests  and/or  widows  of 
diocesan  priests. 

Received  a  verbal  report  from  the  Bishop  concerning  the  matter  of  Diocesan  Comprehensive 
Medical  Insurance,  noting  that  our  present  plan  was  more  adequate  than  any  other  plan  available. 

Received  a  report  from  the  Finance  Committee  that  a  recommended  new  minimum  cash  stipend 
of  $13,500  and  new  minimum  car  allowance  of  $2,000  be  adopted  as  standards  for  diocesan  mis¬ 
sion  vicars  and  recommended  to  the  parishes.  This  report,  by  motion,  was  received  and  acted 
upon  in  the  manner  stated  above.  It  was  also  requested  that  the  Bishop  devise  some  way  to  enable 
parishes  to  compare  clergy  salaries/car  allowances  in  the  diocese  without  revealing  what  he  con¬ 
siders  to  be  confidential  information  for  each  parish. 

Approved  plans  of  distribution  of  local  VIM  funds  for  St.  Philip  &  St.  James,  Fort  Wayne;  Good 
Shepherd,  East  Chicago;  Cathedral,  South  Bend;  and  St.  Christopher’s,  Crown  Point. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  he  was  meeting  with  three  diocesan  clergy,  a  delegation  of  the  bishop 
and  clergy  representatives  of  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  with  official  Lutheran  representatives 
to  work  out  details  for  the  Lutheran/Episcopal  Dialogue. 

The  Bishop  presented  a  proposal  for  our  diocese  to  assume  a  companion  relationship  with  the 
Diocese  of  Enugu,  Nigeria,  strongly  urging  the  Council  to  approve  it.  The  Council  accepted  this 
proposal  and  moved  that  the  1983  Diocesan  Convention  have  as  its  major  program  and  emphasize 
a  presentation  of  the  companion  relationship  of  our  diocese  to  the  Province  of  Nigeria  and  the 
Diocese  of  Enugu. 

The  Council  urged  that  a  representative  of  our  diocese  be  sent  to  the  “To  Make  Peace”  national 
conference,  keeping  alive  the  Presiding  Bishop's  call  to  make  peacemaking  central  in  every  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  church. 

Heard  a  presentation  from  Fr.  Heiligstedt  concerning  the  parish  and  pastoral  problems  of  the 
Calumet  area  with  some  recommendations  about  joint  approaches  by  the  parishes  of  that  area. 

JUNE  25,  1983 

Welcomed  John  Childs  (Michigan  City  Deanery)  and  Fr.  Heiligstedt  (Calumet  Deanery)  as  two 
members  fulfilling  unexpired  terms. 

Treasurer  reported  on  final  statement  of  the  VIM  program,  noting  that  15  parishes  had  not  yet 
asked  for  any  of  their  local  use  funds.  A  letter  of  reminder  was  to  be  sent  to  all  of  them. 

The  Bishop  reported  on  ordinations  to  the  diaconate  and  priesthood,  institutions  of  clergy  in 
cures,  and  progress  in  filling  vacant  cures  of  which  there  are  six  at  this  time. 
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Heard  that  Dave  Mathus  of  the  Cathedral  parish  and  chairman  of  its  Task  Force  on  Peace  represent¬ 
ed  the  Diocese  at  the  Colorado  “To  Make  Peace”  national  conference. 

Received  a  copy  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Cabinet  to  give  a  broader  base  to  the  duties  of 
cabinet  members. 

Heard  reports  about  forthcoming  150th  Anniversary  celebrations  of  the  Oxford  Movement,  in¬ 
cluding  our  “Diocesan  Pilgrimage”  to  Nashotah  House  on  September  24. 

Approved  plans  for  use  of  VIM  funds  for  Trinity  Parish.  Logansport. 

Was  reassured  by  the  Bishop  that  he  is  doing  all  he  can  in  personal  ways  to  encourage  vestries 
to  improve  the  salaries  of  diocesan  priests. 

SEPTEMBER  10,  1983 

Heard  petitions  for  reductions  in  the  diocesan  assessment/mission  fair  share  for  1984  from  the 
following  parishes,  with  actions  taken: 

a.  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend:  Reduced  from:  $4,763.70  to  $1,500.00 

b.  St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaks:  Reduced  from  $3,554.58  to  S600.00. 

c.  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City:  Reduced  from  $4,245.31  to  $2,500.00 

d.  St.  Christopher’s,  Crown  Point:  Reduced  from  $3,995.91  to  $1,200.00 

e.  St.  Barnabas’,  Gary:  Reduced  from  $5,386.73  to  S3.600.00,  with  the  Council 

expressing  its  appreciation  for  the  enthusiasm  and  positive  attitude  of  this 

small  parish. 

f.  Holy  Trinity,  Peru:  Reduced  from  $4,221.02  to  $1,200.00 

Explored  ways  to  clarify  the  position  of  Warden  of  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  so  that  the 
Diocese  as  a  whole  would  share  in  the  expense  of  this  position  by  a  salary  item  in  the  diocesan 
budget.  Expressed  a  concern  that  the  explanatory  note  on  this  item  in  the  1984  proposed  budget 
be  clarified  to  show  that  this  is  a  separate,  but  contingent  operation  with  All  Saints’  Mission. 

Heard  final  report  about  implementation  of  higher  clergy  salaries  in  the  diocese,  with  the  assur¬ 
ance  that  a  full,  printed  report  would  be  made  available  to  the  pre-convention  deanery  meetings. 

Heard  that  Christ  Church,  Gary,  will  be  closed  and  the  property  sold  to  another  church  group 
in  downtown  Gary. 

Approved  the  proposed  1984  Diocesan  Budget,  adjusted  to  reflect  the  reductions  in  diocesan 
assessment/mission  fair  share  granted  to  the  six  parishes  requesting  them. 

Approved  local  use  of  VIM  funds  for  Trinity,  Michigan  City:  and  St.  Alban’s,  Fort  Wayne.

A  grant  of  $10,000  was  given  to  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  to  pay  for  construction  work 
needed  to  complete  the  enlarging  and  refurbishing  of  the  center. 

A  grant  of  $4,827.88  was  given  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  closing  the  Monticello  Land  Purchase  Account. 

A  grant  of  $15,000  was  given  to  St.  Augustine’s.  Gary,  to  be  used  by  the  Bishop  in  obtaining 
a  priest  for  their  parish.  Five  thousand  of  this  amount  to  be  used  the  First  year  for  augmenting 
the  priest’s  stipend  and  $5,000  for  moving  expenses.  The  remaining  $5,000  to  be  used  the  second 
year  towards  the  priest’s  stipend. 

A  grant  of  $3,000  was  given  to  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  to  be  used  by  the  parish  to  assist  in  paying 
for  much  needed  repairs  to  the  Rectory  Building. 

A  grant  of  $4,000  was  given  to  St.  Christopher’s,  Crown  Point,  to  assist  them  in  resolving  cur¬ 
rent  financial  obligations  caused  by  a  marked  down  turn  in  the  steel  industry.

That  this  67th  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church  calls  upon  all  ‘con¬ 
gregations*  throughout  the  Church  to  evaluate  their  life  for  total  mission  and  ministry,  endeavoring 
to  increase  their  effectiveness  through  service,  worship,  evangelism,  education,  and  pastoral  care 
during  the  triennium:  and  be  it  further 

Resolved.  That  members  of  this  Convention  offer  themselves  anew  to  this  mission  and  ministry, 
and  pledge  to  work  with  all  varieties  of  congregations  w  hich  they  represent  throughout  the  Church 
in  The  Next  Step  in  Mission  for  a  renewed  extension  of  total  mission  and  ministry  of  the  Church; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  each  Diocesan  Bishop  is  asked  to  share  annually  with  the  Church  through  the 
Presiding  Bishop  and  the  House  of  Bishops  Interim  Meetings  the  Progress  of  his  diocese  in  this 
next  step  forward." 

To  implement  this  evaluation  the  church  has  prepared  a  Guide  for  Congregational  Self-Evaluation. 
The  Evangelism  Committee  of  this  diocese  is  ready  to  work  with  any  congregations  in  beginning 
the  process  and  to  follow  up  with  the  development  of  parish  interest  in  the  matter. 

The  committee  is  seeking  out  new  members  that  it  may  better  serve  the  diocese.  The  diocese 
was  represented  at  a  meeting  of  diocesan  evangelism:  chairmen  at  a  conference  in  South  Bend 
in  October  of  this  year.  In  addition,  the  committee  subsidized  the  cost  of  attendance  at  a  national 
conference  on  Evangelism  at  Ridgecrest,  North  Carolina  for  six  lay  persons.  It  is  our  hope  that 
the  clergy  and  parishes  of  the  diocese  will  avail  themselves  of  the  material  and  serv  ices  of  this 
committee.

PRESIDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

It  continues  to  be  a  great  privilege  to  act  as  representative  of  the  Diocesan  women  at  Diocesan 
events.  The  magnificently  executed  liturgy  of  the  4-fold  Ordination  provided  a  spiritual  experience 
long  to  be  remembered.  Later  this  fall,  there  will  be  two  more  Ordinations  which  1  hope  to  attend. 

The  rededication  of  a  House  of  Worship  for  St.  Georges  Mission  was  a  heartwarming  example 
of  Christian  love  in  action.  Townspeople  of  other  faiths  crowded  the  nave  to  capacity  and  many 
shared  the  Eucharist  with  their  “new”  Anglican  friends-in-Christ.  The  entire  community  gave 
helping  hands  for  uncounted  hours  of  building  repair,  remodelling,  painting,  and  cleaning,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  many  monetary  gifts.  What  better  proof  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  at  work! 

The  Summer  Fair  at  Wawasee  continues  to  be  a  popular  event,  with  ever-increasing  attendance. 
This  year  there  were  more  than  100  items  contributed  for  the  silent  auction  which  provided  $330.00. 
all  of  which  was  given  to  the  Wawasee  furnishings  fund. 

The  superb  new  addition  to  the  Wawasee  facility  is  indeed  a  much  needed  improvement.  The 
Diocesan  ECW  Board  recommends  that  policy  guidelines  be  established  for  its  use  and  maintenance, 
in  an  effort  to  preserve  its  “newness.”  The  Board  also  suggests  that  a  usage  fee  schedule  be  estab¬ 
lished,  in  an  attempt  to  have  the  facility  financially  self-supporting. 

The  bi-Deanery  meetings  in  1983  all  featured  the  same  program,  a  presentation  by  Sue  Guard 
(All  Saints*,  Wawasee)  on  “Discovering  Your  Spiritual  Gifts."  This  program  was  the  condensation 
of  a  workshop  Sue  attended  at  Triennial.  Thelma  Hoot  and  De  Bada  were  re-elected  President 
of  the  Elkhart  and  Ft.  Wayne  Deanery  respectively. 

Income  from  Memorial  Fund  principal  and  the  Edgerton  Trust  Fund  enabled  the  Diocesan  ECW 
to  award  a  $700  scholarship  in  July.  The  recipient  was  Mrs.  Ardis  Barnett  of  St.  Thomas*,  Plymouth. 
Because  of  the  scholarship.  Ardis  was  able  to  enroll  in  a  one  year  graduate  program  at  Western 
Michigan  to  earn  a  Master  of  Arts  in  Blind  Rehabilitation  Teaching.  She  herself  has  impaired  vi¬ 
sion,  and  selected  this  career  as  one  in  which  she  could  continue  to  function  competently,  even 
if  her  own  sight  is  further  diminished. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  Board  accepted  resignations  from  Ann  Wellington  and  Kris  Spaid 
this  year.  However,  we  were  fortunate  to  secure  excellent  successors  and  welcomed  Mrs.  Harold 
(Marian)  MacDonald  as  Memorial  Fund  Chairman,  and  Mrs.  John  (Moira)  Connolly  as  Church 
Periodical  Club  Chairman.  One  of  the  greatest  blessings  of  this  administration  has  been  the  su¬ 
perb  support  and  help  from  a  first  rate  Board  comprised  of  some  of  the  Diocese's  most  congenial 
women! 

An  ever-increasing  number  of  women  continue  to  be  employed  outside  the  home,  which  dra¬ 
matically  reduces  the  amount  of  volunteer  sendee  time  available  for  church  and  other  philanthrop¬ 
ic  endeavors.  Some  churches  no  longer  have  formal  ECW  groups,  but  the  women  who  are  truly 
committed  to  the  Lord's  service  still  find  time  to  accomplish  necessary  tasks  for  their  House  of 
Worship. 

With  thanks  to  one  and  all  for  the  privilege  of  serving,  and  the  many  blessings  derived  from 
that  service,  I  remain.

ALTAR  GUILD 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  1983 

The  eighth  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day,  hosted  by  St.  Paul’s.  Hammond,  was  held  Oc¬ 
tober  1,  1983,  with  79  persons  attending.  This  included  nine  clergy,  representatives  from  sixteen 
congregations  and  the  guest  speaker. 

The  primary  goal  for  DAG  DAY  is  “fellowship”  and  everyone  was  asked  to  make  at  least  one 
new  friend  by  the  end  of  the  day. 

Father  John  Blakslee,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  was  introduced  and  welcomed  everyone 
to  St.  Paul’s  and  the  Calumet  Deanery  area. 

The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Blackburn,  Jr.,  an  authority  on  ecclesiastical  needlework  and  Rector  of  Christ 
the  King  Episcopal  Church,  Lansing,  Illinois,  spent  some  time  in  England  this  summer.  While 
there  he  took  many  pictures  of  English  churches.  For  DAG  DAY  he  presented  and  narrated  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  slides  showing  the  artistry  of  needlepoint  in  altar  frontals,  kneelers,  banners,  etc.  He  had 
many  helpful  hints  and  answered  questions  concerning  needlepoint  following  his  presentation. 

Following  the  slide  presentation,  the  Question  Box  was  moderated  by  Father  Blakslee.  The  Question 
Box  provides  an  opportunity  for  anyone  to  ask  questions  anonymously,  and  the  purpose  is  to  stimulate 
discussion  on  customs  and  practices  of  Altar  Guilds.  One  question  was.  “Should  the  Altar  Guild 
be  a  fund  raising  organization?”  The  consensus  was  that  the  Altar  Guild  as  such  is  a  service  or¬ 
ganization  and  not  a  fund  raising  organization.  They  felt  the  major  function  of  the  Altar  Guild 
is  to  take  care  of  the  Holy  Things  of  the  Altar.  Questions  on  removal  of  stains  such  as  wine  and 
lipstick  were  discussed  as  well  as  how  to  generate  parish  interest  in  becoming  Altar  Guild  members. 

During  a  short  break  the  group  had  an  opportunity  to  view  displays  of  needlepoint  cushions, 
linens  and  banners  made  by  Altar  Guilds  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  noon  by  Father  Blakslee  with  the  assistance  of  Father  Center 
and  Father  Rademaker,  after  which  luncheon  was  served  by  St.  Anne’s  Altar  Guild,  St.  Paul's, 
Hammond. 

Father  Comer,  Fort  Wayne,  reported  briefly  concerning  the  newest  mission  in  the  diocese,  St. 
George’s,  Berne.  Indiana.  He  mentioned  that  a  lot  of  community  volunteer  work  as  well  as  parish 
volunteer  work  has  gone  into  the  refurbishing  of  this  church.  He  also  suggested  that  if  any  used 
items  such  as  holy  vessels,  vestments,  etc. ,  are  being  discarded  by  other  parishes,  they  might  be 
of  use  to  St.  George's  and  to  please  check  with  him  at  Trinity.  Fort  Wayne,  before  they  are  discarded. 

Thelma  Hoot  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist.  Elkhart,  was  asked  to  give  a  brief  history  of  her  forty 
years  in  Altar  Guild  work.  She  said  that  by  working  on  Altar  Guild  she  was  able  to  learn  more 
about  the  Church,  and  her  Altar  Guild  work  gave  her  peace  of  mind  and  helped  to  relieve  her 
problems  and  cares.  She  knows  that  her  Altar  Guild  work  has  brought  her  closer  to  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

Next  year’s  DAG  DAY  will  be  held  October  6,  1984.  at  Trinity.  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

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THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH 
COUNCIL  REPORT 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Program  has  had  a  busy  year.  A  retreat  was  held  in  January  at  the  Wawasee 
Episcopal  Center.  Thirty-six  participated  in  the  theme  of  the  conference,  “Change,  Friendship, 
and  Priorities.*'  The  conference  explored  how  those  areas  impact  our  faith. 

From  January  18-20,  1983,  The  Rev.  David  Hyndman,  The  Rev.  Jon  Sams.  Nick  Phillips,  and 
Shannon  Kelley  represented  the  diocese  at  the  Provincial  Task  Force  Meeting  held  at  DeKoven. 
Suggestions  for  a  new  Provincial  Coordinator  were  sent  to  the  National  Church,  and  some  initial 
planning  for  provincial  youth  events,  took  place. 

Another  Diocesan  Youth  Conference  was  held  from  April  29-May  1,  1983  at  St.  Alban's  in  Fort 
Wayne.  This  conference  explored  the  influence  that  technological  society  has  on  our  lives,  present 
and  future.  Some  experts  in  computer  technology  were  present  to  give  their  views  and  field  ques¬ 
tions.  During  the  conference  a  computer  was  available  for  members  to  investigate  and  operate. 

The  Bishop  Mallett  Conference  was  held  at  the  Geneva  Conference  Center  in  Rochester,  Indi¬ 
ana,  from  June  12-18.  The  conference  was  well  attended  this  year.  The  theme  of  the  conference 
was  “Forming  and  Keeping  Values  for  the  Age”  emphasizing  how  persons  live  out  their  Christian 
commitments.  Along  with  the  Director,  Father  Hyndman,  the  staff  included  Father  Jon  Sams,  Jane 
Hoyle,  and  Margaret  Campbell. 

Later  in  June  the  diocese  hosted  at  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  a  planning  meeting  for  the  Prov¬ 
ince  V  Youth  Event  to  be  held  in  November.  Delegates  came  from  all  over  the  province  to  attend. 
The  meeting  was  led  by  Phillip  Mantle  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  who  is  the  new  Provincial 
Coordinator. 

The  Bishop  White  and  Bishop  Gray  Camps  were  held  at  the  Howe  Military  School  Summer 
Camp  from  July  31-August  13.  Fr.  Hyndman,  the  director,  was  assisted  by  youth  who  served  as 
counselors  and  an  adult  staff  that  included  Joe  Charette,  David  Swartley.  Duke  and  Darlene  Wedge 
from  St.  James',  Goshen;  Robert  Taylor,  Gethsemane,  Marion  Connie  Simmons,  Christ  the  King, 
Huntington;  and  Tim  Skimina,  St.  Timothy's,  Griffith.  The  two  weeks  were  successful. 

On  November  5,  1983,  The  Annual  Youth  Convention  will  be  held  at  the  Cathedral.  This  time 
is  taken  to  plan  for  the  coming  events  in  1984. 

The  Diocese  will  once  again  have  a  delegation  present  at  the  Provincial  Youth  Conference  held 
this  year  in  Pontiac.  Michigan  from  November  25-27. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  1984  a  good  number  of  young  people  from  this  diocese  will  be  able  to  attend 
the  National  Youth  Event  that  will  be  held  from  August  6-10,  1984.  at  Oklahoma  State  University.

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WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER  REPORT 

The  shell  of  the  addition  to  the  Retreat  and  Conference  Center  at  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center 
has  been  completed.  The  interior  has  been  finished  and  the  bare  necessities  are  in.  However,  there 
is  little  money  to  do  any  furnishing.  There  are  two  old  Army  chow  benches  and  several  old  folding 
chairs  and  cane  bottom  chairs.  No  work  has  been  done  on  the  old  portion  of  the  building.  Approx¬ 
imately  $ 20,000  is  needed  to  complete  the  project.  We  were  able  to  go  as  far  as  we  have  because 
of  an  emergency  grant  from  the  diocese  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.  The  most  urgent  need,  at  pres¬ 
ent,  is  to  get  money  to  buy  adequate  chairs  and  tables  for  the  conference  room. 

As  the  congregation  of  All  Saints'  Mission  use  the  center  for  their  parish  hall  on  occasion,  they 
took  it  upon  themselves  to  do  some  necessary  work  at  the  Center.  Trouble  developed  in  the  septic 
system  and  the  congregation  raised  emergency  funds  to  put  in  a  new  dry  well.  The  manual  labor 
was  done  by  members  of  the  mission. 

As  a  result  of  this,  sufficient  monies  were  left  to  buy  concrete  to  put  in  two  needed  walks  at 
the  rear  of  the  building.  Again,  the  labor  to  put  in  the  forms,  pour  the  concrete  and  level  the  walks 
was  done  by  members  of  the  congregation. 

In  addition,  Fr.  Hyndman  and  a  few  of  the  members  leveled  the  ground,  planted  grass  seed, 
and  made  a  patio  between  the  two  wings  of  the  building.  Future  plans  of  the  mission  call  for  paint¬ 
ing  of  the  exterior  woodwork  of  the  building  and  continued  landscaping  of  the  grounds. 

Various  parishes  and  missions  of  the  diocese  continue  to  use  the  center  and  interest  has  been 
shown  by  such  organizations  as  Alcoholics  Anonymous  to  use  the  facilities  for  retreats. 

It  is  urged  that  the  whole  diocesan  family  visit  the  center  and  become  familiar  with  it.  It  is  a 
diocesan  center  and  is  available  for  all  of  us  to  use.
